Question on Board cut 
now may be advisory 


An unexpectedly close defeat of a move 
designed to reduce the size of the Board of 
Aldermen has given its proponent 
courage to try again a different way. 

Aid. Ethel Sheehan Tuesday submitted 
a measure to the Board of Aldermen that 
would allow a nonbinding public-policy 
question to go on the ballot in November. 

Her earlier proposal to get the question 
uii the ballot as a referendum question to 
be decided by the voters was defeated 14- 
10 Monday night by the Board of Aider- 
men, a surprisingly close vote. 

Sheehan wants to eliminate one 
alderman-at-large from each of the city's 
eight wards, leaving 16 aldermen. There 
would be eight aldermen-at-large (each a 
resident of one of the wards but 
representing the entire city) and one 
ward alderman from each ward, whose 
primary concern is his or her ward. 


Aid. Sheehan, who is in her second year 
as a first-term alderman, argued her 
case last week before the Legislation & 
Rules Committee, where her motion was 
denied 4-1. 

She was joined in her effort to reduce 
the Board by Aid. Carol Ann Shea, Susan 
Schur and Terry Morris, and Monday 
night was aided by such long-time 
aldermen as Robert Tennant, Sidney 
Small and Wendell Bauckman. 

Sheehan is concerned not only with the 
general unmanageability of 24 aldermen 
trying to meet effectively but also with 
the voters' ability to know them. 

Aid. Eliot Cohen, speaking in favor of 
the Board cut, acknowledged that "much 
of the dialogue (at Board and committee 
meetings) is not needed."

A combined municipal and school 
budget of $66,638,906 was passed by the 
Board of Aldermen early Tuesday 
morning. 

The budget still will be adjusted at 
some later time to include possibly $2.5 
million for salary increases for police and 
fire departments and for school per¬ 
sonnel. 

On the credit side, $250,000 will be 
deleted from the money to be raised in 
taxes because of the expected reim¬ 
bursement by the state for the schools' 
Metco program. 

When everything has been added and 
subtracted, the tax increase is likely to be 
around $6 per thousand dollars of 
assessed property valuation. The current 
rate is $164.40.. 

The actual amount approved by the 
Board of Aldermen is only about $900,000 
above that approved last year, but the 
amount available in the city's surplus 
account to offset taxes is less this year, 
partly because of an overestimate of 
motor vehicle excise tax that would be 
collected. 

The problem arose, Comptroller 
Lawrence Marino explained, when the 
estimate of receipts for 1976-77 was based 
on receipts for 1975-76, which were in¬ 


flated because the state had been late in 
issuing excise bills the year before. The 
city therefore collected some excise tax 
for two years in one fiscal year, falsely 
increasing the receipts for 1975. 

Marino said he is required by law to 
base the estimate of taxes to be received 
on the previous year’s receipts. 

Included in the money to be raised, but 
put into budget reserve by the aldermen, 
is $263,614. In order to have the money 
released, department heads and the 
mayor must request the funds. 


Funding for street reconstruction, 
consultants for the Assessing Depart¬ 
ment, a municipal audit, and salaries for 
the new ambulance service was put into 
budget reserve, assuring further 
arguments on these controversial mat¬ 
ters. 

A move to cut Law Department raises 
failed, as did an attempt to restore 
several new positions cut by the Finance 
Committee in its earlier deliberations. 

The positions of a new building in¬ 
spector, a new traffic planner, and a 


deputy sealer of weights and measure 
were rejected by the Board. 

A 14-10 vote allowed the $162,000 aerial 
survey to remain in the Engineering 
Department budget after a half-hour 
debate. 

Aid. Terry Morris proposed several 
resolutions on the capital improvement 
program, which Aid. Mark White 
referred to as "pie in the sky" and 
"dreamland."

Ambulance service still in debate

The new ambulance service, 
which will go into effect July 1, 
was funded by the Board of 
Aldermen by putting $153,000 
for salaries into budget 
reserve. The amount was in the 
Fire Department budget. 

This move reflected a new 
uncertainty as to which branch 
of public safety will end up 
operating the ambulances. 


The equipment itself is still 
undecided because of a charter 
objection raised by Aid. Sidney 
Small, Finance Committee 
chairman, at Monday night's 
regular Board meeting, an 
action which postponed ap¬ 
proval of the cost and method 
of funding until a special 
meeting tonight (Thursday). 

Small has continually ob¬ 
jected to the cost of the new 
service. Monday night he 


explained to the Board that the 
most expensive ambulances — 
$22,800 each — have nothing 
more than the $19,500 am¬ 
bulances except "a lot of jazz 
and chrome.” 

When it appeared that some 
members of the Board were 
pressing for the fancy vehicles, 
Small "chartered" the matter. 

The number of vehicles 
necessary has decreased from 
three to two as a result of 


continued importuning by 
mayoral assistant Michael 
I.ebner with the state 
Department of Public Health. 

Gene Blumenreich, chair¬ 
man of the citizen committee 
which studied and reported on 
what method of providing 
ambulance service would be 
best for Newton, said Wed¬ 
nesday that when his com¬ 
mittee made its recom-

Metco won't be increased 


Fears of the state reneging in the future 
on its funding for Metco caused the School 
Committee majority to keep the Newton 
Metco enrollment at 350 instead of in¬ 
creasing it to 400 as the superintendent 
recommended Monday. 

In a meeting peppered with accusations 
of interruptions and calls for 
parliamentary points of order, the 150 
people in the audience saw the Com¬ 
mittee vote 6-0-3 to keep the same number 
of students in the voluntary Boston-to- 
Newton busing program. 

Abstaining from the final vote were 
Honora Kaplan, Manuel Beckwith, and 
Robert Cohen. These three were joined by 
Mayor Theodore Mann in two previous 4-5 
votes that attempted to increase the 
program to 400 students. 

The five members in the first two votes 
favoring to keep the program at its 
present number were the same five who 
were the ruling majority in last sum¬ 
mer's dispute in which Newton refused to 
accept an $82,000 reduction in state 
funding without cutting what were 
considered crucial staff positions. 


The dispute was resolved last year 
when Gov. Michael Dukakis gave the 
state Metco budget money from his 
emergency account, thus restoring some 
of the services in Newton. 

The five-member majority consisted of 
Chairman Alvin Mandell, Vice Chairman 
Henry Delicata, Michael LeConti, Ed¬ 
ward Prince, and Paul Ash. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
outlined how the 400 students would cost 
the state $730,872, with $257,117 going 
toward reimbursement for regular 
classroom personnel. 

The budget for the 350 students will 
amount to $714,209, with $6815 less for 
teacher reimbursement. The $250,302 will 
be deducted from the amount that has to 
be raised by the tax rate. 

Fink disputes Ash 

Committeeman Ash handed out his own 
projection of Metco costs over the next 
six years if the state continues with the 
same reimbursement formula which is 
new this year. 

With Fink’s original proposal there 


would be 313 Metco elementary students 
next year with the state paying for the 
eight extra elementary teachers that 
Fink estimates would be needed because 
of the present staffing pattern. 

Ash figures that in six years these 
students would all be in junior and senior 
highs and the state would have to pay for 
15 teachers in Newton because of the 
smaller pupil-teacher ratio here in the 
higher grades. 

Fink said at the meeting, "There’s a lot 
of spurious material here," and 
proceeded to dispute Ash’s projections, 
including one that said a school may not 
be consolidated with another one (at 
some time in the future) because of the 40 
Metco students that the combined schools 
might have. 

Fink said if the School Committee told 
him which schools it was considering for 
closing, he wouldn't add any more Metco 
students to them, but pointed out the 
inability of the Committee to agree on 
closing more than one school in the past 
six years. 

When Ash and Fink were in the midst of 


a debate both Chairman Mandell and 
Mayor Mann tried to call for a point of 
order. 

Mann said to Mandell. "I think you 
demean this Committee.” 

Mandell said he merely asked the 
superintendent to keep his comments to

Conservation acquisition policy debated

What criteria should Newton use to 
select land that the city will purchase for 
conservation purposes? 

The question was on the agenda for an 
April 27 meeting of the Conservation 
Commission, but participants continually 
got off onto tangents that led to no con¬ 
crete recommendations. 

Discussion wandered from criticisms 
of the “large gap” between the 
Recreation Commission and the Con¬ 
servation Commission land acquisition 
programs, to the lack of personnel and 


money for maintaining open space, to 
arguments between members of the 
Newton Conservators and the com¬ 
mission over whether golf courses and 
the St. Joseph Novitiate should be pur¬ 
chased by the city. 

No decision was reached, partly 
because no draft criteria were on hand as 
a basis for discussion by commissioners 
and interested citizens who showed up. 

A special commission meeting will be 
held May 11 at 8 p.m. at City Hall to 
discuss the question, and concerned 
citizens and organizations are urged to 
attend. 

Stephen Gartrell, a Planning Depart¬ 


ment and Conservation Commission aide 
who has catalogued open land for a 
revision of Newton’s Open Space- 
Recreation Plan, will draw up some draft 
criteria for that session. 

In Newton, there is a "huge gap" 
between the Recreation Commission and 
the Conservation Commission to oversee 
acquisition of land for park purposes, 
Commissioner Thelma Fleishman 
remarked. 

"Maintenance is also a big problem," 
she added. 

The management of conservation land 
may require different knowledge and 
abilities from that of park land, calling 


for two separate bodies, some com¬ 
missioners feel. 

Norumbega Park is a good example of 
the split jurisdiction , now so unwieldy, 
that needs to be rectified. 

Its 13-acre acquisition, with 50 percent 
reimbursement from state self-help 
funds, comes under the Conservation 
Commission’s land program, but the 
Recreation Department is designing the 
activities program and the city's Public 
Works Department will be responsible for 
maintenance of the park. 

Some people would like to see main-

Birdman 
of Waban

"Oh! How disgusting. Stuffed birds." 

That comment at a craft fair two years 
ago prompted Dick Sawdo of Waban to 
put a sign on the front of his booth saying 
"Carved Birds." 

The detail in the burned-in feathers on 
the wings of his latest project make them 
look so real only touching them can dispel 
the belief that they were not picked from 
a real osprey. 

At the age of 30 Sawdo is beginning his 
third year carving ornithologically 
correct birds from blocks of basswood. 

His latest project of which he is very 
proud is a half-size osprey, a rare species 
in this state that has been recently 
making a comeback with the decline in 
•the use of DDT. 

One was recently spotted nesting near 
the banks of the old Norumbega Park. 

Sawdo's half-size osprey has a 
wingspan of about three feet and was 
done on special request for a collector in 
California. 

This project took him two months of 
full-time work to complete because he 
had to study the birds at the Harvard 
Museum of Ornithology and examine the 
preserved skins at the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society.

'10%' ordinance 
passes by 19-4 


An expected tight vote on the “10 
percent ordinance" did not materialize 
when the matter was presented to the 
Board of Aldermen Monday night, and 
the once-controversial ordinance was 
passed by a 19-4 vote. 

The new ordinance requires new 
developers to lease to the Newton 
Housing Services Commission 10 percent 
of their new apartments built under 
permissive use of the Board of Aldermen. 

The rent for the apartments, subsidized 
by the federal government, is less than 
market rent. The leases are written for 
five-year periods, usually with two 
renewal periods. 

The new ordinance also allows for the 
provision of low-income housing off the 
development site, if the Board of 
Aldermen so chooses, and for a cash 
payment to the Housing Services Com¬ 
mission instead of apartments. The 
money would be used in the construction 
of public housing. 

The latter provision was inserted to 
take care of condominium developments, 
whose apartments will generally cost 
more than the HSC could pay for pur¬ 
chase and where rentals would not be 
allowed or desirable. 

The new ordinance has a history going 
back to 1968, when a policy was developed 
by the Board of Aldermen but never 
enacted into law. Two years ago 
developer Michael lodice resisted live 


imposition of the policy and took the city 
to court. 

This March lodice won his case, par¬ 
tially because the "10 percent policy" 
was not a written ordinance, and the 
Board of Aldermen hurried to fill the gap. 

Several petitions for permissive use to

Opinion changing on privacy 


Do organizations and 
agencies ask you for too much 
personal information? Yes, 
according to a majority of 
Americans surveyed recently 
by pollster Louis Harris. 

"There is increasing public 
concern about data collection 
and record-keeping practices,” 
said State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson, chairman of the 
Massachusetts Legislative 
Commission on Privacy. 

A 59 to 34.percent majority of 
the Harris survey feel that 
organizations and agencies ask 
for too much information. This 
is a complete turn around of 
the 33 to 59 percent results of a 
year ago. 

Harris now finds that 67 
percent agree with the 
statement that Americans 
start surrendering their 
privacy the moment they seek 
credit. Last year the public 
was evenly divided on the same 
question. Furthermore, the 
percentage of citizens who now

feel "threatened" by files of 
personal information has in¬ 
creased to 32 percent from 23 
percent of a year ago. 

Mofenson, who is currently 
working on amendments to the 
Fair Information Practices Act 
and other privacy protection 
legislation, noted that by a 75 to 
10 percent majority the public 
supports legislation that would 
“lay down rules for the way 
business and other privacy 
organizations should deal with 


information” about in¬ 
dividuals. 

"A key concern," Mofenson 
said, "is that individuals who 
are hurt by unfair data 
collecting and record-keeping 
practices are afraid to come 
forward to tell of their 
problems out of fear of making 
the situation worse. It's this 
very documentation, however, 
which is needed to form the 
bedrock for remedial 
legislation, “ he said.

The change in the open 
enrollment policy of the School 
Committee that passed 
unanimously Monday night 
will result in 34 students not 
being accepted into 
Meadowbrook Junior High 
School in September.

Roach back in 
court May 23 


May 23 has been set as the 
date for the next trial in 
Middlesex Superior Court in 
the case of Martin J. Roach vs. 
the Newton Redevelopment 
Authority. 

Roach won $477,870 in land 
damages in a trial before 
Judge Francis Lappin last 
year, then filed for a jury trial, 
hoping to increase the amount 
of the award. 

The Newton Community 
Development Authority, which 
inherited NRS’s duties and its 
backlog of court suits in 
July,1976, has become the 
defendant in the suit. 

Eminent domain landtakings 
for the I,ower Falls Urban 
Renewal Project at Route 128 
and Washington Street paid 
Roach 51 cents a square foot 
for most of his land, instead of 


the $4 a square foot he claims it 
was worth at the time. 

I«ippin's award raised the 
price to $1.50. 

Part of the former Roach 
holdings have been sold to 
Spaulding and Slye for $2.43 
per square foot. 

Negotiations have been 
under way, without success, to 
settle the case out of court. 

NCDA Chairman Charles 
Thomas said Monday that 
there has been no settlement 
yet. 

He declined to comment on 
reports that Roach wants to 
settle for $3 a square foot. 

The NCDA has invested 
$417,240 in receipts from the 
March 17 sale of lots two and 
three in the Spaulding and Slye 
office park in short term notes, 
to be available in the event the 
Roach case is decided. 


William Carmen has

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School Committee interviews two North appointees

Acting Housemaster Gail 
Mein and Acting Social Studies 
department Head Edward 
Rossiter, both from Newton 
North High, were well received 
hy the School Committee 
Monday at a special meeting 
wiring which they were in¬ 
terviewed in public. 

All School Committee 
members who spoke expressed 
approval of the two who were 
recommended by the 
superintendent last week, but 
the vote of approval was put off 
until next week’s Monday 
meeting as was agreed upon 
previously. 

Newton South Principal 
Ernest Van Seasholes ex¬ 
pressed his personal view 
before the meeting that the 
Committee's interviewing was 
a breaking of precedence that 


could be looked upon as 
"somekind of undercutting of a 
principal (who is ) trying to 
bring the school together." 

A memo from the Secondary 
School Principals' Association 
recognized that the School 
Committee has the final 
authority and responsibility for 
all appointments in the schools, 
but said the Committee should 
either accept or reject the 
superintendent’s recomme¬ 
ndation for positions serving 
under principals. 

Since Superintendent Aaron 
Fink’s nomination for the 
position is made in consultation 
with the principals, the group 
says, "We fully expect to be 
held accountable for our 
recommendations." 

Superintendent Fink, who 
distributed the principals’ 
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memo before the meeting, said 
after the interviews that he 
would want such questions by 
Committee members to be 
asked in open session. The 
Committee was invited to see 
the finalists for positions of 
budget director and director of 
support services in Fink's 
office before the superin¬ 
tendent made the final 
recommendation to the 
Committee. 

Committeeman Paul Ash 
began both interviews by 
asking both nominees why they 
would like to permanently fill 
the jobs for which they now 
have acting responsibility. 

Barry Housemaster Stein 
said she would like to have a lot 
of influence on the experiences 
of individual students and on 
the overall school philosophy. 

Social Studies Head Rossiter 
said he "wanted a chance to 
shake curriculum — that’s 
what social studies is ... a 
matter of what shall be 
taught." 

Stein sees her most im- 
porta8nt responsibilities as the 
everyday decisions on cut 
slips, discipline, the honor roll, 
and teacher evaluation, 
followed by the overall morale 
of teachers and students and 
then by administrative 
decisions. 

Rossiter, who was in¬ 
terviewed by the School 
Committee last year as one of 
the two high school department 
heads, sees his first priority as 
developing curriculum and 
secondly seeing that it is taught 
well. 

Both appointees maintain 
open involvement with the 


teachers and are responsible 
for evaluating nontenured 
teachers. 

Stein said she observes five 
or more classes with teachers 
who are having problems, 
letting them know "most of the 
time" in advance that she is 
coming. 

She writes up each 
evaluation and discusses it 
with the teacher. 

Rossiter said that in the two 
years in his role he hasn't seen 
a bad class, although he knows 
they exist. The teacher knows 
it's a bad class when it is over, 
and the discussion about im¬ 
provements starts from there, 
he said. 

Stein said the biggest 
problem she sees over the next 
two years is maintaining a 
balance between flexibility and 
consistency in running the 
house. 

As examples she said 40 
students were suspended 
recently for not paying library 
fines that were due in January. 
Until they were paid students 
couldn't go to class. 

"That may be the most ef¬ 
fective thing I've done," she 


said, and the housemaster’s 
disciplinary action merely 
makes the act official. 

Robert Cohen asked Stein if 
the job of evaluating all the 
nontenured teachers in her 
house was too much of a task, 
but she said no because there 
were seven last year and four 
this year. 

Stein said she would favor 
having students make 
evaluations of teachers as long 
as they would not have any say 
in the hiring or firing. 

Michael LeConti said he 
received many favorable 
phone calls about Stein but 
objected to the interviews 
because he was criticized for 
asking questions about a 
previous housemaster ap¬ 
pointment. 

Rossiter, who has taught at 
Newton North since 1968, said 
his curriculum work is devoted 
to developing more day-to-day 
programs outside the school 
with other agencies and ex¬ 
panding foreign studies to 
include Asia, Africa, and Latin 
America. 

The major effort in the 
department is teaching the 750 


types of classes. 

Committeewoman Honora 
Kaplan expressed pride in the 
school system for having such 
candidates as Stein and 
Rossiter for the permanent 
positions. 

"I must tell you how im¬ 
pressed I am," she said. 

Newton North student Bill 
Mandell also spoke about the 
"excellent service" the two 
appointees provide to the 
school.

Board size 


We weren't too surprised Monday when 
the Board of Aldermen voted against cutting 
the size of the Board from 24 to 16. 

By the same token, we were pleased and 
surprised to find that 10 of 24 aldermen 
support the reduction in the size of the 
board. The measure failed on a vote of 14-10. 

Now the aldermanic sponsor of the 
measure to reduce the Board, Aid. Ethel 
Sheehan, will ask the Board to approve a 
non-binding referendum question on the 
November ballot so we can determine what 
the sentiment of the voters is on the ques¬ 
tion. 

We will be disappointed if the aldermen 
fail to approve this measure and deny the 
people a right to state their preference on 
the question. 

In March when commenting on the in¬ 
crease in the Board salary, this newspaper 
advocated a reduction in the size of the 
Board of Aldermen from 24 to 16. 

As it stands now, we have the second 
largest municipal legislative body in the 
country and more than double the number of 
local legislators in comparison to com¬ 
parable cities in Massachusetts. 

We can't fathom how the elimination of 
eight aldermen-at-large could possibly 
result in a lack of representation or access 
to a local legsislator for the people of 
Newton. 

We advocate, as do Aid. Sheehan and the 
nine in favor, retaining 8 ward aldermen 
and eight aldermen-at-large. 

A 16-member Board would mean one 
alderman per 5500 people, as opposed to one 
alderman per 3600 people with 24. Hardly an 
overwhelming difference. 

W'e are in a good position to know how 
poorly voters comprehend the make-up of 
the Board of Aldermen. 

Prior to every city election, we get 
countless calls asking for an explanation of 
who the voter's aldermen are and how to 
vote. 

We explain each voter picks 17 aldermen. 
The number stuns every caller. Most people 
assume they vote for three. 

How can such a poorly understood system 
possibly be either meaningful or effective? 

Change always comes hard, but more 
enlightened aldermen have seen the merits 
of reducing the Board size. 

We would like to publicly commend the 10 
who voted in favor of the reduction, namely: 
Aid. Wendell Bauckman, David Cohen. Eliot 
Cohen, Terry Morris, Susan Schur, Carol 
Ann Shea, Ethel Sheehan, Sidney Small, 
Robert Stiller and Robert Tennant. 

To the other 14 aldermen we can only say: 
please give this issue more thought.

Is Brooke-Bellotti duel ahead for 1978?

Massachusetts' Junior U S. Senator Edward W. Brooks 
may be a Republican in a state 3-1 Democratic, but nobody 
in the opposition party seems to be rushing into the lists 
against him in his bid for re-election to another six-year 
term next year. 

Realistically, in the plethora of names that have surfaced 
as potential opposiUon to Brooke, only one - Atty, Gen. 
Frank Bellotti - would have a chance to beat him. And the 
odds in such a one-on-one contest would favor the incumbent 
GOP senator, at this moment. 

The only challenger still flirting outright with the notion 
of tangling with Brooke is would-be giant-killer Charles F. 
Flaherty, the Cambridge state representaUve who doubles 
in brass as chairman of the Democratic State Committee. 



U.S. Senator Brooke ... 'six-year syndrome' 


Flaherty is making a grassroots invasion of the hinterlands 
purportedly to revitalize his party organization in the 
Commonwealth but mainly to take soundings on his 
chances against Brooke. 

Most observers feel sweet reason will prevail, that 
Flaherty will edge back from his planned running leap into 
the U.S. Senate contest very much as did Congressman 
Michael J. Harrington of Beverly. Harrington, con¬ 
troversial but courageous, reluctantly concluded he had 
slight chance of prevailing in any Brooke encounter. 

Flaherty, of course, could probably wrap up the 
Democratic nomination for the asking, barring a Frank 
Bellotti entrance into the race. Conceding Brooke's 
vulnerability on many issues - issues Flaherty would stress 
-- the incumbent's apparent still-awesome popularity 
coupler', with Flaherty's lack of statewide recognition would 
be tough factors to overcome. 

The only bonafide threat to Ed Brooke, indisputably, will 
come if Frank Bellotti chucks his hat into the ring, 
something the attorney general has indicated he won’t do. 
Bellotti is keeping his options open, and may make the run 
but won't make that decision immediately, Bellotti's 
eyepopping performance as attorney general provides him 
a solid platform. 

One thing is certain, if Bellotti runs Massachusetts will be 
treated to an old-fashioned humdinger of election because 
both he and Brooke are rugged campaigners who pull no 
punches and go for the jugular. 

Conversely, if Bellotti seeks re-election he will do so in the 
knowledge that he will have no preliminary opposition and 
will rate an odds-on favorite to topple whomever the 
Republican nominate against him. This surely has appeal 
to the Quincy attorney, because it will be virtually the first 
"free ride” of his storm-tossed political career. 

Whether this appeal will temper his enthusiasm for a 
Brooke challenge only time will tell. Right now Bellotti is 
keeping his elephant gun greased and his powder dry. 
Without question, if any of Ed Brooke’s personal problems 
indicate a softening in the senator’s popularity Bellotti still 
will be positioned to make a move. 

As for Ed Brooke, life porbably seems sweet to him 
politically these days. He's a bit more visible around his 
home state, out on the hustings more and pumping flesh-all 
part of the "six-year syndrone" afflicting all senators when 
election time is nigh. Brooke also is found tush-tushing 
more at governmental miscues - just as Ted Kennedy did 
at the comparable stage before his re-election bid. 

Brooke realizes that he won’t have a free ride; he just 
hopes that it's someone he can take without breaking a 
sweat. The Democrats almost assuredly will not give 


Brooke a bye- the question is whether it will be a potential 
winner like Bellotti or a true sacrificial lamb. Flaherty, if 
reason prevails, shouldn't fall into the latter category and 
he'll opt for something easier or try to stay where he is. 

The "numbers" are against Ed Brooke, but that seems 
about the nly thing that is. There is a Democratic governor, 
lieutenant governor, secretary of slate, treasurer, attorney 
general and auditor, U.S. Senator, a Speaker of the 
Massachusetts and U.S. House, and a Senate president - 
plus just 43 Republicans in a House that seats 240 seven 
Republicans in a 40-seat Senate, and only two Republicans 
in a 12-member Congressional delegation. 

Despite these "numbers," don't bet that Ed Brooke won't 
be returned next year to the U.S. Senate, the world's most 
exclusive club.

National energy policy has some worried...

WASHINGTON — For me, President Carter’s national 
energy program runs aground on the very first of its 10 
fundamental principles, i.e., that "we can have an effective 
and comprehensive energy policy only if the government 
takes responsibility for it.” 

There are several things wrong with this assertion. 

First, it is fallacious because, as Armen Alchian, 
professor of economics at the Univeresity of California at 
Los Angeles, observes "the absence of a national political 
energy policy does not mean the absence of extensive, 
continuous, private economy-wide planning of energy uses 
and production for both present and future. The lack of 
political management on a national level is not 'drift'." 

To put it another way, the federal government is hardly 
the fount of all wisdoms. In fact, Jimmy Carter was elected 
president, in my judgement, because he very effectively 
made this point during his campaign, saying over and over: 

“Our government in Washington is a horrible 
bureaucratic mess" that is "disorganized, wasteful, has no 
purpose, and its policies — when they exist — are in- 
comprhensible or devised by special interest groups with 
little regard for the welfare of the average American 
citizen." 

You'd never know it to look at his national energy 
program, but during the campaign Mr. Carter opposed the 
creation of a federal oil and gas corporation because he felt 
we already had too much government involvement in 
energy matters. In an ad in the Des Moines Register last 
January, candidate Carter declared: 

"The federal government is presently unable to handle 
competently and equitably the responsibilities it already 
has in this area." 

Furthermore, Mr. Carter made the additional point: 
".Agencies designed to regulate and control special in¬ 
terests have almost invariably become the tools of those 
very interests." 


Fine. 1 couldn’t agree more. But, what has Mr. Carter 
done now that he is president? He has put forth an energy 
program which massively increases the responsibilities of 
the federal government in the energy area. And he has 
proposed the creation of a giant, new super energy agency 
to regulate and control the special energy interests. So 
much for promises never to lie or mislead us. 

The second thing wrong with the idea that we can have a 
workable, broad energy policy only if Big Brother runs the 
show is that it ignores the fact that the energy problems 
we face are problems caused largely by the federal 
government. As William Johnson, a former assistant ad¬ 
ministrator of the Federal Energy Office, correctly notes: 

"For years, policymakers have been sacrificing the long- 
run interests of the nation to secure various short-run ob¬ 
jectives, such as unrealistically low prices, wasteful pat¬ 
terns of consumption and too-rapid application of en¬ 
vironmental controls and restrictions. Now, unfortunately, 
our nation is paying for these policies... The uncertainties 
created by price controls and other government policies 
have been unnatural. These uncertainties have delayed new 
investment in the United States and, because of this, in¬ 
creased our dependence upon high-cost, unstable foreign 
sources of oil." 

Just look at history. Hardly anyone disagrees anymore 
that this country’s rapidly worsening shortage of natural 
gas has been caused by federal price controls which came 
into effect on an area-wide basis 17 years ago. 

The effect of this shortage has been a sharp increase in 
U.S. oil imports — the only immediately available natural 
gas substitute — with the result being a greatly increased 
U.S. vulnerability to future foreign oil-embargo threats. 

Another example of how the government comes up with 
cures worse than the disease was the creation of the 
Federal Energy Office and its successor, the Federal 
Energy Administration, the first formal organizations 
explicitly charged with developing and coordinating a more 
comprehensive U.S. energy policy. 


Anyone familiar with the operations of these two federal 
agenices knows that Richard Mancke, professor of 
economics at the Fletcher School of Law and Diplomacy at 
Tufts University, speaks the truth when he says that their 
performance "casts considerable doubt upon the thesis that 
more detailed and comprehensive governmental planning 
offers the way out of the energy problems now facing the 
United States.” 

Prof. Mancke cites the kinds of foul-ups caused by the 
FEA, a set of regulations promulgated in 1975 to force 
owners of 32 oil-burning electricity-generating plants to 
spend an estimated $260 million to convert to coal. Earlier, 
owners of many of these plants had spent additional 
millions of dollars switching from coal to oil to satisfy 
federal clean-air standards. 

"The switch from coal to oil and back to coal graphically 
illustrates how policy changes can create unnecessary 
obsolescence and waste," says Prof. Mancke. 

Principle No. 8 of President Carter's national energy 
program will solve all this, however. 

It says: "Government policies must be predictable and 
certain. Both consumers and producers need policies they 
can depend on so they can plan ahead." 

Indeed they do. But Mr. Carter’s statement is hogwash. 
As long as partisan politics plays such a strong role in 
determining governmental decisions, and as long as 
regulatory agencies continue to become the tools of the 
interests they are supposed to regulate, government 
policies regarding energy or anything else will never be 
predictable or certain. 

Consider the President’s own national energy plan which 
has been in existence only a couple of weeks. It was said 
that this program would have a positive effect on the 
economy. Now, Budget Director Bert Lance has issued a 
retraction saying that the program will have no effect. 

In other words, less will not be more, it will be the same. 
George Orwell — call your office. 


Good prospects for Dukakis re-election

Governor Michael S. Dukakis understandably is mighty 
cheerful these days as he reviews his re-election prospects, 
given the lack of "name" opponents prepared to enter the 
lists against him. 

While his personal popularity remains an iffy thing, 
nobody who can be classed as a political heavyweight is 
jostling to take him on — whether Democratic, Republican 
or Independent. 

Dukakis’ immediate predecessor in the corner office at 
the State House, ex-GOP Governor Frank Sargent, 
seemingly has banked his competitive fires and is enjoying 
the less combative and less time-consuming pursuits of 
political pundit, college teacher and sports fisherman. 

Sargent's man-for-all-presidents cousin, Ambassador 
Elliot Richardson, all available evidence suggests, is 
reluctant lo become embroiled anew in parochial 
Massachusetts politics, preferring instead to cavort on the 
national and international stage. Richardson, of course, is 
keeping his options open somewhat by having bis wife fill in 
for him at Bay State affairs, but realistically, his entrance 
is pure longshot stuff. 

GOP House Minority Leader Frank Hatch, a bright and 
liard-working lawmaker, is making serious candidate-like 
moves but his lack of recognition statewide, coupled with 
miniscule Republican numbers in this state, makes any bid 
by him less than dangerous to Dukakis. Similarly, Mid¬ 
dlesex County Sheriff John Buckley — whose offbeat 
(L icing and other stunts with inmates stunned many staid 
New Englanders — would have to work overtime to negate 
his lack of familiarity to the voters. 

Ed King, of course, is talking about running for governor 
- both Ed Kings, that is! Ed King No. 1 is a Republican, 
member of the GOP State Committee, and a leading con¬ 
servative. Ed King No. 2 is the controversial ex-Massport 
executive director, now president of the New England 
Council, and a Democrat who is weighing seriously whether 
to play turncoat and change his political label from 
Democrat to Republican. Neither Ed King, at this stage, 
appears of sufficient growth potential to worry Dukakis. 

Mike Dukakis is the luckiest guy in the world that 
Massachusetts voters a few years ago provided a four-year 
term for their governors. There is virtually no argument

anywhere, even from the governor’s supporters, that Mike 
wouldn’t have been kicked out on his ear if the two-year 
term were still in effect. 

Dukakis, almost certainly, had the worst two years 
initially of any governor in this century, including the last 
Democrat who preceded him as chief executive, Endicott 
(Chub) Peabody, in the early sixties. Unlike the present 


incumbent, Peabody posted a remarkable record of 
legislative achievement with his programs (87 percent), 
but a generally hostile press and mistakes on capital 
punishment, a personal income tax plan, and pay hikes for 
state employees sealed his political doom. 

Governor Dukakis has two much-discussed plusses going 
for him — his reputation for honesty, which is deserved; 
and his reputation for ending patronage, which is almost 
the laugh of the century. Quite the biggest plus going for the 
governor right now — and little note has been taken by the 
news media - is that, finally, his bitter fight with the 
Democratic-dominated Legislature seems to have ended, 
or at least quieted significantly. 

The lack of fuss and fury in recent weeks has been little 
short of astounding, especially considering the wailing, 
gnashing of teeth and fulminating when the governor’s 
budget was introduced back in January 

Big problems were forseen then, and another of 
lassachusetts' ill-famed "battle of the budgets" seemed 
inevitable. Instead, legislative leaders and the governor 
and his staff have worked to reach accommodation on key 
bsues and indications now are that there'll be relatively 
ittle discord and bombast ahead on this issue. 

A few special-type problems remain, as well as those 
revolving around the University of Massachsuetts and 
mgher education. However, with gutsy little Tommy 
McGee now firmly in the saddle as House Speaker - and 
cx-Speaker David Bartley now ensconed as a college 
president in his hometown of Holyoke - UMass doesn't 
have the big clout it once enjoyed in that branch. 

ti.'i?'!! 6 ^ year s budget may not be a problem, some 
lnikakis Administration insiders fear, rightly, that next 
year’s budget may require a tax increase, with all the 
accord and black memories such an act would revive. 
Dukakis doesn’t share this pessimism. 

The governor may spring one king-sized economic block- 
Duster that would enhance his unage in the months ahead: 
one big enough to eclipse virtually any problems that do 
deluding even if Elliot Richardson comes home, 
Which may be the reason Mike flashes his tight little smile 
more often these days.

Its mayor is in the forefront 
of the fight to reduce the tax 
burden. As president of the 
Masasachusetts Mayor's 
Association and chairman of 
the Governor's Advisory 
Committee on Local Govern¬ 
ment, Mayor Mann has been 
particularly effective in efforts 
to secure relief from burdens 
on communities caused by 
state-mandated requirements. 

Newton seeks and obtains 
federal and state funds to the 
fullest extent for the purpose of 
carrying on public im¬ 
provements that are seen 
throughout the city.

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A Waltham couple have been 
ordered to cease and desist 
from dumping “trash, rubbish, 
garbage and other waste" on 
two lots in Auburndale. 

The Newton Conservation 
Commission has told the 
owners, Joseph and Lena 
Rigoli, to get the illegal fill 
hauled away within 30 days, or 
it will ask the city Law 
Department to obtain a court 
injunction ordering its 
removal. 

Such dumping violates city 
ordinances, as well as state 
laws protecting inland 
wetlands. 

Located on Stamford Street, 
the lots are close to the 
Mclsaac land where the state 
Housing Appeals Committee 
just ruled that 140 units of low- 
moderate-market housing 
should be allowed to proceed. 

Bordering the Rigoli lots in 
the rear is the city-owned 
Flowed Meadow, recently 
designated an inland wetland 
by the state Department of 
Environmental Affairs. 


The state Attorney General’s 
office could enforce the cease 
and desist order, issued April 
26 by Chairman Dennis 
Ditelberg and ratified by the 
commission the next day, 
because the dumping violates 
inland wetland restrictions on 
Flowed Meadow. 

According to a commission 
investigation, the trash was 
dumped there by Capello 
Brothers of West Newton, who 
had been engaged by a 
Waltham contractor to dump 
only clean fill on the Rigoli lots. 

The Waltham contractor, 
Wilfred Charnley, hopes to get 
a Newton building permit to 
put houses on the lots. 

However, even clean filling 
requires permission from the 
Newton Conservation Com¬ 
mission, under the state 
wetland protection law. 

No request for a earing has 
been filed with the commission 
to date. 

The owners, who are 
reported to be in Florida, could 
not be reached for comment 
last week. 


Waltham youth arrested 
for coin theft in Newton 


To the Editor: 

I would like to thank the 
Graphic and staff writer 
Richard Williams for the fine/ 
article, "Historical Preser¬ 
vation Marches On," which 
appeared in your April 28 issue 
regarding our attempt to 
preserve the old abandoned 
railroad station at Newton 
Upper Falls. 

As indicated in the article, 
preservation of this 125-year- 
Old structure would be a tribute 
to Otis Pettee, the early in¬ 
dustrialist who was responsible 
for its existence. 

Historically, very little 
recognition has been made of 
this man, who, in the words of 
historian Henry Rowe “was 
one of the principal factors in 
the development of Newton.” 

In 1823 Pettee became part of 
the industrial tradition of 
Upper Falls which began with 
the erection of John Clark's 
sawmill on the Charles River in 
1688. He successfully followed 
in the footsteps of other pioneer 
Upper Falls industrial leaders, 
such as Jonathan Bixby, Simon 
Elliot, Rufus and David Ellis 
and the illustrious Thmomas 
Handasyd Perkins. 

Pettee's mechanical skill 
and inventive mind 
revolutionized the manufac¬ 
ture of cotton machinery which 
soon established him as one of 
the nation's leaders in this 
field. 

During the financial dif¬ 
ficulties experienced by the 
nation in the middle 1800's, his 
employment of hundreds of 
workers and the resultant tax 
revenue contributed a great 
deal to the financial stability of 
the City of Newton.

NCDF faces court action at week's end

The Newton Community 
Development Foundation has 
been given until the end of this 
week to change the plans for its.

Erosion from NCDF’s 
Hamlet Street construction site 
has twice run downhill into the 
Charles Cohen Conservation 
Area during heavy rains, 
threatening the city-owned 
Webster Vale. 

The Conservation Com¬ 
mission, charged with 
protecting the Vale for the city, 
will ask the city to go to court if

Otherwise, part of the Vale 
could revert to its previous 
owner,AttorneyRobert Cohen. 

The Conservation Com¬ 
mission held an executive 
(closed) session during its 
April 27 meeting to discuss 
"legal strategy for potential 
litigation regarding erosion at 
the NCDF construction site.” 

During that session, the 
commissioners voted 6-0 to 
advise the I aw Department to 
"vindicate the city's rights in 
court" unless NCDF prepares 
an amended site plan within 
seven days of receiving notice 
of the commission’s vote. 

The commission wants 
NCDF to follow recom¬ 
mendations of the city 
engineer, Cynthia McCarthy, 
that discharge from the outlet 
pipe in the dike be reduced to 
only two cubic feet of water per 
second during a 50 year storm. 

NCDF was notified of the 
vote in a letter sent April 28 to 
Executive Director Alan 
Schlesinger. 

If the conservation com¬ 
mission and the city do not 
keep the NCDF silt out of the 
Vale, the city could lose title to 
the portion donated by Robert 
Cohen in 1974. 

Cohen put a clause in the 
deed saying that if the city 


allows the Vale to be damaged, 
the land reverts to him. 

The land was given in 
memory of his father, Charles 
Cohen. 

In an earlier, April 25 letter, 
the commission told 
Schlesinger it was reporting 
the effects of an April 23-24 rain 
storm to the I aw Department, 
to all members of the alder- 
manic I .and Use Committee, 
and to Building Commissioner 
Alan Fraser. 

Fraser "could stop con¬ 
struction on the entire Hamlet 
Street project," according to 
that letter. 

The commission then 
suggested the possibility that a 
nuisance suit might be initiated 
by the City of Newton against 
NCDF unless NCDF amended 
its site plan for the dike. 

In other businessat the April 
27 monthly session, a. public 
hearing for Wayne DiCarlo to 
build a house with an on-site 
septic system and retaining 
wall on Kingswood Road, 
Auburndale, was canceled 
because the legal notice had 
not been published, more 

Commissioners rescheduled 
the hearing, mandated by the 
state Wetlands Protection Act, 
for May 5 at 9 a.m. at City Hall. 

State Department of 


Environmental Affairs 
restrictions on 22 Newton 
wetlands, approved by the 
Newton Board of Aldermen 
recently, are now official, the 
commission learned last week. 

Secretary Helen Heyn 
received notice that the 
restrictions have been 
recorded on property deeds at 
the Middlesex County Registry 
of Deeds. 

The commission 
unanimously recommended no 
sale of a city-owned lot at 15 
Cragie Terrace, Newtonville. 

Abutters Vincent and May 
Tuscher have made an offer to 
purchase the 10,050 square foot 
lot from the city, saying they 
want to build a driveway' 
across it. 

Commissioners agreed with 
a Planning Department 
opinion that the lot is "80 
percent unbuildable." 

At the request of Com¬ 
missioner Richard Staley, the 
commission voted to "endorse 
the concept” of two bills now in 
the state legislature that are 
supported by the 
Massachusetts Association of 
Conservation Commissions. 

One is a self-help bill of Rep. 
Richard Dwinell to reimburse 
urban communities for land 
acquisitions, while the other 


would help protect agricultural 
land from development. 

Chairman Dennis Ditelberg 
volunteered to write a com¬ 
mission letter to state 
legislators, after Secretary 
Heyn protested that she was 
loo busy to handle it right now. 

Present at the April meeting 
were Commissioners Dennis 
Ditelberg, Deborah Howard, 
Nathan Tucker, Thelma 
Fleishman, Heyn, and Staley. 
Commissioner Anita Hovey 
was absent. .

Wine and coffee may be the 
secret ingredients in a good 
public meeting.. 

Oscar Wasserman, chair¬ 
man of the Local Growth 
Policy Committee, took over 
the conduct of meetings citizen 
to obtain opinions on land use 
policy for the comprehensive 
plan, due to be ready for the 
mayor and Board of Aldermen 
in June, along with the housing 
part of the comprehensive 
plan. 

Instead of the usual dry 
meetings of the Planning 
Department that have tried to 
elicit citizen opinion in the 
past, last week's meetings 
depended on comments from 
the citizens, not speeches by 
planners. 

Coffee and wine were within 
easy reach. 

Wasserman divided up the 
more than 40 people who at¬ 
tended into groups seated at 
tables, each of which was 
assigned one or two of the 
questions in the questionnaire, 
and each table reported a 
consensus of its table. 

The meeting, the third to be 
held in the week, was at the 
Woman's Club in Newton 
Highlands and was attended by 
members of village and 
neighborhood associations and 
conservation and historical 
groups, and the Local Growth 
Policy Committee. 

When a consensus, an¬ 
nounced by the leader of each 
table, was not acceptable to 
most of the other tables, a 
lively discussion followed. 

During the three-hour 
meeting’ there was not enough 
time to go into depth on many 
of the questions, and some did 
not get answered at all. 

But opinions were expressed, 
and that is more than has 
usually happened at other 
Planning Department 
meetings. 

The Planning Department 
questionnaire asked about 


open space, environmental 
quality, village character, 
historical and cultural 
heritage, mixed use of com¬ 
mercial and residential 
property, commercial and 
industrial activity, and the 
regional role of Newton. Open 
space: The consensus seemed 
to be that Newton should aim 
for 15 acres of open space per 
1000 population. The 
Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council recommends 10 acres. 

Answers to a question asking 
“to what extent” should tax 
dollars be used to get the open 
space suggested 2-5 percent of 
the city budget, bonding for the 
amount necessary to purchase 
the land, or the addition of $1 on 
the annual tax rate to be set 
aside for land acquisition. The 
feeling was that Newton should 
spend whatever is necessary. 
To preserve the privately 
owned open space, the group 
agreed that conservation 
easements should be more 
widely used. A new concept in 
this part of the country, 
transferable development 
rights, was explained by 
James Miller, formerly deputy 
director of MAPC. 

In short, transferable 
development rights allows the 
owner of a large parcel of land 
in a residential district to sell 
the development rights to 
someone owning land in 
another zoning district, 
agreeing to preserve the first 
parcel as open space. 

Several persons emphasized 
the need for extreme caution in 
allowing the construction in 
already crowded areas. 

Environmental quality: 
Most participants felt that 
control of water and air 
pollution should be the 
responsibility of the state and 
federal governments, but the 
suggestion was made to give 
tax relief to firms for an¬ 
tipollution efforts 

Village character: The group 
saw positive and negative 
aspects to the village com¬ 


position of Newton. Positive 
points included the "small¬ 
town feeling," a sense of 
community, and the citizen 
participation. Parochial at¬ 
titudes and the rundown ap¬ 
pearance of the neighborhood 
business areas were listed 
among the disadvantages. A 
bus loop provided by the city to 
join the villages was regarded 
as essential. 

Historical and cultural 
heritage: Preservation of 
Newton's historical and period 
houses should be encouraged, 
the group felt. Conversion of 
the large old houses to two- or 
three-family use would be one 
means, and the use of tax 
deferment by the elderly is 
another. 

There was no consensus on 
possibilities for reuse of sur¬ 
plus school buildings for 
housing or any other purpose. 
Mixed uses: The group did, 
however, agree that mixed use 
— a mixture of stores, housing, 
offices and open space — 
should be encouraged when a 
building has outlived its 
original purpose. 

Small units of housing and 
rehabilitation of old housing 
were emphasized. Commercial 
and industrial activity: If there 
is to be new business and jobs 
in Newton, the group believes 
that offices and light industry 
should be encouraged. 
Regional role: The consensus 
of one table, that Newton 
should consider a region 
primarily only with regard to 
solid waste disposal and 
transportation, received no 
dissent from the other tables. 

According to the one con¬ 
sensus, Newton should not take 
into account regional needs 
when it comes to housing, 
recreation facilities, library 
and education facilities, or air 
and water quality en¬ 
forcement 

Newton should give secon¬ 
dary weight to the region’s 
need for shopping, the one 
group thought, and there was 
no agreement on school 
facilities.

The Committee on Human 
Services and Elderly Affairs 
has reported out favorably a 
bill to reorganize family and 
children's services in 
Massachusetts. It would take 
the Office of Social Services 
from the Department of Public 
Welfare and create in its place 
a new department of Family 
and Children's Services. 

Sponsored principally by 
Representative Philip W. 
Johnston (D-Marshfield), the 
bill creates a new department 
which would be responsible for 
establishing standards 
governing a comprehensive 
program of social services to 
all persons in need, including 
children and youth, families 
and single and married adults. 

State Sen. Jack H. Backman 
(D-Brookline) Representative 
David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton), said the objective of 
the legislation is to strengthen 
and encourage family life for 
the protection and care of 
children. 

“We want to encourage all 
families to use the resources 
we hope to make available, and 
want to provide substitute care 
of children only when the 
family is unable to provide the 
necessary care and protec¬ 
tion," Mofenson said. 

Among the services which 
may be provided the new 
department are: 

casework or counseling 
including social services to 
families or individuals, care 
and rehabilitation of the aging, 
comprehensive family and 
child welfare services, referral 
to health services and medical 
care, and other forms of social 
welfare services to families 
and individuals as needed; 


protective services for 
children, unmarried mothers, 
the aging and other adults; 

legal services as they relate 
to social problems; 

foster family care for 
children, aging, the disabled 
and the handicapped; 
adoption services; 
homemaker services; 
day care facilities and 
services for children, the 
aging, the disabled and the 
handicapped; 

residential care of depen¬ 
dent, disturbed, maladjusted 
or handicapped children or 
aging persons not suited to 
foster family care; 

sheltered work for the 
disabled and the handicapped; 

informal education and work 
activities as needed for 
families, children, the aging, 
the disabled and the han¬ 
dicapped; 

training in responsible 
parenthood and home 
management for parents and 
prospective parents; and 
social services for 
newcomers to an area or 
community to assist in ad¬ 
justment to a new environment 
and new resources. 

Governor Dukakis had made 
a separate, similar legislative 
proposal for the reorganization 
of family and children's ser¬ 
vices. His bill, however, in¬ 
cluded a recommendation that 
the Department of Youth 
Services be merged into the 
new structure. The Committee 
on Human Services rejected 
I the DYS merger proposal 
believing that Youth Services 
was undergoing a series of 
internal reforms and that to 
include DYS into the new would 
probably cause more problems

DeNucci asks prosecution 
of nursing home fraud 


State Rep. A. Joseph 
DeNucci of Newton wants 
Massachusetts to vigorously 
prosecute violators of nursing 
home laws. “The vast majority 
of nursing home operators are 
honest. The unethical ones in 
the industry tend to give all a 
bad image. We must root out 
the offenders and assure that 
the $200-miUin spent annually 
by the state in this area goes 
only toward proper care for its 
elderly and not to line the 
pockets of those who would try 
to take advantage of senior 
citizens and the lax-paying 
public," DeNucci said. 

DeNucci said that recent 
testimony before the Com¬ 
mittee on Health Care by 
Donald A. Zerendow,-assistant 
attorney general and head of 
the attorney general’s nursing 
home task force, was "in¬ 
formative and disturbing.” 


Drawing on the experience of 
the Moreland Commission in 
New York and the research of 
Massachusetts’ own in¬ 
vestigation of nursing home 
fraud and abuse, Zerendow 
expressed concern that 
Medicaid fraud and nursing 
home abuses has reached 
“serious proportions." 

“Falsely inflated operating 
costs, such as when nursing 
home operators pass on their 
own personal expenses to the 
cost of doing business misleads 
the Rate Setting Commission, 
responsible for setting fair 
nursing home rates, and these 
extra charges get passed on to 
consumers unjustly,” said 
DeNucci, “and drives up the 
costs of Medicaid payments.” 

According to Zerendow, 
investigating nursing home 
fraud is “a money making 


proposition." New York 
responded to its problem by 
setting up a special white- 
collar crime unit of ac¬ 
countants, attorneys and in¬ 
vestigators and in two years 
has recovered $4.5 million 
through criminal prosecutions 
and convictions, with audits of 
only 50 percent of the 
proprietary nursing homes in 
New York, the attorney 
general has uncovered $45 
million in fraudulent over¬ 
payments. Zerendow said, 
"The same environment in¬ 
viting fraud and corruption 
presently exists in 
Massachusetts." 

DeNucci said he strongly 
supports legislation to create a 
bureau of vendor audit within 
the Commonwealth's auditor's 
office and to improve the en¬ 
forcement of laws relating to 
the nursing home industry.

in front of American Legion 
Post 440. It was owned by 
Richard J. Cronin, 49, of 17 
Bridges Ave., Newtonvilie. 

Cronin’s car was pushed into 
another parked car owned by 
John Fanelli, Jr., of 9 
Manhattan St., West Newton. 


Harrington would curb 
free campaign publicity 




State Rep. Peter Harrington 
has proposed that the Board of 
Aldermen create a code of 
ethics for all city employees. 

The aldermanic Legislation 
& Rules Committee is working 
on a code of ethics for aider- 
men. Harrington feels it should 
be extended to all city em¬ 
ployees. 

Harrington is particularly 
concerned with the use of 
public funds for campaign 
purposes. 

His proposal consists of two 


parts. First he feels that ad¬ 
vertising or other forms of 
publicity or public relations 
paid for by city funds should 
not contain the name of any 
elected official of the city. 

Second, Harrington feels that 
all advertising and public 
relations material paid for by 
city funds should be identified 
by the words “Paid for by the 
city of Newton" in the 
material. 

Harrington thinks the 
message included in tax bills, 


the publication sent to senior 
citizens, and the like should not 
include letters from or 
references to the mayor. 

Harrington may be a can¬ 
didate for mayor this fall.

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Medical examiner reform progresses in legislature SSSKnpnTTTVH” 


State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) announced that House 
Bill 5179, her proposed 
reorganization of this state’s 
medical examiner system, has 
received a favorable report 
from the Joint Legislative 
Committee on Health Care. 

The bill is designed to 
professionalize the system. 

"Medical examiners play a 
vital role in the detection, 
control and prevention of 
potentially dangerous 


pathological disorders by in¬ 
vestigating deaths believed to 
be caused by a variety of un¬ 
natural and sudden causes," 
Pines said. "These causes 
include violence’ the effects of 
chemical, thermal, electrical 
or radioactive agents, abortion 
and occupationally-related 
diseases and injuries. 
However, serious deficiencies 
in the present system have 
prevented the state’s 148 
medical examiners from doing 


as effective a job as Is needed." 

Pines went on to explain that 
the examiners, who are ap¬ 
pointed by the Governor for 
seven year terms, proceed 
essentially uncoordinated and 
unsupervised. Although the 
duties revolve around 
pathological disorders, the 
present statute does not 
require examiners to be 
pathologists or have 
pathological training. Over 30 
percent of medical examiners 


and associate medical 
examiner positions in the state 
are currently vacant because 
of the lack of qualified can¬ 
didates. 

Pines has been working with 
Dr. Gilbert H. Friedell of 
Newton, president of the 
Massachusetts Society of 
Pathologists and a member of 
the faculty of the University of 
Massachusetts Medical School. 
Friedell has been fighting to 
provide leadership and quality 


Aldermen to study flaws in alarm law 


The aldermanic Public 
Health & Safety Committee 
took under advisement 
protests against some aspects 
of the new burglar alarm or¬ 
dinance registered at a public 
hearing last week. 

Provisions requiring 
disconnection of the automatic 
dialer from police 
headquarters and the in¬ 
stallation of a 10-minute 
automatic shutoff were the 
principal objections of the 
some 70 people attending the 
hearing. 


Many of those who spoke feel 
that 10 minutes is not long 
enough for the audible alarm to 
ring. They reason that if it shut 
off after that period and the 
police were not called, a house 
would be vulnerable to 
burglars who simply waited 
around the vicinity until the 
alarm had stopped. 

Several representatives of 
alarm and security firms 
pointed out that if there is a 
defect in the circuit, after the 
10 minutes the alarm may shut 
off but start immediately again 


with some systems. 

Police Chief William Quinn 
said he had 5300 alarms at 
police headquarters last year, 
of which only 2.7 percent were 
valid. Quinn wants the 
automatic cutoff because of 
complaints of "alarms ringing 
for hours." 

"But," Quinn added, “the 
dialamatics are the problem." 
Some of the automatic dialers 
call police three times for each 
alarm, whether false or not. 

One alarm-business owner 
suggested a separate line at 


would 


control for several years. 

House Bill 5179 calls for the 
establishment of a 14-member 
Commission on Investigations 
and the appointment of a chief 
medical examiner. The quality 
of the examiners would be 
upgraded by investing the chief 
examiner with supervisory and 
educational duties. Further, 
terms would be reduced from 
seven to five years and training 
programs established for the 
examiners. 

The bill also calls for the 
creation of a panel of pathology 
experts to assist in the in¬ 
vestigation of difficult cases, 
and a central data bank. 

Those cooperating in draf¬ 
ting of the bill included the 
Governor’s Office, The 
Massachusetts Medical Legal

Pilot program 
started for 'displaced 
homemakers' 


A program to establish a one- 
year pilot program for 
"displaced homemakers” in 
the Gardner area under the 
auspices of the State’s Man¬ 
power Services Council was 
applauded by State Rep. Lois 
G. Pines (D-Newton) this 
week. 

For the past two years the 
lawmaker, co-author with Rep. 
Ann Gannet (R-Wayland) of a 
bill mandating the establish¬ 
ment of such a pilot program, 
had been urging the Manpower 
Services Council to establish it. 

"The establishment of a 
multi-service center for 
’displaced homemakers' is 
crucial to the well-being of tens 
of thousands of women in 
Massachusetts who are ef¬ 
fectively without resources. 
Many women have devoted 
much of their lives to the 
maintenance of their families 
and households. Through 
death, divorce or other factors, 
they find themselves forced to 
support themselves with little 
or no means to do so," Pines 
said. 

"One of the paradoxes of our 
society is that the contribution 
of homemakers, while un¬ 
deniably essential to the 
welfare of most family units, 
has no intrinsic economic 
value. Women who are forced 
to fend for themselves often 
are ineligible for assistance 
such as social security and are 
considered unskilled when they 
attempt to find work." 


The multi-service center 
Pines has fought to make a 
reality, will provide counseling 
in the areas of job hunting and 
training, money management, 
education and legal aid, among 
others, and will be initially 
located in the Gardner area. 

While Pines was pleased by 
action taken-by the Manpower 
Services Council, she ex¬ 
pressed her disappointment 
that the first center will not be 
located in the Metropolitan 
Boston and Newton area. She 
cautioned that legislative 
action was still critically 
important and centers badly 
needed in high population 
areas. 

"The Manpower Services 
Council is setting up this 
demonstration model using 
funds obtained through the 
Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act," she said. 

"These funds, however, are 
discretionary and are only 
earmarked, at this point, for 
one year. The seriousness of 
the displaced homemaker 
problem demands a legislative 
mandates and committment to 
the thousands of displaced 
homemakers in 
Massachusetts. 

"The passage of a state bui 
may well be critical in making 
Massachusetts eligible for 
federal funds which would be 
made available to the states 
through the passage of a 
federal Displaced 
Homemakers Act," Pines said.

When the Sullivan family, Emily, Dan and 14 
year old Maria, sit down for dinner in their Newton 
home, the strains of Rigoletto are heard in the 
background.

The Lowell Opera Company is a large one which 
imports its director from New York and plays to an 
audience of roughly 4,000. Rigoletto is an Italian 
tragic grand opera composed by Guiseppe Verdi 
with a melodic opera score. It is in that opera that 
the famous aria, ‘Caro nome’ or ‘Dearest Name,’ 
long a favorite among sopranos, is sung. 

Mrs. Sullivan, who exhudes enthusiasm and 
warmth, has been maintaining a rigorously 
disciplined working schedule preparing for her 
role. She has also worked hard at reinterpreting 
Gilda, who has traditionally been played as a 
"foolish and emptyheaded girl" who gives up her 
life for a rake. 

Since she was a little girl, Sullivan loved music, 
but she didn’t always love opera. Her father, who is 
dead now, used to listen to opera every Saturday 
morning and encouraged her to listen. “Like a 
typical teenager, I rebelled,” she recalls. Pausing, 
she mused "I wonder what he would think now." 

Her enthusiasm for opera has been carried over 
to her fifth grade class. While sharing something 
she loves, she is also aware that to keep opera 
alive, young people must accept and understand it. 

Sullivan noted, with a WTy laugh, that she 
majored in chemistry in college. She sang as a 
hobby then, for the glee club and she had musical 
parts in musical comedies. Once out of college, she 
taught school and appeared on WBZ-TV weekly. 

She finished that stint when the television station 
ran out of money for the show and then she "got the 
opportunity to tour the Western states performing 
musical theater in high schools.” Sullivan was a 
new bride and says she remembers her husband 
being teased because she went on the tour. He 
withstood the teasing for it was he who encouraged 
her. 

Today Dan Sullivan says he always believed 
"Emily is so talented, I felt she should pursue her 
talent rather than devote herself to the usual 
homemaking tasks.” He sensed she could develop 
her talent, blending career and home. 

The Sullivans have one daughter, Maria, and 
while raising her, Emily worked on a paid 
professional basis developing programs for 
various organizations. She had received her 
master’s degree in speech and drama at Emerson 
College and continued to study voice at the New 
England Conservatory of Music under Boris 
Goldofsky. 

"Our lives just evolved,” says Sullivan, adding 
she never had to fight to have a career, rather 
“Dan always had me make choices, if something 
comes up he points out how I can do it.” 

Because she is an achiever, she observed that 
being involved in so many things “1 try to do them 
all well, and that takes hard work and lots of 
concentration." 

Arising at 6:30 a.m., she finishes her day at 11 
p.m. That day includes practicing, teaching, 
preparing lesson plans, and on certain days, voice 
lessons. The schedule is jammed, yet she says "I 
seem to get it all in.” 

To get it all in she has to depend a great deal on 
Maria and Dan who assume household chores 
when necessary. Opera, thus, has become a way of 
life for the Sullivans.

Maria, who has inherited singing talent, has 
appeared in Bigelow Junior High School's 
productions of ‘Peter Pan’ and 'Sound of Music.’ 
She is going to be a page in Rigoletto and Dan will 
also take a bit part, "so it’s a family thing.” 

Their social Hie is filled with opera since many of 
their friends are opera buffs. "When we get 
together, we discuss opera and play recordings, 
comparing German opera to French and Italian 
and discussing which is the best form...we never 
resolve these discussions, but we can go on 
forever,” says Sullivan, laughing. 

When Sullivan had to the opportunity to meet 


Lucien Pavarotti, the Metropolitan Opera Star, she 
complimented him saying “you are so gifted, and 
an artist as well.” Pavarotti, the world famous 
Italian lyric tenor, shook his head and said “work, 
work, work.” 

Sullivan understood. 

But, she noted "no matter how hard you work, 
you always feel you can do better." 

That’s the formula for success.

Almost everybody in the world loves chicken and almost 
every country has a favorite way to prepare it. 

Among the earliest of the "international recipes" to 
become a part of American cuisine were the curried dishes 
of India. 

EASY CURRIED CHICKEN 

1 broiler-fryer chicken cut in parts 
4 tablespoons butter (60 ml) 

2 4-ounce cans mushrooms, drained (224 g) 

4 cup chopped onion (60 ml) 

4 teaspoons curry powder (40 ml) 
l « teaspoons powdered ginger (1 ml) 

2104-oz. cans cream of chicken soup (630 gi 
1 cup unflavored yogurt (240 ml) 

4 cup toasted whole almonds (120 ml) 

Melt butter in large skillet over medium-high heat. 
Brown chicken parts about 15 minutes. Remove and 
arrange in casserole dish. Add onions and mushrooms to 
remaining butter in skillet Saute only until onions are 
clear, not brown. Remove excess fat. Add curry powder, 
ginger and cream of chicken soup to onions and 
mushrooms. Mix well and pour over chicken parts in 
casserole. Bake uncovered in pre-heated 350 degree F. or 
175 degree C. for 1 hour. Remove chicken parts and mix in 
yogurt Replace chicken and sprinkle with toasted almonds. 
Serve immediately on fluffy saffron or white rice. Side 
dishes of chutney, crystallized giner, coconut, fried 
raisins and chopped green pepper may be served with this 
curry for added interest Makes: 4-6 servings.

1 large broiler-fryer chicken 

2 cups water (600 ml) 

1 rib celery 

1 teaspoon salt (5 ml)

Add tomato juice 
and chopped chicken. Pour into refrigerator container and 
chill overnight to allow blending of flavors. At serving time, 
return to skillet and add lime juice. Heat thoroughly and 
serve on hot fluffy rice with an assortment of any of the 
following condiments: chutney, crushed pineapple, bacon 
bits, mincement, flaked coconut, sliced bananas, chopped 
peanuts.

Method for Dough 

Beat eggs slightly. Add salt and milk 


Add flour to make a thin batter. Heat a 10 
inch skillet with a little butter to coat, 
being careful not to bum. When hot, add 
enough batter to cover bottom of pan, 
spreading evenly and thin. Cook over 
moderate heat until edges curl and dough 
is a little hard. Do not overcook, as dough 
should be firm and not too hard. Continue 
with making large pancakes until batter 
is finished. Lay pancakes on a clean cloth 
with fried side up, keeping them covered 
until all have cooked.

Mix ricotta, salt and pepper, egg and 
blend well.

Keep doing this making your 
final top layer with a pancake and lots of 
sauce. Cover with grated cheese or 
mozzarella cheese if desired.

MEATROLL

2 pounds ground beef 
1 cup fine dry bread crumbs

Mix ingredients all together until well 
belended. Roll to 4 inch thick between 
two large pieces of wax paper. Place 
filling evenly, making 2 rolls. Roll tightly 
keeping filling inside the center of meat, 
using wax paper to help guide and hold 
together.

Computer 

software: 
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Big and 
growing 

NEW YORK (UFI) - Most I 
people think of do-it-yourself as 
a way to save money and 
perhaps time, but when it 
comes to computer software it 
can be a way to pile up big 
losses. 

Take the case of a big I 
midwestern bank that had 28 
data processing technicians on 
Its payroll. The bank's top 1 
management had an ambitious 
new computer program in 
mind. The in-house staff was I 
asked to prepare its cost 
estimate for the necessary 
program and so was an outside 
software firm. 

The outside firm’s bid was I 
$90,000 and 75 days. The in- 
house technicians said they | 
could come up with a 
somewhat better package but 
it would take them two and a 
half years and the cost might 
run to $1.4 million! Guess what 
top management decided to do. 

In a nutshell that’s why the 
computer software business is 
growing so fast, agree F L. 
Harvey, president of 
University Computing Co. and 
John P. Imlay, Jr., president of 
Management Science of 
America. 

Imlay, who is a director of 
the Software Industry Associa¬ 
tion, says the business has 
grown from $270 million in 1973 
to $800 million in 1976 and, 
according to Frost & Sullivan, 
the New York research firm, it 
could hit $3.5 billion a year by 
1985. That would make it by far 
the fastest growing industry of 
modern times. 

Like all businesses that have 
tremendous booms, the soft¬ 
ware industry has had its 
dramatic personal stories. Joe 
Piscopo, a programmer in Oak 
Brook, HI., conceived an idea 
for a new computerized book 
indexing system for libraries 
that would save a lot of space 
and labor. He set up a company 
to print and sell the system and 
now is doing $20 million a year. 

Tom Conway, an ac¬ 
countant's clerk in Ramsey, 
N.J., worked out a twist on how 
to program payroll tax 
changes. He marketed the 
system himself for a time, then 
sold the business for $1.2 
million. Much the same thing 
was done by Sandy Hertzlg, a 
Berkeley, Calif., housewife 
who worked out a new payroll 
program. 

When the computer was new 
back in 1955, software account¬ 
ed for only 15 per cent of the 
computer’s total operating 
cost Now it may run 75 per 
-ent and some experts figure it 
>111 be 90 per cent by 1985. 

The chief reason the special¬ 
ized firm has such a big ad¬ 
vantage over a company's in- 
house data processing staff in 
developing software is that it’s 
an extremely labor intensive 
process, the industry associa¬ 
tion said. The average comput¬ 
er user simply cannot afford to 
hire all that help just to do its 
own programming and if the 
firm doesn’t hire the extra 
workers, the job takes forever. 
It may even be impossible to 
find competent people to do the 
work. 

The field does offer big 
employment opportunities for 
those with the right aptitudes. 
There are currently 230,000 
programmers and the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics estimates 
152,000 will be needed between 
now and 1985 — 92,000 as 
replacements and 60,000 to fill 
new jobs. 

But University Computing's 
Harvey sounded a warning. He 
said there are 400 independent 
software companies in the 
country now selling 2,500 
separate programs and then 
there's IBM, the giant of 
computer hardware, which 
also is big in software. 

A drastic shakeout is inevita¬ 
ble, Harvey said. Ten years 
from now, the 400 small firms 
may dwindle to 20 or fewer 
very big firms. 

One reason for the growth he 
said, is that the business 
follows Parkinson’s Law. Just 
as work expands to fill the 
available time, software needs 
expand to fill the ever-growing 
capacity of the hardware.

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LONDON (UPI) — Scratch 
almost any Englishman and 
you find a gardener, which is 
why a BBC radio program has 
just observed its 30th anniver¬ 
sary. 

"I suppose It must be 
something of a record that the 
same persons stay on the same 
radio program for so long," 
said producer Kenneth Ford in 
an interview before the 1,250th 
show. 

"Gardener's Question Time" 
is just that. Bill Sowerbutts, 
Fred toads and Prof. Alan 
Gemmenell answer amateurs' 
questions about everything 
from roses and greenfly to 
problems with potatoes and 
how to grow prize onions. 

The show has stayed ever¬ 
green for three decades be¬ 
cause the English national 
dream is to live in a country 
cottage with a garden all 
around. Hardened city 
dwellers, longing for green 
thumbs, cultivate at least a 
window box or pot plants. 

Proud owners of at least 1,000 
private gardens open them for 
others to admire, for charity. 
Few stately homes are without 
show-off gardens as beautiful 
as their home furnishings. 

The BBC was digging into 
fertile soil in 1947 when it 
collared Sowerbutts and toads 
for a program called "How 
Does Your Garden Grow?" 
Gemmenell joined them a year 
or two later, Ford said. 

For half an hour every 
Sunday since, except for 
vacation breaks, the three 
have ad libbed answers to any 
and every puzzle amateur 
gardeners find. 

"Everybody thinks he has 
the only question in the world," 
Ford said. "But they can be 
about anything, really." 

One recent listener wondered 
why his dog ate all his tulip 
bulbs. 

He said his springer spaniel 
had no appetite for crocuses or 
hyacinths, "but I can’t get a 
tulip to grow." Last year, the 
dog dug up and ate more than 
100 tulips, he said. 

Each expert gave him a 
different reply. 

It's your scent clinging to 
smooth-skinned tulip bulbs that 
attra-ts the dog, said one. 


'Golda' 
scheduled for 
fall opening 

TEL AVIV (UPI) - Play¬ 
wright William Gibson finished 
writing a play called "Golda” 
and fulfilled the promise made 
to the former Israeli prime 
minister as well. 

Before leaving the country, 
Gibson read the play from start 
to finish to Mrs. Meir and 
members of her family who 
gathered in her home in Ramat 
Aviv. 

"It’s a likeable play,” Gibson 
said about the work scheduled 
to open on Broadway in the fall, 
possibly starring Anne Ban¬ 
croft as Golda. 

He hopes whoever gets the 
part will spend a few weeks in 
Israel with Mrs. Meir before 
starting rehearsals. 

Gibson says his work is a 
look at the 78-year-old former 
head of state and through her a 
view of Israel over the past 50 
years. 

It doesn’t portray her as 100 
per cent angel, and political 
opponents get to speak their 
mind, Gibson said. 

Arthur Penn, who recently 
was in Israel for the first time 
and met Mrs Meir, will direct 
the production that the Theatre 
Guild will produce. 

Gibson said the grande dame 
of Israel promised her grand¬ 
children to take them to New 
York for the Broadway opening 
of the play. 


Chemical firms 
cut energy use 

NEW YORK (UPI) - More 
than 100 companies, represent¬ 
ing 80 per cent of U.S. in¬ 
dustrial chemical output, re¬ 
duced energy consumption by 
8.8 per cent between 1972 and 
June 30, 1976, according to the 
Manufacturers Chemists As¬ 
sociation. 

The semi-annual report 
showed energy conservation in 
the chemical industry more 
than doubled in the 1976 
calendar year from the 1975 
decline of only four per cent 
from energy used in the base 
year of 1972. 

The companies surveyed at¬ 
tributed the drop in consump¬ 
tion to a greater emphasis in 
the industry on energy conser¬ 
vation and higher productivity, 
resulting In larger energy 
savings 
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Gardening radio show has 30th anniversary 


Wear white gloves as you plant 
and dose each bulb with 
disinfectant. 

That, said the second, will 
give you the only garden in 
England smelling like a public 
lavatory.

Such lively differences of 


opinion and distinctive per¬ 
sonalities make the program a 
treat even for non-gardeners. 

toads, 76, is a grandfatherly 
type, a bit inclined to lecture. 
He has a quiet wit and vast 
gardening experience. He often 
takes issue with Sowerbutts. 

Sowerbutts, 66, is a flat- 
voiced, no-nonsense man of the 
soil who loves to argue, usually 


with toads. He is loquacious 
and witty. He likes to exhaust 
every subject thoroughly. 

Gemmenell, 64, a professor 
of biology at Keele University, 
is likely — as he did on the 30th 
anniversary program — to 
rattle off Latin names of 
earthworm species at the drop 
of a question about "worm 
manure." 


Occasionally such a subject 
stumps one of the trio. Few 
stump all three. 

"What kind of worms, not 
earthworms, are needed to 
make worm manure?" the 
listener asked, 
toads passed, muttering. 
Sowerbutts answered: 
"Brandling worms, they're 
called. A plnklsh-red worm." 


Gemmenell noted that these 
were earthworms, and 
casually listed several species 
of earthworm found in Britain. 

Three times a month the 
program visits gardening clubs 
all over Britain to field 
questions from the floor. The 
fourth Sunday they're in a 
studio answering questions 
mailed in. 


“We get a thousand or two” 
questions for each shows, Ford 
said. 

The program is so popular 
BBC repeats it later in the 
week. 

For Its 30th anniversary 
show, "Gardener’s Question 
Time" revisited the place 
where it began, toads looked 
curiously at one questioner. 


"Weren't you on our first 
program?" he asked. 

Yes, the man said. He had 
asked about potatoes then. This 
time he was on about Brussels 
sprouts.

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Booklet on aging has 
national implications 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill. (UPI) 
- Anna M.'s monthly Social 
Security check doesn't buy 
much at the corner grocery, so 
she has meat only once every 
two weeks. 

Harold S. got a gold watch 
and his last paycheck on his 
65th birthday. 

Mr. and Mrs. G., who can’t 
pass their drivers’ tests be¬ 
cause of poor eyesight, still 
need to get to the doctor's of¬ 
fice. 

These people are 
hypothetical composites. But 
their problems, outlined in a 
new booklet about older per¬ 
sons, are not unique. 

"Older Persons in Illinois” 
was condensed from a year¬ 
long study by the University of 
Illinois. Among other things, 
the study showed many of the 
state's more than one million 
senior citizens have problems 
with nutrition, age discrimina¬ 
tion in employment and tran¬ 
sportation. 

Josephine Oblinger, head of 
the state Department on Aging, 
thinks the elderly across the 
nation most likely have similar 
problems. 

National as well as state 
experts on aging will receive 
copies of the booklet. 

Mrs. Oblinger thinks the 
booklet also "should prove 
useful for citizens, legislators 
and staffs of agencies 
providing services to older 
persons. 

"Many people look forward 
to retirement as a time for 
relaxation and leisure. For 
some these dreams come 
true,” she said. "For many 
others the vision fades as the 
later years approach.” 

The study showed persons 
over 60 make up 15 per cent of 
Illinois’s population. Twenty- 
eight per cent of the poverty 
population are elderly. That 
figure rises to 40 per cent in 
some rural areas. 

Eighty-one per cent live in 
urban areas. 

Women make up 59 per cent 
of those over 65 and 62 per cent 
of those 75 and older. Forty 
years ago the number of men 
and women was equal. 

Over one-half of Illinois’ 
elderly are without spouses, 
and most of those are widowed. 

Nutrition was identified as 
the biggest problem. 

"They have to cut back some 
place in the face of shrinking 
incomes and high utility bills, 


and they cut back on food," 
Mrs. Oblinger said. 

She favors beefing up 
federally funded, community- 
based nutrition programs such 
as Meals on Wheels. Congress 
currently is considering in¬ 
creasing its funds. 

Sherman Parker, chairman 
of the Senior Citizens Club of 
Divernon, Ill., praised such 
programs for their social 
benefits. In his small central 
Illinois town, seniors who 
previously ate poorly alone 
now enjoy group meals and 
activities at the American 
Legion hall 

"Now they're together every 
day," Parker said. "I think the 
social side is just as important 
as the nutritional benefits.” 

Mrs. Oblinger said mandato¬ 
ry retirement hurts seniors 
who want to continue working 
or start a second career. 

She thinks that trend may 
end within 10 years, as the 
effect of the postwar "baby 
boom" on the job market ends. 

She wants more flexibility in 
job descriptions and the ways 
jobs are handled in industry. 

"Older persons are not that 
interested in working full¬ 
time,” she said. They would 
welcome two or three months 
of work at a time or sharing a 
job with others. 

"The fact that we have more 
seniors active in volunteering 
and jobs will require another 
look at our transportation 
system." 

Some Chicago suburbs are 
experimenting with sub¬ 
sidizing cabs and buses for 
seniors’ travel. Jean Moore, 
president of a Wheaton senior 
citizens’ club, wants the trend 
extended to intercity travel to 
help older persons who often 
cannot afford regular fares or 
who have mobility problems. 

Mrs. Oblinger said the study 
showed a higher percentage of 
senior citizens register and 
vote than any other group. She 
thinks the figure may be as 
high as 80 per cent. 

"They are just beginning to 
realize their power lies in their 
votes,” said Carl Renshaw. He 
monitors legislation for the 
American Association of 
Retired Persons and the As¬ 
sociation of Retired Teachers. 
Renshaw said seniors are 
becoming more assertive in 
supporting candidates con¬ 
cerned about the problems of 
the elderly. 


Bus tours can educate 
as well as entertain 


Unless you have friends or 
relatives who will take time to 
show you around, probably the 
oest way for the traveler on his 
awn to go sightseeing in un¬ 
familiar places is by guided 
bus tours. 

Taking one of the tours of¬ 
fered by licensed sightseeing 
companies can save you time 
and money: taxis and escorts 
can be expensive and you won’t 
have to worry about missing 
some major attraction by 
getting lost if driving yourself. 

Sightseeing bus itineraries 
usually include the outstanding 
points of interest, and guides or 
tapes provide commentaries 
and information on the high¬ 
lights. 

I usually include sightseeing 
tour by bus on my first visit to a 
city or area. If I have time, I 
return later to what I consider 
the more interesting places for 
a more leisurely visit. 

There are scores of compa¬ 
nies around the world in this 
highly competitive service. 
Probably the biggest is the 
Gray Line, which was founded 
in 1910 in Washington, D.C., 
with one refurbished Mack 
Truck bus. 

The organization currently 
has more than 10,000 motorco- 
aches and offers 1,305 daily 
sightseeing excursions 
covering the seven continents 
and 160 cities. It entertains — 
and sometimes educates — 
about 20 million tourists 
yearly. 

And its operations include 
more than the basic sight¬ 
seeing tours. Internationally, 
Gray Line companies will: 

— take you fishing for the 
flesh-eating piranha in a 
dugout canoe from Quito, 
Ecuador. 

— speed you by hydrofoil 
from Dubrovnik, Yugoslavia, 
to the island of Korcula where 
Marco Polo was born for wine¬ 
tasting in the small village of 
Trstenik. 

— drive you through the 38 
tunnels of Toroko Gorge in the 
marble mountains of Taiwan, 
including the Tunnel of Nine 
Turns, and the marble bridge 


of Motherly Devotion on its 
Taipei tours. 

— arrange an afternoon of 
instruction in Japanese doll 
making, flower arrangement 
or miniature landscaping in the 
folk-art section of Tokyo. 

— provide a closeup of 
Australian life, with a demon¬ 
stration of “mustering" by 
sheep dogs, sheep shearing and 
boomerang throwing on its 
Sidney tour. 

— organize a safari in 
Nairobi, Kenya, or an expedi¬ 
tion to Versailles and Fontain- 
bleu from Paris. 

— embark you on a river 
steamer for a cruise down the 
Rhine with its wine-making 
towns and medieval castles, or 
arrange a pilgrimage to 
Jerusalem, Bethlehem and 
Nazareth. 

In the United States, Gray 
Line can put you on the ferry to 
the Statue of Liberty in New 
York, the Denver and Rio 
Grande's famed narrow gauge 
railroad to Durango, Colo., the 
longest tramway in the 
western hemisphere at Sandia 
Crest, N. M., or the thrill rides 
at Disney World in Orlando, 
Fla. 

Patrick R. Sheridan, presi¬ 
dent of the international Gray 
Line Asso., pointed out that 
there were scores of other 
tours lasting two days and 
more in addition to the daiiy 
sightseeing tours. 

“We've been around so long 
and are in so many cities and 
have studied so many aspects 
of our history, we’re the 
country's historian by associa¬ 
tion," he said.

“But we've found that 
history in itself isn’t always 
exciting; that's why we 
combine motorcoach sight¬ 
seeing with walking tours, 
cruises, tramways, rail ex¬ 
cursions and even mule trains. 
To really understand a site, to 
sense and feel it, you have to 
see it as it was. We try to re¬ 
create the feeling or en¬ 
vironment of a particular 
attraction as we show it."

BROCKTON — Gold prices skyrocketed in Newton on 
Saturday when a large shipment of the precious metal 
came in, enroutefrom Brockton. The price jump was due to 
NewtonxNorth trackmen who returned from the Class A 
Relays at Brockton High with 17 gold medals (not to 
mention 11 silver medals), two state rocords, and the team 
trophy. 

North's victory was convincing to say the least. The 
Tigers finished up with 8fi points. They were followed by: 
Brockton 53 pts., Attleboro 46 pts., Haverhill 34 pts., New 
Bedford 31 pts., exington 30H pts., and the rest of Class A. 

Newton’s gold strike came in five events: pole vault, high 
jump, triple jump, 4x110 relay, and the distance medely 
relay. 

In the pole vault, captain Dave Randall (13'), and seniors 
Dave Mitchell (12'6”), and Gene DuBois (10'6") total of 36’ 
broke the existing state record. The high jumpers pulled a 
similar stunt. Bill Rizzetto (6’4"), Bob Martin (6’2”), and 
Chris Cato (6*0”) total of 18'6" set another new state rcord. 

ALL Newton triple jumpers took two gold medals apiece. 
Pole vaulter Mitchell led the field with a 42'6" leap. Keith 
Russel (42’2"), and Bo Jackson (41'6") contributed sizeable 
shares to the winning 126’2” total. 

Keith and Bob also ran the second and anchor legs of the 
4x110 yard relay squad. Kevin (Flash) Jones led off the 
relay wit Bruce Weinberg running the third leg. Jones' 
badly cut left hand prevented him from receiving baton 
passes and running anything but the leadoff leg. 

North’s distance medley squad came up with the Tiger's 
fifth first place performance.

He handed off to junior Was Harris, who finished 
off his 440 yards by handing off to captain Garde Wells (1320 
yards- 3 ! mile) who handed off to captain Duncan Scott,

Newton's silver bonanza consisted of 11 medals in three 
events. “Flash” Jones, “Special K" Russel, "W. Leroy”

In the discus Dennis, A1 Leone, and Rich Grossman 
combined for a fourth place with a 386'6" total. Dennis 
(1447") and Leone (139'5“) came up with personal bests i 
their event.

tenance responsibility assigned to the 
Recreation Commission or Department 
or to a newly created Park Commission! 

The city should "Integrate recreation 
and conservation activities under a Park 
Commission,” says Chairman Dennis 
Ditelberg. 

Most parks in the city are really 
without any day-to-day maintenance, 
said Commissioner Helen Heyn. 

Commissioner Deborah Howard wants 
to see the city go out and get the park land 
first, then find someone to take care of it. 

Members of the Newton Conservators, 
interested in the open space criteria, 
asked if the commission would be willing 
to add golf courses and all of the Novitiate 
land to Its parcels in the capital im¬ 
provement program. 

Conservators believe the golf courses 
are endangered by 100 percent valuation, 
which will go into effect in Newton 
shortly. 

Ms. Heyn disagreed, saying "the Board 
of Aldermen has done everything possible 
to support them as golf courses." 

Two other commissioners felt there 
was no danger to the golf courses, while 
'bought there was a threat, one was 
aiS5:j and a sixth was sleeping. 

On the Novitiate, the commission said 
it was exploring ways to increase the 15 
acres now in the capital improvement 


acquisition list 

Ms. Heyn said she is not ready, yet, to 
increase the acreage, although she 
agrees the city may have to do "all or 
nothing" (either buy all 60 acres and the 
buildings, or buy none). 

"I wouldn’t oppose that,” she said. 

Commissioner Thelma Fleishman 
thinks the Novitiate should sell its 
buildings and adjacent land first, then the 
city should negotiate for the land that is 
left. 

Commissioner Nathan Tucker wants to 
buy 50 acres, without the buildings. 

"I think that land is too precious to let it 
go from our grasp," he said. 

Returning to criteria, Joan Lemer of 
the Conservators asked if the Con¬ 
servation Commission would be willing to 
add "potential for use and enjoyment" to 
the 1973 list of criteria drawn up by City 
Planning Director Charles Thomas for 
the selection of open space parcels for 
city purchase. 

That list is the current guideline for 
selecting conservation acquisitions. 

Ms. Howard urged reevaluation of the 
commission’s land parcels now in the 
capital improvement program, because 
things have changed financially and 
otherwise. 

"Are you proposing eliminating some? 
Which do you want to give up?” asked 
Ms. Heyn. 

"I’m not proposing any giving up - just 


a review," answered Ms. Howard. 

"Well, I don’t want to make any 
changes," said Heyn. 

Gartrell promised the Conservators 
that a draft of the Open Space-Recreation 
Plan will be drawn up by the Planning 
Department submitted for a public 
hearing, probably in late June. 

Meanwhile, he will bring a list of 
proposed criteria for open land to the 
special Conservation Commission 
meeting on May 11, to give the com¬ 
missioners and the public a base from 
which to work. 

Since the session, the Conservators 
have charged that appraisals for the 
Novitiate land, which the city is in the 
process of gathering, are not being done 
according to the specifications laid down 
in December by the aldermanic City 
Planning Committee. 

Those specifications call for breaking 
down the Novitiate land into a 15-acre 
parcel of the buildings and adjacent land, 
and a 45-acre parcel of the riverfront and 
remaining open land. 

This would allow the city to obtain up to 
75 percent reimbursement from the state 
and federal government for the open 
land, which it would retain, and sell the 15 
acres with buildings. 

Conservators claim the appraisals 
were requested for 15 acres bordering the 
Charles River, rather than 15 acres 
around and including the buildings.

the wild before he begins, but in this case 
it was impossible. 

The osprey is carved from three pieces 
of basswood, with a fourth piece being 
used for the brook trout in birds claws. 

The only things not made from wood are 
the glass eyes and the feet which are 
carved from epoxy resin that hardened 
over the copper claws. 

The brown color in the wings is burned 
in with a soldering iron and the other 
colors are added with acrylic paint. 

Realistic ornamental bird carving 
started in the United States about in 1918 
when the migratory bird treaty was 
signed and hunters had to find other 
means to make a living. 

Since they had carved their own decoys 


for their trade, they began carving birds 
for a living. 

Sawdo's first effort was a chicadee he 
carved as a Christmas present for his 
wife more than two years ago. 

Since then her regular job has sup¬ 
ported him to the extent that he now has 
enough work to call it his profession. 

Miniature carvings that he supplies to 
the Mass. Audubon Society and the 
Quaker Bonnet on the Cape sell for $25, 
and if he were to make another osprey he 
would charge about $ 1000 , considering it 
would take a lot less time than the first 
one. 

After graduating from the University of 
Massachusetts with an economics degree 
Sawdo spent 4 4 years in real estate and 
insurance and 1 ‘•4 years in trucking with 
AAA.

Aid. Joan Saklad, who has said she will 
not run for alderman again, felt that the 
time for 16 aldermen may be four or five 
years away and that there are too many 
aldermen on the same committees to 
reduce the number of aldermen now. 

(Consolidation of committees, often 
suggested, has been initiated by Aid. 
Ernest Dietz, who has submitted a 
measure to combine the Public Buildings 
and Public Works committees in line with 
the recent departmental reorganization.)

mendation for purchase of 
three new Class 1 vehicles, the 
state had insisted that there be 
a back-up vehicle for each 
ambulance in service. 

The plan then was to have 
two Class 1 ambulances in 
service, one Class 1 backing up 
one of the vehicles in service, 
and the city’s older Class 2 
ambulance backing up the 
other. 

According to Blumenreich, 
I-ebner heard on Monday that 
his request of the state that a 
license be issued to the city for 
three ambulances — two Class 
1 and the Class 2 vehicles — 
was approved. 

So now, if Small is successful 
in convincing the aldermen 
tonight to buy the medium- 
priced ambulances, the cost 
will be $65,619, fully equipped, 
am 

The decrease in number of 
new vehicles to the two 
originally wanted by the 
citizens’ committee will not 
affect the number of persons 
needed to staff them, 
Blumenreich said. 

The $153,000 moved into 
budget reserve was to pay for 
eight new firefighters to 
replace those diverted to the 
ambulance service. 

The Blumenreich committee 
recommended that the service 
be operated by the Fire 
Department, which has the 
space in two fire stations to 
house the equipment and is a 
"demand” operation, going out 
only when needed, in contrast 
to the Police Department, 
which has a large number of 
vehicles on the streets 24 hours 
a day. 

Until the budget review, 
most aldermen who were 


familiar with the ambulance 
report had accepted the 
committee's recommendat¬ 
ions. 

A feeling suddenly developed 
that the ambulance service 
should be staffed by existing 
personnel, and that perhaps 
the personnel should be 
policemen, not firefighters. 
Both departments have enough 
people trained as emergency 
medical technicians to operate 
the ambulances. 

Small feels there will be an 
excess of policemen when the 
Fire Department takes over all 
ambulance service. The Police 
Department now has six 
ambulettes (station wagons) 
manned by two officers each. 

But Blumenreich pointed out 
Wednesday that the am¬ 
bulettes will still be the first 
responders to an accident or 
call for help. He does not 
foresee any decreased need for 
police. 

When three ambulances 
were to be bought, the cost 
would have been $105,000, 
which Mayor Theodore Mann 
had proposed to obtain by 
bonding. 

Small wants to buy the 
ambulances with city funds to 
keep down the amount of future 
debt incurred by the city.

The Green Thumb

Grow Basil — One of the 
handiest herbs you can grow is 
the Basil, called by the French, 
"herbe royale". Dark Opal is 
an ornamental herb useful in 
the summer border, flower 
arrangements and for cooking. 
You can also try the large 
leaved sweet basil, ideal for 
flavoring, fresh or dried. It 
likes water during dry spells 
and will curl downward when 
the soil is dry. Sweet Basil also 
likes warm weather. For best 
results, you can start plants 
indoors, then transplant out 
when all danger of frost is over. 

Organic gardens say basil 
makes a fine companion plant 
to grow alongside tomatoes, 
believing that the plants have a 
better chance of extending 
their yield until frost. We dry 
our basil by snipping off leaves 
and placing them on cookie 


sheets in a slow ovea It’s a 
great herb and you don’t have 
to molly coddle it along to get a 
crop. 

Know your onions — No 
homeowner should be without 
onions of some sort. You have a 
choice of dozens of different 
kinds to grow. If y:i like the 
"Multiplier" oni.r.: (also 
called Winter Onions, Top 
Onions, Tree Onions, Egyptian 
Onions, Walking Onions, 
Potato, Bunching, Cluster 
Onions, to name a few). 

Scallions are a tender, green 
onion that’s pulled up before 
maturity. They can be started 
from seeds or sets. Shallots are 
a form of multiplying onioa 
eaten as green stalks or for 
bulbs for drying and storing. 

Leeks are an onion that grow 
into a clump, and we think you 
can call them a multiplier 
onion. Start onions any time 


fortitude is combined with a 
fine sense of balance and 
proportion and unusually good 
judgement, even though at 
times you may worry or brood.

now from seed, sets or plants. 
Seed is the cheapest way to 
grow onions. They can be 
thinned and eaten as scallions 
all summer long, and what you 
don't thin out can be allowed to 
grow to form a bulb. 

Onions like a well drained, 
humusy soil for best growth. 

Home grown cukes — A good 
way to grow cucumbers is on a 
trellis, located near your 
kitchen. They make a hand¬ 
some vine and very useful. If 
you want a good type that's 
bitter-free and burpless, try 
the Burpless. Fruits are about 
12" long and do not have to be 
peeled before eating. 
Marketmore and Marketer are 
two fine cucumbers for the 
home garden. 

Green Thumb Clinic — "We 
have many small, tiny black 
flies buzzing around our house 
plants. What are they?" 

Ans. — Chances are they are 
fungus gnats, small flies 
buzzing around your house 
plants and your hair. They are 
feeble flyers, and the female 
can produce up to 200 eggs in 
the soil of house plants. Con¬ 
trol: apply some Sevin or 
malathion to soil surface and 
water it in.

The bad results are kept from Big 
Daddy and Big Mama by the others. Big 
Daddy feels rejuvenated, now that he 
believes he has licked the "Big C." He is a 
real Southern gentleman. He is not 
comfortable in the presence of women, 
can’t stand his wife Big Mama, and never 
could. A distinct parallel can be drawn 
between the manner in which Big Daddy 
and Brick treat their wives. 

The wives, however, are different. Big 
Mama is a typical Southern belle, she 
never lets a negative word or thought 
enter her personality. She loves her man 
and her children, and dotes on them. 
Gooper was never a favorite and suffers 
the consequent complex. Unlike Big 
Mama, Maggie knows what is wrong with 
her life, brings it to the fore, and by doing 
so doesn't suffer delusions. 

Mendacity is a major theme in the play. 
So thick in the plot is mendacity, that Big 
Daddy can smell it. He has been deceived 
about his cancer. 

Gooper and Mae's concern about the 


plantation, is one of money not of love for 
Big Daddy. Until now, Brick never knew 
everybody suspected him and Skip of 
sodomy. Even Big Daddy, himself, 
suffers from a case of mendacity in that 
he never let on that he didn't care for his 
wife. There's more and more. 

Clarke Wells offers one of the best 
individual performances to be seen in 
Newton in recent years, as Big Daddy. He 
is the second act. It is very difficult for 
one character to have almost all of the 
lines in an entire act and maintain in¬ 
terest. Not only is no audience interest 
lost, but their eyes and ears are riveted to 
this magnetic performance. 

Every detail in speech and gesture is 
integral and consistent. Big Daddy is 
real. The only time Big Daddy lets his 
hair down is when he speaks to Brick, in a 
man-to-man. It is in this talk that we get 
inside Big Daddy, and it is a platform for 
the jut-jawed Wells to do his magic. 

Another stong performance is turned in 
by Mikki Krassin as Big Mama. She 
brings the stage to life, especially in her 
premier entrance. What’s more, she 
brings the other players to life. Krassin 
gives them something to play off of, and 
they are visibly better for it. 

The first act, dominated by Brick and 
Maggie, drags until the secondary 
characters enter. John Deming, as Brick, 
is strapped to distinguish himself because 
he must play the volcanic Brick with 
restraint. Maggie, played by Sandy 
Deming, does not bring life to her virtual 
first act monologue, as does Clarke Wells 
in the second act. Her inability to 
adequately handle the first act 
monologue gets the play off to a slow 
start. She is also strapped, though, with 
an unemotional Brick opposite her, and 
has nothing of substance to play off of. 

This first act is the only trying segment 
of the play. As the other characters enter, 


Brick and Maggie have other avenues to 
pursue, other facets of their characters to 
display. Maggie comes to life when Big 
Mama enters. Sandy Deming is positively 
aglow in the third act and finishes 
remarkably. John Deming's per¬ 
formances evolves in the second act 
opposite Big Daddy. 

He removes the stony-faced visage he 
maintains in the first act, and brings life 
to Brick. Brick is an intricate character, 
and the manner in which Deming por¬ 
trays him necessitates the other 
characters to give some differentiation in 
their own portrayals in order for 
Deming's Brick to come out demon¬ 
strably. 

In the first act, Maggie doesn't supply 
it. However, Big Daddy, such a large 
character, gives Brick the opportunity to 
interact, and Deming does. With both 
Demings out of their first act cocoons, the 
third act presents them positively 
vibrantly. This is a classic case of 
character evolution, and the Demings 
ultimately give strong performances. 

Skip Portney gives a good performance 
as the neglected Gooper, as does 
Margaret Souder, as the catty and fertile 
Mae. Micah Lowenthal, Jamie 
Klingsberg, Elizabeth Levenson, and 
Sherri Krassin are appropriately raucous 
as the children. 

If you can imagine a man shaking his 
head, you can imagine Ed Urban playing 
Reverend Tooker. Linda Myers and 
Robert Neumann complete the cast. 

Paul Tines' direction is very effective, 
the only chink in the armor being the 
Maggie-Brick sequence in the first act. 
Mike Sturgeon is to be commended for 
the set. 

"Cat on a Hot Tin Roof" should be seen 
at the Pomeroy Playhouse in Newton 
Comer.

Peter Harrington 
enters mayor's race 


State Rep. Peter Harrington (D- 
Newton) Wednesday became the third 
local politician to announce he is going to 
run for mayor. 

Harrington, a former alderman, 
represents the 17th Middlesex Distirct at 
the State House, including Newton 
Corner, Newtonville and Nonantum. 

"1 intend to campaign on the following 
propositions:" he said. 

"First, let us restore the elegance and 
quality of community life that once was 
synonomous with the words, Newton, 
Massachusetts. 

"Second, let’s stop the 'citification' of 
our community. 

"And third, let us expand and broaden 
our municipal tax base within presently- 
developed areas by improving the value 
of commerical property in our 13 
villages." 

Harrington discussed community 
development, recreation and revaluation 
in a pre-announcement interview 
Tuesday. 

Harrington, in his announcement 
speech, said the incumbent has "given us 
six years of pomp, rhetoric and 
misleading press reports." 

"The present administration,” 
Harrington charged, "during the past six 
years has failed those of us who believed 
that our investment in our homes was 
worth the extra cost because we lived in a 
community that was nationally-known as 
a cut above the others." 

He will campaign strongly in favor of 
retaining and strengthening the village 
concept of in Newton, including 


revitalizing the village business areas 
through community cooperation and tax 
incentives. 

"I propose that through the use of tax 
incentives available under state law, we 
establish a plan for the redevelopment of 
our villages,” he said. 

“Neighborhood associations, 
businessmen, landowners and the City 
Planning Department would sit together 
to develop a plan which would require 
public acceptance, and after a public 
hearing, acceptance from the Board of 
Aldermen, the Planning Board and the 
mayor. 

Harrington suggested the restoration of 
existing structures, establishment of new 
parking facilities, closing of streets, 
creation of "mini-consumer parks,” as 
ideas. 

Asked how this differed from a existing 
Community Development Programs 
currently underway in Newton, he ex¬ 
plained the tax incentives would be used 
as a way to encourage businessmen to 
redevelop their own properties with the 
city agreeing to some tax break for the 
increasing the attractiveness of the area. 

‘Ciftification,' he said is the process of 
turning a suburban community "into an 
American City with all of its many 
problems, including the spread of blight 
from conunercial centers into residential 
areas. 

To protect open space, Harrington said 
he would advocate establishing an open 
space and conservation zoning district for 
all parcels of land over two acres. Owners

Firefighters, police both 
want ambulance service

If the department that will operate the 
new ambulance service has not been 
decided yet, at least the type of am¬ 
bulance has. 

Newton’s 12 female police officers have 
been interjected into the in¬ 
terdepartmental rivalry for the am¬ 
bulance service. 

The Board of Aldermen last Thursday 
at a special meeting voted $72,181 for two 
top-hne ambulances, over the protest of 
Finance Committee Chairman Sidney 
Small and a few others, who wanted to 
buy a cheaper model. 

The vote on the matter had been 
postponed from the regular Monday night 
Board meeting, when Small raised a 
charter objection to prevent further 
action that night. 

In the intervening time, the message 
that had been passed down from the 
mayor that the state had approved the 
ambulance service run with two new 
Class 1 vehicles and the present Class 2 
ambulance as a backup had become less 
certain. 

Mayoral assistant Michael Lebner said 
at the meeting, "There seems to be some 
contradiction between what I was told 
(by the state department of public 
health) and what Dr. Zavarine was told." 
Zavarine is the city’s health com¬ 
missioner. 

The Board also voted unanimously not 
to buy the ambulances with money from a 
bond issue but to use surplus funds. 

Opposed to the $72,181 were Aid. 
Wendell Bauckman, Donald Budge, Joan 


Saklad, Small, Joseph McDonnell, and 
David Cohen. 

A letter from Thomas Fleming, 
president of the Newton branch of the 
Mass. Police Assn., further complicates 
the decision on operation of the service, 
which is due to start July 1, and throws 
into total confusion the city’s com¬ 
mitment to permanent hiring of Newton’s 
12 female police officers. 

Fleming said, in a May 5 letter to 
President of the Board Joseph McDon¬ 
nell, that his group had not known that the 
ambulance service was planned to be run 
by the Fire Department until Feb. 18, and 
had met with the Emergency Medical 
Services Study Committee on March 29 
with a counterproposal to keep the am¬ 
bulance service in the Police Depart¬ 
ment. 

The counterproposal, Fleming said, 
was rejected by the EMS committee, one 
of the reasons being that “the 12 police 
officers now on the department through a 
federal grant will not be rehired when the 
grant runs out in December of 1977." 

Gene Blumenreich, chairman of that 
study committee, said this week that 
staffing of the Police Department had 
never been discussed. 

The letter to McDonnell took 
McDonnell to task for suggesting that if 
the Fire Department runs the am¬ 
bulances, some of the police now man¬ 
ning the ambulettes would be surplus. 

But the letter concluded, “Joe, please 
remember the seven openings were cut, 
plus the loss of the 12 federally funded 
police officers in December of this year

Television exec to run for School Committee 



Howard Spergel, a 39-year- 
old public television network 
executive, has announced his 
candidacy for the Newton 
School Committee from Ward 
1. 

He said he wants to see the 
quality of Newton’s schools 
maintained despite the 
necessity of tight school 
budgets. 

"I am concerned that 
children growing up in this 
economy learn essential skills 
that they will need to get good 
jobs as adults," he said. "In 
addition, they must acquire 
other skills which will help 
them cope with the pressures 
and demands they will face in 
our society.” 

Spergel lives at 14 Holland 
St. with his wife, Dancy, a 
junior in the Boston College 
School of Nursing, and their 
two daughters, Lisa, 14; and 
Kathryn, 6. 

If elected, Spergel will be the 
first Ward 1 school com¬ 
mitteeman to have children 
attending public schools since 
Francis Frazier’s son 
graduated from Newton High 
in 1948. 

Lisa attends Bigelow Junior 
High School and Kathryn is at 
Cabot School. 

Spergel is currently director 
of educational services for the 
Eastern Educational 
Television Newtwork. In this 
capacity, he said, he creates, 
acquires and distributes in¬ 
structional television 
programming to the network’s 
40 public television stations 
and educational agencies. 

From 1966-68 he was a 
producer and on-camera 


commentator on educational 
affairs for WGBH-VTV. 

"I have worked creatively 
with tight budgets for 11 years 
in public television," he said. 
“I would hope to bring the 
same creativity to Newton’s 
school budgets as well." 

From 1957 to 1964 Spergel 
was a reporter, and, later, an 
education wirter for the 
Houston Post, the Augusta 
(Ga.) Chronicle and the 
Asbury Park (N.J.) Press. 

He has also written about 
educational trends and 
curriculum reform for 


Newsweek and educational 
journals. 

Spergel was graduated from 
the University of Pennsylvania 
in 1958 cum laude. He received 
a master of science degree in 
1959 from the Columbia 
Univeristy Graduate School of 
Journalism. He came to Boston 
in 1965 to attend Harvard 
University as a Nieman 
Fellow, and studied 
educational administration. 

Spergel said he believes a 
new partnership must be 
formed between Newton 
residents and the School 


Committee for the develop¬ 
ment of sensible long-term 
policies dealing with the 
declining enrollment and the 
issue of school closings. 

"Only if the public has a 
substantive say about what the 
School Committee is con¬ 
sidering for each community 
can we avoid pitting 
neighborhood against 
neighborhood,” he said. 

He said the School Com¬ 
mittee must improve its efforts 
to communicate with Newton 
residents. 

"I believe that parents have 


a right to know what their 
children are learning." 

He said, if elected, he would 
meet at least once a year with 
individuals and groups in each 
ward to listen and act upon 
their perceptions of school 
issues. 

"When my wife and I were 
presidents of the Cabot School 
PTA,” he recalled, "400 people 
came out to paint the inside of 
the school in one day." 

"A school committee which 
stimulates citizen involvement 
can expect to accomplish 
much, much more.” 


Pines testifies at retirement hearing 


State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) testified last week 
before the United States House 
of Representatives Select 
Committee on Aging. The 
Committee, chaired by 
Congressman Claude Pepper, 
held hearings in Waltham and 
Brookline on the issue of 
mandatory retirement. 

Pines is the sponsor of 
proposed Massachusetts 
legislation to prohibit age 
discrimination in the hiring 
and retirement of state em¬ 
ployees. 

The Pines’ bill would set up 
standards under which state 
workers desiring to work 
beyond the mandatory 
retirement age could do so. 

The Newton legislator ap¬ 
plauded the efforts of 
Congressman Drinan, who is a 
member of the Committee, in 
bringing the hearings to the 
Boston area. Drinan has been a 
critic of arbitrary and artificial

age barriers to continued 
employment 

In addressing the Com¬ 
mittee, Pines stressed the 
importance of work to the 
physical and psychological 
well being of the individual. 
Pines referred to comments by 
the American Medical 
Association that “considerable 
medical evidence is available 
to indicate that the sudden 
cessation of productive work 
and earning power often leads 
to physical and emotional 
deterioration and premature 
death.” 

Pines maintained that in 
addition to the health benefits 
of continued employment, 
there are economic benefits to 
the worker, to the employer, 
and society. 

Pines pointed to a recent 
Harris Poll as proof of the 
diminishing public support for 
mandatory retirement laws. 
According to the poll 86 percent 


of the general public and 63 
percent of personnel managers 
are opposed to such practices. 

Pines urged the committee to 
adopt legislation prohibiting 
mandatory retirement and 
"restore dignity to our older 
workers and permit them to 
provide for themselves and 
their families. Forced 
retirement is a tragic waste of 


human and economic 
resources and is simply un¬ 
justifiable." 

She also recommended that 
the Committee give serious 
consideration to reducing from 
72 to 65 the age at which in¬ 
dividuals may collect social 
security and earn in excess of 
$3,000 a year without facing a 
reduction in benefits.

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Designer selected for work 
on North High HVAC system 


Greenleaf Engineers, Inc., 
has been selected as the 
engineering firm to design the 
plans for fixing the Newton 
North High School ventilation 
system, Mayor Theodore Mann 
announced at the School 
Committee meeting Monday 
night at Davis School. 

The firm at 20 Wells Ave., 
Newton Highlands, will be 
required to take every 
precaution to advise the firm 
that will do the construction 
how to minimize disturbance of 
asbestos and provide 
protection for workers and 
students if any asbestos is 
disturbed 

The firm was selected by the 
mayor after he received three 
recommended firms by the 
Designer Selection Committee 
that interviewed the firms. 

Another concern, the mayor 
said, would be that any energy 


saving devices that could be 
added to the system be in¬ 
cluded in the plans for 
revamping the heating, ven¬ 
tilation, and air conditioning 
(HVAC) system. 

The firm will also be asked to 
work as quickly as possible on 
the design for the sake of the 
students and teachers in the 
school, and its members will 
also have to be available to 
tesitify in court for the city on 
the suits with the original 
engineers, contractors’ and 
subcontractors. 

The School Committee tabled 
a request from the ad¬ 
ministration to delete $27’231 
from the school budget after 
the sewer charge was post¬ 
poned a year and it was 
discovered the City Hall 
electricity bill was charged to 
Newton North High School. 

Director of Support Services 


Roy Cornelius said the electric 
bill for lights outside Newton 
North had been puzzling him 
for two years. Originally City 
Hall was billed for the school 
lights, but when that was 
corrected two years ago the 
City Hall meter was put on the 
high school account to the 
amount of $21,291 per year. 

School Committeeman 
Robert Cohen moved to table 
the reduction of the budget to 
consider spending it on 
technical-vocational or special 
education programs that he 
feels could use extra funding. 

Paul Ash' Henry Delicata, 
Mayor Mann, Edward Prince, 
and Cohen voted for tabling, 
Michael LeConti voted against, 
and Chairman Mandell did not 
visibly vote.

Sale and lease of city buildings

A simplified ordinance 
governing the sale and lease of 
surplus municipal property has 
been approved by the alder- 
manic Finance Committee and 
is before the Legislation & 
Rules Committee. 

Several buildings are 
awaiting action, which has 
been slowed up until changes 
could be made in the ordinance 
which now applies only to the 
sale of municipal property. 

A public hearing is scheduled 
for June 9 on the disposition of 
the Bigelow House, on Oak Hill, 
which has been proposed to be 
sold and developed into four or 
five condominiums. 

Still undecided is the 
developer for the old Peirce 
School on Chestnut Street, 
West Newton, which will house 
about 34 apartments for elderly 
people. 

Childs-Bertman-Tseckares, 
the developer preferred by the 
City Planning Committee, was 
displaced by the Finance 
Committee in favor of 
Anderson-Notter because of a 
more advantageous financial 
position for the city. 

Mayor Theodore Mann said 
Monday he would interview 
members of the two firms and 
decide which will be given the 
right to develop the former 
school. 

The Finance Committee and 


the Board of Aldermen ap¬ 
proved to basic conditions of 
the development. 

An offer has been made to 
the city for a large house on 
Park Place, one of the old 
Newton Junior College 
buildings, for conversion to a 
two-family house, and the city 
is in the process of determining 
whether it will need another 
former junior college building 
at 430 Walnut St. for municipal 
office space. 

An offer has been made to 
purchase the 430 Walnut St. 
building for$l by the Bay Path 
Girls Scout Council, with hope 
by the Newton Norumbega 
Workshop that there will be 
space for a sheltered workshop 
for retarded adults. 

The city yard at Auburndale 
will soon be closed down and 
available for other uses. 

And finally a decision must 
be made on the old Peabody 
School, a neighbor of the 
Bigelow House on Oak Hill. 
Proposals are in hand for 
redevelopment of the existing 
building into 22 apartments. 

The ordinance change now 
under consideration would cut 
down the length of time 
required for determining the 
use to which the building and 
land will be put and the terms 
of sale or lease. 

The aldermanic City 


Planning Committee will, 
within 45 days of receiving an 
offer to buy or lease city 
property, hold a public hearing 
on the future use of the 
property. 

The Planning Department 
will find out from other city 
agencies whether they have 
any need for the property. 

The City Planning Com¬ 
mittee then will decide whether 
the property should be sold or 
leased and for what use. If it 
decides that the city should 
keep the property, it will so 
inform the mayor, but if sale or 
lease is recommended the 
matter goes to the Finance 
Commituee. 

Proposals for sale or lease 
then will be obtained by the 
Planning Department, with 
public notification, analyzed 
and reported to the Finance 
Committee with a recom¬ 
mendation on the terms of sale 
or lease. 

The next-to-last word will be 
had by the Finance Committee 
on price and terms. If its 
recommendation is accepted 
by the full Board, the 
recommendation goes to the 
mayor. 

The mayor gets the last 
word, and the recom¬ 
mendations of the Board will 
not be binding on the mayor.

Baby bust 
brings benefits 


Experts on population trends in the 
United States predict that virtually all our 
social ills will diminish in the years im- 
mediatley ahead and that the future appears 
bright for babies presently being brought 
into the world despite such problems as the 
energy shortage. 

They foresee reductions in violent crimes, 
unemployment, accidents and the number of 
illegitimate children. 

That optimistic forecast is based on the 
anticipation that the nation's youth popula¬ 
tion will shrink dramatically over the next 
few years because of what the scientists call 
the “baby bust" (as contrasted to the baby 
boom which followed World War 2). 

Statistics show that boys and girls, young 
men and women between the ages of 14 and 
24 commit the most crimes, are involved in 
the most accidents, are victimized the most 
by periods of unemployment and produce 
the most children out of wedlock. 

Skilled demographers say that by 1990 the 
number of Americans between the ages of 14 
and 24 will drop from 44.5 million to 38.1 
million. 

The federal Census Bureau declares that 
the 14-24 group of young people, who com¬ 
prised 20.9 per cent of the population in 1975, 
will make up only 15.5 per cent in 1990. 

Charles Westoff, director of the Princeton 
University Office of Population Research 
agrees that crime, juvenile delinquency, 
unemployment and other social problems 
will decline in proportion to the drop in the 
number of young people between the ages of 
14 and 24. 

James Alan Fox, assistant professor of 
criminal justice at Northeastern University, 
has been studying the implications of the 
baby bust. He believes that the worst crime 
wave in the nation's history is now waning. 

“The crime of the 1960s was the worst we 
ever had and probably ever will have unless 
we have another baby boom," asserts Fox. 
“The baby boom generated a lot of children 
over a short time-span. 

“One generation later, there will be 
another bunch of kids, but they will be 
spread out more. Eventually, the impulse 
created by the first baby boom will dis¬ 
appear, barring another war or something 
which creates a perturbation in the fertility 
rate.” 

Fox expalins that his prediction of a 
downward trend in the crime rate is based 
on the high percentage of the nation's 
crimes committed by youths and the expec¬ 
tation that if there are fewer youths, there 
will be fewer crimes. 

Figures contained in the FBI's Uniform 
Crime Reports disclose that in 1975 youths 
between 14 and 24 accounted for 51 per cent 
of all criminal arrests, 76 per cent of all 
arrests for stealing automobiles, 72 per cent 
of all burglaries, 71 per cent of all robberies. 
56 per cent of all forcible rapes and 44 per 
cent of all murders. 

“Did you think senior citizens were 
stealing the cars or committing rapes or 
other acts of criminal violence?" asked a 
scientist when surprise was expressed that 
the group between 14 and 24, which com¬ 
prises only 20.9 per cent of the population, 
was responsible for so high a proportion of 
the crimes. 

Experts have found that the peak age for 
auto thieves and burglars is 16, for rapists 
and robbers 18, for murderers 20. 

Scientists expect that the nation's total 
population will rise to 245 million by 1990, 
31.6 million more than in 1975, but that 
crime will drop an estimated 26 per cent 
because of the shrinkage in the size of the 
age group between 14 and 24. 

Good times are ahead for your children 
and grandchildren if the scientists and 
demographers know what they are talking 
about. They anticipate a big increase in the 
number of senior citizens who don't steal 
many cars or commit many crimes of 
violence. 
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Consumers caught in a squeeze 

more for food at retail because just two food chains 
dominated the market.’ 

The report discloses that some of the most heavily ad¬ 
vertised foods are the most expensive. Says the report: 
"Nationally branded food item prices average 1 per cent 
higher than stalled store brands, which frequently con¬ 
tain the same products. 

The study was two years in the making. Behind it stands 
an array of distinguished economists who were equipped 
with computers sorting out data from 17 leading food store 
chains whose confidential records were subpoenaed. 

For twelve years, nobody in the federal government was 
charged with the responsibility of digging up the facts on 
food prices to see who was getting what. The last study was 
done in 1965 and, although it strongly suggested that food 
pricing needed careful monitoring, there was no followup. 

Because of this deficiency, Sen. George McGovern (D- 
S.D.) has introduced a bill to set up a permanent com¬ 
mission to open up the workings of the food industry to the 
public. The idea is to let the people, Congress and the 
president know why prices are so high, to see who is to 
blame. 

That's fine for openers. But then what do we do when we 
finally confirm the fact that the great inflator in our 
economy is the monopoly — in retailing, manufacture, 
finance? Is the president or Congress ready to bell that big 
ever-hungry cat?

NEW YORK - In launching his war against Inflation. 
President Carter might be well advised to take a hard look 
at a revealing document on food pricing recently prepared 
for the Joint Economic Committee of Congress. 

Food prices are unconscionably high in many areas of the 
country not because the demand is too high, not because 
wages are too high, not because farmers are getting rich, 
but because the local market is in the hands of just a few 
chain stores that put the squeeze on the housewife con¬ 
sumer. 

Although the report is a bombshell, it has, thus far, been a 
dud in its impact on public policy. The revelation is prac¬ 
tically unrevealed. 

The study found that "retail food prices and profits are 
higher where few food chains are in competition." In 1974, 
prices in the semimonopolized markets (with little or no 
competiton) "were as much as 14 per cent higher than in 
more competitive markets." The “monopoly overcharges 
totaled at least |662 million in 1974 alone.” 

The number of food chains in the country is great, but in 
many markets there is minimal competition. Thus Rep. 
Gillis Long (D.-La.) notes that "only a handful of chains 
will be found in direct competition in most local markets." 

In one large eastern city alone, food consumers were 
overcharged by $83 million in 1974. They paid "6.9 per cent 


The poor — a class or a condition?

For many of us "poor" is a 
pejorative word. Phrases like 
"poor Chicanos,” "poor 
family" and "poor 
neighborhood” evoke images 
of persons on the low end of a 
scale of economic wellbeing. 

But we also harbor a host of 
other images triggered by the 
words "the poor" — images 
that often carry un¬ 
comfortable, disparaging 
connotations, accompanied by 
adjectives such as lazy, 
ignorant, illiterate, slow, weak 

Many individuals have ex¬ 
perienced periods during their 
lives when their financial 
status was very low — and they 
faced the experience of being 
poor. Countless thousands of 
immigrants (and migrants) 
came to a new land or a new 
city "penniless,” looking for an 
opportunity to shed the con¬ 
dition of being "poor,” and to 
achieve a Horatio Alger suc¬ 
cess. 

Alger's heroes, and the 
American heritage, repeatedly 
reminded us that being poor 
was merely a temporary 
condition endured during the 
early wage-earning years but 
to be overcome by anyone with 
determination and honest 


effort This phase of being poor 
"while young and starting out” 
is generally understood and 
accepted. 

Likewise, at the end of their 
lives, countless older persons 
enter another phase where 
they must live on drastically 
curtailed budgets. They are 
financially poor, but only for 
the finite interim until death. 
This phase, too, is generally 
accepted albeit with some 
discomfort. 

However, in spite of these 
intellectual understandings 
there is something strange 
happening when we view with 
disfavor all persons of low 
income and classify that 
segment of our society as “the 
poor." We don't want "them” 
to move into our town, as 
"they" will increase the 
welfare load and the demand 
on elementary school facilities. 

In many suburban towns the 
number of adequate, modestly 
priced rental units has been 
shrinking, a fact which Bob 
McKay of the Citizens Housing 
and Planning Association 
observes "has resulted in the 
suburbs exporting their poor to 
the cities." Most suburban 
towns have the welcome mat 
out for house owners, but not 


renters of housing. A resident 
acknowledging that “there are 
poor people in Sherbom" said, 
"But if they live here, they've 
got the money to live in houses. 
If they don't have the money, 
they should sell their houses 
and move elsewhere." But 
where is Elsewhere? 

Today in our homogeneous 
suburban communities there is 
no room for "the poor," and no 
room for those whose transient 
financial condition happens to 
be "poor." 

In many suburban com¬ 
munities, even children and 
parents of residents must live 
elsewhere during those parts of 
their lives when they are too 
"poor" to live in their home 
town, now peopled with the 
middle-aged generation at the 
height of their earning 
capacity (e.g., Weston, Dover, 
Lexington, Manchester, etc.). 

Classically, suburbanites 
recognize with some guilt that 
firemen, public school teachers 
and clerks in the town hall are 
poor and that they probably 
reside out of town. But why are 
we uncomfortable in thinking 
about welcoming new poor 
persons to migrate to our 
town? It used to be a national 
policy, proclaimed with pride, 
to "welcome the poor." 


Would we accept poor per¬ 
sons with more openness into 
our community, our 
neighborhood, our block, if we 
considered them as being in an 
interim phase that is merely 
descriptive of a financial 
condition, not a classification 
implying personality traits, 
social behavior, ambition, 
intelligence or innate com¬ 
petence? 

Most of us go through a 
period in our lives when we 
want to feel capable of making 
it financially, even if it is at a 
modest level. And it would be 
helpful if we could shed the 
classification "one of the 
poor,” which so limits the 
places where we are welcomed 
or even accepted. 

All of this is not to deny the 
reality that some persons are 
chronically poor, never ear¬ 
ning enough to pay for the 
expenses they incur. And there 
are lazy, shiftless persons who 
also happen to be poor. "Poor” 
is an acceptable description of 
an economic condition. 

But we feel that the common 
connotation of “the poor” as a 
class is most unfortunate.

To the Editor: 

I am unequivocally opposed 
to a reduction in the size of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

The proposal, I fear, is 
similar to many simplistic 
solutions people in politics love 
lo loss around when things 
aren’t going as well as they 
might. 

There is no doubt that the 
Board of Aldermen is not as 
efficient a body as it should be. 
But size is not the basic 
problem. The real difficulty’ as 
with any group of three or 
more people with varying 
interests and degrees of en¬ 
thusiasm, is in com¬ 
munications and in organizing 
the effort to make the most of 
the talents available for the 
achievement of common goals. 

Eliminating one-third of the 
membership won't do this or 
even enhance the chances of it 
ever being done. 

Your May 5 editorial, "Board 
Size’” was typical of the 
erroneous arguments being put 
forth by the misinformed (you 
call them "enlightened") 
aldermen pushing for this 
change. 

Let me briefly mention just 
some of the points people seem 
to be ignoring or misusing: 

—There is absolutely no 
probability that a smaller 
Board would produce more 
intelligent, dedicated aider- 
men. Obviously the chances of 
getting really outstanding 
individuals are increased if the 
pot contains 24, rather than 16, 
people. 

- Reducing the Board to 16 
would inevitably lead to 
demands for even more pay for 
each alderman, greater 
professional and secretarial 
support staff, and thus, an even 
more expensive body than we 
currently have. 

-While I agree that there is 
a lot of confusion in the election 


process now, the fact remains 
that for those thousands of 
citizens who are even 
minimally informed about city 
affairs, picking 16 at-large 
aldermen from a field of 30 or 
so isn’t really that difficult 

—Reducing the Board to 16 
would almost toatally 
eliminate the opportunity of 
people serving who have to 
work a full, 40-hour week. 
Thus, we would end up with an 
unrepresentative Board 
consisting of lawyers and other 
self-employed and unemployed 
people. In addition, a Board of 
this composition would 
probably push for salaries that 
were more “meaningful" and 
would conduct more expensive 
campaigns, thus hurting those 
who have neither a surplus of 
time nor a sizeable bank ac¬ 
count 

Despite these, and other, 
strong objections, I would not 
be opposed to have having this 
question on the November 
ballot. 

My hope, however, is that all 
aspects of the matter could be 
discussed in a serious way. It 
would certainly be disap¬ 
pointing if the campaign 
debate offered nothing more 
than the quick, once-over 
negative arguments that have 
been presented thus far by the 
proponents. 

Newton has done quite well 
with a 24-member Board for 
some years now, and we should 
not change unless there is 
overwhelmingly good proof 
that 16 could do the job better. 

I don't think they could, but if 
the issue serves to bring about 
some needed reforms in the 
organization and procedures of 
the Board of Aldermen, then 
I'm all for some further 
discussion.

believe that these limited 
benefits are far outweighed by 
the potential detrements. 

My biggest objection is that I 
sincerely believe that a cut in 
the size of the Board would 
inevitably result in a takeover 
by the majority. If one 
analyzes the past municipal 
election, it becomes obvious 
that the top vote getter in 
almost every contested ward 
was from a certain group and 
ideological philospophy. One 
would have to believe that 
these top vote getters would 
repeat their performance in a 
head-on confrontation with 
another incumbent and in so 
doing disenfranchise a 
minority view that needs 
representation. 

Although some argue this is 
due to the individual members 
and not the size of the Board, it 
emphatically points out that in 
some instances, and at certain 
times, it would be extremely 
easy for those a of a certain 
political phiosophy to dominate 
the Board. 

Although at this time this 
shift would most likelv benefit 
those with whom I share 
political Ideologies, in the 
future it could work in the 
reverse and eliminate a 
minority philosophy with 
which I may agree. 

Consequently, I would say 
that having two at-large 


aldermen, and giving that 
important second vote to each 
citizen, protects the minority 
viewpoint’ regardless of what 
it may be at the time. That is 
one of the strengths of any 
legislature and provides a 
balance in the discussion of any 
issue. 

Another reason for favoring 
a larger Board is the belief that 
a larger body acts as protec¬ 
tion against possible corrup¬ 
tion. -, 

As before, I stated it’s Im¬ 
portant to protect the minority. 
In this instance I believe it’s 
important not to give any 
group too much power and 
therefore render them 
susceptible to pressure. 

Many crucial votes on the 
Board require a two-thirds or 
three-fourths vote. It would be 
much easier for any individual 
to get a block of four or five 
votes necessary to stop 
something than it would be 
under the present system. 

The editor also raises the 
issue of making it easier for 
citizens to vote. 

I sincerely believe that most 
citizens cannot name more 
than three or four aldermen 
now. If they can’t name more 
than that now, what difference 
does it make whether they 
have to vote for 17 or nine? 

Using the same logic, we 
could argue it would be even 


easier to have only eight 
aldermen, similar to the 
Boston City Council and 
probably leading to the same 
quality of representation. 

But even more important is 
that to make a substantive 
change of government in order 
to aid those who do not Lake the 
time to investigate the can¬ 
didates is pandering to those 
who don't take their franchise 
seriously. This same logic can 
be used to eliminate the right to 
vote for county and some state 
officials, most of whom are 
relatively unknown. 

In addition, I would not favor 
an advisory question on the 
November ballot. 

Voters, in general, tend to 
simplify matters that, upon 
further examination, become 
very complicated. The average 
voter would say "less aider- 
men equals less cost equals a 
reduction of my taxes." 
However, this view, which 
incidentally is not really valid, 
ignores the possible reper¬ 
cussions created by such a 
move. 

I would only point out that 
the citizens of Massachusetts 
approved a cut in the House of 
Representatives, the end result 
of which will be the elimination 
of most of those legislators who 
disagree with those in power. 

As the Graphic correctly 
quoted me last week, 1 do 


believe that the voters would 
approve a cut, but in so doing I 
also believe that they would not 
be considering the larger 
issues that I have tried to raise 
in this letter. 

Finally, although on the 
surface it appears that the 10 
aldermen advocating change 
are “more enlightened," 
change for the sake of change 
is not necessarily good. 

Contrary to the opinion 
voiced by the Graphic, I 
believe it would be easy for 
incumbents to favor the cut. A 
one-third drop in membership 
increases the power of those 
remaining by one-third. The 
elimination of eight at-large 
aldermen increases the power 
of the ward alderman by one- 
third. And increases in power 
would be accompanied by a 
rise in prestige and salary. 

I believe those who should be 
considered “enlightened" are 
those who view the change as a 
simplistic solution to a com¬ 
plicated problem and realize 
that even though the end result 
is in the best interests of their 
own personal welfare, are 
willing to vote against it out of 
a sincere belief that such an 
action will inevitably lead to a 
deterioration of the quality of 
city government..

Nathaniel Allen House in 1977 


Allen House preservation project 
given start with $50,000 grant 


By HELEN LEVY 

Historic Preservation Week 
i May 8-14) has an ap¬ 
propriately special meaning to 
the Newton Historic Preser¬ 
vation Association. 

The association has just been 
informed that their Allen 
School and House Preservation 
project will be the recipient of 
a two-part challenge grant 
from the Mabel Louise Riley 
Foundation of Boston, totaling 
$50,000. The house is at the 
corner of Cherry and Webster 
Streets, West Newton. 

The preservation of the 
gracious 32-room home-school 
of Nathaniel Topliff Allen 
(1823-19031 will be the second 
effort undertaken the NHPA. 
President John Howard and his 
group spearheaded the drive to 
acquire and restore the famous 
H.H. Richardson “Bigelow 
House” in Newton Centre. 

Nathaniel Allen and his 
family were prominent 
members of the Newton 
community for over 100 years. 
His daughter Lucy died in 1941, 
after running a special 
finishing school for girls for 
over 30 years after her father's 
death. 

Allen was an illustrious — 
but, little recognized by today’s 
historians — social activist, 
abolitionist, philanthropist and 
educator. He was a protege of 
Horace Mann, having brought 
to success the famous ‘model 
school' within the normal 
school, of which Cyrus Peirce 
was principal. 

For over 50 years the Allen 
School (formally known as the 
West Newton English and 
Classical School) provided the 
educational stimulus for over 
5000 individuals from every 
state and territory in the Union 
and from over 41 foreign 
countries. 

An astonishing number went 
on to illustrious careers. 
Among them were a 
Massachusetts Governor, a 
federal judge, early curator of 
the Smithsonian 
Institution,earliest women 
lawyers and doctors, Sarah 
Fuller (teacher of Helen Keller 
and a colleague of Alexander 
Graham Bell). 

In September, 1923, on the

100 th anniversary of Allen's 
birth, Newton’s Edwin Haskell, 
editor of the Boston Herald 
(and lifelong friend) noted: 
"He exercised a marked in¬ 
fluence upon the intellectual 
and civic development of the 
city that he made famous by 
the establishment of the Allen 
School, and that influence was 
stamped indelibly upon the 
character of the men and 
women who obtained the 
foundation of their education 
within the walls of that same 
schoolhouse.” 

Narrowing the focus to only 
Nathaniel is easily done. 
However, the extended family 
of Allens, including his 
parents, uncles, cousins, 
siblings, and nieces and 
nephews also left indelible but 
curiously unheralded records 
of civic and social activism. 

Since the first Allen from 
Medfield (1639), a tradition of 
service to the community, 
particularly in education, was 
a common thread carried on 
from generation to generation. 
They were a hardy, long-lived 
family, with most of the 
members living through their 
90's, even during the 18th 
century. 

Many members of the Allen 
family settled in Newton and 
became an important member 
of the civic life during the later 
part of the 19th century. 
Nathaniel's home was a station 
in the underground railroad, 
and he and his brothers and 


their father before them were 
ardent abolitionists. 

Nathaniel was a co-founder 
and the first president (for 30 
years) of the Rebecca Pomroy 
House for orphaned girls. His 
brother George,who also 
taught in the school, also 
known at times as the "Allen 
Brothers School," was active 
in political circles, and was the 
first president of the first city 
council, serving on the first 
school boards and later as a 
member of the state 
legislature. 

The immediate family was 
involved in the development of 
the Perkins Institute for the 
Blind and Pennsylvania 
Institute for the Blind, were 
influential in the development 
of several home-schools such 
as Northboro and Concord 
Academy, and spread out to 
the University of Wisconsin 
and California, founding new 
departments of science and 
romance languages, respec¬ 
tively. 

The Allen family was among 
the early professed Unitarians, 
serving in the town of Medfied 
as deacon of the church 
sometime in the early 1800s. 

The Allen School had many 
firsts here in Newton. It is 
reported in several historic 
records to have developed the 
first kindergarten in 1863 and 
to have been the first scondary 
school to include a professional 
physical education program 
(including a bowling alley). 


The school was integrated — 
sexually, racially and 
socioeconomically. Newton's 
historic black community has 
seventh generation citizens, 
and a link is being established 
between this community and 
the activities of Allen and his 
brothers during and after the 
Civil War, in which they ac¬ 
tively sought to bring the 
children of leading black ac¬ 
tivists from the South to their 
school for protection and an 
education. 

Oddly enough, the Allens 
appear to have found a more 
visible place in history written 
by black historians. 

Equality of the sexes was an 
unusual feature of the school. 
Women who had been nurtured 
at this school later became 
leading jurists and even 
members of the faculty of such 
male-dominated institutions as 
Worcester Polytechnic 
Institute as early as 1870-80. 

Foreign students living in 
Newton brought an exciting 
ingredient into the community 
of the exotic Far East, 
southern hemisphere and the 
West Indies, along with the 
children of many of the 
country's most famous people 
of science, industry and 
academia. The roster includes 
the families of Celia Thaxter, 
the poet; vice president of the 
United States H. Wilson; 
Governors Claflin and Rice of 
Massachusetts; Dudley 
Sargent, later president of

Sargent College; Drs. Morton 
and Jackson, discoverers of 
ether; Caroline Severance, 
Suffragist and founder of the 
Women's Clubs; and the 
presidents of Peru and 
Nicaragua. 

Most exciting was the Prince 
Royal of Japan, who came in 
1872 with 16 servants, one for 
each year of his age. “With 
true democratic spirit," writes 
his biographer, "the young 
prince was told he must 
dismiss his retinue and take on 
the duties of living in the home- 
school as all of the other 
students. The royal family 
Japan showered the Allens 
with well remembered gifts 
during this period!" 

Much is yet to be established 
regarding the impace this 
school and its family had in 
both Newton and education. 
"Progressive," however, was 
an appropriate label. Great 
stress was laid on giving the 
pupils something "worthy and 
interesting to think and to do” 
rather than prohibitory 
commands. 

"Getting back to basics" 
must have started in more 
modern times, because the 
curriculum omitted English 
grammar, "with its wearisome 
exercises in parsing and 
analyzing on which so much 
valuable time was wasted in 
the schools of that period," his 
biographer noted. Instruction 
in language and grammar was 
given largely by means of 
lectures and the keeping of 
daily journals. 

Helen Levy, vice president of 
NHPA and project director for 
the Allen School and House 
Preservation, Helen Levy 
announces that an advisory 
board of mostly West Newton 
residents will begin tackling 
the various reuse proposals 
once the property is purchased 
(sometime during June). 

Several projections are the 
establishment of a laborato r y 
school, particularly aimed at 
the crucial years in sixth and 
seventh grade. Some of the 


complex will be proposed for 
office use for nonprofit 
organizations and possibly a 
few units of middle-income 
housing for teachers of the 
school and caretakers. 

National Historic Preser¬ 
vation Week will be the opening 
of a drive for matching funds to 
secure the second part of the 
Riley Foundation grant money, 
partially conditional on the 
raising of $50,000 through 
donations of in-kind services, 
other grant support, and 
donated materials.

Teachers meet today 
with state labor board 


The Newton Teachers’ 
Association and the Newton 
Federation of Teachers have 
reached agreement with the 
School Committee on who will 
be in separate bargaining units 
for teachers and ad¬ 
ministrators, but a 
disagreement over wording 
has postponed the setting of an 
election date for who will 
represent the teachers. 

The two organizations were 
scheduled to meet today at the 
State Labor Relations Com¬ 
mission in Boston with 
representatives from the 
School Committee for a formal 
hearing on whether all 
teachers, regardless of hew 
they are appointed, will be 
represented by the unit that 
wins the election. 

According to Richard 
Cochran, president of the 
Newton Teachers’ Association 
(NTA), the current contract 
contains the clause that 
“regularly appointed per¬ 
sonnel" will be represented by 
the group, but Cochran does 
not want this wording to be 
formalized into the state 
agreement. 

In other communities where 
similar wording has been 
agreed upon with the state 
board, the local school com¬ 
mittee used the phrase to 
eliminate some teachers from 
the bargaining unit when the 
committee gave appointing 
authority to the superin¬ 
tendent, Cochran said. 

Cochran was absent from 
two previous meetings with the 
NFT and the state board, but 
said he would be present this 
week when formal testimony 
will be taken by the state. 

The administrative 
bargaining unit which the NTA 
will represent will include 
principals, assistant principals 
coordinators, high school 
department heads, and central 
• administration staff. 

The teachers’ unit, which 
will be represented either by 
the NTA or NFT after the 
election, will include learning 
disability tutors, psychologists, 
social workers, and junior high 
department heads. 

NFT President Sheila 
Enright sees no problem with 


the wording proposed by the 
School Committee right now, 
and if any problem comes up in 
the future she feels it can be 
handled later with prohibitive 
practice complaint to the 
Labor Relations Commission. 

A spokesman for the state 


commission said a decision 
after a formal hearing would 
take more than a week, but 
would give no deadline. 

Enright said, "I think it 
would be really damaging to 
have the election put off until 
fall."

The projects are designed to

New MAPC cost is 16 cents per capita 


The Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council April 27 
approved a 16 cent per capita 
assessment to meet 1977-78 
budget requirements. The 
action raises the present 13.3 
cent assessment on the cities 
and towns by 2.7 cents. Newton 
will pay about $14,000. 

The MAPC is the official 
planning agency for 101 
eastern Massachusetts com¬ 
munities. 

In taking its action, the 
council is attempting to stem 


budget difficulties which have 
been revealed over the past 
four months while maintaining 
its programs. A financial 
report made to the council in 
March showed a projected 
$235,000 deficit, including 
$105,000 for fiscal 1976 and an 
estimated $130,000 for fiscal 
1977 based on current spen¬ 
ding. 

it is hoped that $125,000 of the 
deficit will be recovered by the 
end of 1977 by cost-saving 
measures taken by MAPC 


Executive Director Carla 
Johnston. Ms. Johnston has 
made staff reductions, 
reassignments and spending 
cutbacks over the past several 
months. 

Added to the remaining 
$110,000 deficit is $81,000 due 
the state to pay back over¬ 
drawn assessments. This 
brings the total debt to $191,000. 
The $81,000 payback is due to 
overassessments on cities and 
towns over two years that have 


not yet been paid back to the 
communities. 

A 16 cent assessment yields 
$478,000, When coupled with the 
M A PC’s federal sources of 
funds totaling $406,000, the 
total income equals $884,000. 
This income will be used to 
fund the fiscal 1978 work 
program at $782,000. The 
remaining $102,000, in addition 
to reserve fund "borrowings" 
of $89,000, will be used to 
eliminate the $191,000 debt for 
fiscal 1978,

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He peddles against porn 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. i UPI) — "Come here," says the the 
silver-haired man in the tweedy jacket. "Let me show you 
something." 

It happens every year as Harold Doran wanders the 
marble halls of the Rhode Island State House, flashing smut 
in the name of decency, 

Out of his briefcase come magazines dog-eared with 
thumbing of the governors and lawmakers Doran has 
cornered since 1971. He watches their faces as the porn 
makes the point. 

"You've got to shock the people,” says Doran, 46-yearold 
president of Local 1203 of the International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers in Pawtucket. "They don't realize how- 
bad it's getting. There's no limit to what the porn peddlers 
will do." 

He didn't know just how bad things could get until 
somebody pilfered his porn during a Senate Judiciary 
Committee hearing last week. 

"I lost my dirty books and nobody will admit taking 
them," he moaned, thinking of the $26 he spent for the adult 
magazines picturing bondage and bestiality in lurid, living 
color. 

"I'll be honest with you, they appeal to me," says Doran, 
father of two children aged 14 and 7. “But when I look at a 
picture and see a girl about 18 I think: ‘My God, two years 
ago she was a child under somebody's Christmas tree.’ I 
always think that she could be my child." 

Coming down easy 

NARRAGANSETT, R.I. (UPI) - Thomas J. Watson Jr., 
63, of Greenwich, Conn,, knew how to handle stress Monday 
when his leisurely helicopter flying lesson became a matter 
of life and death during a May snow storm. 

Watson, former president and board chairman of IBM, 
calmly landed the ‘copter on windwhipped Canonchet 
Beach when visibility dropped to zero. Watson remarked, 
"You shouldn't be up there if you get nervous." 

Watson retired half a dozen years ago after 14 years as 
IBM chief executive. Although he recently took up 
helicopter flying as a pasttime, he is an experienced air¬ 
plane pilot. 

Instructor Robert Phillpott of Danbury, Conn., was with 
Watson on the flight, bound for Norwood, Mass. 

Both men were greeted on the ground by Lucien LaGrass- 
e. the 72-year-old member of the Narragansett Rescue 
Corps who has been cited for saving at least four lives. He 
took them to a drive-in for hamburgers, then to a store to 
buy long-johns. 

Gadgets and gimmicks 

CHICAGO (UPI) — A computerized exercise machine 
that does everything but get into shape for you and a 10- 
speed bicycle with an automatic transmission are among 
the latest brainchildren of inventors. 

They are part of a vast array of gadgetry and gimmicks 
on display at the Design Engineering and the Plant 
Engineering & Maintenance Shows, which opened Monday 
at McCormick Place. 

A tinkerer’s delight, the shows are an overkill of exhibits 
by 1,100 companies sporting gadgets — some of which are 
now on the market and others so new they are looking for a 
market to justify their existence. 

Take Dynavit, the Rolls Royce of bike-type exercisers 
which carries a $1,745 price tag. Just feed height, weight, 
age and sex data into a sophisticated “computer" on the 
cycle-type machine and it will work out a tailor-made 
program designed to strengthen your heart and breathing. 

The 10-speed bicycle with an automatic transmission 
hasn’t quite made it to local bike shops. Invented by one 
George Ripley III, it must be conventionally pedaled, but 
shifts automatically into the appropriate gear. Ripley is 
currently looking for the right market for his creation. 

But General Electric is on the market with a resilient 
plastic that can be bent, stomped on or even run over with a 
car and will still pop back into its original shape as good as 
new. GE hopes the product will someday be used for guard 
rails and sign markers on the nation's highways. 

"Display News” is showing a number of devices, not the 
least of which is a printer capable of spewing forth at least 
2,200 characters per second — slightly more than your 
average clerk typist. Manufactured by an Alabama firm, 
the printer, about the size of a onepound coffee can, sells for 
about $300, said Robert N. Boggs, executive editor of the 
magazine. 

Also on display at the "Design News” booth is the perfect 
electric cord for the sedentary cleaning person. No need to 
walk across the room to pull it out of the wall socket. Just 
press a button and the plug pops out by itself. Yours for $7. 

Perhaps the most puzzling invention — one that no one 
seems to know what to do with — is a modified starch that 
absorbs 2,000 times its own weight in liquid. Maybe the 
paper towel people, looking for an ever more absorbent pro¬ 
duct, will put it on the market someday — when they figure 
out how to haul it out of the kitchen after it’s performed it’s 
task. 



Aiuoug the vast array of inventors' brainchildren on display at 
the Design Engineering Show at McCormick Place is this 10-speed 
bicycle with an automatic transmission.

It all started in December 1970, when he took his 8-yearold 
daughter to a drugstore for an ice cream cone. 

"And there it was," he recalls with a shudder. "A hard¬ 
core magazine with a picture of a woman engaging in sex 
with a horse, right next to the coloring books." 

When the manager told him there was nothing wrong with 
displaying porn, so long as it was not sold to minors, Doran 
got mad. He hurled every coloring book and off-color book 
at the man. Then he vowed to throw the legal book at pom 
peddlers instead. 

With $2,000 and moral support from the IBEW, Doran 
succeessfully lobbied for Rhode Island's pornography 
display law in 1971, the only such state law in the nation. It 
requires adult magazines to be kept out of sight behind a 
sales counter. 

Armed with his filthy books, Doran is now pressing for an 
obscenity law to make all sales of sex-oriented materials il¬ 
legal. 

"I sometimes think he buys so much of the stuff he keeps 
the adult bookstores in business," said Michael Dollinger, 
Rhode Island director of the American Civil Liberties 
Union. 

The ACLU, moviemakers, librarians and college art 
teachers fear Doran's zeal will trample the right of adults to 
choose their private reading material. 

Doran insists his bill would only hit people who sell smut, 
not people who savor it. The bill passed the state Senate last 
week, but died in the House in an adjournment rush. 

He claims it will bring Rhode Island's obscenity law up to 
date with U.S. Supreme Court decisions allowing each com¬ 
munity to decide what is obscene.

Some things, and some people change... 
...but not Sam Levenson

Sam Levenson is a man with a 
message and he showed up in in 
Boston blitzing the media, even 
making an appearance at 
Bloomingdale's in an effort to 
promote his latest book, "A Time for 
Innocenc 

At least that's what he says. He 
uses the opportunity to take offer,in 
his inimitable warm and comic way, 
a few serious social comments 
reflecting solemn concerns. 

After teaching Spanish for 15 
years, Levenson became famous 
during his six minute spots on the Ed 
Sullivan show where he delighted 
audiences with descriptions of 
growing up in the large, loving 
Levinson family. 

Levenson described, with a 
humorous twist, a time when people 
lived difficult lives. Many of his 
stories are familiar, and those who 
love him remember, not only what 
he said, but his delivery. He has a 
certain way of dragging out a word, 
punctuating it from somewhere deep 
in his throat. The result is laughter. 

Today, he still tells same stories 
with the same relish and the 
audiences still laugh. 

He says that he recently came 
across his old graduation picture, 
from Brooklyn College, the picture 
he will never own because it still 
says “proof...I didn’t have the 
money to claim it." Levenson 
remembers a world "where we had 
no money, but we were not poor." 

The last of 10 children, he says “I 
was born before the era of the 
pill...my mother had the babies and 
my father took the pills." He also 
recalls that despite the fact his 
father earned only $8 a week, 25 
cents went for music lessons. 

His mother envisioned him as a 
concert violinist filling Carnegie 
Hall with all of the envious 
neighbors. His talent never went 
quite that far.' "I was called the 
company violinist because I could 
clear the house like DDT if the 
company stayed too long.” 

That is the way Sam Levenson 
reminisces’ with an almost naive 
sense of humor. Some have 
criticized him saying that he is 
making a joke out of circumstances 
which were less than funny. It is not 
his intent. "Of course it wasn’t 
always better in the the old days,” 
he admits. 


In retrospect, the problems facing 
society seemed less serious than the 
ones which face it now, and which 
concern Levenson. Problems such 
as divorce, promiscuity, and por¬ 
nography, are what he addresses 
now. 

He takes a pot shot at television, 


calling it “childish” yet he sounds 
bitter. As bitter as Levenson can 
sound, because Johnny Carson has 
relegated to the 10 minute "author 
spot.” Once he began writing, he 
says was no longer regarded as a 
comedian. 

On a different level, he is critical

of television because he says that is 
where children are receiving 
misguided ideas about sex. He says 
that more misinformation about sex 
is transmitted through the television 
than he ever received learning about 
sex on the streets. 

And he insists that what he 
learned on the streets was better 
than what the children larn learbout 
sex from television. Even “the guys 
who make the programs call them 
junk." 

He maintains that children should 
be allowed to retain their innocence 
as long as possible. “We were told 
nuttin...I asked my father where do I 
come from and he replied, ‘what's it 
your business?"’ Then he instructed 
young Levenson to “ask your 
mother, you're from her side." 

Despite difficulty gathering in¬ 
formation on sex, Levenson decried 
the glut of books on the market "on 
remedial sex...what we need are 
more books on remedial ethics." 

‘.‘Every manual tells how too to, 
when we need more books on moral 
positions, not sexual positions." 

What happened to the words, 
"help, give, feel, care, need, hold, 
affection?” He had something to say 
also about the trend of couples living 
together before marriage, "was it 
harder to wait, or go through three 
affairs and end up on a psychiatrists 
couch." Levenson does not refer to 
the victims of affairs as men, saying 
“I call them young widows, although 
they were never married.” 

When he finishes talking about 
young unmarried couples’ living 
together, Levenson talks about 
pornography. “I feel sorry for 
humans paying $5 to see a 
nude...what kind of a dream is it, to 
want to be a live voyeur, and they’re 
not the nudes of Degas or 
Renoir...those nudes had a soul." 

"Sex is not a four letter word,” he 
says convinced that children “need 
love not courses." "You can’t put 
the interpretation of sex that a 40 
year old has in the head of a four 
year old child...it doesn’t fit.” 

He finished up with an anecdote 
included in his book about two 
children who want to imitate their 
parents. “Let’s play pregnant, I’ll 
shave and you’ll throw up." 

Much has changed since those six 
minute spots on Sullivan's show, but 
Levenson has not.

Delicious as it is, anyone can buy ready-made ice cream 
at the store. Homemade ice cream has a special ingredient 
money can't buy - your imagination! It's great to eat, of 
course. And it’s fun to make, especially if you have a 
favorite flavor combination that’s unusual. 

While a recipe may taste oversweet before freezing, 
remember after-freezing, cold will numb your “taster.” So. 
remember to use plenty of flavoring in your mix. 

CREAMY’VANILLA ICE CREAM 

3 eggs 

14 cups sugar 

3 cups milk 

2 tablespoons vanilla extract 

4 teaspoon salt 

3 cups whipping cream 

In a large mixing bowl beat eggs until foamy. Gradually 
add sugar; beat until thickened. Blend in milk, vanilla and 
salt. Chill. In a large mixing bowl lightly whip cream to soft 
stage; fold into chilled mixture. Churn-freeze using slightly 
higher proportion of salt to ice than recommended for 
freezing other ice cream mixtures. Yield: approximately 3 
quarts. 

Note: If you use light cream or half and half in place of 
heavy cream or whipping cream, the ice cream will not be 
as smooth or fluffy. 

VARIATION: 

RASPBERRY SWIRL: After freezing transfer ice cream 
to plastic freezer container, alternating layers of ice cream 
with raspberry preserves (1 cup); swirl each layer with 
spatula for marbled effect. Place in freezer to harden. 
Other fruit preserves may be substituted for raspberry, if 
desired.

STRAWBERRY-BANANA 
ICE CREAM 

2 Vj cups crushed strawberries 
(about 2 pints) 

1 cup pureed ripe bananas (about 2 medium) 

1 tablespoon fresh lemon juice 

2 eggs 

lVi cups sugar 

3 cups milk 

3 cups whipping cream 
1 tablespoon vanilla extract 
Vt teaspoon salt 

Sweeten berries to taste. Combine banana puree and 
lemon juice. In a large mixing bowl beat eggs until oamy. 
Gradually add sugar; beat until thickened. Add milk, 
cream, vanilla and salt. Blend in strawberries and banana. 
Chill. Churn-freeze. Yield; 1 gallon.

Charlotte Noyes has been a Transcript 
reader for all of the 31 years she has lived 
in Dedham. A retired medical assistant, 
she became interested in making a cake 
"partway between white and chocolate” 
and hit upon the idea of using 
caramelized sugar. 

Part of her experimenting began as the 
result of adapting recipes for her husband 
who has allergies. She discovered that 
adding the caramelized sugar to the 
recipe was so successful that she has 
been writing to cake flour companies to 
see if there is a way to prepare the 
caramel liquid for a public market. 

The resultant cake "has a color as nice 
as any spice cake" and the taste is 
refreshingly different and delicious. 
Today, she has shared that recipe, along 
with some others from the time when she 
was editor of the Massachusetts 
Association of Medical Assistants 
bulletin. 

FLUFFY WHITE FROSTING 
I From a Berkshire restaurant) 

2 Tbsp. flour 
1 cup milk 

Cook until thick; stir constantly to keep 
mixture smooth. Set aside to cool. 

1 cup sugar (confectioner’s) 

4 lb. butter (two sticks) 

1 tsp. Vanilla 

Cream sugar, butter and vanilla. Mix 
together with electric beater. When flour 
mixture is cold, add to butter and beat 
well for 10-12 minutes. When well beaten, 
it will look like whipped cream. 

An ideal icing for this cake. It can be 
applied, starting at the bottom, petal or 
shingle fashion, in dabs, which enhances 
the rich color of the cake, when it is cut 
and served. 

TOASTED COCONUT 
CREAM CAKE 
1 cup sugar (caramelized) 

Vx cup cream 
Vi cup coconut 
l i cup oleo 


2 eggs, well beaten 
1 tsp. vanilla 
14 cups cake flour 
14 tsp. baking powder 
4 tsp. salt 

Method: Pour 1 cup sugar into a small, 
heavy frying pan. Stir and melt sugar 
over low heat until it becomes a light 
brown liquid (about 5 min.) It will look 
like old snow as you stir it about but will 
finally dissolve. Then stir 4 cup of cream 
into the liquid, slowly and very carefully, 
a bit at a time, to prevent sugar from 
hardening (if it does harden, it will 
gradually dissolve again, but it takes 
longer). Now add 4 cup of shredded 
coconut; beat all together and turn into a 
mixing bowl. Take a half-cup of oleo (one 
stick) and slice finely into mixture. Beat 
all together and set to cool. Take two eggs 
and beat well, adding one teaspoonful 
vanilla. Add this to the cooled batter and 
beat thoroughly. (Tip: A cake batter 
should get most of its beating before the 
flour is added.) To 14 cups cake flour, 
add 14 tsp. baking powder and 4 tsp. 
salt. Sift and add to liquid mixture, a 
portion at a time. When combined beat by 
hand until smooth. Turn into Bundt pan, 
or a greased and floured cake pan 
(medium sized). Bake 60 min. at 350 
degrees. When cool, top with "Fluffy 
Frosting". (Recipe herewith). 

LAMB-BURGERS 
1 lb. ground raw lamb 
1 teaspoon onion salt 
4 teaspoon garlic salt 
14 teaspoons salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 

1 cup fresh bread crumbs 

2 tablespoons vegetable oil 

In the morning, mix lamb, seasonings, 
and crumbs; add the vegetable oil and 
mix well. Cover and put in the 
refrigerator. At night, make into patties 
and fry like hamburg. 

PATE CHINOIS 
1 lb. ground beef 
1 can green peas 
1 can cream-style corn 
1 chopped onion 

Enough mashed potatoes to make a crust 
Salt, pepper and other seasonings to taste 
(Boil potatoes while cooking.) 


Fry the onion in butter or margarine 
and bacon fat until lightly browned. Add 
hamburg and cook until done. Season to 
taste. Drain the liquid from the can of 
peas. In a casserole baking dish, put 
alternate layers of the hamburg, peas 
and corn, and top with crust of mashed 
potatoes. Dot crust with butter and place 
in oven of 400-425 degrees. Bake until 
crust is golden brown. Serve with a tossed 
green salad and pickles. 

JOHNNY CAKE 

2 cups sour milk (or sweet with two 
tablespoons vinegar added) 

4 cup molasses 
1 egg 

1 cup flour 

14 cups corn meal 

2 teaspoons soda 

1 teaspoon cream of tartar 
1 teaspoon salt 

4 tablespoons butter (not melted) 

Add soda and cream of tartar to sour 
milk and mix with beaten egg and 
molasses, then add flour, cornmeal and 
salt and beat well. Add melted butter last 
and pour mixture into greased baking 
pan. Bake at 400 degrees for 20-30 min. 
depending upon depth of batter in pan. 
POPPINS 

1 cup brown sugar 

2 eggs 

4 rounded tablespoons flour 
4 teaspoon baking powder 
4 teaspoon salt 
1 cup broken walnut meats 
4 teaspoon rum flavoring 
Mix and roll into balls (pop-in-mouth, 
size). Bake 20min. at 350degrees. Roll in 
confectioner's sugar while still warm. 

SUMMER ISLAND PUNCH 
1 can lemonade 
1 can grape 
1 can Hawaiian punch 
1 can pink lemonade 
1 can pineapple banana 
These are all frozen concentrates to be 
diluted as directed on the can. Prefreeze 
cherries, fruit chunks in ice cubes; float 
these in punch bowl and add a quart of 
ginger ale for sparkle just before serving. 
Lime sherbet is an attractive topping 
also, and liquors such as vodka or gin can 
be added when appropriate.

Liz Taylor on 
the Hustings 

NORFOLK, Va. (UPI) - 
, abeth Taylor has a new 
starring roll - in politics. 

Actually, she's got second 
Wjing. But, as has happened 
wforc, she tends to steal the 
•show, this time at Republican 
fund raisers across Virginia. 

She attends them with her 
sixth husband, John Warner, 
who is building support for his 
all but certain campaign next 
year for the U.S. Senate. 

Warner, 49, Secretary of the 
Navy under former President 
Nixon and later head of the 
Bicentennia. Commission, 
tends to wind up in the shadow 
of the woman he married last 
year in an open field at his 
Fauquier County, Va., farm 
estate. 

"She's something, isn’t she,” 
a wide-eyed Janet Bowens 
gasped after shaking hands 
with Miss Taylor at a Norfolk 
fund-raiser. "I’ve been a fan of 
hers all my life.” 

"Mr. Warner is a nice man, 
but the reason I came tonight 
was to see Miss Taylor," Mable 
Roberts said after snapping a 
dozen pictures of the actress at 
a another GOP function. ‘‘I've 
seen so many of her movies, I 
feel like I know her.” 

Despite the attention, Miss 
Taylor insists, "John and I are 
a team." 

“After all, he is the one I 
hope will be the candidate. I, of 
course, will be behind him 100 
per cent." 

Miss Taylor shook an es¬ 
timated 5,000 hands before 
suffering her first political 
injury last month. She was 
gladhanding a line of 600 at one 
affair. A blood vessel broke in 
her right hand. 

Always a trouper, she re¬ 
turned to the line after getting 
an ice-pack and a pain killer. 

“You've treated me like a 
true Virginian. I love Virginia 
and Virginians," she said. The 
crowd cheered. 

At 46, the two-time Oscar 
winner and the voluptuous star 
of 30 films, has acquired a 
double chin and some and 
bulges. But — her eyes as 
radiant and her face as 
beautiful as ever — she draws 
crowds each time she ^>pears. 

"It was our biggest fund¬ 
raiser ever,” said Susan Mott, 
the Winchester GOP Chair¬ 
woman, after the couple's 
appearance at a party spon¬ 
sored by the Winchester and 
Frederick County Republican 
committees. "We had the 
affair in a private home and 
had more than 250 people. We 
had to turn people away." 

“She seemed to really enjoy 
herself,” Mrs. Mott said. “She 
spoke with all the guests and 
talked to one woman for more 
than 20 minutes about their 
children.” 

Although political observers 
concede Miss Taylor is an asset 
for the GOP now, some believe 
she may prove a liability to 
Warner's expected Senate can: 
didacy for the seat being 
relinquished by Republican 
Sen. William Scott. 

They say conservative Vir¬ 
ginia, heart of the Confederacy 
and the only Southern state to 
I go for Gerald Ford in last 
year's presidential election, 
may not cotton to having, as 
the wife of their senator, a 
former movie star who was 
married seven times, twice to 
Richard Burton. 

But Warner says, "I think 
that any candidate’s wife is an 
asset." 

“I am just delighted Eli¬ 
zabeth can bring happiness and 
joy into the hearts of people 
where ever she goes.” 

From the other side of the 
political fence, Frederick 
Babson, seems to agree. 
Babson, an attorney, an¬ 
nounced for the Democratic 
nomination for the Senate with 
the election still 17 months off. 
He conceded he was doing so to 
catch up with the publicity 
Miss Taylor attracted to 
Warner. 

The GOP, said Babson with 
what appeared a combination 
of envy and pique,'^seeks to 
perpetrate Its know-nothing 
representation of Virginia by 
exploiting the fame and fortune 
of an internationally famous 
film figure who cannot aven 
vote in this state or country." 

The Republicans are delight¬ 
ed. Said State Chairman 
George McMath, "I'm glad we 
have Miss Taylor on our side."

fUPI) — Master wiretapper 
Frank Chin was one of 20 
persons slain in the past two 
years in what some federal 
investigators suspect is an 
underworld campaign to elimi¬ 
nate government informers. 

Chin, a double agent for the 
Justice Department, was 
buried April 23 during a steady 
drizzle in rural East Haddam, 
a stone’s throw from the rustic 
hideaway he shared with Liz 
Moore, the attractive former 
wife of Robin ("The French 
Connection") Moore. 

Death for Frank Chin came 
in the garage of his Manhattan 
apartment building Jan. 20, 
where he lived with his wife 
Lenore, a blonde former 
model. His burial was delayed 
until the frost-hard ground 
softened. 

Chin was shot in the face five 
times at close range. The 
murder weapon, a silencer- 
equipped 22-caliber pistol, suj>- 
ports the government’s theory 
that some of its informers are 
being eliminated systematical¬ 
ly- 

Chin, ironically, had given a 
,22-calier pistol to a South 
American secret police chief 
last December as a good will 
gesture because the two had 
Just sealed a deal which was to 
bring Chin a $200,000 windfall. 

The quiet and effective 
weapon is favored by U.S. 
intelligence agents, as well as 
by Mob hit men who are 
sometimes quick to pick up on 
improved techniques. 

Liz arranged the simple 
burial under a spreading oak, 
where she and Chin lazed away 
some idyllic afternoons bet¬ 
ween his forays into the world 
of heroin dealers and in¬ 
ternational intrigue. 

"If you’ve got be buried 
somewhere it might as well be 
where you’ve had a good 
time," Liz said. "He was a 
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Bizarre life and murder of amazing double agent, The Chinaman' 


wild, gorgeous Chinese. He was 
so captivating. I fell madly in 
love with him." 

Women attracted to Chin saw 
him as "a Chinese Anthony 
Quinn," a macho man for all 
seasons, a dashing devil-may- 
care type who sometimes 
raced along Connecticut's 
winding roads at 130 mph in 
one of his sports cars. 

No strong-silent type, Chin 
was an articulate and witty 
man whose dinner table con¬ 
versations at the Gelston 
House in East Haddam 
sometimes regaled all within 
earshot. 

It was the karate expert's 
size that impressed many, 
including William R. Phillips, 
the rogue cop who put Xaviera 
Hollander on the pad, and some 
corrupt police buddies before 
the Knapp Commission in 1971. 

Phillips told his biographer, 
Leonard Schecter: "He comes 
in, a big 6-foot Chinaman . . . 
Can you imagine, a 6-foot 
Chinaman?" 

Chin was found lying near his 
mint condition, 6.3 liter 1969 
Mercedes Benz sedan. One tire 
was flattened, perhaps 
deflated deliberately to keep 
the "Chinaman" in a fixed 
position for the hit man. 

"Or they might have just 
walked up to him and said they 
were law enforcement officers, 
and that would have been 
that,” a law enforcement 
| source said describing ways 
Chin could have been set up. 

No money was taken. His 
$400 digital wristwach and his 
suede jacket from Aber¬ 
crombie Sc Fitch were left 
undisturbed. A Salem Light 
cigarette — Chin's brand — 
was found on his chest. 

The women in Chin's life — 
girl friend Liz and his wife 
Lenore who maintain cordial 
relations — were both initial 


Two pre-pubescents 
will host CBS show 


NEW YORK (UPI) - If 
America’s fascination with 
young stars continues, The 
Keane Brothers may reach 
- millionaire status before they 
reach puberty. 

The brothers Keane — Tom, 
13, and John, 11 — have been 
signed by CBS to host a 
musical variety show this 
summer, making them the 
youngest stars ever to star in a 
network show. If the summer 
replacement series succeeds, 
the freckle-faced Californians 
may just send the older and 
wiser Donny and Marie 
Osmond into early retirement 
at ages 19 and 17. 

One distinction the Keanes 
already have behind them is a 
song written to President 
. Carter's 9-year-old daughter 
called, "Amy, Show the World 
You’re There.” So far, the 
White House press secretary 
has mentioned nothing about 
Amy recording an answering 
song. 

But President Carter's 
sister, Ruth Carter Stapleton, 
recently appeared on a 
television show with the 
Keanes. She reportedly liked 
them so much she promised to 
ask Amy Carter if she wanted 
the duet to give a command 
performance at the White 
House. 

But despite their age, youth, 
in the Keanes’ case, does not 
necessarily mean inex¬ 
perience. 

The latest additions to the 
Hollywood pre-pubescent set 
are blessed with the good 
fortune of having a father who 
understands the workings of 
the California music scene. 
The senior Keane, a Los 
Angeles record producer and 
recording studio owner, has 
worked with Sam Cooke, Frank 
Zappa, and Barry White. He is 
now executive producer of his 
sons' first album. 

Listening to the Keanes sing 
about broken love affairs and 
traveling on lonesome, worried 
roads is like listening to whites 
from Scarsdale sing the 
Mississippi Delta blues. 

One song Tom Keane wrote 
laments the passing of the 60s 
and the miniskirts that went 
with them. "I remember in ’63 
... those were the good old 
days,” he sings. In 1963, Tom 
Keane was negative one year 
old. 

Despite their age, the boys 
sing expressively. They can 
gravel out a dance tune and 
pleasantly harmonize a love 
song. They have thoughtfully 
directed some compositions to 
their young counterparts. The 
words "schoolyard” and 
"homework" surface now and 
then in a tune. 


"I think people will react to 
what they do, not necessarily 
what they choose to sing 
about,” said Pierre Cossette, 
whose production company 
sold the Keane package to CBS. 
"The television show will aim 
for a pure family, Disney-type 
audience." 

The Keanes already have 
made appearances on the 
Johnny Carson, Dinah Shore, 
and Mike Douglas Shows to 
help smooth the highway to 
network stardom. 

“There are no gimmicks in 
this deal," said Cossette. "I did 
it because it is musically 
sound. I really see no com¬ 
petition for or from Donny and 
Marie." 

Whether or not the summer 
television series ever sees the 
autumn schedule, the Keanes 
hold the potential to become 
the next heart-throbs of that 
tender set between toddler and 
teenager. 

"There hasn’t been a Shirley 
Temple in this business for 40 
years,” said Cossette. "They 
aren’t two cute kids who 
happen to be musicians, they 
are two musicians who happen 
to be cute kids." 


Intrauterine 
device safety 
extended 

SKOKIE, Ill. (UPI) — Searle 
Laboratories, a division of G. 
D. Searle and Co., announced 
today it has received approval 
from the Food and Drug 
Administration to extend the 
safety apd effectiveness claim 
for its^ntrauterine copper 
contraceptive to three years. 

Searle’s intrauterine con¬ 
traceptive, called the Cu-7, was 
originally approved for 
marketing in 1974 as safe and 
effective as labeled for two 
years after insertion. Sub¬ 
sequent clinical studies, 
submitted to the FDA, in¬ 
dicated safety and effective¬ 
ness over a three-year period. 

Unlike inert intrauterine de¬ 
vices (IUD’s) which rely 
primarily on size to prevent 
pregnancy, the Cu-7 is smaller 
and releases copper in the 
uterus to enhance con¬ 
traceptive activity. Based on 
results of clinical studies, it is 
more than 98 per cent effective 
in preventing pregnancy. 

Sales from increased use of the 
Cu-7 for new patients is ex¬ 
pected to exceed loss of unit 
sales because of less frequent 
replacement.

“Will come when it will 
come." 

As United Press Inter¬ 
national pieced together Chin's 


amazing background there was 
confirmation he was a double¬ 
agent who harbored a fierce 
hatred for heroin dealers. He 
sometimes made buys and 
showed up later to testify 
against the dealers at their 
trials. 

So well did he gain one 
wholesaler's confidence, the 
startled street entrepreneur 
said, as the trap sprung: "Oh 
my God! Not the Chinaman." 

As wily as Chin was, he met 
his match in the man who 
managed to persuade him in 
1972 he was a private in¬ 
vestigator from Phoneix, Ariz., 
looking for Chin’s services. 

In truth, the Arizona P-I was 
a Justice Department agent 
with 30 years on the street who 
"turned" Chin for the govern¬ 
ment. Once compromised, 
Chin was called upon from 
time to time to work un¬ 
dercover for Uncle Sam, work 
he relished. 


"He loved the intrigue, he 
really did," a friend said. 

Chin himself plotted down¬ 
falls precisely, warming to the 
progress he was making in one 
case by telling a friend: "Boy, 
the guy is coming right into the 
palm of my hand. It won’t be 
long now." 

He even tried to psyche 
people out through his tele¬ 
phone answering service, eom- 
m a n d i n g, rather than 
requesting, callers to "Leave 
your message now!" 

Chin was an electronics 
wizard whose devices en¬ 
thralled his prospective 
clients, including "Happy 
Hooker" jhollander who made 
him an offer he was able to 
refuse. He wanted $500 up front 
and wouldn’t take it lying 
down. 

Chin perfected an extraordi¬ 
nary tonal device, which he 
said bugged telephones long 
distances if the user dialed the 


number and blew into a small 
harmonica. 

He also made micophonic 
darts that could be shot into 
exterior walls from distances 
of 500 feet. And he handcrafted 
sophisticated transmitters for 
the backsides of electrical 
outlets. 

Sometimes he kept the tapes, 
a thought that occurred to New 
York City investigators looking 
for leads after his death. They 
sped to Connecticut with 
Lenore and found "a whole 
bunch at the house", a $52,000 
stone cottage bordering the 
Moosup Reservoir. 

Chin was in business to make 
money and he rarely passed up 
a chance to do so no matter 
where he was. His cash 
register mentality even rang 
up a "sale" on a tower 25 
stories above a Manhattan 
street when a wealthy East 
Sider insisted on joining him in 
adjusting a television antenna. 


These were the early days 
when Chin was into television 
repair instead of electronic 
snooping. 

The man began climbing a 
rooftop tower with Chin in the 
lead and suddenly he stopped 
terror-stricken, unable to 
move, a victim of acrophopbia 
— the fear of heights that 
paralyzes. 

He pleaded with Chin, a 
barrel-chested weightlifter, to 
save him. Chin swung down 
from the higher rungs, leaned 
into the distressed man’s ear 
and shouted, "What's it wor¬ 
th?" 

Saved, the man wobbled into 
the apartment and Chin's 
helper said, "Hey. This guy's 
loaded. There's money laying 
all around the joint. Let's grab 
it." 

Chin refused, saying he was 
a shrewd bargainer, not a thief. 
The helper settled for three 
pairs of cashmere socks from a 
bureau drawer. Chin didn't 


discuss what he got out of the 


As a teenager in Brooklyn 
during World War II when 
radios were scarce, high school 
dropout Chin rebuilt old ones 
and sold them for new. 
Sometimes he made more 
money weekly than his parents 
did monthly at their small 
Chinese restaurant. 

His father was unimpressed 
with the son's business 
acumen. They often argued 
about his choice of friends, his 
school conduct, and personal 
habits in a neighborhood where 
the phrase "take care of 
yourself" usually came from a 
shylock. 

"The way you're going," the 
man from the Old World told 
his son, "you are going to die 
by the gun or the knife." 

Chin once told a friend: "I 
think my father was right. I 
don't think I'll live beyond 50."

79' 

j | Gem Child Mild Franks sk,nUU ‘Je 79' 

we reieme the .iahl to limit quantil es 


Books 

The Thorn Bird*, by Colleen 
McCullough. 

(Harper and Row, $9.95) 
There is an old Celtic legend 
about a bird which sings just 
once in its life. From the time it 
leaves its nest, It does not rest 
until It has found a thorn tree. 
Then, it impales Itself on the 
longest, sharpest spine. Dying, 
it rises above its own agony 
and gives forth one superlative 
song. God smiles, for the best is 
only bought at great pain. 

"The Thorn Birds” begins 
with that legend. The author 
then takes the reader into three 
generations of the Cleary 
family, its involvement with a 
Roman Catholic priest and 
each other. 

The novel begins with the 
Clearys In New Zealand in 1115, 
when we meet Meggie, the only 
daughter of Fiona and Patrick 
Cleary. 

The family moves to the 
sprawling Australian sheep 
station where Patrick’s sister 
lives. The Clearys find they 
must battle the elements — 
drought, floods, heat and in¬ 
sects. 

It is there that Father Ralph 
De Bricassart enters the lives 
of the Clearys, and where 
Meggie falls into a doomed love 
affair with the priest. 

Meggie, although in love with 
Father De Bricassart, 
becomes trapped in a loveless 
marriage. Father De 
Bricassart is in love with his 
, church, and with Meggie. 

"The Thom Birds," span¬ 
ning more than a half century, 
follows Father De Bricassart 
to the Vatican and Meggie’s 
children to Europe, while 
Meggie stays at home. 

Meggie and Father De 
Bricassart are the Thorn 
Birds Each sings a passionate 
song while undergoing 
exquisite agony. 

"The Thom Birds" is an 
extravagant, compelling novel 
that encompasses love, war, 
death, courage and com¬ 
passion. The Clearys are a 
fascinating family and "The 
Thom Birds" is a fascinating 
book. Avon paperbacks ob¬ 
viously thought so — they paid 
$1.9 million for soft cover 
rights.

Preminger, by Otto Premin¬ 
ger. 

(Doubleday, $8.95; 

Otto Preminger has a 
reputation for arrogance and 
toughness but, in these snip¬ 
pets of autobiography, the 
noted film director comes 
across as mild, rational and 
good-tempered. 

He spends much of his time 
setting the record straight on 
incidents that seemed to 
demonstrate his worst 
qualities — such as the report 
that aides of President John F. 
Kennedy had to phone 
Preminger three times to get 
him to come to lunch. (Not 
true.) 

Not that Preminger appears 
as Mr. Nice Guy. He’s a hard- 
minded director who knows 
what he wants from actors and 
writers and does not hesitate to 
demand it. He might be more 
likable if he expressed some 
doubts about himself — can 
anyone be that self-confident, 
or that right? 

He does admit to one 
horrendous blooper. In the 
making of "Saint Joan,” he 
concedes that he entirely 
misinterpreted the meaning of 
the play. The result was a 
rotten movie. Still, Preminger 
has made so many bad films, 
and on big budgets — "Rose¬ 
bud" is one of the more recent 
— one wonders where his 
outsized reputation came from. 

One reason might be his 
casting ability. Preminger has 
directed most of the best actors 
and actresses of the last half 
century, which makes his book 
jolly good fun because he 
knows almost everybody and 
has a story to tell about them. 

As when Jack Barrymore, 
disgracing himself with drunk¬ 
en onstage antics, is berated by 
Preminger and the next night 
gives a letter-perfect perfor¬ 
mance. Doing that every night, 
he explains to Preminger, 
would be boring. 

This is a first-rate anecdotal 
biography. Nothing introspec¬ 
tive or dramatic, just good 
lively stories involving famous 
people. 

The Rich Are Different, by 
Susan Howatcb. 

(Simon and Schuster, $11.50)

She uses a modern setting for 
the first time, telling the story 
of a beautiful and ambitious 
woman and a worldwide

The story takes place be¬ 
tween 1922 and 1940 and tells of 
Dinah Slade, a young English¬ 
woman of determination and 
compelling sensuality. Dinah 
fears that she will lose her 
ancestral home, Mallingham. 
She seeks financial backing 
from Paul Van Zale, multimil¬ 
lionaire banker. Paul is drawn 
to her ambition and in¬ 
telligence — and eventually to 
her beautiful country home and 
a love affair with Dinah. 

When the demands of his 
empire prove too strong to 
ignore, Paul returns to New 
York, leaving behind Mailing- 
ham, Dinah and the son he has 
fathered. 

Dinah follows him to New 
York where she is introduced 
to his world — his wife, his 
protege, whose brute strength 
and aggressiveness both at¬ 
tract and repel her, and Cor¬ 
nelius, his ruthless nephew and 
chosen heir who sees Dinah 
and her son as a threat to his 
own future bid for power. 

Susan Howatch has created a 
family saga in the true 
tradition of the historical 
romance and once again 
confirms her reputation as one 
of the most engrossing story¬ 
tellers of our time.

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North trackmen down Brockton, North Quincy

North trackmen came up with their fifth and sixth 
straight victories last week when they defeated Brockton 
(77-68) on Tuesday and North Quincy (111-34) Friday. The 
meet against the Boxers was held at Brockton High while 
toe Tigers hosted their contest with the Red Raiders from 
North Quincy. 

On Saturday, North won the Catholic Memorial In¬ 
vitational meet. 

Brockton 

The meet against Brockto was North's toughest battle in 
toe Suburban League. In fact the Newton-Brockton meet 
was the only one this season which North won by less than 
45 points. 

The meet afforded Newton the chance to avenge itself for 
a 44-42 loss suffered at the hands of Brockton during the 
indoor season. The 44-42 defeat, Newton's only defeat in¬ 
doors, cost the Tigers the Suburban League's indoor track 
title. Twelve of Newton's 17 point scorers were members of 
that Newton 8-1 indoor track team. 

Newton’s impressive showing at Brockton included 17 
personal bets and three school records. 

As expected, the Tigers picked up a large portion of their 
points in the field events. David Mitchell was the first Tiger 
to break a school record. Hie versatile pole vaulter, hur¬ 
dler, triple jumper won the triple jump at 43'4 V', eclipsing 
Keith Russell's 42'H” mark set last year. Russell, a junior, 
placed third in the event at 42’2%”. Senior Bob Jackson's 
42'8V placed him second. 

Later on in the meet, Jackson set a school record in the 
330 yard low hurdles. Jackson’s 40.8 time broke Joe 
DeLorenzo's record set last year. Mitchell came back later 
to tie a school record that he had set earlier in the year by 
winning the 120 yard high hurdles in 14.7. 

Other field event victors included junior Bill Rizzetto, 
who won the high jump (6'4”) and took an important second 
place in the 120 yard high hurdles in 15.4 Bob Martin's 6’0" 
leap earned him thid place in the high jump. 

The pole vault team had another good day, taking the first 
two spots. Captain Kwek Randall, looking better and better, 
cleared 13'6”, his best vault of the year. Senior Gene DuBois 
took the second spot at ll’O”. 

Newton weightmen were again strong. Junior Joel Dennis 
remained undefeated in the shot put with a 53’9" first place 
effort. Although Dennis captured Newton's only place in the 
shot, North putters came up with several personal bests, 
including Noel dayman's 38'10” throw. 

Rich Grossman’s 124’2” throw in the discus earned him 
second place. The throw was a personal best by 11’. Bill 
Akrivoulous also had a personal best in the discus. His 
11T9" throw put him in fourth place. 

An interesting thing happened in the javelin competion. 
Coming into the last round of throws, Newto's powerful 
spear chucker, Bruce Weinberg, was tied with Brockton 
thrower Bill Studley. The marks were well short of Wein¬ 
berg’s average throw. When asked by a Brockton field 


event man if anything was wrong, Weinberg replied, "No. I 
just want to win on my last throw." 

Since Weinberg was the last thrower in the competition, 
this made good sense. So saying, Bruce jogged up to the line 
and tossed the spear a good ten feet further than Studley's 
mark, winning the competition. Hie Newton fans in the 
stands exploded. Weinberg's throw was 157'3". Newton’s 
Craig Taylor placed third with a 137’ throw. 

Commenting afterwards Weinberg said, "I probably 
could have thrown further on one of my earlier throws, but I 
didn't want to give Studley anything to shoot for. Often in 
toe javelin, a good throw by one competitor will make 
another thrower have an even better one. I didn’t want that 
to happen." I didn’t want that to happen." It didn’t. 

Weinberg also came up with a third in the 100 yard dash. 
Bruce finished behind Kevin Jones' second place 10.1 time. 
Jones also took a third in the long jump, leaping 19’10Vi”. 

Other places in the sprints went to: Keith Russell (23.0), 
who was just nosed out at the tape in the 220; Reggie Price, 
whose 42.6 was good for the third spot in the 330 yard low 
hurdles; and junior was Harris who ran a 51 second quarter 
mile and finished in second place. 

The real story of the meet was Newton’s distance team 
under the leadership of coach Bob Glennon. After all of the 
events except the 880, mile, two mile, and 4x440 yard relay, 
toe Tigers held a 62-51 edge. 

North performers knew that if it came down to the mile 
relay, they would be in trouble, Brockton having an ex¬ 
cellent mile relay squad. 

Moving into the 880, Newton’s prospects didn't look much 
better. Brockton had three men who had run better times 
than Newton's number one half-miler Eric Moran. As the 
race got underway, thongs didn't look much better for the 
Tigers. After the first quarter Moran was in fourth place, 
with at least 20 yards between him and the leader. The final 
phase of Eric's kick started with about 250 yards to go. At 
toe beginning of the final 100 yard straight the gap was 
about 10 yards. Moran was not denied. He passed the last 


Brockton runner just before the finish line-winning in a 
personal best time of 2:01.5. 

Head coach Fred Yaitanes commented, "That was the 
turning point for us in the meet. They were supposed to take 
all nine points in that event. Instead we took five and they 
took four." 

At this point, Newton rooters (yes, there were some) were 
cheering for an encore in the mile. This event pitted North 
captain Garde Wells against Brockton's Jeff Glavin-a man 
who had beaten Wells three times before. In the same 
impressive manner, Wells came from behind to win the 
race and set a new school record of 4:24.2. The mark sur¬ 
passed Tom Hightower’s 1974 record in the event. 

Tliis gave Newton a 72-59 lead, just one point away from 
clinching the victory. In a comparatively undramatic race, 
Newton captain Duncan Scott took the lead at the beginning 
and held it all the way. The senior two rniler handily won the 
deuce in 9:35. 

Newton 77, Brockton 68. Revenge is nice. 

North Quincy 

With Brockton out of the way, Newton had little doubt 
about a victory over North Quincy. The meet was Newton's 
first home meet all season. 

North swept the 100 yard dash (Russell, Jones, Rizzetto), 
High jump (Martin, Chris Cato, Rizzetto) and the long jump 
in which Tim Pruce, Greg Keenan, and Mike Drew who won 
toe 440, swept. 

In other events, Tiger regulars dominated: Mitchell 
(13'6") and Randall (12'6") in the pole vault; Dennis 
(53'4") and Matt Kontoff (44TlVj")intheshotput; A1 Leone 
(137'9”) in the discus; and Weinberg in the javelin

Worn belts 
mean trouble 

Neglected belts and hose can 
cause a lot of trouble if they are 
allowed to deteriorate. A loose 
V-belt c^n cause your engine to 
overheat, your batter to run 
down and accessories such as 
air conditioning and power 
steering to malfunction. 

A burst or leaking coolant 
hose will cause the.loss of 
expensive coolant or possible 
destruction of your engine dur 
to overheating. 

The Gates Rubber Company 
offers the following check list 
for checking belts and hose: 

Most belts look fine on the top 
even when they are in terrible 
condition. So when you check 
your car's V-belts, make sure 
you look at the belt sides and 
bottom. Here's what to look 
for: 

1. Cracks on the underside of 
the belt can enlarge as the belt 
flexes. Cracked belts can break 
without warning. 

2. Glazed belt sidewalls may 
slip and fail to grip the pulley 
properly. This can cause a 
discharged battery, engine 
overheating and premature 
bell failure. 

3. A grease or oil-softened 
belt with slick sides increases 
wear and slippage. 

4. A belt that is frayed or 
peeling at bottom comers can 
cause rough running. The belt 
may break or flip off without 
warning. 

5. Split belt — the top may 
look good but the under sec¬ 
tions of the belt have 

. separated. The belt may soon 
fall. 

While you are checking the 
condition of your belts, make 
sure they are correctly ten¬ 
sioned. A loose belt will cause 
slippage and slippage causes 
key components - fan, alter¬ 
nator, water pump, etc. - to 
slow down thereby affecting 
their performance. Checking 
belt tension is relatively easy. 

As a "rule of thumb”, tension 
is considered sufficient if the 
belt cannot be pushed down 
(deflected) more than about G 
inch with your thumb placed on 
the belt midway between the 
pulleys. 

Check battery's 
health after 
Winter ravages 

Of all car components’ the 
ravages of winter weather take 
their heaviest toll on the bat¬ 
tery. While the battery is in no 
position to take a vacation 
during balmy spring and 
summer months, it should be 
given special treatment so that 
it might live to serve another 
winter. 

Battery manufacturers give 
the following advice on 
determining how much life is 
left in your battery. 

1. With the engine off and the 
ignltieo switch in the accessory 
position, press the turn signal 
lever. If the click you bear is 
slower than when the engine is 
operating, It’s a sign your 
battery is below normal power. 
Dimming of lights also in¬ 
dicates problems. 

2. Corrosion around the case 
and terminal may indicate 
possible battery trouble. 

3. Water being required too 
frequently or one ceil needing 
more water than the others 
may also be warning signals. 

Original equipment batteries 
can be expected to last about 36 
months or 36,000 miles of or¬ 
dinary driving. Beyond that 
period, the battery may be 
living on borrowed time. 

The most reliable method of 
determining a battery’s con¬ 
dition is to give it a hydrometer 
test. The hydrometer reveals 
the concentration of sulphuric 
acid which affects the state of 
charge in each battery cell. 

A fully charged battery will 
give a hydrometer reading of 
I960 or higher specific gravity. 

A reading of 1210 or lower 
indicates the battery needs 
recharging A reading which 
indicates a greater variance of 
more than 50 degrees between 
cdb meant a new battery is 
needed.

TV Commercials 
Shown in Theaters 
BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(UPI) — In Argentina, as in 
many Latin American coun¬ 
tries, movie theaters exploit 
their captive audience of 
paying customers by running a 
series of filmed commercials 
before the main feature.

Calls for Expanded 
Concept of Art

wark Prize tor ltf/b, an award 
worth 20,000 marks ($8,333). 

The award stirred considera¬ 
bly controversy, as Beuys 
himself and his art — which 
has included roiling himself in 
a rug for nine hours during 
which he recorded his feelings, 
selling the bathtub in which his 
mother bathed him as a child, 
and crossing the Rhine in a log 
canoe — are bitterly disputed, 
with some critics denouncing 
him as "a charlatan." 

Helmut Leppten, director of 
the Hamburg Kunsthalle, de¬ 
scribed 55-year old Beuys as 


"the first German artist since 
Paul Klee and Max Ernst to 
win world renown.” 

Dieter Biallas, director of 
Hamburg's office of Science 
and Arts, said that Beuys "is 
an outstanding artist and great 
mover who, as a teacher, has 
triggered the impulse of many 
persons."

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Proper care 
can postpone 
tire purchase 


The only contact between 
your car and the road is your 
tires. They deserve attention 
for safety’s sake. 

There is never a financially 
convenient time to buy a set of 
new tires, so start now to 
postpone that inevitable day 
with the tire salesman by using 
the following advice from the 
Automotive Parts Sc Ac¬ 
cessories Association: 

Even the best tires lose air. A 
good tire pressure gauge only 
costs a dollar or two. Check the 
inflation pressure of your tires, 
including the spare, once a 
week. 

Never check inflation 
pressures except when the 
tires are cold. Even in a short 
distance, heat will build up the 
inflation pressure and give you 
a faulty reading. 

Check tires particularly 
often during seasonal tem¬ 
perature changes. Tires lose 
about a pound of pressure for 
every 10-degree drop in the 
temperature. 

Underinflation causes the 
edges of the tread to wear more 
* rapidly. A tire will flex more 
and will run hotter. As with 
anything else on the car, heat is 
a tire’s worst enemy. 

Overinflation is not as bad as 
underinflation. It makes the 
tread wear faster in the center 
and increases the danger of 
high-speed impact damage. 

The owner's manuals for 
today's car usually are more 
reliable regarding tire 
pressure. Before 1966, 
generally was a good idea to 
add four pounds to the it car 
makers' recommendation 
because they preferred a more 
comfortable ride for their 
customers at the expense of 
tire life. 

It is stil well to add a couple 
of pounds to the pressure 
recommended by the car 
maker if your car is carrying a 
heavy load or you do a con¬ 
siderable amount of highway 
driving. 

Curbs, potholes and other 
bumps in the road are bad for 
tires and shock absorbers. 
However, never hit the brakes 
when your car is in a pothole — 
the movement of the car helps 
it get the wheel up and out of 
the hole. 

Don't see how close to the 
curb you can park; curbs can 
be rough on sidewalls. 

Check the tread frequently 
for stones, nails and other 
foreign matter. Wipe off any 
grease or oil, which reduces 
the life of the tire. 

As for rotating the tires, 
there is general agreement 
that it will extend their lives, 
but you will spend more than 
you save if you pay someone 
else to do it. 


Pedal action 
can often tell 
how brakes are 


Unlike a tire that suddenly 
goes flat without a warning, 
your car's brake system often 
gives you ample notice that 
danger is imminent. Learning 
how to recognize those warning 
signals may give you time to 
correct the situation before a 
crisis occurs. 

The action of your brake 
pedal is a good barometer of 
brake condition. A low brake 
pedal Indicates need for fluid in 
the master cylinder or a brake 
adjustment. 

A spongy action in the pedal 
could signify air In the lines, 
deteriorating hose or worn 
rubber parts in the master 
cylinder.

Doubling the Idling speed 
will increase by four times the 
fan driven air flow through the 
radiator, says the American 
Trucking Association. 

Keep up the higher idling 
speed until your temperature 
gauge shows a marked drop. 


Only as a last resort to bring 
down the temperature of an 
overheated engine, ATA says, 
turn on your car's heater with 
the blower at full speed long 
enough to reach a phone or 
service garage. 

The heater serves as a 
“mini-radiator" by siphoning 
heat from the engine block.

resulting in a tax cut for 47 
million persons, but a tax in¬ 
crease for 1.7 million middle 
and upper income single 

persons. 

—The flat rate standard 
deduction will allow simple 
forms with no calculations 
required, only a glance at a 
table.

Competition 
solves one 
city problem 

NEW YORK (UPI) - 
There’s nothing like com¬ 
petition to lower the cost of 
collection and disposal of 
garbage, says Prof. E.S. Savas 
of Columbia University's 
business school. 

As an example, Savas cited 
Minneapolis's garbage and 
trash collection system that 
was changed in 1971 to permit 
collection by both private and 
municipal haulers. 

He said trash collected by a 
municipal crew rose from 5.7 
tons per shift to 7.3 tons in four 
years. Private collection teams 
haul slightly less, he said, but 
the cost per ton is slightly 
lower than those of city crews. 

"The clear success of the 
system in Minneapolis is 
pragmatic evidence-that deliv¬ 
ery of at least one public 
service was improved by in¬ 
troducing competition,” he 
said.

Marlene Oliver of Newton 
began a two-months' ap¬ 
pointment as artist in 
residence at Boston's Museum 
of Science recently. She is the 
second artist chosen for the 
museum's experimental 
program in exploring 
relationships between art and 
science. 

Interested in the movement 
and qualities of light, Oliver 
makes air-brushed paintings 
on multiple sheets of plexiglas. 
The abstract effects she ob¬ 
tains both manipulate light and 
interact with the environment 
to heighten analytical and 
emotional response. 

The museum's Design 
Around Us Gallery which she is 
using as a studio is hung with 
several of her works.

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would allow more open space on the 
Iodice land. 

There would also be less impact on the 
houses on Auburn Street, Thomas 
believes. 

But Feldman said the neighbors had 
already rejected a small office building 
on the site because the building would be 
too visible from both Auburn Street and 
Commonwealth Avenue. Construction of 
so few units with underground parking 
would be "economically infeasible,” he 
added. 

Architect Fred Lenox evaluated 
another change suggested — to change 
the building facing Auburn Street to 
townhouses — as also unfeasible 
economically. 

There was little opposition to the 
apartment development, but several 
neighbors spoke against the townhouse 
development across the street. 

They want the number of townhouses 
cut to 18 and the development moved 
toward Commonwealth Avenue in order 
to protect a slope at the rear that serves 
as a buffer between the development and 
houses on Rider Terrace and Islington 
Road. 

The Land Use Committee will discuss 
the two proposals at its meeting of May 
19. 

No one supported and no one opposed 
an ordinance amendment proposed by 
Aid. Terry Morris that would allow an 
increase in the number of housing units

in buildings in Private Residence 
districts, subject to an yet-undetermined 
minimum land area requirement. 

The amendment would also extend to 
Residence C district an existing or¬ 
dinance allowing conversion of houses in 
Residence A and B to apartments, 
provided the land area meets current 
zoning regulations for the number of 
units provided. 

For example, the amendment would 
allow conversion of of a two-family 
house on a 12,000-ft. parcel to a three- 
family house, if the minimum footage 
per unit were set at 4000. 

According to the Planning Depart¬ 
ment there are 1045 lots in Newton over 
10,000 square feet, and 624 of these are 
12,000 square feet or more. 

The proposal to allow conversion of 
houses in Residence C district to more 
than one housing unit would affect 198 
houses, according to the Planning 
Department, situated on parcels of 
20,000 feet or more. There are also 62 
businesses in Residence C on 20,000 feet 
of land or more. 

All changes under the proposed 
amendment would require permission of 
the Board of Aldermen. 

The Planning Department recom¬ 
mends approval, describing the effect in 
a memorandum as providing “greater 
flexibility ... by creating mechanisms 
providing for accommodating additional 
dwelling units without necessitating new 
construction."

evening Tuesday when all six of the main 
circuits were back in service. 

By Wednesday morning McGauley 
said 90 percent of all power was restored 
in Newton, with the remaining 10 per¬ 
cent being scattered secondary circuits 
around the city. Line crews and tree 
crews were called in from Long Island to 
assist Edison crews, especially west of 
Rte. 128 where half of some towns were 
without power Wednesday. 

According to Aid. Susan Schur a large 
area of Waban was still without power 
Wednesday before noon. 

Mayor Theodore Mann declared a 
state of emergency Tuesday and put all 
available work crews on the streets. 
Snowplows were out at 3 a.m. Tuesday to 
plow the tree limbs and the snow off the 
streets. 

According to Public Works Com¬ 
missioner Gene Larson, Forestry 
Department crews were out Monday 
morning and afternoon to work on fallen 
trees but left when downed wires made 
them afraid to continue. 

Larson had three or four private 
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contractors working on the streets but 
could not get any private tree crews as 
they were all working for Boston Edison. 

Police officers and the volunteer 
auxiliary force have been standing by 
downed electrical wires to ensure no one 
gets hurt passing by. 

Beacon Street was impassable from 
Walnut to Chestnut streets Monday 
night, police said, and other major 
streets were impasssable for periods of 
time when trees fell. 

Officer Robert Braceland called 
Chestnut Street “a snake" Tuesday 
morning, since he had to swerve so much 
to avoid debris. 

The Boston Edison spokesman said the 
damage was caused by the heavy snow 
on the open green leaves pulling down 
healthy trees. Trees that become fuller 
later in May were not damaged as much 
as maples, McGauley said. 

The Newton Red Cross had an 
emergency shelter set up in City Hall 
Tuesday night but no one used the ser¬ 
vice, according to spokeswoman Jean 
Alexander. 

The Red Cross also provided some

many of which she explores further with pencil or crayon. 

There seems to be some confusion as to the difference 
between an original graphic and a reproduction. An original 
lithograph is called "original" because every image is taken 
(pulled) from the artist’s own drawings. On the other hand, 
a reproduction is usually printed from a photographic image 
made on a metal plate. This is an attempt to faithfully 
reproduce an original work of art. 


An important difference between the two methods is that 
the artist has the graphic as his artistic goal when he is 
working on an original graphic. But he is not thinking of 
reproductions when working on an original work of art done 
in some other medium. For this reason an original graphic of 
an artist has greater artistic merit than a reproduction of a 
work done by the same artist. In addition the artist himself 
examines and signs each original graphic signifying that it 
satisfies his esthetic desire.

Prodigious work in public affairs 
brings honor to Florence Rubin

Tomorrow will be Florence Rubin Day 
in Newton, marking her "retirement" 
after four years as president of the 
League of Women Voters of 
Massachusetts . 

"Pack up your papers in your Leaque 
tote bag, And hike, hike, hike,” sang 
League delegates at the Sheraton-Boston 
yesterday, as Mayor Theodore Mann 
appeared at special arranged by mem¬ 
bers of the Newton League of Women 
Voters. 

Mann read a proclamation citing 
Florence Rubin's accomplishments in tax 
reform, court reform, community 
schools, higher education, charter 
reform, human rights and League 
leadership.

Florence off to Washington, but she will 
be back soon to "retire" in Newton 
Centre with spouse, son and cats, and 
take on new challenges. 

She departs Sunday, celebrating her 
first real vacation from Massachusetts 
LWV responsibilities in almost twe

decades, to participate in a strategy 
session that the national LWV is holding 
on ratification of the ERA. 

The state LWV president has respon¬ 
sibilities, rarely evident to the general 
public, that are comparable to those of a 
corporation president 


Fund raiser, advocate for dozens of 
issues, political strategist, manager of a 
staff that coordinates activities of almost 
100 local affiliates, and chairman of a 
diverse board of directors - she is all that 
and more. 

Working out of her own office, across 
the hall from the crowded LWVM suite ot 
rooms on the third floor at 120 Boylston 
Street in Boston, she usually puts in a 40 
hour week with no pay. 

Modest expenses are funded out of the 
state LWV budget, supported by local 
membership dues and fundraising ac¬ 
tivities. 

Her day may start with an 8 a.m.

through the evening, says Laura White, 
who has served as both a vice president 
and an office manager during Ms.

Freak storm cost 
city $300,000 


Summery weather has helped erase the 
memory of last week’s snowstorm — 
except for Public Works Commissioner 
Gene Larson. 

The Board of Aldermen Monday night 
approved two-thirds of Larson's request 
for $300,000 to clean up after Nature’s 
latest prank. 

Since last Wednesday, when the full 
extent of the damage in Newton was 
finally being realized, Larson told a joint 
meeting of the Finance and Public Works 
committees Monday night, he has spent 
$50,000 on overtime, rental of equipment, 
and so on. 

Danger of fire in the piles of brush and 
trees piled along streets in the city is 
spurring Larson on to get the storm 
debris cleared away as soon as possible. 

City crews have worked 38 hours 
overtime for the past week to get the 


streets cleared and the branches 
removed. 

Beginning yesterday, Larson said, he 
expected to have 15 rented trucks that are 
larger than city vehicles to help in 
removing the tree limbs littering the 
street. 

Last weeiv, the town of Brookline 
forestry department worked in Newton 
Thursday and Friday at no cost to 
Newton. William Collins, assistant 
superintendent of forestry, said the 
arrangement had been made as an in¬ 
formal agreement between Mayor 
Theodore Mann and the Board of 
Selectmen to give "mutual aid.” 

National Guard personnel from 
Woburn have been working in Newton 
since late last week, except for this 
Monday. Larson expected five trucks to 
be here Wednesday and possibly today. 


Teachers to choose 
union in June election 


Full-time and part-time teachers in 
Newton’s public schools will go to the 
polls on June 21 and 22 to determine 
whether they will be represented by a 
group affiliated with the AFL-CIO or the 
curret Newton Teachers Association N- 
TA). 

The Newton Federation of Teachers 
(NFT), affiliated with the largest 
national labor organization, met with the 
NTA, School Committee representatives, 
and the state Labor Relations Com¬ 
mission last Thursday to set the time and 
place for the election. 

The election will be at American Legion 
Post No. 440 on California Street in 
Nonantum from 2 to 8 p.m. on Tuesday 
and Wednesday, June 21 and 22. 

Labor Relations Commission lawyer 
Stuart Kaufman said roughly 950 to 1000 
teachers will be eligible to vote for either 
the NTA, the NFT, or no organization. 

The School Department keeps per¬ 


sonnel records according to the full-time 
equivalency of its workers and will 
probably know by next week exactly how 
many persons will be eligible to vote, 
secretary Mary Lawless said Tuesday. 

The Newton Teachers Association has 
been negotiating contracts for all 
professional school personnel in Newton 
for the past 15 years and had existed 
before then. 

It is associated with the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association and the National 
Education Association. 

The NFT is affiliated with the 
Massachusetts Federation of Teachers 
and American Federation of Teachers, 
AFL-CIO. 

The NFT began was chartered here 
three years ago and wishes only to 
represent teachers’ learning disability

Alarm law amended 


Owners of burglar alarms may breathe 
easier after action by the Board of 
Aldermen Monday night allowed the 
continuation of telephone connections to 
the Police Department. 

The Board on recommendation of the 
aldermanic Public Health & Safety 
Committee also amended the ordinance 
to eliminate the requirement for an 
automatic cutoff switch for existing 
audible alarms. 

The automatic dialers originally were 
to be disconnected from the Police 
Department by July 1. 

The plan now is to install two lines at 
the police station to be used only for the 
dialing devices. The dialers must be 
reprogrammed by Dec. 31, 1977. 

All new audible alarms installed after 


July 1 must contain an automatic device 
to cut off the horn or bell within 20 
minutes. 

The police are also empowered to cut 
off an alarm system that has been 
sounding for 30 minutes or longer. 

The amendments were arrived at after 
several meetings with alarm owners, who 
felt that not enough publicity had been 
given to the new ordinance while it was 
being written and had strong objections 
to several provisions. Principal ob¬ 
jections were to the expense of having to 
install cutoffs on all alarms, whether or 
not they were the ones that were faulty. 

After three false alarms, which include 
faulty alarms, the alarm owner will still 
be subject to a $25 fine. 

Copies of the amended ordinance will 
be mailed to all known alarm owners. 


City and rented trucks are making the 
rounds repeatedly in areas hardest hit.

Board questions 
ability of DPW 


Nineteen aldermen have asked Mayor 
Theodore Mann in a resolution not to 
transfer Recreation Department 
maintenance functions to the Department 
of Public Works in August. 

Maintenance of all Recreation 
Department facilities was removed from 
that department and given to the Public 
Works Department duruig the depart¬ 
mental reorganization passed several 
months ago. 

But many aldermen were uneasy with 
the transfer of responsibility, and 
although Recreation Department head 
Russell Halloran accepted the change 
with good grace publicly, it was rumored 
then that he would have preferred to keep 
maintenance in his own department. 

A resolution submitted by Aid. John 
Stewart, Janies Miller and Andrew 
Magni was passed 19-5 Monday mght. 

Speaking in favor of his measure, 
Stewart called present recreation 
facilities "marginal," and said. "Any 
deterioration would lead to serious 
problems." 


Aid. Richard Bullwuikle commented 
that he feels Public Works Commissioner 
Gene [.arson already has too much work 
to do, and Aid. Sidney Small said he had 
changed his mind from his previous vote , 
because now he thinks there is a danger : 
"that maintenance will not be as good." J 

In order to change the reorganization i 
plan, ordinances will have to be changed. : 
The Board voted to request the mayor to 
subnut the necessary ordinance change 
to make the existing hue of responsibility 
permanent. 

The purpose of the reorganization plan 
was to put similar functions all in one 
department, to avoid splitting of 
jurisdictions and aclueve full use of the 
city maintenance and construction 
employees.

Leased housing programs 
and tenants, selection of an 
auditor, and the budget for a 
low-income family housing 
project were the major items 
discussed at a brief meeting of 
the Newton Housing Services 
Commission last week. 

Three families being 
displaced because of a court 
decision that overturned 
Newton’s "ten percent" 
housing policy still need new 
quarters, but Chairman 
Stephen Buchbinder expressed 
confidence that HSC staff will 
find places for them before the 
landlord orders them to leave. 

Michael lodice, owner of 
apartment buildings at 2300 
Commonwealth Avenue, 
recently won a challenge to the 
Newton aldermanic policy 
imposed on him several years 
ago when he was granted a 
permit to build more units than 
the zoning automatically 
allowed. 

The policy required a 
developer to lease ten percent 
of his units to low-income 
tenants through the Newton 
Housing Authority, now the 
Housing Services Commission. 

lodice provided five units to 
the HSC. 

Two elderly tenants have 
already been relocated, 
Executive Director Frank 
Quinn told the HSC on May 11. 

lodice reportedly is not 
cooperating with HSC’s efforts 
to relocate the tenants. 

Openings still exist under the 
Section 8 leased housing 
program, and HSC is exploring 
a number of other possibilities 
for the remaining tenants 
Buchbinder said after the 
session. 

Newton has filled only 22 of 
the 58 Section 8 units allotted 
by HUD For this fiscal year . 

The commission discovered 
that slow implementation of its 
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allotted units was one reason it 
did not receive more for the 
coming fiscal year. 

In answer to a letter sent last 
month to Acting Director 
Marvin Siflinger of the Boston 
Area HUD office, HUD said the 
decision not to give Newton any 
Section 8 leased housing funds 
was due to an "excessive 
demand" from other area 
housing authorities and to 
Newton's record of units 
already allotted. 

More than 12,000 units were 
requested, while only 1,500 
could be funded, according to a 
letter from Eleanor White of 
Boston HUD's Housing 
Development Division. 

Newton has 120 existing units 
under lease since 1976, and 58 


allotted for fiscal 1976, but not 
contracted for until 
January,1977, she said. 

The 58 were shown as 
unleased units at the time HUD 
reviewed applications for 
fiscal 1977, she added. 

HUD has also approved 
funds for 60 units of Section 8 
new construction for New Falls 
Associates (in the Lower Falls 
redevelopment project area) 
and for 100 units of Section 202 
elderly housing on Stanton 
Avenue, Ms. White'said. 

HSC was told it could apply 
to HUD for another program, a 
revised public housing 
program for PHS-owned units. 

In other business, John S. 
Sullivan, low bidder at $1,613 , 
was chosen to audit the HSC’s 
books for HUD programs. 


Sullivan is the regular 
certified public accountant for 
both the HSC and the Newton 
Community Development 
Authority. 

Other bidders were Feeley 
and Driscoll at $2,380, and 
Peat, Marwick and Mitchell at 
$4,400. 

A $16,625 budget for the 
Beaconwood Road project due 
" as soon as possible” at HUD, 
according to Quinn, will be 
reviewed by commission 
members and discussed at the 
June meeting. 

Commissioners Leo Karas, 
Henry Wilson, Donald Ferreri, 
James Miller, Buchbinder and 
Quinn attended the May 
meeting, while Commissioner 
Mimi Tyler was absent. 


No bias against minorities in 
youth programs, report says 


The Newton Youth Com¬ 
mission has issued the 
following statement con¬ 
cerning minority youth par¬ 
ticipation in activities in 
Newton; 

“The minority youth par-* 
ticipation subcommittee of the 
Newton Youth Commission has 
met on four occasions. 
Discussions have taken place 
with minority students and 
parents from both high schools, 
representatives of the School 
Department, the Recreation 
Department, the Newton 
Community Services Centers, 
Inc. and other groups in the 
community. 

"The unanimous opinion of 
the minority youth par¬ 
ticipation subcommittee is that 
there exists no overt 
discrimination or 
discouragement in the com¬ 
munity causing a lack of 
participation on the part of 
minority youth in youth ac¬ 
tivities. 

“The subcommittee does feel 
that there is a lack of par¬ 
ticipation by minority youth in 
some activities. However, the 
subcommittee also feels that 
there is an overall lack of 
participation on the part of all 
youth in some activities in the 
community. 

"The subcommittee feels 
that youth participation rates 
in general are not as high as 
expected due to the following 
reasons: 

"1. Particular individual 
interest of youth, especially 
minority youth, limits some 
participation. 

“2. Parental considerations 
— namely the lack of interest 
on the part of some parents in 
getting their children involved 
in youth activities in the 
community. The subcommittee 
feels that an increased number 
of identifiable minority leaders 


in the community would in¬ 
crease the participation of 
minority youth. 

"3. Publicity in the com¬ 
munity — a lack of knowledge 
on the part of some individuals 
in the community concerning 
activities for youth. The 
subcommittee feels that while 
communication to the com¬ 
munity is good it can probably 
be improved in order to insure 
all potential users are aware of 
youth activities. 

"4. Lack of adequate tran¬ 
sportation in the community. 

"The minority youth par¬ 
ticipation subcommittee 
recommends that a survey be 


initiated by the Youth Com¬ 
mission in cooperation with the 
School Department in order to 
determine from high school, 
junior high and sixth-grade 
youth what activities they 
participate in and what ac¬ 
tivities they would like to see 
initiated. 

"The minority youth sub¬ 
committee requests that if any 
young people in the community 
feel they have been 
discriminated against they 
contact the Human Rights 
Commission in care of the 
Department of Human Ser¬ 
vices at City Hall, 244-4700, ext. 
266." 


Housing proposals 
due for votes tonight 



A petition for 13 apartments 
to be built at 41 Vernon S St., 
Newton Corner, is expected to 
be denied by the Land Use 
Committee at its working 
meeting tonight (Thursday). 

The meeting begins at 7:45 at 
City Hall. 

Other items on the Land Use 
Committee agenda are a 
petition for a 20-unit garden 
apartment building at 199 
Lexington St.,and 20 

townhouses and 60 garden 
apartments on Commonwealth 
Avenue, Aubumdale; and 28 
townhouses at 243 Waltham St., 
West Newton. 

The Waltham Street proposal 
requires a change of zone from 
Single Residence C district to 
Private Residence district. 

The developers propose to 
build five brick-veneer 
buildings containing two- 
bedroom apartments that will 
rent at $4254450 per month. 

The site, which was formerly 
the Giles estate, 



is almost four acres. 
Neighbors have opposed the 
intensity of the development. 
They have asked that the 
number on townhouses be 
reduced to 20 or 24. 

The matter has been before 
the Board of Aldermen since 
March 14. The petitions were 
denied by the Land Use 
Committee May 9 because of 
uncertainty as to whether 
rezoning might be called "spot 
zoning," which is illeeal. 

The Board of Aldermen 
voted to send the matter back 
to the Land Use Committee at 
its meeting this week. 

The lodice proposals were 
presented May 9 at a public 
hearing, after similar 
proposals were denied last 
February which called for 72 
garden apartments and 25 
townhouses. 

Donato Capasso is expected 
to bring revised plans for his 
Lexington Street apartment 
proposal. 

All these proposed 
developments will be subject to 
the new "10 percent or¬ 
dinance,” which requires 
developers to allocate roughly 
that percentage of new 
apartments for the Newton 
Housing Services Com¬ 
mission's subsidized housing 
program for low-income 
persons. 

The Board of Aldermen has 
the discretion to allow 
developers to substitute 
housing off the site or to give 
cash to the Housing Services 
Commission to be used for 
construction of low-income 
housing.

Halcyon Road residents 
on guard against burglars 


"The street is on guard now. 
Burglars beware!" 

That statement came from a 
Halcyon Road resident who has 
attended the two recent street 
meetings called after a rash of 
housebreaks in the area. 

Ten of the 30 homes on the 
street have had jewelry and 
silverware stolen from them in 
the past year, according to the 
spokeswoman, and the Newton 
Centre residents "refuse to be 
passive victims any longer." 

They plan never to leave a 
house unattended, to notify 
neighbors and police when they 
are leaving home, to watch for 
suspicious cars and persons, 
and to let each other know 
when they are getting 
suspicious phone calls. 

Det. Lt. Gerald Marchand 
who attended one of the street 
meetings with Det. John 
Cappadona said those those are 
good preventive measures for 
anyone concerned with 
housebreaks. 

Lt. Marchand said there 
have been about 15 
housebreaks in the past six 
weeks on both sides of Parker 


Street that involve the area of 
Halcyon Road and Ridge 
Avenue. 

“We're pretty much sure it’s 
the same person,” the 
lieutenant said, since he or she 
usually takes goods in a pillow 
case and generally moves a 
piece of furniture around the 
room without breaking it. 

Extra police have been 
patroling the area in the past 
three weeks, he said, and the 
frequency of the breaks and 
has decreased. 

The residents are answering 
a computer readable 
questionnaire that asks about 
the same questions that police 
ask after breaks, but Mar¬ 
chand said it may come up with 


something that police had not 
been informed of. 

As the neighborhood woman 
said, "We’re looking for a 
common thread, ... a com¬ 
mon pattern." 

Another Halcyon Road 
person said the situation on the 
street is "just awful." 

Police are seen as helpful, 
but in terms of a neighbor 
being a neighbor’s keeper, “we 
feel there are some things we 
can do that the police can’t 
do." 

Along that line the street 
meetings have introduced 
people who have lived on the 
street for 47 years to their next- 
door neighors whom they had 
never met.

Ambulance service 

Police may transport 
nonemergency cases

Policy for the new am¬ 
bulance service, which will go 
into includes nonemergency 
transportation to operation by 
■luly 1 ' Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital by police cruiser. 

During discussions of the 
service, the ability of the police 
to continue to transport people 
to the hospital has been a 
matter of no agreement. 

The new written policy’ 
written by Police Capt. 
William Duffy and Fire Lt. 
Harold A. Bailey, Jr., clearly 
states that after examination 
by the emergency medical 
technician (EMT) at the scene, 
an ambulatory, nonemergency 
patient may be taken by police 
to the hospital. 

The new Class 1 ambulances 
will be dispatched to all car¬ 
diac and other "serious 
emergencies" and to all ac¬ 
cidents where there is actual or 
likely personal injury. 

In every instance the police 
will be first responders, who 
and will decide whether a Class 
1 ambulance is needed, if the 
dispatcher has not already sent 
it. 

All Class 1 ambulance runs 
will be charged to the patient, 
at an estimated $50 per trip. 

All emergency tran¬ 
sportation to a hospital will be 
in a Class 1 ambulance and will 
be to the Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital unless there is a 
definite medical indication that 
the patient should be taken to 
another hospital. 

Convenience of the patient 
and his wish to seek treatment 


at a different hospital will not 
constitute a "medical in¬ 
dication.” Severe burns or 
other injury that could be 
better treated by a specialized 
hospital would be considered 
medical indications. 

Persons with routine injuries 
and illnesses severe enough to 
require emergency tran¬ 
sportation to a hospital will be 
taken to Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital. From there a patient 
may ask for tranferral to 
another hospital by private 
ambulance. 

When police are the first 
responders the EMT is in 
charge and is the only person 
who may cancel the ambulance 
call. If the first responder calls 
for an ambulance, the am¬ 
bulance dispatcher has no 
discretion and must send an 
ambulance. 

The Board of Aldermen has 
approved $72,181 for two new 
ambulances, fully equipped. 

The question of whether the 
Fire Department or the Police 
Department will run the ser¬ 
vice has apparently settled 
back to the Fire Department, 
after some doubt last week. 

Police ambulettes and the 
city’s Class 2 ambulance will 
serve as backup vehicles to the 
two new ambulances. 

There is still a shadowy 
question about whether 
Newton can get by with two 
Class 1 vehicles, but mayoral 
assistant Michael Lebner is 
confident that the state will 
license Newton with the two- 
ambulance plan. 



Mann seeks state aid 
for storm damage 


Officials from Newton and 
eight other west suburban 
communities met this week 
with members of the state 
legislature, Governor Dukakis' 
office, state departments, and 
the National Guard to explore 
further assistance to repair 
storm damage. 

Mayor Theodore Mann, 
. speaking for the group, ex¬ 
pressed his thanks to the 
governor and the Secretary of 
Environmental Management 
for the assistance rendered 
during the past week. 

The mayor said, however, "I 
have just met with 
representatives of all the 
communities affected and we 
are seriously concerned with 
the potential for great loss 
unless assistance is provided 
by state and federal agencies 
to help us clean up the debris? 
left in the wake of the storm. 
We have sustained millions of 
dollars worth of damage at the 
present time, but the damage 
could even be greater if we are 
not able to continue the 
massive cleanup.” 

"Many communities have 
run short of funds due to the 
unprecedented snowfall during 
the winter season and this new 
storm on top of it was 
something that we neither have 
men, equipment nor money to 
handle." 


Rte. 9 footbridge set 


Bids have gone out from the 
Massachusetts D.P.W. for the 
construction of the footbridge 
over Route 9, near Elliot 
Street, and construction is 
expected to be completed by 
the end of the year. 

Mayor Theodore Mann 
commented, "The process for 
obtaining this bridge has been 
a long one. The city continues 
to negotiate with the MBTA 
regarding removal of snow and 
ice, and it is my hope that the 
authority will ultimately ac¬ 
cept responsibility for this.” 

The state has agreed to 
maintain the bridge and the 
lighting related to it.

Children should have 
annual lead testing 


learning disabilities, mental 
retardation, seizures, and even 
death can be caused by lead 
poisoning if it is undetected, 
and lead poisoning can start 
before any symptoms appear. 

Newton children ages 1 to 5 
years can be tested for lead 
poisoning free of charge on 
Tuesday, May 24, from 8:30 
a.m.-12 noon at the First 
Baptist Church, 848 Beacon St., 
Newton Centre. 

Cosponsored by Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital, the Newton 
Health Department and the 
Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program, the screening will 
consist of a simple finger-prick 
blood test which can detect any 
excess lead in children. 

Many children explore their 
world by biting and chewing 
painte surfaces. However, 
there are other causes of 
elevated blood lead levels, such 
as breathing exhaust fumes, 


eating brightly colored 
magazine pictures, or eating 
dirt outdoors. 

If children are found to have 
elevated blood levels, they are 
retested, and then, if 
necessary, have specific 
medical treatment to remave 
the excess lead from their 
bodies. 

Cases of lead poisoning in 
children have been discovered 
in all areas of Newton where 
testing has been done 
previously, during the 1973-74 
and 1975-76 school years. 
Children should be tested 
annually for lead poisoning till 
the age of 5.

Grade organization has no effect 
on early learning, study finds 


The meeting adjourned with 
a commitment by the state that 
the National Guard would be 
called in to assist over the 
weekend.

citizens who are now forced to 
cross Route 9 at a very busy 
intersection in order to shop or 
take the MBTA. I am grateful 
to the Board of Aldermen for 
their cooperation in this effort, 
and to Representative Lois 
Pines, whose assistance has 
been of great value." 


The results of three years of 
extensive testing of young 
elementary students have 
found that there is no 
significant difference in 
academic achievement bet¬ 
ween children in single grade 
classes and combined classes. 

One significant difference 
found in the tests that followed 
953 children in 12 schools was 
that children in first grade 
classes had signifcantly more 
positive attitudes toward 
school that their peers in 
combined K-l classes, although 
all classes had positive at¬ 
titudes. 

Director of Research and 
Plannning Vincent Silluzio 
conducted the tests over the 
past three years at the request 
of Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink to find out whether 
students in multi-grade classes 
achieve differently than 
children in single-grade 
classes. 

Test results in reading, 
mathematics, word analysis, 
and listening skills found that 
after three years there were no 
significant differences in the 
achievement of students, 
regardless of the number of 
years spent in combined or 
single-grade classrooms. 

One of the few differences in 
the results that are compared 
in the 90-page study is that 
students in lower third of the 
socio-economic scale in 
Newton achieved better for two 
years in reading, if they 
started as first graders in a K-l 
class, but that differnce had 
disappeared when the students 
were tested in third grade. 

Comparisons of achievement 
according to sex, age, student 
ability, and socio-economic 
background were also made in 
the study and there were no 
differences between these 
categories of students in 
combined or one-grade 
classrooms at the end of three 
years. 

Attitude tests 

This is the first time attitude 
tests were given in Newton, 
Silluzio said, and called them 
"really experimental." 

The attitude tests were given 
in small groups of about eight 
students, each time by 
Silluzio's research assistant, 
James Adair. 


The School Sentiment Index, 
as the test is called, was 
published by the University of 
California in 1972 and 
measures attitudes toward 
teachers, school subjects, 
school social structure, and 
peers, and the general attitude 
for toward schooling. 

All groups of Newton 
students tested had positive 
attitudes according to the test 
results, but attitudes of 
students in first grade classes 
dipped over two years while 
students in K-l and K-only 
classes liked school more in 
two years. 

Although combined classes 
made a difference for first 
graders, when those same 


students were in third grade in 
1976 they had about the same 
attitudes as their peers who 
had been in K-l classes. 

The report also notes that 
better attitudes toward school 
were held by girls and students 
in the lower socio-economic 
group. 

Newton started ex¬ 
perimenting with the combined 
K-l classes in the early 1970s 
when the State Department of 
Education required a 
minimum of 12 h hours of 
kindergarten a week. Newton 
did not then meet that 
requirement. 

As one of three alternatives 
to meet the expanded 
requirement, kindergarteners

went to school with first 
graders for up to three hours a 
day, and the latter half of the 
day the same teacher would 
spend with the just the first 
graders. 

The K-l combination ac¬ 
counts for about half of the 
kindergartarten and first 
grade classes now in Newton. 

The combined K-l classes 
cost more in terms of per-pupil 
costs that the regular classes, 
Superintendent Fink said, but 
the organization of a school is a 
decision made by the principal. 

Each principal receives a 
number of teachers according 
to the total enrollment of the 
school. 

If all students were in 
separate grades, the policy of 
splitting a large class into two 
classes would use more staff 
than combining two grades into 
three classes instead of four.

A black Newton youth has 
filed a complaint with the 
Human Rights Commission 
alleging discrimination by 
Newton police. 

The youth, who does not want 
his name used, was stopped on 
a street last March shortly 
after a stolen car was left in 
front of a Newton Centre gas 
station by a black male, ac¬ 
cording to police reports. 

According to Police Chief 
William Quinn, the boy was 
interviewed on the street and 
let go. 

The Human Rights Com¬ 
mission has sent the complaint 
to the Police Department, 
which will investigate "to see 
what happened, if anything," 
Quinn said. 

When the investigation is 
complete, Quinn said, he will 
report to Frank Ollivierre, 
chairman of the police 
relations subcommittee of the 
Human Rights Commission, 


who will determine whether 
the commission should proceed 
with the complaint. 

Quinn said this week that as 
far as he knows there has been 
only the one incident with the 
youth, but a friend of the 
family said there have been at 
least two incidents. 

The Human Rights Com¬ 
mission has the power by or¬ 
dinance to 

investigations into the 
existence of "initiate unlawful 
discrimination in the city 
which may tend to deny equal 
access to or opportunity in 
housing, employment, 
education, and public ac¬ 
commodations, services and 
facilities . . .’’ 

In the ordinance establishing 
the Human Rights Com¬ 
mission, the stated policy of the 
city includes the protection of 
"each person in the enjoyment 
of his civil rights.”

Scarred children 

Sociologists and psychiatrists studying 
the effects of the continued violence in 
Northern Ireland upon the children of Ulster 
are discovering that the youngsters have 
often adopted a callous view toward the 
terrorist attacks, bombings, snipings and 
planned executions. 

The insensitivity may. in fact, be the ' 
individual child's protection against the 
horror and fear that he or she finds cannot 
be emotionally tolerated. But the scars are 
likely to remain—and reappear—long after 
the political situation is solved, according to 
the experts. The physically unscathed 
children of Belfast may have been maimed 
just as seriously as those who have lost 
arms or legs. 

If firsthand viewing of violence can wreck 
such havoc with children, what about the 
secondhand kind—that on television? 

Officials of the national Parent-Teachers 
Association argue that the scars from too 
much violence on television may be just as 
serious as the real thing to the mind and 
emotions of a child. They cite several 
studies that have found that witnessing such 
violence over and over again inures a 
youngster to violence itself. They are likely 
to be less sensitive to pain in others and 
more apt to become violent themselves 
While this a highly controversial issue and 
one not easily subject to proof, the possibili¬ 
ty alone of adverse effects upon children is 
motivating the PTA to demand reforms. 

Television network officials have already 
responded with alarm about censorship 
which will “undermine the creative cor¬ 
nerstone of our business...” This is patently 
nonsense and is using the genuinely impor¬ 
tant matter of freedom of the press and of 
expression to perpetuate programs that 
have very little creativity about them in the 
first place. Of course, parents who object to 
violence can turn off the sets. The trouble is 
that a lot of parents apparently either do not 
care since they use television as a baby 
sitter or they are unaware of the emotional 
impact of television violence upon their 
children. 

The PTA is beginning a six-month cam¬ 
paign to persuade broadcasters to cut back 
on violent programs during hours when 
young children are generally exposed to 
television. In the background is the implied 
threat of support for federal legislation 
limiting network programming. Supporters 
for the plan include the National Citizens 
Committee for Broadcasting and the 
American Medical Association. 

Television officials should start listening. 
A profit made from scarred and impaired 
children needs questioning.

DiCarlo will soon learn what his own district thinks

Former Senator Joseph J.C. DiCarlo of Revere, who was 
expelled from the State Senate after being convicted on 
charges of extortion and conspiracy and sentenced to serve 
a prison term, will learn next Tuesday night whether the 
people he served on Beacon Hill believe his claims of in¬ 
nocence. 

DiCarlo, who is free pending the settlement of his appeal, 
is standing next Tuesday for Democratic nomination which, 
in his heavily Democratic stronghold, usually is tan¬ 
tamount to election. His district includes Revere, Chelsea, 
Everett and Saugus. 

A carefully conducted poll indicated that DiCarlo will be 
nominated next Tuesday and that he will top the field of 
primary candidates in three of the four communities in his 
district — Revere, Chelsea and Saugus. 

Tabulation of the straw vote compiled in Everett showed 
DiCarlo making a respectable showing there but dropping 
back in the field of contenders. 

During the survey the voters in all four communities were 
asked how they felt about DiCarlo’s action in seeking to 
return to the Senate after being found guilty of extortion, 
sentenced to prison and expelled from the Senate. The 
questions drew a wide variety of replies. 

A relatively small percentage of the people denounced 
DiCarlo. The greatest hostility to DiCarlo and criticism of 
him was found in Everett. Those voters blasted DiCarlo, 
pointing out he had been found guilty after a lengthy trial 
and that he had passed up the opportunity to take the wit¬ 
ness stand and testify in his own defense’ subjecting himself 
to cross-examination by the prosecution. 

But a much larger segment of the voters were con¬ 
siderably charitable toward DiCarlo. A few voiced the 
opinion that extortion is a way of political life in 
Massachusetts. Some people, especially in Revere, said 
they have a higher regard for DiCarlo than for the Senate as 
a body. 

"Joe didn’t do anything that other politicians haven't 
done before him," was a remark made frequently by voters 
who intend to stand by DiCarlo on Tuesday next.

Some of those questioned were in a forgiving mood. "If he 
made a mistake, I’m willing to give him another chance," 
said an elderly woman. 

A fairly substantial percentage of the people polled said 
they felt DiCarlo should not have been expelled from the 
Senate while he had an appeal pending. 

"I agree with that Senator from Springfield'" one senior 
citizen in Revere said. 

"I don't think we should have one system of justice for 
politicians and a different one for the rest of the people," 
said a storekeeper In Chelsea. 

"He should not be considered guilty until he exhausts all 
his appeals. If he loses his appeals and is sent to prison, 
that’s something else.” 

Senior citizens as a group knew more about DiCarlo's 
trial and next Tuesday’s primary than did young voters. A 
number of voters in the 18,19 and 20-year-old brackets said 
they hadn’t followed DiCarlo’s trial and didn’t intend to vote 
next Tuesday. 

"What's he running for?” one 19-year-old asked about 
DiCarlo. “What was he accused of?" inquired another. 

By far the biggest group of voters said they will mark a 
cross beside DiCarlo’s name because they believe he has 
been a good Senator and should be allowed to resume his 
sendee In the Senate while his appeal is pending and 
awaiting disposition. 

"Joe DiCarlo helped me when my son was in trouble and I 
didn't know where else to turn"’ one widow in Revere said. 
"Now I’m going to help him next Tuesday. 

"Maybe he did something wrong. I don't know. My son 


did something wrong and Senator DiCarlo helped him. I 
think it’s only fair that I help Senator DiCarlo. I read the 
stories on the trial, but I didn't understand some of them." 

That's about the way it went. Person after person in¬ 
terviewed said they hadn’t forgotten little things ex-Senator 
DiCarlo had done for them. Many of them candidly ad¬ 
mitted they don’t know whether or not DiCarlo was guilty 
but that they intend to stand by him now, that they will take 
the time to go to the polls next Tuesday and cast their votes 
for him. 

“I'm too old to try to figure out If he was guilty ," said one 
elderly retiree. "That's up to the courts to decide. But I’m 
not too old to vote.” 

When all the replies and straw votes were compiled and 
analyzed, it appeared that in his home city of Revere, 
where the biggest vote will be cast, DiCarlo may come close 
to polling as many votes as his primary opponents com¬ 
bined. He seems to be the only one pulling out the voters. 

If he wins the Democratic nomination, DiCarlo should 
achieve election easily next month when he will be opposed 
by one Republican and one Independent, who will divide the 
vote cast against him. 

If the people of DiCarlo's district send him back to the 
Senate, that will pose the question of whether to seat or 
expel him a second time. A check of those Senators willing 
to disclose how they feel on that sensitive question indicates 
DiCarlo would be allowed to resume his place in the upper 
legislative chamber. 

A recommendation to expel DiCarlo from the Senate a 
second time probably will be made by the Senate Ethics 
Committee. This time it may be rejected. Those senators 
who voted against expelling DiCarlo the last time will do so 
again. 

A substantial number of Senators, who voted to expel him 
after his conviction, will take a different position if the 
people return DiCarlo to the Senate. “I voted once to oust 
him from the Senate," one widely known and highly 
respected Senator declared. “But the people are the real 
bosses, not the politicians. 

"If the people in DiCarlo’s district want him to represent 
them in the Senate, that’s their privilege," he continued. "I 
don't think we should overrule them. If DiCarlo is elected, 
that’s it as far as I am concerned." 

Other Senators expressed similar sentiments, asserting 
they will abide by the decision of the people in DiCarlo's 
district. DiCarlo was Senate Majority leader before his 
conviction. He will not resume his former leadership post 
now held by Senator William Bulger of South Boston. 

It probably will be several years before DiCarlo’s appeal 
is finally settled.

NEW YORK - Speaking of spring 
cleaning - and I guess we’d better, hadn’t 
we - I sort of like the approach taken by 
Shirley Conran, the London lady who for 
many years was women's editor of The 
Daily Mail. 

"I make no secret of the fact that 1 
would rather lie on a sofa than dust un¬ 
derneath it,” says Shirley. 

But then, would you expect anything 
less frank from a woman whose motto 
now is, always was, and ever will be: 
"Life is too short to stuff a mushroom." 

Anyway, Shirley is a good bit like a 
friend of mine who says that she's worked 
out the perfect spring cleaning plan - how 
to AVOID spring cleaning, that is! She 
kind of tidies up the house once every two 
or three weeks, sweeping debris into the 
kitchen. Then she opens the door to the 
cellar, and sweeps everything down the 
stairs. 

"And that's it," she told me. "When the 
cellar gets filled up, we move!" 

Shirley says she’s very much like her 
fnend, Katharine Whltehom, the Bntih 
writer, in that she hardly ever cleans her 
house unless someone's coming over. 
Katharine, she explains, invites a fnend 
in once a week because that will 
galvanize her into action. 

In a half hour's whirl of activity, 


Katharine cleans up the whole place, and 
then doesn’t have to do another blessed 
thing about cleanliness until she invites 
someone the following week. 

Shirley goes a step farther, however. 
She will clean up, she says, if someone’s 
coming to dinner - only if she happens to 
feel in the mood (which is seldom). "The 
way 1 see it," says Shirley, "is a home 
should be as clean as you can get away 
with. On the whole, nobody but you cares 
how the place looks." 

If somebody DOES complain about the 
mess you've created, you should "press 
him into service," says Shirley, and let 
him do a jolly good cleaning job. It'll be 
the last time he'll complain. 

In her book, "Superwoman," Shirley 
confesses that she's spent a good bit of 
her lifetime trying to find out ways to cut 
down on the need for cleaning. And one of 
the beat ways, she says, is to possess 
nothing that needs to be cleaned. 

She admits that this is tough. But, she 
says, if you insist on having a few things, 
then you should make plans to handle 
them as expeditiously as possible. For 
instance: 

"It's amazing how much better a room 
looks if you don't clean it at all, but 
simply tidy it, straightening the cushions, 
emptying the ashtrays, and shoving 
every odd thing into large basket and 
standing it In a comer." 


If, after a decent enough period, say a 
year or two, things begin to get a bit 
grubby, well, then, perhaps you may 
decide to have a go at the job - but don't 
do anything that can be postponed until 
next year. 

It's best to get someone to help you, and 
both of you should dress for the occasion. 

"Not everyone agrees with me," says 
Shirley, "but, temperature permitting, I 


believe that the best, private, spring 
cleaning outfit is a bikini. Oh, you can 
always wriggle into a sweater as well if 
you’re not warm enough. 

"And be sure to spring clean with a 
friend (who doesn’t talk too much) to 
spur you on, cheer you up, patch you up or 
wipe you down, and, ideally, complete the 
job for you when you get stuck or bored."

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Drinan bill strengthens 
Truth in Lending Act 


Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan (D-Mass.) has moved 
to protect borrowers from 
unfair credit practices by filing 
an amendment to the Truth in 
landing Act. 

Drman's legislation would 
strengthen borrower’s rights in 
three ways: by requiring banks 
and other lenders to be 
examined at least once every 
two years for Truth in Unding 
violations; by compelling any 
creditor who has given inac¬ 
curate or incomplete in¬ 
formation on interest rates or 
other terms of a loan to notify 
the borrower and expalin the 
borrower’s right to relief; and

by publicly disclosing the 
names of all institutions which 
violate the Act. 

The Massachusetts 
lawmaker said, "The pattern 
of credit abuse is clear and 
disturbing." He pointed to a 
study done last year by the 
Massachusetts banking 
commissioner which showed 
that about 55 percent of the 5109 
loans by the savings banks 
surveyed did not comply with 
truth-in-lending requirements. 
The study found widespread 
failure to disclose accurate 
information on interest rates or 
other conditions of loans. 

“The Truth in Unding Act is 
a landmark consumer 
protection law which has 
enabled millions of Americans 
to obtain credit on a more 
knowledgeable basis," Drinan 
said. “Yet the act has a 
number of shortcomings which 
have permitted widespread 
noncompliance, hampered 
effective enforcement, and 
prevented consumers from 
learning whether particular 
creditors are obeying the law." 

Under Drinan's bill, the 
name of the lender and a 
description of substantial 
violations would be published 
so that consumer organizations 
and the media would be able to 
discover and disclose the 
names of any truth-in-lending 
violators.

Goals and policies to guide 
the city in buying conservation 
land were approved by a 6-0 
vote of the Newton Con¬ 
servation Commission last 
week. 

Discussion was scheduled to 


continue May 18 on a proposed 
rating system that would 
evaluate land parcels being 
considered for the 1978-83 
capital improvement program, 
with members of the Newton 
Conservators, the Planning 
and Development Board, 
Recreation Commission and 


Board of Aldermen Invited to 
participate. 

Four goals and 12 policies 
were approved at the May 11 
special meeting. 

The goals are to protect the 
city’s natural resources; to 
assure an adequate level,

Aldermanic 
permission needed 


Aldermanic permission will 
be sought, probably in July, to 
change the Lower Falls urban 
renewal plan. 

Citing lack of government 
funds, the Newton Community 
Development Authority will 
ask the Board of Aldermen to 
drop a subsidized housing 
requirement for six vacant lots 
on Moulton Street. 

City Planning Director 
Charles Thomas, acting as 
chairman and sole member of 
the NCDA, voted May 12 to 
delete a requirement in the 
plan that the lots be developed 
as single-family, subsidized 
housing. 

Thomas' vote was approved 
6-0-1 (Thomas abstaining) by 
the seven-member Newton 
Planning and Development 
Board, which held a joint 
meeting with the NCDA. 

Any change in the Lower 
Falls plan must be approved by 
the aldermen, who imposed the 
subsidized housing 
requirement several years 
ago. 

Thomas said later that July 
would be the earliest date 
possible for calling a public 
hearing before the Land Use 
Committee. 

The NCDA-NPDB action 
came after state and federal 


agencies said there are no 
funds for single-family, sub¬ 
sidized housing. 

The Massachusetts 
Department of Community 
Affairs told NCDA it has no 
funds available . 

Mortgage limits in the 
federal 235 program, which 
subsidizes single-family 
housing, seem to bar it in 
Newton, according to a recent 
letter from Kevin Earls, 
Director of Housing 
Development for the Boston 
Area HUD office. 

Earls' letter states, "Please 
be advised that hased upon the 
current maximum mortgage 
insurance limits of $29,500 for a 
three-bedroom unit, it does not 
appear thattheSection 235 
program will be feasible in 
Newton." 

NCDA should contact Robert 
Paquin of HUD's Community 
Planning and Development 
office about amending the 
Lower Falls plan, Earls added. 

Moulton Street abutters and 
the Lower Falls Project Area 
Committee have been pushing 
for revision of the plan. 

They favor using the lots as a 
buffer zone, as additional 
commercial space for the 
Spaulding and Slye project 
next door, or for privately 
developed housing. 


Family Choral Group, directed 
by Raymond Smith, will also 
be part of the program.

Theodore D. Mann, mayor of 
Newton, is honorary chairman.

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variety and distribution of 
public open space, at least in 
conformance with nationally- 
accepted minimum standards; 
to integrate recreation and 
conservation activities; and, to 
provide a balanced recreation 
program. 

Disagreement arose over the 
term "adequate level", with 
some commissioners and 
Conservators opting for a 
specific ratio of open space 
acreage to population. 

The Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council recommends 
10 acres per 1,000 population, 
while the Conservators suggest 
15. 

As a compromise, the group 
agreed with Commissioner 
Deborah Howard's suggestion 
that the "adequate level" 
conform with nationally ac¬ 
cepted minimum standards, 
rather than be left to the in¬ 
terpretation of city officials. 

Nine draft policies drawn up 
by Steven Gartrell, an intern in 
the Newton Planning Depart¬ 
ment, were amended slightly 
and three more policies added, 
before the commission 
unanimously approved them. 

A policy to “preserve and 
protect the Charles River and 
the streams, brooks, ponds and 
wetlands and their banks" was 
left intact and a separate 
policy to “provide and en¬ 
courage access to all public 
open space" added, to satisfy 
Conservators who especially 
want guaranteed public access 
to the river. 

Other policies approved deal 
with protection of unique 
natural features, and ground 
water resources, linking 
conservation and recreation 
areas, providing passive 
recreation, and identifying 
"special needs" groups such as 
elderly and handicapped. 

Participants made a number 
of changes in an open space 
site evaluation form drafted by 
Planning Department staff. 


The form will be used to 
determine what priority an 
open space parcel should have 
on the city’s land acquisition 
program. 

A parcel will gain points 
according to its natural 
characteristics (river fron¬ 
tage, geologic features or 
special assets), its location in 
relation to other open space, its 
recreation and education 
potential, its aesthetic or en¬ 
joyment potential, and the 
threat of development. 

Cost, the last category on the 
form, was thrown out by the 
commission, because people 
felt this should be an entirely 
separate consideration. 

"This is a political decision 
that the mayor has to make," 
said Rodney Barker of the 
Conservators. 

Cost is influenced by the 
city's financial situation, by 
appraisals of the land, and by 
the probability of getting state 
and federal reimbursements, 
the group felt. 

The rating system's most 
controversial section is the one 
that awards either positive or 
negative points according to 
how much open space exists 
within the same planning 
district where the parcel is 
located. 

In general, this favors the 
more heavily populated north 
side over the less-densely 
settled south side of Newton. 

Maximum points would go to 
the Davis and Franklin School 
areas of West Newton, which 
have the smallest amount of 
open space, and to the 
neighborhood surrounding the 
Chestnut Hill Golf Club, which 
has the second smallest. 

A top score of 15 points would 
go to land in a district which 
has between zero and five 
acres of open space per 1,000 
people. 

The next category, five to ten 
acres per 1,000 would get ten 
points. 


A parcel in the same district 
with 10 to 15 acres per 1,000 
would win five points, but one 
in a district with 15 to 25 acres 
would get no points. 

If such a scale is applied to 
the St. Joseph Novitiate which 
lies in a district with more than 
68 acres of open space per 1,000 
people - the highest in the city - 
the land loses 15 points. 

And Norumbega, now being 
purchased under the com¬ 
mission's capital improvement 
program with state assistance, 
would also lose 15 points, 
because it falls into the same 
planning district as Auburn- 
Jale Park, Flowed Meadow, 
some parkland MIX: and the 
Mclsaac property on Staniford 
Street. 

In that planning district, the 
:ity-owned landfill and tran¬ 
sfer haul station count as open 
space. 

The planning districts were 
criticized as "arbitrary" 
Decause they tend to follow 
major arterial streets in the 
city and bear little relation to 
village boundaries. 

They will soon be replaced by 
‘real estate districts" when 
land information is com¬ 
puterized, Gartrell said, and 
those should have boundaries 
more in harmony with 
Newton’s 13 villages. 

In other categories, 
anywhere from five to 20 points 
could be awarded to a piece of 
land. 

Charles River frontage rates 
20 points, and other natural 
characteristics such as an 
outstanding view, ponds or 
streams, wetlands and their 
drainage slopes receive 10 
points. 

I^nd contributing to linear 
open space gets 15 points, and 
continuity to other public open 
land wins 10 . 

Eleven different potential 
recreational and educational 
uses rate five points each, and 
citywide or regional benefits 
five each in the aesthetic and 


enjoyment potential category. 

Imminence of development 
would be worth 10 points if the 
land had been sold or proposed 
for development, with another 
five points added for private 
ownership and three for either 
a golf course or tax-exempt 
land. 

A revised draft, reflecting 
changes made at last week's 
session, will be available at the 
May 18 meeting.

Pines opposes Constitutional convention

Describing a proposed 
national constitutional con¬ 
vention to deal with the 
abortion issue as "an ex¬ 
tremely serious threat to the 
integrity of the U.S. Con¬ 
stitution," Slate Rep. Lois G. 
Pines (D-Newton) last week 
succeeded in postponing 
debate of the issue until the 
House completes consideration 
of its redistricting plan. 

Article V of the Constitution 
provides two methods of 
initially proposing con¬ 
stitutional amendments. One 


involves the approval of such 
an amendment by a two-thirds 
vote of Congress, and the other 
requires two-thirds of the 
states to call for a con¬ 
stitutional convention. 
Although 26 amendments have 
been ratified after approval by 
both Houses of Congress, no 
constitutional convention has 
ever been convened. 

However, proponents of a 
convention on this issue have 
already succeeded in gaining 
the approval of eight of the 
thirty— four states required. 

According to Pines, the 


reason that no such convention 
has ever taken place is 

"substantially due to the lack 
of constitutional guidance for 
the convention process. The 
convention process is an un¬ 
charted sea, frought with many 
threats to the Constitution 
itself." 

Pines, troubled by the un¬ 
certainty and lack of 

precedent, stated, "there is 

just no way of knowing the 

answers to some very sobering 
questions. What guarantees

vention will be limited to a 
single issue? Is it possible that 
any other section of the United 
States Constitution could be 
altered? How will the delegates 
be selected? The United States 
Constitution is silent on these 
points. 

"The fear that the con¬ 
vention might lead to 
something as serious as the 
repeal of any or all parts of the 
Bill of Rights is rooted firmly 
in reality. Even the so-called 
Pro-Life leadership is split 
over the Convention because of 
this very issue,” Pines said. 

"This is not a question of 
■pro' or 'anti' anything. This is 
an issue of a fundamental 
threat to the very heart of our 
society. The Constitution must 
not be used as an instrument of 
political whim; the creation of 
overreaction to an emotional 
issue. I firmly believe that the 
proponents of this convention 
do not understand the im¬ 
plications of their actions." 

Rep. Pines, convinced of the 
need to thoroughly explain the 
implications of such a con¬ 
vention, successfully ad¬ 
vocated the postponement of 
consideration in order to gain 
time to educate both the public 
and her fellow legislators. 

"I am confident that anyone 
whether pro or anti-abortion, 
who fully comprehends the 
dangers of such a convention, 
will oppose the resolution now 
before the Legislature," Pines 
concluded

Owning a home doesn't 
preclude SSI benefits 


People can own a home of 
any value and still be eligible 
for Supplemental Security 
Income (SSI) payments, ac¬ 
cording to Elizabeth 
McGuigan, district manager of 
the Cambridge Social Security 
office. 

SSI payments are scheduled 
to increase by 5.9 percent 
beginning July 1, along with 
the same increase in Social 
Security payments. 

The SSI program makes 


monthly wyments to people 
with little or no income and 
limited resources who are 65 or l 
over and blind or disabled. f 

Limited resources means 
possessions worth up to $1500 
for an individual living alone 
and $2250 for a couple. Under a 
change in the law enacted in 
October’ 1976, a home you own 
and live in doesn't count as a 
resource and won’t make yon 
ineligible for SSI payments.

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Fire and police officers 
finish arson seminar 


Chief Harvey D. Preble of 
the Newton Fire Department 
and Chief William F. Quinn of 
the Newton Police Department 
announce the graduation of 
four officers from the 
Massachusetts State Police 
Arson Seminar held at the 
State Police Academy. 

Capt. Joseph Fitzsimmons 
and Lt. Ernest Pescosolido of 
the Newton Fire Department, 
arid Lt. Det. James Cox, and 
Det. John Claflin of the Newton 
Police Department took the 
course. 

These officers attended a 
five-day seminar and were 
instructed in the proper 
procedure in the investigation 
of suspicious fires and 
procedures in procuring 
evidence to present the case for 
prosecution in court. 

With the increase in the 
crime of arson, the chiefs felt 
that it was necessary to have a 
properly trained arson in¬ 
vestigation team to work with 
representatives of the state fire 
marshal’s office in the in¬ 
vestigation and prosecution of 
all arson fires within the city. 

The Newton officers this 
arson squad now can fully 
investigate all suspected ar¬ 


sons without drawing on the 
manpower of the State Police, 
although the state will be 
notified the squad's work.

Judge Paul A. Chernoff of 
Newton recently was appointed 
a member of the Advisory 
Committee on Corrections by 
Guv.

For both employees and self- 
employed, compensation from 
the county will commence on 
the fourth day at a rate of $20 
per day for trial juror and $30 
per day for grand juror ser¬ 
vice. 

Under the plan the court will 
have discretionary authority to 
excuse or postpone a 
prospective juror from jury 
duty upon a showing of 
"hardship, inconvenience, or 
public necessity" with regard 
to the expected term of juror 
service. 

Furthermore, in cases of 
extreme financial hardship, an 
employer or self-employed 
person may be excused from 
compensating the juror- 
employee for the first three 
days of service and the cost 
will be paid by the county. 

"If things work out well in 
Middlesex County, all juries 
throughout Massachusetts will 
be brought into the system," 
Mofenson said.

J A plan to establish a pilot 
; program for jury-selection 
• reform is gaining support in 
i the legislature, according to 
'State Rep. David J. Mofenson 
(D-Newton). Unlike the 
original plan which would have 
used Suffolk County as the 
laboratory, the Judiciary 
Committee has decided to 
make Middlesex County the 
site for the pilot program. 

Mofenson’s bill is designed to 
assure that each grand jury 
and trial jury will be selected 
“from a fair and randomly 
drawn cross-section of the 
population." If the plan 
establishing a pilot program in 
Middlesex County is suc¬ 
cessful, Mofenson claimed, it 
-can ultimately reduce the state 
costs for juror payments. 

"At present there are some 
38 different exemptions and 
exclusions from jury duty 
written into the law," 
Mofenson said. "Jury duty is

generally for a whole month, 
and many qualified people are 
excluded because of the hard¬ 
ships involved. As a result, we 
don't get a jury that really 
represents the whole com¬ 
munity." 

"The goal of this reform plan 
is to open up jury duty to 
everyone in the state, but for 
shorter periods. In 80 percent 
of the cases, this means three 
days or less,” he said. 

The shorter service is in¬ 
tended to involve more people 
in civic responsibility and 
make it easier for professional 
people and the self-employed to 
be away from their regular 
activity and less of a burden on 
employers whose workers are 
off the job sitting on juries. 

Part of the plan calls for 
employers to pay their 
workers' salaries for up to 
three days. In return, com¬ 
panies would benefit from the 
fact that the time served would 
be much shorter. Fur¬ 
thermore, with the employer 
payment provision, the direct 
government expense will be 
reduced substantially, 
estimated at upwards of a 
million dollars a year 
statewide.

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Cabinet wife is 
spiritual leader

WASHINGTON (UPI) La- 
Belle Lance has plenty of 
earthly possessions to occupy 
her attention. 

She presides over an Atlanta 
mansion of more than 50 
rooms, the family home and 
country place at Calhoun, Ga., 
and a Georgetown house she 
and her husband, Thomas 
Bertram Lance, are occupying 
while he serves as President 
Carter’s budget director. 

But a talk with Mrs. Lance 
does not dwell on the material. 
It inevitably turns to matters of 
the spirit. That’s where her 
heart is. 

Mrs. Lance teaches Bible 
study twice a week to a senior 
citizens group in Georgetown. 
She meets with a Campus 
Crusade group of women for 
study and prayer. She has 
taken the initiative in bringing 
Cabinet wives together weekly 
for "coffee, conversation and a 
prayer period." 

She has written poetry: "a 
few conversations and medita¬ 
tions with God" she jotted 
down in the early mornings and 
a privately printed book, "A 
Story From God." The last is a 
short poetic paraphrase of the 
Bible without punctuation. 

"Bert says all these writings 
are the deep yearnings of your 
soul," she said. 

Like the President, she reads 
Scripture daily. Her study 
Bible is well worn and well- 
marked. Her husband also does 
much speaking as a Methodist 
layman. 

"I was very impressed when 
I came to Washington and 
found as much Bible study and 
prayer groups and strength, 
Christian people and people 
that are accepting God and 
wanting to do right. I've been 
blessed. 

"You're going to find some 
very enriched with a spiritual 
blessing, but you’ll also find 
some wicked, bad situations, 
too. But I really feel that 
Washington has much good in 
it. It's been good strength for 
me.” 

Slender, with long brown 
hair, Mrs. Lance, 46, answered 
the phone herself in her 
Georgetown house. The aroma 
of chicken cooking filled it in 
preparation for the Cabinet 
— wives' lunch the next day. 
Bert "is going to get chicken 
salad tomorrow night," she 
said, laughing. 

She and Bert met In the sixth 
grade. She was the daughter, 
grandaughter and niece of 
Calhoun bankers; he, the son of 
the new superintendent of 
schools and former president 
of Young Harris College. 

There were other 
sweethearts later, but they 
married while she was a 
student at Agnes Scott College 
and he, at Emory University. 
Both dropped out of college 
when she became pregnant and 
he went home to work in the 
bank. 

Lance built Calhoun National 
into a large, modern in¬ 
stitution, then went on to 
bigger things. 

He later became Georgia 
Gov. Jimmy Carter's highways 
director and Carter's unsuc¬ 
cessful choice to succeed him 
as governor. He was head of 
the big National Bank of 
Georgia in Atlanta when 
Carter picked him as budget 
I director. 

Some observers have said 
the Lances are the Carters' 
alter ego. Both couples come 
from small towns in Georgia, 
and both are devout. The 
Lances are Methodists and 
Mrs. Carter was raised 
Methodist. 

Dissenting gently, LaBelle 
Lance, said, “Well, I haven’t 
been around her that much... I 
do think probably if I were to 
say something she would un¬ 
derstand, if I'm talking about a 
principle or a little bit about 
the way we think, and I 
probably would understand 
her.” 

The Lances try to confine 
lhair socializing to three nights 
a week, functions related to his 
job. Often they’ll get a bite out, 
park the car, and take an 
evening walk to see Washing¬ 
ton's monuments. 

"It’s a beautiful way to see 
the city," she said. 

Their four sons are in 
Georgia. Tram, 25, whose 
nickname is a variation of his 
father's real name, Bertram, 
and his wife Patty; David, 22; 
and Stuart, 17, all live in the 
Georgian-style family mansion 
in Atlanta. 

It has eight classical co¬ 
lumns, four levels, wrought 
iron railings, a circular drive, 
a flagstone walkway, rose, 
azalea and boxwood formal 
gardens. . 

How maly rooms? 

"A lot. Too many. Over 50," 
she laughed, paused, then 
added "quite a bit over."

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Erosion measures 
spelled out for 
house construction 


Strict erosion control 
measures have been ordered 
by the Newton Conservation 
Commission in a permit for 
construction on Kingswood 
Road, in the wake of erosion 
problems that are occurring 
this spring near conservation 
land in Newton Centre. 

Wayne DiCarlo was granted 
a permit under the state 
Wetlands Protection Act to 
build a house, on-site septic 
system and rear retaining wall 
on his Auburndale lot after the 
plans were amended at a May 5 
hearing to protect the Charles 
River floodplain and abutting 
property from silt damage. 

DiCarlo agreed to many of 
the same preventive measures 
that the commission is now- 
imposing on NCDF. 

He plans to fill at the back of 
his lot, where there is a steep 
drop down toward the river, in 
order to put in a small yard and 
a patio. 

Clean fill will come from 
DiCarlo's family business, he 
said. 

After discussing the potential 
for erosion and hearing from 
an abutter who does not want 
fill washing into her backyard, 


the commission told DiCarlo 
that his retaining wall must be 
built first, and then clean fill 
placed behind it. 

The wall will rise as high as 
eight feet at one point, near the 
abutter's property. 

Upon completion of his wall, 
DiCarlo must remove any fill 
or sediment in the floodplain or 
on abutting property, the 
permit says. 

The commission also ordered 
DiCarlo to pin hay bales across 
the floodplain area to block any 
sediment that may wash down 
during the construction period. 

A septic tank will be built 
beneath the front yard and 
away from the river. 

DiCarlo told the com¬ 
missioners that the cost of 
hooking into the city sewer line 
several hundred feet down the 
street from his lot would come 
to about $4,000, while a 1,500- 
gallon capacity septic system 
will cost only $1,000 because his 
family is in the construction 
business. 

Commissioners Dennis 
Ditelberg, Helen Heyn, Thelma 
Fleishman and Richard Staley- 
participated in the decision and 
signed the wetland protection 
order. 


NCDF agrees to

A study conducted by Center, 
which describes itself as "a 
non-partisan citizen action 
group," has disclosed a strong 
leaning on the Board of 
Aldermen for new housing for 
the elderly and low-income 
families. 

The Center study of 28 
selected roll calls between Jan. 
1, 1976, and May 2, 1977, con¬ 
cerned with land use questions 
compared each alderman’s 
record on issues involving 
private development and 
publicly financed construction. 

The data indicated, ac¬ 
cording to Center, that 10 
aldermen consistently voted in 
favor of public projects, while 
only 5 tended to consistently 
back private construction 
efforts Center identified the 10 
public housing advocates in 
order of voting, as D. B. Cohen, 
Matthew Jefferson, Mark 
, v \ White, Thomas Concannon, all 
’ f with a 100 percent record on the 
votes considered; Susan Schur, 
85 percent; Richard 
Bullwinkle, 83 percent; and E. 
K. Cohen, Joan Saklad, Carol 
Ann Shea and Ethel Sheehan, 
with 71 percent. The Board 
mean vote was 71 percent. 

The aldermen who back 
private development more 
frequently, in order of voting, 
were Dominic Taglienti, 68 
percent; Sidney Small, 61 
percent; Bullwinkle and James 
Miller, 57 percent and Edward 
Richmond. 55 percent, ac¬ 
cording to Center’s figures. 
The Board mean vote was 52 
percent. 

Bullwinkle was the only 
alderman tending to strongly 
support both public and private 
construction. 

Jeff Cornell, cochairperson 
for Center, said that the Center 
report also indicated that 
seven aldermen showed a 
marked pattern of voting 
against private development. 
"After factoring out the votes 
on public housing, we 
discovered that seven aider- 
men appeared consistently to 
vote down proposals for 
private expansion in the city," 
Cornell said. "We believe that 
this reflects an interesting 
pattern. It appears that these 
seven favor a general ’no- 


favor land taking if it is to be 
used for subsidized housing," 
Cornell explained. 

The seven aldermen, Cornell 
said, in order of voting were D. 
B. Cohen, White, Jefferson and 
Schur followed by Terry 
Morris, Shea and Wendell 
Bauckman. 

Morris, according to the 
selected votes, was the only 
alderman tending toward an 
overall opposition to cither 
type of construction. His votes 
were 5 for and 15 against 
private construction and only 
4-3 in favor of public housing. 

Overall, the Board as a whole 
reflected a strong support for 
low-income housing by a 5-2 
ratio, while it presented a 
moderate image in private 
development by voting 11 times 
to 10 times in favor of private 
growth, Center reported. 

Offering some cautions in 
analyzing the figures, Cornell 
said, "It is quite possible for 
someone else to select a 
completely different set of roll 
calls than we selected and 
arrive at slightly different 
figures. 

"We believe, after weeks of 
study, however, that our 
choices, taken together, 
represent a broad spectrum of 
questions on land use and open 
space. We feel that these 
results accurately reflect the 
voting trends of the Board. We 
are more interested in 
determining the way in which 
aldermen approach a problem 
than determining whether any 
specific vote is ‘right’ or 
‘wrong.’ Our objective, at this 
point, is not to praise or chide 
anyone. Our job is to present 
data to the voters so that they 
can make intelligent decisions 
based on reason and fact, 
rather than image, hearsay 
and slogans," Cornell stated.

A kind of iron of which courage is forged

John Whitty of Dedham has at his 
core the kind of iron courage is forge 
of. Four and one half years ago, he 
developed cancer, and his leg had to 
be amputated. He says it took other 
people longer than it took him to get 
used to the fact that his leg was 
missing. 

A soft-spoke handsome youth, who 
will be 18 in June, John was reluc- 
tant to be interviewed for a 
newspaper article; however, he 
agreed because he wanted help to 
help people understand cancer and 
that amputees like himself are not 
handicappped. 

He explained that at the time of 
the operation, the leg "was hurting 
so badly, subconsciously I wanted it 
off." Once it was amputated, John 
didn’t dwell on might have beens or 
if onlys. He adopted a pragmatic 
philosophy saying "the whole thing 
is, I lost a leg I didn’t need, and there 
are so many advantages of not 
having it there to get in the way.” 

One immediate problem which 
arose was that the loss of his leg 
interfered, for a short time, with his 
relationship with his two brothers 
and three sisters. They were an¬ 
noyed with the attention he was 
receiving. 

However, after awhile John 
himself began to get annoyed ; with 
extra attention. It wasn’t the kind oi 
situation he was comfortable with 
and “I began showing I didn’t need 
that much help...I wanted to be 
treated as they always treated me." 
He found himself much happier 
when things slowly returned to 
normal. 

The first day home from the 
hospital, he resumed his relation¬ 
ship with his friends going out for a 
ride with them aware that “things 
would be different from the last 
time." 

For Whitty, that was history. He 
wanted to go ahead. A former 
athlete, he quickly found a new 
sports outlet and became adept at 
playing street hockey. While others 
were amazed, to him it came as no 
surprise and he ' explained, "I knew 
I would find some outlet...some 
other way of making myself happy.” 

He admits there were moments of 
anger which gave way to guilt 
because he began feeling selfish. 
There were also moments of intense 


lonliness because it was he who was 
hurting and it was he who was 
having needles Jabbed at him. He 
was able to resolve those feelings 
and now reflects "I am far from 
alone." 

In addition to the support and love 
from his parents, he says his sister, 
Diane, help "helped me spiritually 
and she is still helping." 

Help stretches so far, and there 
are many things that John and other 
cancer patients must work out for 
themselves. One consideration is 
whether or not the treatment offered 
will work. Aware of the risks, John 
noted that “the doctors don’t know 
as much as we would like to believe 
they do." 

The treatment provided for John 
was chemotherapy 4 and it made 
him nauseous and he lost his hair. 
His response to the loss of hair 
reflected his inner strength. 

When he lost his hair the first 
time, he wore a wig. The second 
time, he dug in his heels and decided 
not to wear a wig. He felt people had 
to accept him as he was. His hair 
grew in quickly and "it worked out 
well...not many people asked 
questions." 

John never minded having people 
ask questions. It is a human ten- 
dancy for people to pretend a 
situation they fear or don’t un¬ 
derstand does not exist. Sometimes 
it was an effort to make John feel 
comfortable, other times, to make 
themselves more comfortable. Yet 
he welcomed questions and was 
happier discussing what was hap¬ 
pening. 

While he says "I guess it’s not a 
pleasant sight to look at," referring 
to his missing leg, he also quickly 
adds "but after you get to know 
me...” He realized soon the physical 
image of people is not the whole 
person. 

Whitty began looking at people 
making himself "aware of 
similarities rather than 
dissimilarities.” An introspective 
person, he is patient with other 
people realizing it takes them longer 
to arrive at his level of un¬ 
derstanding. ! 

He refuses to discuss at length the 
fact that he was unable to get part- 
time employement. Employers have 
been known to avoid hiring am¬ 
putees or with a history of cancer. 

This year, Whitty made the honor

roll at Dedham High School. A 
sensitive young man, he enjoys 
music appreciation and creative 
writing, particularly the concept of 
poetry which has always intrigued 
him. He has been writing since he 
was in the fourth grade and ob¬ 
served “I guess I will always write... 
it does help.” 


After graduation this June, he 
plans to spend two weeks at 
Renaissance, a Western 
Massachusetts community and “I’ll 
try to get as much out of it as I can.” 
He adds “we have to hang on to what 
we’ve got and from there, who 
knows.”

Question: I hope you can help me locate a special recipe 
that appeared in the Daily Transcript a few weeks ago. It is 
a recipe for an overnight dough to make a danish roll.

Answer: The recipe you are looking for appeared in the 
Kitchen Comer section of this page and was shared with 
readers by Phyllis Tobin of Newton. It follows: 
OVERNIGHT DOUGH 
4 lb. melted butter, cooled 
2 packages yeast 
1 teaspoon sugar 

l 4 cup warm water; blend all these ingredients. 

Sift into a large bowl 
4 cups flour and 4 cups sugar 
Add: 4 cup sour cream 

1 tablespoon oil 
4 cup cold milk 

2 beaten eggs 

butter and yeast mixture.

. . the muffin pans have been greased and 
one teaspoon of corn syrup has been 
placed in the bottom of each pan. 

Stir until blended. Cover with waxed paper and 
refrigerate overnight. In the morning, divide dough in 4. 
Roll each 4 into a rectangle on a floured board. Spread with 
melted butter and sprinkle with the following: 

4 cup white sugar 
4 cup brown sugar 

2 teaspoons cinnamon (raisins, optional) 

Roll up like a jelly roll. Slice into 12 even pieces and place, 
cut side up and bake 15-20 min. at 375 degrees. 

For Pecan Rolls, for each 4 of dough: 

4 cup brown sugar 
2 tablespoons water 

Boil and add 2 tablespoons butter and boil one minute. 
Grease muffin tins and put 2 teaspoons of filling into each 
cup. Place one slice of dough in each cup and bake at 375 
degrees for 15-20 min. 


CORNER 
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Chinese cooking with Lena Tung

Ever since America played ping-pong 
diplomacy in Peking in 1971, Chinese cooking has 
become something of a cult. Chow mein and chop 
suey, those once-beloved relics of our childhood, 
insult our sophisticated palates. 

Yet Chinese food seems so mysterious and 
inscrutable to the uninitiated who wonder how to 
use a wok, where to shop, how to make egg rolls 
the way restaurants do. 

Perhaps the best solution to these questions is 
a Chinese cooking course, such as the ones Lena 
Tung offers in Newton. Petite Mrs. Tung 
presides over elementary and intermediate 
evening classes at two Newton schools as part of 
the Newton Community Schools program, and 
day sessions at the Newton YMCA, where her 
students come from Newton and surrounding 
towns. 

Teaching basic Chinese home cooking, she 
uses well-tried recipes. She attracts savvy 
students of Chinese gastronomy eager to perfect 
their skills, and hobbyists who wish to add 
variety to their cooking or just unwind. 

Mrs. Tung, or Lena as she prefers to be called, 
lets her students decide which Chinese dishes 
they will learn to make. The possibilities seem 
limitless, for Lena’s versatile repertoire in¬ 
cludes specialties from the four major regional 
Chinese cuisines-Cantonese, Szechwan, Nor¬ 
thern-Mandarin, and Shanghai. 

In the YMCA winter term Lena’s novice 
students mastered the intricacies of making 
wontons (both boiled for soup and fried for ap¬ 
petizers), Peking ravioli (meat-filled dumplings 
which are simultaneously steam and fried), and 
pao-ping (Chinese pancakes). 

These are all dough-based delicacjes requiring 
special handling. The wonton squares, Lena 
explained, are stuffed with a shrimp-meat- 
vegetable filling and then folded to look like 
perky nurse's caps. 

All of this was new to most of Lena’s students, 
who proved the value of learning by doing. For 
the first time, too, many were introduced to such 
exotic edibles as bean curd, hoisin sauce, lily 
buds and wood ears—all basic ingredients of 
Chinese cookery. Besides the pastries, some 
traditional dishes the class made were fried rice 
with garnishes of many colors and textures, a 
feature of Chinese cooking; shredded chicken 
with bean sprouts; moo shi pork, to fill the 
pancakes; and hot and sour soup. 

Several class members were so inspired by 
their new skills that they served Chinese food to 
company. On a Saturday afternoon with her 
children assisting, one student assembled 60 
wontons for hors d'oeuvres, and while she 
dressed for dinner her husband fried them, They 
were a tremendous hit with the guests, who 
polished them off with cocktails. Lena beamed 
with pride when told of this culinary coup: "1 get 
so excited when my friends come in and say they 
gave their first Chinese dinner party," she said. 


But one exhausted student reported that she 
would "never, never, never" give another 
Chinese dinner party. It’s too much work," she 
insisted. When she recited her menu, which 
consisted of ten different dishes, it was clear she 
had prepared a banquet for 20 or more people. 
"How many guests did you have?" Lena asked. 
"Six,” the student replied, "but I wanted them to 
try everything we've made in class." Lena then 
suggested a dinner party menu of three or four 
dishes, much of which could be prepared in 
advance. "You want to keep it easy," she 
counseled the student, “so that you can enjoy 
your company instead of spending the whole 
evening in the kitchen." 

A morning trip to Chinatown highlighted the 
last class of the term for Lena and her students. 
They visited several grocery stores, stocking up 
on ingredients not usually available in super¬ 
markets, and a Chinese bakery, where lotus seed 
and black bean cakes, sesame seed buns and 
steamed sponge cake blend to create a delicious 
aroma. 

Lena Tung’s enthusiasm for Chinese cooking 
began in Shanghai, where she lived until 1949. 
Like so many other Chinese citizens, she and her 
family-father, mother, eleven children and the 
family cook-left China. They lived for three 
years in Hong Kong and then moved to Sao 
Paulo, Brazil, where the young Lena spent four 
years before coming to college in Boston. 

Lena's husband, Frank, whose family also 
came from Shanghai, was studying at Columbia 
University when they got married, and Lena 
worked as a bookkeeper for two years in New 
York City. Then the Tungs moved to Palo Alto, 
California, where their first two children were 
born, and Lena became a fulltime housewife 
with more time to indulge her favorite hobby¬ 
cooking. "Some people read books, do 
needlepoint, or take a talk to relax. I like to 
cook," she explains. 

Settling in Newton in 1965 Lena continued to 
cook in her spare time-and not Just Chinese 
dishes. She has always believed that "good 
ingredients make good food," and she worries 
about preservatives and artificial additives in 
store-bought food. "So I prefer to make my own 
pizza, bread and ice cream from scratch," she 
says. 

Lena looked upon her Chinese cooking only as 
a hobby until Cora entered kindergarten last 
year. Then she decided to make a career of 
sharing her hobby with others. She was invited to 
lead an evening class in the Community Schools 
program at Cora’s school, and before long she 
was asked to teach at another school as well. 
Many of her original students wished to continue, 
so she added intermediate classes at both 
schools. Lena is very pleased with these classes: 
"I think community education is the greatest 
thing. You can learn a new hobby for so little 
money. And since eating out is getting ex¬ 
pensive, people can cook their favorite dishes at 
home instead." 


Lena owes her expertise to her family’s cook, 
who preserved their culinary inheritance years 
and miles away from China. On her visits to Sao 
Paulo, Lena spends many salutary hours in the 
kitchen asking questions and observing. 

She credits Joyce Chen with the booming in¬ 
terest in Chinese cooking in Boston. Before Mrs. 
Chen introduced spicy hot Szechwan food to the 
region, only Cantonese restaurants could be 
found in Chinatown. 

About her own accomplishments Lena is very 
modest. "I’m just one of you housewives," she 
tells her female students at the Y. “I'm not the 
greatest cook in the world, but I enjoy what I'm 
doing." 

Lena hopes that more and more Westerners 
will discover the pleasures of Chinese cooking. 
She offers a family dinner menu for readers to 
become acquainted with some traditional dishes. 
Ingredients followed by an (+) may be pur¬ 
chased in Chinatown or at a grocery store selling 
Oriental products. Depending on the 
voraciousness of appetites, the recipes serve 
four to six people. 

MINCED CHICKEN WITH CORN SOUP 
4 and 4 cups chicken broth 
4 cup minced uncooked chicken breast 
1 - 16 and 4 oz. can cream style corn 

1 egg white 

4 tablespoons cornstarch, mixed with 4 cup 
cold water 

2 tablespoons cooked chopped ham 

1. Bring chicken broth to a boil. 

2. Combine corn, chicken, and egg white, 
beating thoroughly with fork. 

3. Add mixture to boiling broth. 

4. Thicken soup with cornstarch.

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Holy Land school is for U.S. students Daytime soap operas offer good training

JERUSALEM (UPI) - The 
whole concept of the Institute 
of Holy Land Studies would not 
be feasible In a different set¬ 
ting or with a different text. 

The school on Mt. Zfon, 
surrounded by sacred sites of 
three religions, is now In its 
18th year of teaching young 
American students of different 
faiths about the Bible and the 
history and geography of 
Israel. 

"We’ve emphasized geogra¬ 
phy and history and what it can 
do to Bible-oriented people to 
understand the Bible better," 
said Rev. Dr. G. Douglas 
Young, the energetic founder 
and director. 

The institute occupies a 60- 
room stone building with a 
spacious garden of olive, 
cypress and pine trees. It is a 
far cry from the original 
Anglican church school 
building of 1853 that Young 
rented and refurbished nearly 
10 years ago for a seminar in 
the Holy Land. 

The seminar grew into the 
institute, originally managed 
alone by Young and his wife. 
Later, it was chartered by the 
State of Minnesota. 

The Mt. Zion school, several 
hundred feet from the site of 
the traditional Last Supper, is 
the only Christian educational 
institution in Israel geared to 
Bible students from the United 
States for credit courses 
towards a bachelor’s or a 
master’s degree. 

"We're trying to show our 
solidarity with Israel and the 
Jewish community because 
both were part of the same 


family, although they went 
different ways 1,900 years 
ago," Young said. 

The mustachioed minister is 
affiliated with the Evangelical 
Free Church of America. He 
said about half the students 
who have attended the Institute 
eventually enter church- 
related work. 

"We want them to get out of 
their Christian ghetto and into 
a minority situation to help 
them see how minority groups 
look at things," Young said. 

The atmosphere is more 
academic than religious. 
Courses carry titles such as 
"Biblical and Theological 
Relevance of Israel’s Rebir¬ 
th." 

Students are asked to be 
active at a church of their 
choice in Jerusalem. 

As the only Mormon at the 
school, Alec Briones, 24, of 
Bakersfield, Calif., said he 
does not feel any special 
religious pressures. 

"Being here has helped me to 
develop appreciation for 
Jewish values,” the long¬ 
haired student said. 

Others agreed that specific 
religious affiliations are not 
important, although the 
orientation of the school 
Evangelical Christian. 

"We believe in personal trust 
in Jesus Christ as a savior and 
have a deep commitment to 
follow his teaching," said 
Perry Phillips, 33, of Telford, 
Pa. 

Phillips holds a Ph.D. in 
astrophysics from Cornell Uni¬ 
versity. He went to study in the 
Holy Land "after I became a 
Christian, although I was 


Chef's pilot program 
to expand nationally

PITTSBURGH (UPI)-Talk 
to a European food snob about 
American cooking, and he 
immediately thinks: hambur¬ 
ger, fast food, pizza. 

Times are changing, thanks 
in part to a Pittsburgh project 
that is so successful it will lead 
to similar training nationally 
at other colleges. 

On May 29, the first 
graduates of the culinary arts 
— program at Allegheny Com¬ 
munity College in Pittsburgh 
will receive associate degrees 
as certified cooks. Each will 
have completed three years of 
study and 6,000 hours of on-the- 
job training. 

The thought of such Ameri¬ 
can-trained men and women 
running Europe’s finest hotel 
and restaurant kitchens is not 
pie in the sky, says German- 
born Ferdinand Metz, captain 
of last year’s U.S. Culinary 
Olympics Team and president 
of the Chefs Association of 
Pittsburgh. 

"We have people coming out 
of the program in May who are 
as good or better than the 
program in Europe produces,” 
Metz said. 

Its success is leading to 
national expansion, says Rich¬ 
ard Bosnjak, president of the 
American Culinary 
Federation. The U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Labor is providing 
$620,000 to implement its 
spread in 1977-78. 

"We are very happy the 
government sees the need for 
this program,” said Bosnjak. 
"The restaurant industry 
spends |70 billion on food each 
year and opens new 
restaurants every day. Who’s 
going to run them?" 

With a few exceptions, such 
as the Culinary Institute of 
America in Hyde Park, N.Y., 
no formalized program exists 
to train certified cooks and 
chefs in the United States, said 
Metz. Comparable programs 
have long histories in Europe. 

"Right now anyone who 
works in a hamburger joint and 
puts on a white hat can call 
himself a chef," he said. 

Students in the Pittsburgh 
program are paid a minimum 
wage or more for their prac¬ 
tical work. They earn about 
$15,000 over the threeyear 
training period. Metz 
estimated the total cost of 
tuition and books at about $700, 
compared with $8,000 for the 
two-year program at Hyde 
Park. 

Students work five days a 
week in establishments ap¬ 
proved by the chefs 
association, large-volume 
feeding establishments such as 
hotels, restaurants, hospitals 
and private clubs. They spend 
one day a week in classes 
taught by association mem¬ 
bers. 

Til earn a diploma, students 
inua pass written and prac¬ 
tical exams testing 
professional ability and ad¬ 
ministrative and people¬ 
handling skills 


Greek Orthodox." 

Because a recent poll indi¬ 
cates 38 per cent of Americans 
claim to be "born-again Chris¬ 
tians," Young sees the function 
of his institute as rather im¬ 
portant. 

"Israel’s survival is a matter 
of importance to Bible- 
believlng people," he said. 

"I’m not adverse to being 
called a Zionist, but a Christian 
Zionist." 

To be part of the Jerusalem 
community, every few weeks 
Young and his wife patrol the 
city’s streets with other civil 
guard volunteers, rifles 
strapped on their shoulders. 

The institute currently has 17 
full-time students. Several 
hundred other young 
Americans join them in classes 


biblical and modem. 

Brad Cronbaugh, 23, of Kent, 
Ohio, plans to use the language 
training for translating the 
Bible from the original. 

William Nelson, 23, of 
Lompoc, Calif., says "it really 
does make a difference” 
coming to Israel and seeing the 
land in which Jesus Christ 
lived. 

The institute is ecumenical in 
other ways. Its staff includes a 
Christian Arab bookkeeper and 
gardener and Jewish and non- 
Jewish lecturers. 

Young says that the $1,600 
per semester charged for 
room, board and tuition only 
helps the institute break even 
in its annual $300,000 budget.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - 
David Hasselhoff, who plays 
Snapper Foster in "The Young 
and the Restless," typifies the 
young (24) fledgling actors in 
Hollywood seeking stardom via 
a daily soap opera. 

David could, in fact, be 
typecast as the ambitious 
young actor anywhere. He’s 6- 
foot-four, blue eyed, athletic 
and blond. 

He even lived at the beach 
for a time, gaining a bronze 
skin tone while body surfing in 
the Pacific. 

Recently David moved to a 
furnished single apartment in a 
Hollywood highrise to save 
money and to be closer to the 
CBS-TV studios. He plans to 
rent another apartment at the 
beach when summer returns. 

He still works on his tan by 
spending as much time as 
possible at the apartment 
house pool, even doing business 
on the telephone while sunning 
himself. 

Like scores of other young 


actors, he is on a vegetarian 
diet and addicted to health 
foods. He eats almost all his 
meals in restaurants, which 
makes it tough for him to stick 
to his diet 

David’s refrigerator tells 
something about him. It con¬ 
tains orange juice, protein 
powder, yeast, vitamins, beer 
and a half dozen eggs. When he 
does cook at home, David 
sticks to large omelets. 

His boon companion is a cat 
named Desiree who walked 
into his life three years ago and 
refuses to be ousted. 

Unlike many of his contem¬ 
poraries, David has a regular 
job to go to and a weekly 
paycheck coming in. 

He reports to CBS at 10 a.m. 
most weekday mornings to 
block out the day’s episode. 
After several run-throughs and 
a dress rehearsal, the show is 
taped at 4 p.m. Thereafter the 
cast rehearses the next day’s 
show. 

David rushes from the studio 


to an acting coach for an hour 
before heading for home. 

Of his acting lessons, he 
says, "I believe in reinvesting 
my money in my craft instead 
of putting it in the bank. 

Usually he stops for dinner 
on the way back to his apart¬ 
ment. More often than not he is 
accompanied by any one of 
several pretty girls he dates. 
He watches his pennies, howe¬ 
ver, and tries not to splurge. 

David is a bachelor who 
doesn’t want "to get involved 
in a heavy relationship because 
it demands too much of your 
time and emotions.” 

He enjoys driving Ills com¬ 
pact American car to Palm 
Springs for weekends in the sun 
with a friend or two. He likes to 
write concepts for television 
specials and screenplays, al¬ 
though nothing has 
materialized from these ef¬ 
forts. 

A native of Baltimore, Md., 
who was reared in Atlanta, 
Ga., David attends as many 


parties as possible. Although 
he prefers casual denims and 
T-shirts, he has been buying 
three-piece suits to wear to 
social functions. 

"I go to a lot of restaurant 
openings, recording industry 
parties and press parties,” he 
says. "I enjoy meeting people 
in my business. I like the 
recognition factor. And I think 
I can help my career by 
associating personally with 
people in the business." 

David's immediate target is 
a recording contract. He likes 
to sing and feels he may have a ! 
future in the music business. 

While many actors demean 
daytime soap operas, David 
thinks they are the perfect; 
training ground: 

“Daytime TV has taught me '* 
how to act, paid the rent and 
given me exposure. It’s led me 
to talk shows, a TV special and 
an offer for a new series. It's a 
perfect catalyst for me to move 
on to movies. I'd never had any 
experience with a camera 
before this show." 
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In Europe, the title of master 
chef is achieved after about 10 
years of experience. Metz 
foresees a similar process 
here. 

"There aren’t going to be 
many (master chefs) because 
there’s going to be very high 
and tough criteria,” Metz said. 

"What we are trying to do is 
build up a good core of people 
who will be proper teachers for 
the apprentice program," he 
said. "The higher the quality, 
the better training an appren¬ 
tice receives on the job.” 

The Pittsburgh program 
may be established at all of the 
culinary federation’s 100 chap¬ 
ters, Metz said. 

"We’re shooting for 1,500 
enrollments within a year,” he 
added, "but we don't want to 
water the program down.” 

In Pittsburgh, the original 
600 applicants were reduced to 
about 30 following personal 
interviews, taste and smell 
tests. 

"We’re confident our gradu¬ 
ates can go anywhere," Metz 
said. Several of the first 
graduates have already re¬ 
ceived job offers from Georgia 
and Pittsburgh to San Francis¬ 
co at an average starting 
salary of $10,000. 

"Unless you’re planning on 
signing your life away, don’t 
get into it," said Michele 
Davida, 20, of suburban Pitts¬ 
burgh, who graduates this 
month. 

Miss Davida's on-the-job 
training was at South Hills 
Country Club. 

“It’s a lot of hard work, not 
like going to straight college, 
but I’m really glad I did it. 

"There are definitely not as 
good opportunities for women. 
Most of the men in the kitchen 
don't want you there,” she 
said, adding that the men 
eventually learned to accept 
her. 

"They want to hire a man 
first,” she said. "As a woman, 
you just have to show them you 
can do it."

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Holy Land school is for U.S. students Daytime soap operas offer good training 


By ALLEN ALTER 

JERUSALEM (UPI) - The 
whole concept of the Institute 
of Holy Land Studies would not 
be feasible in a different set¬ 
ting or with a different text. 

The school on Mt. Zion, 
surrounded by sacred sites of 
three religions, is now In its 
18 th year of teaching young 
American students of different 
faiths about the Bible and the 
history and geography of 
Israel. 

“We’ve emphasized geogra¬ 
phy and history and what it can 
do to Bible-oriented people to 
understand the Bible better," 
said Rev. Dr. G. Douglas 
Young, the energetic founder 
and director. 

The institute occupies a 60- 
room stone building with a 
spacious garden of olive, 
cypress and pine trees. It is a 
far cry from the original 
Anglican church school 
building of 1853 that Young 
rented and refurbished nearly 
10 years ago for a seminar in 
the Holy Land. 

The seminar grew into the 
institute, originally managed 
alone by Young and his wife. 
Later, it was chartered by the 
State of Minnesota. 

The Mt. Zion school, several 
hundred feet from the site of 
the traditional Last Supper, is 
the only Christian educational 
institution in Israel geared to 
Bible students from the United 
States for credit courses 
towards a bachelor’s or a 
master's degree. 

“We’re trying to show our 
solidarity with Israel and the 
Jewish community because 
both were part of the same 


family, although they went 
different ways 1,900 years 
ago,” Young said. 

The mustachioed minister is 
affiliated with the Evangelical 
Free Church of America. He 
said about half the students 
who have attended the institute 
eventually enter church- 
related work. 

“We want them to get out of 
their Christian ghetto and into 
a minority situation to help 
them see how minority groups 
look at things," Young said. 

The atmosphere is more 
academic than religious. 
Courses carry titles such as 
"Biblical and Theological 
Relevance of Israel's Rebir¬ 
th.” 

Students are asked to be 
active at a church of their 
choice in Jerusalem. 

As the only Mormon at the 
school, Alec Briones, 24, of 
Bakersfield, Calif., said he 
does not feel any special 
religious pressures. 

"Being here has helped me to 
develop appreciation for 
Jewish values," the long¬ 
haired student said. 

Others agreed that specific 
religious affiliations are not 
important, although the 
orientation of the school is 
Evangelical Christian. 

"We believe in personal trust 
in Jesus Christ as a savior and 
have a deep commitment to 
follow his teaching," said 
Perry Phillips, 33, of Telford, 
Pa. 

Phillips holds a Ph.D. in 
astrophysics from Cornell Uni¬ 
versity. He went to study in the 
Holy Land "after I became a 
Christian, although I was 


Chef's pilot program 
to expand nationally

PITTSBURGH (UPI) - Talk 
to a European food snob about 
American cooking, and he 
immediately thinks: hambur¬ 
ger, fast food, pizza. 

Times are changing, thanks 
in part to a Pittsburgh project 
that is so successful it will lead 
to similar training nationally 
at other colleges. 

On May 29, the first 
graduates of the culinary arts 
— program at Allegheny Com¬ 
munity College in Pittsburgh 
will receive associate degrees 
as certified cooks. Each will 
have completed three years of 
study and 6,000 hours of on-the- 
job training. 

The thought of such Ameri¬ 
can-trained men and women 
running Europe’s finest hotel 
and restaurant kitchens is not 
pie in the sky, says German- 
born Ferdinand Metz, captain 
of last year’s U.S. Culinary 
Olympics Team and president 
of the Chefs Association of 
Pittsburgh. 

"We have people coming out 
of the program in May who are 
as good or better than the 
program in Europe produces," 
Metz said. 

Its success is leading to 
national expansion, says Rich¬ 
ard Bosnjak, president of the 
American Culinary 
Federation. The U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Labor is providing 
5620,000 to implement its 
spread in 1977-78. 

"We are very happy the 
government sees the need for 
this program," said Bosnjak. 
“The restaurant industry 
spends 570 billion on food each 
year and opens new 
restaurants every day. Who’s 
going to run them?” 

With a few exceptions, such 
as the Culinary Institute of 
America in Hyde Park, N.Y., 
no formalized program exists 
to train certified cooks and 
chefs in the United States, said 
Metz. Comparable programs 
have long histories in Europe. 

"Right now anyone who 
works in a hamburger joint and 
puts on a white hat can call 
himself a chef," he said. 

Students in the Pittsburgh 
program are paid a minimum 
wage or more for their prac¬ 
tical work. They earn about 
515,000 over the threeyear 
training period. Metz 
estimated the total cost of 
tuition and books at about 5700. 
compared with 58,000 for the 
two-year program at Hyde 
Park. 

Students work five days a 
week in establishments ap¬ 
proved by the chefs 
association, large-volume 
feeding establishments such as 
hotels, restaurants, hospitals 
and private clubs. They spend 
one day a week in classes 
taught by association mem¬ 
bers. 

T a earn a diploma, students 
mu-rt pass written and prac¬ 
tical exams testing 
professional ability and ad¬ 
ministrative and people- 
handling skills 


In Europe, the title of master 
chef is achieved after about 10 
years of experience. Metz 
foresees a similar process 
here. 

“There aren’t going to be 
many (master chefs) because 
there’s going to be very high 
and tough criteria," Metz said. 

"What we are trying to do is 
build up a good core of people 
who will be proper teachers for 
the apprentice program," he 
said. "The higher the quality, 
the better training an appren¬ 
tice receives on the job.” 

The Pittsburgh program 
may be established at all of the 
culinary federation’s 100 chap¬ 
ters, Metz said. 

“We’re shooting for 1,500 
enrollments within a year," he 
added, "but we don’t want to 
water the program down.” 

In Pittsburgh, the original 
600 applicants were reduced to 
about 30 following personal 
interviews, taste and smell 
tests. 

“We’re confident our gradu¬ 
ates can go anywhere," Metz 
said. Several of the first 
graduates have already re¬ 
ceived job offers from Georgia 
and Pittsburgh to San Francis¬ 
co at an average starting 
salary of 510,000. 

"Unless you’re planning on 
signing your life away, don’t 
get into it," said Michele 
Davida, 20, of suburban Pitts¬ 
burgh, who graduates this 
month. 

Miss Davida’s on-the-job 
training was at South Hills 
Country Club. 

“It’s a lot of hard work, not 
like going to straight college, 
but I’m really glad I did it. 

"There are definitely not as 
good opportunities for women. 
Most of the men in the kitchen 
don’t want you there,” she 
said, adding that the men 
eventually learned to accept 
her. 

"They want to hire a man 
first," she said. "As a woman, 
you just have to show them you 
can do it."

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Hubie Jones appointed dean 
of BU's School of Social Work 


Wildflower gardening courses available 


Roston University President 
John Silber today announced 
that Hubert E. Jones of 
Newton, associate professor 
and director of the Community 
Fellows Program at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, has been ap¬ 
pointed dean of BU’s School of 
Social Work. 

Professor Jones will assume 
his new post on July 1. He 
succeeds Dean Joseph F. 
Meisels, who is retiring. 

President Silber said, "It is 
extremely satisfying to bring 
to the School of Social Work an 
individual of outstanding 
national reputation. 

"Hubie Jones will provide 
direction and inspiration to 
students, faculty and our 
community at large. I look 
forward to working with Dean 
Jones in developing programs 
that will be of importance both 
to Boston University and to the 
city of Boston." 

In addition to his respon¬ 
sibilities at MIT, Professor 
Jones lectures in the Boston 
University Metropolitan 
College Urban Affairs 
Program. He consults for the 
Cambridge Public Schools 
Follow Through Program and 
the City-Wide Educational 
Coalition, Inc. 

Jones has been a member of 
the MIT faculty since 1972. He 
was named director of the 
Community Fellows Program 
in 1975. 

He has also served on the 
faculties of Brandeis 
University’s Florence Heller 
School of Advanced Studies in 


Social Welfare, Simmons 
College, and both the School of 
Social Work and the School of 
Medicine at Boston University. 



Hubert E. Jones 


The incoming dean, a 
veteran social work prac¬ 
titioner, has been associated 
with numerous Greater Boston 
social agencies. They include 
the Judge Baker Guidance 
Center and the Boston 
Children’s Services 
Association. 

In 1965, Jones became 
associate director of the 
Roxbury Multi-Service Center. 
Two years later he was named 
executive director. He served 
in that capacity until 1971. 

Jones is probably best known 
as founder and chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the 
Massachusetts Advocacy 


Center, the national model for 
citizen advocacy, established 
in 1969. 

Jones received his B.A. from 
City College of New York in 
1955 and his master’s degree in 
social work from Boston 
University in 1957. He has also 
studied at MIT. 

In 1975 Jones was appointed 
to a one-year term on Boston's 
City-Wide Coordinating 
Council. He is presently 
chairman of the Welfare 
Coalition; vice-president of the 
Board of Directors of the 
Boston Children's Services 
Association; and a member of 
the board of the Education 
Development Center, the 
United Community Planning 
Corporation and the National 
Association of Social Workers. 

Upon accepting the ap¬ 
pointment, Jones said, 
"Twenty-two years ago the 
Boston University School of 
Social Work set my life on a 
very exciting and productive 
course. Today, I am honored to 
be appointed dean. 

"I look forward to working 
with Dr. Silber and the social 
work faculty to continue that 
tradition, which so influenced 
me, of solid commitment to 
high standards of academic 
performance and personal 
growth and development. 

"I hope to see us expand the 
capacity of the school to 
develop educational programs 
which will prepare students to 
meet contemporary demands 
in areas related to 
management, policy-making, 
and advocacy," he said.

30%-disabled veterans 
may get car allowance 


Veterans with service- 
connected disabilities which 
are rated at 30 percent or more 
and which impair the operation 
of an automobile may be 
eligible for an adaptive- 
equipment allowance, if a bill 
now in Congress is passed, 
according to state Veterans’ 
Services Commissioner 
Charles N. Collatos. 

The Commissioner noted 
that the bill also would extend 
the automobile assistance 
allowance of 13300 to include 
World War I veterans. The 
assistance allowance of $3300 
up to now has been limited to 


disabled veterans who entered 
service on or after Sept. 16, 
1940. 

The measure, House 
Resolution 1864, is now in 
committee and if enacted 
would go into effect Oct. 1. 

"For years, some of these 
veterans have been purchasing 
their own adaptive equipment 
or have purchased cars beyond 
their means because they 
required so-called ‘standard 
equipment' that did not come 
with less expensive cars.” 
Collatos said, "I believe this is 
highly unfair and this bill 
would rectify such inequities."

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Parents are fighting 
secularism in schools

ST. LOUIS (UPI) - A 
parents’ group here says public 
schools are teaching such 
things as, "Thou.shalt not kill, 
steal or covet thy neighbor’s 
wife except under special 
circumstances.” 

Parents Rights, Inc. calls 
this an unwelcome revision of 
the Ten Commandments and a 
growing climate of situation 
ethics in the schools. 

They want their tax money 
back so they can finance 
education more in keeping with 
their beliefs. They say they are 
fighting the government so 
their children can learn what 
they should learn, not what is 
dictated by secular school 
boards. 

Parents Rights has filed suit 
in each of the past six years to 
notify the state of Missouri its 
members are paying taxes 
under protest. They are chal¬ 
lenging secular humanism, a 
doctrine the Supreme Court 
has labeled a religion, but that 
Parents Rights says is atheis¬ 
tic. 

What bothers the group most 
is secular humanism's 
teaching that what is wrong in 
one circumstance may be all 
right in others. Also involved 
are questions of teaching 
subjects such as sex education 
and preparation for marriage. 

The group hopes to establish 
a voucher system similar to 
that of the GI Bill. It would 
permit them to use tax money 
to educate their children ac¬ 
cording to the parents’ beliefs. 

“It’s impossible for the 
public schools to be neutral,” 
said Patrick Duggan, the 
group’s attorney. “They have 
to be biased one way or 
another.” 

Duggan said all schools are 
biased in the way they present 
not only value systems but also 
such things as history and 
literature. He wants to change 
the tax structure that finances 
schools. 

Duggan and his mother, Mae 
Duggan, president of the 
national organization of 
Parents Rights, said in an 
interview that the doctrine of 
separation of church and state 
has been interpreted wrongly 
by the courts. The Duggans 
said the doctrine should mean 
only that there is no state- 
controlled religion, and 
citizens should be protected 
from the power of both church 
and state. 

They said secularists make 
the concept broader, and 
courts have gone along, taking 


from government control all 
areas in which religion is in¬ 
volved. 

Duggan said the Supreme 
Court test is whether religion 
deals with “ultimate ques¬ 
tions." 

He said secular humanism is 
hard to spot as part of a 
curriculum: 

"If you went into a Catholic 
school, you would assume it 
was teaching traditional 
Catholic values. If you went 
into a public school and asked a 
teacher if he were teaching 
secular humanism, he may 
even be a Catholic, and he 
would say, ‘Of course not.' But 
it may be taught without 
someone even realizing or 
acknowledging it. 

"We’re not objecting to 
particular programs. We’re 
objecting to the humanistic 
bias. There still would be 
courses that deal with ultimate 
questions.” 

Mrs. Duggan said programs 
incorporating textbooks, films 
and even games are put 
together for teachers using 
secular humanism. She said 
one game, “Who Shall Sur¬ 
vive,” puts students in disaster 
movie-style crisis situations 
that she said they are not ready 
to face. 

“They tell the children to 
imagine they’re lost in a cave 
or in some other crisis, and the 
only way to survive may be for 
one person to kill another," she 
said. "They make them face 
these dilemmas and make 
moral judgments based on the 
situation." 

The parents' group’s most 
recent tax protest was dis¬ 
missed on a legal technicality. 
Further court action is plan¬ 
ned. 

The question of using tax 
money solely for public educa¬ 
tion usually is associated with 
Catholic education. Duggan 
said this suit is broader. 

“If there weren’t any 
government aid to education, 
there would not be any 
problem,” he said, “but there 
is. The government uses tax 
money to run the schools, but 
parents don’t have the choice 
as to where their children can 
attend school. It's a govern¬ 
ment monopoly.” 

Mrs. Duggan said it’s up to 
the parents because students 
can't make up their own minds. 

“This is manipulation of our 
children where it takes a very 
strong person to fight back,” 
she said. “After all, who’s 
going to fight the teacher?” 


Comment is asked 
on power mowers

WASHINGTON (UPI)-The 
government, after four years 
of study, has come up with 
safety rules for the way power 
lawn mowers will have to be 
built. 

What the rules will do to the 
cost of a mower remains to be 
seen. Earlier industry esti¬ 
mates that consumers will pay 
about $53 more per mower may 
be revised downward. But the 
final price difference has not 
yet been determined. 

The commission estimates 
the average retail price will go 
up $24 for rotary and reel-type 
mowers, $55 for riding mowers 
and $52 for garden tractors. 

Dennis Dix, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Outdoor Power 
Equipment Institute, says, 
"We think those figures are 
low.” 

He said the industry expects 
prices to rise "considerably" 
from 1979 through 1981. 

The old, lower-priced 
mowers will have "gone the 
way of the dinosaurs" if the 
final rules contain some of the 
things being proposed, he 
added. 

The Consumer Product 
Safety Commission is 
publishing the rules for a 
period of public comment. 
Later, they will be put in final 
form. 

The commission is currently 
having trouble finding a way to 
prevent consumers from un¬ 
hooking one of the safety 
devices in much the same way 
that drivers deactivated belt- 
ignition interlock devices in 
cars a few years ago. 

The mower safety device 
involved is called a "deadman 
control." It is supposed to shut 
the mower off, or at least stop 
the blades from turning, when 
the person operating the lawn 
mower releases the controls. 

In theory, many injuries are 
caused by persons who stick a 
hand or foot under the mower 
in trying to remove a stick or 


other object. Shutting off the 
mower would prevent such 
accidents. 

The commission proposes 
ths* engines be made to shut 
off automatically within three 
seconds after the operator lets 
go the controls. The proposed 
shutoff could be a complete one 
or disengagement of the blades 
through a brake-and-clutch 
mechanism. 

If the former design is 
chosen, the mowers must be 
built so they can be started 
again easily. 

Dix says consumers should 
be given a choice in the matter. 
He said a brake and clutch 
control can add $30 to $40 to the 
cost. 

The commission has left 
undecided, and invited public 
comment on, the question of a 
control to prevent consumers 
from disengaging the deadman 
control altogether. It is afraid 
that consumers cutting the 
lawn might get fed up with the 
engine going off or into neutral 
every time they release the 
handle. 

When Consumers Union 
drew the original lawn mower 
rules for the commission under 
a contract from the agency, 
they contained a proposal to 
make a mower completely 
inoperative if the deadman 
control were removed. 

The commission omitted that 
idea from its proposal. But it 
has asked for public comment 
on whether that sort of 
backstop is needed and, if so, in 
what form. 

The industry also disagrees 
with the commission on 
another major point: it thinks 
the rules should apply only to 
rotary mowers, the kind with 
one big blade. 

The industry takes par¬ 
ticular exception to the part of 
the proposal that would 
prevent riding mowers from 
operating in reverse. It thinks 
people who buy that type want 
to run them in both directions.

The culmination of the long training hours and 
excitement of finishing the "Boston" in a qualifying time, 
compared to being a spectator during the 1940's, is proof to 
me that Boston can handle marathons in grand style. 

It is unfortunate that Jerome Drayton did not enjoy his 
Boston Marathon victory, but surely he is the exception. 

Since those who do not meet the qualifying tunes are 
going to run anyway, why not do away with the present 
procedure and let the Boston Marathon continue its natural 
growth? The extra revenue could be used for more portable 
toilets in Hopkinton, and would also help to defray street 
clean-up expense. 

Another suggestion that works well in San Diego is to 
allow the runners to receive their numbers the night before 
the race.

Caprice Classics equipped with 
one-gallon test beakers, were 
driven over a 10-mile long 
freeway and city street course 
in the Detroit area. 

One car was driven with 
jackrabbit techniques while 
the other, which started the 
course at same time, was 
driven conservatively. The test 
was supervised for Auto Club 
by Detroit Testing Laboratory. 

The poorly driven car 
finished the course only 25 
seconds ahead and obtained 
10.04 miles per gallon while the 
other vehicle obtained 16.3 
miles per gallon. Over a 10,000 
mile year, Auto Club projects 
that the good driver would save 
$222 in fuel costs compared 
with the bad driver. . 

Auto Club states that 
significant fuel savings only 
can be made by reducing near- 
home travel. 


Two persons car pooling to 
work daily would save 25 per 
cent on the fuel used weekly by 
each person. Car pooling for 
other near-home travel, such 
as shopping, would save even 
more fuel. 

While both cars used in these 
tests were in similar 
mechanical condition, a 
number of studies indicates 
that maintenance is an im¬ 
portant factor in fuel economy. 
For example, a previous AAA 
study reports a tune-up can 
result in an immediate nine to 
15 per cent increase in gasoline 
mileage. 

"Once you've had your car 
tuned, don’t forget about it,” 
AAA advises. Attention to 
proper tire pressure, radiator 
temperature and brake ad¬ 
justment also helps save 
gasoline, AAA comments. 


By the numbers 

Six steps to save fuel without 
cutting down on travel are 
suggested by Auto Club: 

1. Drive at moderate speeds. 
Most cars get about 21 per cent 
more miles per gallon on the 
highway at 55 miles per hour 
than they do at 70 m.p.h. 

2. Accelerate smoothly - save 
engines, tires and gasoline. . 

3. Drive at a steady pace • 
avoid stop-and-go traffic. 

4. Minimize braking - an¬ 
ticipate speed changes. 
Release the accelerator as 
soon as a red light is visible 
ahead. 

5. Don't weave in and out of 
traffic lanes. 

6. Do not let the motor idle 
for more than a minute if 
temporarily stopped at a curb. 
Turn off the engine. It takes 
less gas to restart than to idle 
the engine more than a minute.

Of comparable importance to the world's well-being is 
the role tune-up assumes in keeping the environment clean. 
Only a few years ago, the symbol of a flourishing society was 
the smoke stack, indicating busy industry. Now, we have 
learned of the dangers to human health and to natural and 
man-made assets that come from air pollution. Up until 
recently, the car has been a contributor to air pollution. 

New systems minimize emissions 

Lately, the car makers have devised systems to 
minimize harmful emissions. But these systems must be 
maintained to stay effective. And the engine tune-up, be it 
performed voluntarily or mandated by governmental agen¬ 
cies, is the least costly way to keep pollution levels 
manageable. 

As previously stated, tune-up also makes “good citizens” 
out of cars and their owners in other ways. 

A car that bogs down on a busy freeway at rush hour due 
to ignition failure does not endear itself to the thousands of 
other owners it may inconvenience. And a car that lurches 
into the passing lane attempting to pass and not having the 
necessary power is more than a nuisance; it’s a threat to life.

Pedal action can 

tell how brakes are 


Unlike a tire that suddenly 
goes fait without a warning, 
your car’s brake system often 
gives you ample notice that 
danger is imminent. Learning 
how to recognize those warning 
signals may give you time to 
correct the situation before a 
crisis occurs. 

The action of your brake 
pedal is a good barometer of 
brake condition. A low brake 


pedal indicates need for fluid in 
the master cylinder or a brake 
adjustment. 

A spongy action in the pedal 
could signify air in the Lines, 
deteriorating hose or worn 
rubber parts in the master 
cylinder. 

Fading brake pedal action 
could mean badly worn or 
glazed lining or contaminated 
brake fluid. If extreme 


pressure is needed to stop, a 
sticky piston in the wheel 
cylinder or master cylinder, 
pinched brake hoses or lines 
may be suspected. 

Noisy brakes are indications 
of possible poor brake-shoe-to- 
drum contact, weak or broken 
brake springs.

Of all car components, the 
ravages of winter weather take 
their heaviest toll on the bat¬ 
tery. While the battery is in no 
position to take a vacation 
during balmy spring and 
summer months, it should be 
given special treatment so that 
it might live to serve another 
winter. 

Battery manufacturers give 
the following advice on 
determining how much life is 
left in your battery. 

1. With the engine off and the 
Ignition switch in the accessory 
position, press the turn signal 
lever. If the click you hear is 
slower than when the engine Is 
operating, It’s a sign your 
battery is below normal power. 
Dimming of lights also in¬ 
dicates problems. 


2. Corrosion around the case 
and terminal may indicate 
possible battery trouble. 

3. Water being required too 
frequently or one cell needing 
more water than the others 
may also be warning signals. 

Original equipment batteries 
can be expected to last about 36 
months or 36,000 miles of or¬ 
dinary driving. Beyond that 
period, the battery may be 
living on borrowed time. 

The most reliable method of 
determining a battery’s con¬ 
dition is to give it a hydrometer 
test. The hydrometer reveals 
the concentration of sulphuric 
acid which affects the state of 
charge in each battery cell. 

A fully charged battery will 


give a hydrometer reading of 
1260 or higher specific gravity. 
A reading of 1210 or lower 
indicates the battery needs 
recharging. A reading which 
indicates a greater variance of 
more than 50 degrees between 
cells means a new battery is 
needed.

Pay heed 
to size, right construction 

Knowing the correct tire size should be used on all four wheel

Pop, snap, crackle may 
be fine for cereal, but 
not for CB set owners 


If you prefer your snap, 
crackle and pop with breakfast 
cereal rather than your CB 
radio receiver, then listen to 
this advice. The condition of 
your car can affect the quality 
of CB reception. 

According to David L.

system’s fluid level checked. 
Operation of your hydraulic 
braking system is absolutely 
dependent on a proper fluid 
level in the master cylinder. 


The car owner who neglects 
his cooling system is more 
vulnerable than ever to car 
trouble. 

This statement from Car 
Care Council is based on a 
study by a major manufac¬ 
turer of car coolants involving 
about 1,200 cars. The results 
showed more than a third of the 
three-year-old models checked 
had products of corrosion in 
their coolants. 

The percentages were: One 
year old, 22 per cent; twt) years 
old, 32 per cent; three years 
old, 36 per cent. None of the 
cars checked was an "old" car. 

The same survey showed 
that’ on average, nearly half 
the cars checked needed some 
kind of cooling-system service: 
One year old, 35 per cent; two 
years old, 49 per cent; threr 
years old, 53 per cent. What has 
been happening is a fairly 
simple story: the need for 
smaller more efficient cars has 
imposed a need for smaller 
engines. 

To achieve performance 
comparable with that offered 
by the "standard" car of the 
past, designers have had to 
make today’s engines work 
harder. And when an engine 
works harder, it generates 
more heat. 

About a third of the heat 
produced by today's internal- 
combustion engine must be 
taken away from the engine 
block and transferred safely to 
the outer air... this is the 
function of the cooling system. 

Since engines work more 
efficiently and give more miles 
per gallon at higher rather 
than lower temperatures, 
designers have resorted to 
pressurized systems in which 
the radiator cap plays a major 
role. So, too, does the kind of 
coolant used to transfer heat 
from the engine to the radiator 
where it can be passed to the 
surrounding air. 

A coolant with ethylene 
glycol as its base not only 
protects the engine against 
freezing but against boiling, 
too. In fact, what for years has 
been called "anti-freeze" now 




has to be an anti-surge, anti¬ 
foam, anti-steam, anti¬ 
corrosion, anti-boil ‘‘anti¬ 
freeze." 

If a 50-50 mixture of water 
and a reliable brand of coolant 
is used in a system pressurized 
to about 15 pounds per square 
inch, the boiling point is raised 
to about 265 degrees F (about 
129 degrees C) and the freezing 
is lowered to about -34 degrees

F (about -36 degrees C). 

Car Care Council points out 
that the old idea of a "per¬ 
manent" coolant is obsolete. 
Certainly, a high-quality 
coolant mixed with water in 
that 50-50 ratio will continue to 
provide protection against 
freezing year after year. 
However, the higher engine 
temperatures of the modern 
car will break down the

corrosion inhibitors in the 
coolant much more quickly 
than in past years. 

Consequently, the Council 
suggests you flush your car’s 
cooling system and change 
your coolant once a year, 
preferably before that summer 
vacation trip. 

DETECTING

It takes only enough paper — 
and old newspaper will do — to 
determine whether or not the 
fluids in your car’s various 
safety systems are leaking. 
Spread the paper under your 
car in your garage and then, in 
the morning when you want to 
make the check, carefully 
drive off the paper and note 
where — if any — leaks are 
indicated. 

If any is indicated, it should 
be checked by a pro.

Six easy steps to change vour plugs Three systems protected by car filters

STEP ONE - Basic tools 
required to change plugs are a 
flex-handle ratchet wrench 
with a spark plug socket (and 
possibly an extension for hard 
to reach plugs) and a gapping 
tool. It is also advisable when 
changing plugs to wear older 
clothes that are easily 
cleanable. Before changing the 
plug, you may want to remove 
the air cleaner assembly (on 
top of the carburetor) for 
unobstructed access to the 
spark plugs and wires. 


People who wouldn't think of 
smoking an unfiltered 
cigarette or drinking unflltered 
coffee realize the benefits these 
filters can offer. Perhaps not 
as well known is the im-

portance of the filters that help 
protect cars from premature 
wear and poor performance. 

AIR FILTER -The role of the 
air filter is to keep abrasive 
dust and dirt out of the car¬ 
buretor. When clogged with 
dirt or punctured, the result 
may be rough idle, poor gas 
mileage and producing ex¬ 
cessive pollutants. Air filter 
should generally be changed as 
part of a tune-up every 10,000 


miles. 

OIL FILTERS - prevent 
sludge, metal particles and 
other contaminants from 
reaching critical engine parts. 
It is generally recommended 
that ofl filters be replaced with 
every oil change. 

GAS FILTERS - These keep 

X r and fpreign particles 
reaching the fuel system. 
They usually require 
replacement at 12,000 miles. 


STEP FOUR — To remove each spark plug, attach the socket to 
the wrench handle and place the socket firmly on the spark plug. 
NOTE: If you encounter great resistance when you attempt to 
loosen the plug, the reason may be the engine is too hot and the 
plug threads have expanded. It is always a good practice to work 
on a cool engine to avoid possible bums. Ince the plug Is nearly 
out, you can disengage the socket from the ratchet handle and 
finish removing by hand. 


STEP THREE - Before 
removing the spark plug, free 
the area around the plug of all 
dirt and debris. An effective 
way of accomplishing this is to 
take a small section of rubber 
hosing and blowing the dirt 
away. This step is extremely 
important since foreign matter 
entering the cylinder through 
the plug hole can do great 
damage to the engine. 


STEP SIX — When replacing plugs, place the new plug in the 
socket and begin the reinstallation job with your finger. When the 
plug is in the hole securely, then re-attach the ratchet wrench and 
tighten. Do not tighten too snugly but merely to the point the plug 
is in so securely that it will not wobble. Re-attach the spark plug 
wire and repeat the process for the remaining plugs in the engine. 


STEP TWO - Before 
changing plugs, you must know 
where to find them. Follow the 
spark plug wires that lead from 
the distributor cap to the plugs 
themselves. (Again, there is 
one plug for every cylinder in 
your car. Do not confuse the 
wire that fits on the top center 
of the distributor for a plug 
wire. It is the coil wire.) Once 
you have identified the plug 
wires, remove one by grasping 
it gently at the boot (the point 
at which the wires attach to the 
plug). Never yank on the wire 
itself. Twist the boot and pull it 
off the plug. NOTE: Discon¬ 
nect the wires one at a time 
when each individual plug is 
changed. This will help you 
avoid reconnecting a wire to 
the wrong spark plug. 


STEP FIVE — Before in¬ 
stalling the new plug, make 
sure each is gapped correctly. 
Your owner’s manual could tell 
you what the proper gap set¬ 
ting is. (A common setting is 
.035".) Take your gap feeler 
gauge and run it between the 
ground electrodes of the plug. 
The electrodes should neither 
be too tight nor too loose but 
should fit snugly at the right 
gap setting Indicated on the 
gauge. The side electrode can 
be easily bent to create just the 
right cap opening.

Most hose problems can be 
spotted just by looking. The 
most obvious problem is 
leaking, either at the hose 
connections or from the hose 
itself. However, it is best to 
check each hose by squeezing it 
to determine if it has hardened | 
due to aging or if it is oil- or 
grease-softened. Hoses should 
be firm but not brittle. Spongy 
hoses also mean trouble. 

Here's what to look for: 

1. Cracks or breaks cause 
leaks that cannot be stopped by 
tightening clamps. If cracks go 
down into hose reinforcing 
cords, replace the hose. 

2. A hardened hose is stiff 
and will transmit engine 
vibration to the radiator inlet 
and outlet tubes which can 
cause them to break away 
from the radiator. 

3. A swelling or spongy hose 
indicates that the hose has 
been softened by oil or grease. 

4. Hidden failure - hose may 


look good from the outside but 
it may be deteriorated on the 
inside causing small hose 
particles to flake off. These 
particles can clog radiator 
tubes and reduce the radiator's 


ability to cool the coolant. 

5. Worn clamps - replace all 
clamps that cannot be 
tightened. When replacing 
coolant hoses always replace 
damps.

Students 
are taught to rhyme, to write 
sing-a-song,” he said. "People 
grow up thinking poetry has to 
have a sing-a-song. That’s why 
greeting cards do so well in this 
country." 

Humphrey has tried to 
change the situation. Although 
he never went to college for an 
undergraduate degree, he has 
taught teachers how to instruct 
poetry. He has also designed 
the poetry-writing curriculum 
for Attleboro, Mass., public 
schools. 

His most recent attempts to 
make poetry palatable for 
students have put him at the 
center of a community con¬ 
troversy.

BANGKOK, Thailand (UPI)

than a tourist trap, authorities 
are taking steps to preserve the 
traditional character of the 
only other such marketplace 
near Thailand’s capital.

Churchill by another 
name has some looks

John Spencer Churchill is a 
lookalike for his famous uncle, 
the late Sir Winston Churchill, 
and if he wanted he could 
"absolutely copy him, both in 
voice and gestures,” but he 
never does — "it's rather rude, 
if you see what I mean.” 

But as a favorite nephew, 
"looked after” by Sir Winston 
when his own father died, the 
67-year-old painter and racon¬ 
teur enjoys reminiscing about 
Britain’s great wartime 
leader. 

__ In New York recently as part 
of a tour of major American 
•cities to promote The Churchill 
Collection, an expensive array 
of prints, replicas and works of 
Sir Winston ranging in price 
from $125 for a bust to $3,000 for 
34 beautifully bound volumes of 
the statesman’s collected 
works, he recounted one of Sir 
Winston's favorite wartime 
stories: 

"The official car had broken 
down and Sir Winston had to 
take a taxi to British Broad¬ 
casting where he was to make 
one of his famous speeches. 
When he got there he said to the 
driver, ’Now, look, I’m only 
going to be about 20 minutes 
maximum and I’d be very 
grateful if you could possibly 
wait for me.’ The taxi driver 
said, ‘I’m awfully sorry, sir, 
but 1 did absolutely promise 
my wife that I’d go back to 
hear the prime minister's 
broadcast.’ Sir Wiaston was 
pleased. ‘Oh, well, I see,’ he 
said. 'I think it's going to be a 
quite interesting one, don’t 
waste time,’ and he gave the 
driver a five-pound note and 
began to walk away. ‘Wait, sir, 
I’ll give you your change,' the 
taxi driver called out. ’Don't 
waste time, keep the change,’ 
Sir Winston replied. ’Keep the 
change, sir. To hell with the 
prune minister, I'll certainly 
wait for you’." 

Still chuckling at the telling 
of the joke, John Spencer said 
of his uncle, “I was terrified of 
him, as a matter of fact, but he 
was really very nice to me. We 
had a common interest in lots 
of things, like painting." 


John Spencer credits his 
uncle with starting him on his 
career as a professional 
painter when he commissioned 
him to do the loggia at Chart- 
well, Sir Winston’s country 
home in Kent, 44 miles 
southeast of London. 

An author, sculptor and 
musician, John Spencer has 
gained his widest acclaim as a 
muralist. All his work is done 
on commission for private 
parties. 

Glancing out the window of 
his suite at the Essex House on 
Central Park South, he remar¬ 
ked, “This is fantastic, I wish I 
had my paint and brushes." 
But later, in an interview, he 
explained that he never paints 
on the spot as his uncle did. 
“Lots of painters do — set up 
an easel and get cracking. I do 
everything from memory. 

"I have a photographic 
mind, you see. If I painted on 
the spot you might just as well 
have taken a photograph." By 
painting from memory "a huge 
elimination takes place of the 
unnecessary and the main 
points stick out, which makes 
the painting," he said. 

And then, with mock 
hauteur: "That’s how all great 
painters work, you know." 

John Spencer, who served in 
the British army during World 
War II, was at the evacuation 
of Dunkirk. The day after he 
got back, he did 24 pen and ink 
wash drawings from memory. 
They are in France in storage, 
he said. 

Some time after the war, he 
did a huge painting of Dunkirk 
beaches that was presented to 
the Institute of Army Educa¬ 
tion. "The other day, they 
auctioned it. It didn't fetch 
very much — only about $2,000 
or something — considering 
it's a historical painting." 

John Spencer was reticent 
about commenting on recent 
news stories regarding Lady 
Spencer Churchill’s need to 
auction off some of her famous 
husband’s paintings. But he did 
remark that Sir Winston's 
widow was very upset about 
the publicity. ‘‘She's very 
private and she's 92, and at 92 
you really do want to be left 

alonp ",

The Green Thumb

Light and plants — House 
plant growers are often baffled 
by knowing how much light 
plants should get. They are 
confused by the term “foot 
candles", a good way to 
measure light for scientists, 
but for the poor plant grower it 
means very little. 

When it comes to deter¬ 
mining the amount of light, 
most gardeners "fly by the 
seat of their pants", and have 
fairly good luck. One simple 
test they use to determine 
adequate light is to hold your 
hand 18 inches above and to the 
side of the plant. If the shadow 
of your hand is just barely 
visible, the light should be 
adequate. Symptoms of in¬ 
sufficient light are dark green 
leaves with long stems or 
petioles of African Violets. 

A simpler way of diagnosing 
the plant's light need is by 


learning to "read the plant". 
Here are a few signs of in¬ 
sufficient light (1) Leaves 
angle or bend toward light. (2) 
Plants stretch and become 
spindly as with gloxinias and 
violets. (3) Red pigmented 
foliage, like croton or coleus. 
They lose coloration, in lack of 
light. Coleus does well without 
direct light. (4) New leaves 
become smaller on the plant. 
For example, split-leaf 
philodendron leaves will not 
split, but look like the heart- 
leaf philodendron. (5) Lower 
leaves can turn yellow and fall 
off. (This can also be a sign of 
overwatering or poor 
drainage.) 

Cure for lack of light: Sup- 
p.ement day light with natural 
light. The most efficient source 
is fluorescent light, using 2 or 4 
fixtures.

are helpful as a supplement, 
but do not use as a sole source 
of light for plant growth. Also 
do not hold them too close as 
they may burn the plants. 
Fluorescent lights do not burn. 

Signs of too much light: (1) 
Overall yellowing of leaves due 
to chlorophyll or green 
pigment destruction, as with 
African Violets. (2) Leaf burn 
and leaf scorch as with 
Schefflera, Dumb Cane and 
Ficus (all of which can lake on 
scorch due to overwatering). 

Cure for too much light: 
Move plants behind a tran¬ 
slucent curtain, or where they 
get less light intensity. Keep 
them out of direct sun. Most 
foliage plants do not like direct 
sun, especially those which 
grow naturally in the jungles. 
Foliage plants need lower light 
intensity than flowering plants.

Coalition, Management Task Force, and 
the Home Rule Commission ... 

Florence Rubin has served on all and 
attended their meetings, according to an 
office desk calendar. 

Ratification of the Massachusetts 
Equal Rights Amendment and legislative 
redistricting are the league’s major 
accomplishments under Ms. Rubin's 
presidency, I^ura White believes. 

In Newton, where she was president of 
the local I.WV from 1964-69, Florence 
Rubin is best remembered for her work 
on charter reform or for her behind-the- 
scenes work in nominating Newton for its 
All-America City award. 

Sylvia Apelbaum, who served on the 
Newton LWV board with Florence, 
recalls monitoring a legislative com¬ 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen that was 
looking into charter reform, and a LWV 
study committee that led to action on it. 

Already supporting the election of a 
fulltime mayor with a four-year term, 
staggered terms for school committee 
members, and elections to fill vacancies 
on the Board of Aldermen, the LWV 
ended up opting for a complete revision of 
the city charter. 

Florence Rubin was active first in 
procuring a home rule amendment, in the 
General Court, to allow Newton to change 
its charter, and then in collecting 10,000 
voters’ signatures to put the question of 
electing a charter commission on the 
ballot. 

When the referendum won,the charter 
commission itself still had to be elected. 

Ms. Rubin, then finishing her term as 
Newton LWV president, ran for the 
commission. 

She became its chairman. 

Passed in Novemberl971 , the new 


charter does not include all the reforms 
that Florence Rubin would like to see in 
Newton government. 

She wants the Board of Aldermen cut to 
16 members, eight elected at-large and 
one from each of the city’s eight wards. 

"I don’t think a city the size of Newton 
needs 24 aldermen to represent all points 
of view in the city," she said em¬ 
phatically. 

Told that some people criticized a cut 
as being “undemocratic" because it does 
not allow as much representation, she 
disagreed. 

"If you have an overabundance of 
representatives, it is difficult for the 
voter to see what his or her represen¬ 
tative is doing," she explained. 

And, in a large body each represen¬ 
tative doesn't have as much voice as in a 
smaller body, she added. 

Similarly, she backs the cut in the size 
of the Massachusetts House now causing 
redistricting pains at the State House. 

Redistricting is, and always has been, a 
difficult thing, even without a cut, she 
observed. 

Although it’s a traumatic experience 
for a legislature to cut its own body, she 
said, the cut will give Massachusetts 
more effective government and make the 
legislature function better. 

In general, she thinks Rep. George 
Keverian's redistricting plan was done 
“with good results”. 

Commenting on the status of the 
federal Equal Rights Amendment, which 
needs approval from the legislatures of 
three more states by 1979 to become part 
of the Constitution, Ms. Rubin said people 
in Massachusetts can still do a number of 
things to help, although the Bay State has 
ratified ERA. 


First, they can give money, she said. 
"There are going to have to be really 
major efforts made" to pass ERA in the 
rest of the states, she said. 

That Is going to take money - to hire 
people with experience in political action 
and to educate voters. 

It's in the legislatures, not on the ballot, 
so the need is to persuade constituents to 
lobby their state senators and 
representatives in those states, she said. 

National LWV people from states 
where there arc strong anti-ERA lobbies 
have seen literature with the John Birch 
Society's Belmont, Mass, address on it, 
she said. 

People frequently ask her where 
Belmon is, she added. 

In Utah, pro-ERA people say opposition 
comes from the Mormon Church, she 
said. 

The ERA, judicial reform and the state 
court system in Massachusetts, and 
urban problems will be Florence Rubin's 
immediate concerns for the future. 

"I've been so busy the last few years 
that l haven’t had time to think about 
after Wednesday,” she told the Graphic 
earlier this week, when asked about her 
future plans. 

Close colleagues report that she has 
had several offers, butshe said at a state 
board luncheon last week that none, 
unfortunately, were as challenging as the 
League. 

Barring a tantalizing job offer, 
Florence Rubin will be back next week at 
the house on Centre Street where Jeffrey, 
age 17, and husband Larry, an MIT 
physicist, may actually see her for 24 
hours in a row. 

Meanwhile, Friday is Florence Rubin 
Day in Newton to celebrate one woman’s 
dedication to the purpose of political 
responsibility through informed, active 
citizen participation in government.

Dielz and Terry Morris argued that the 
new arrangement should be tried out. 

Voting against giving the maintenance 
back to the Recreation Department were 
Aid. Matthew Jefferson, Ernest Dietz, 
Terry Morris, Edward Richmond, and 
Susan Schur. 

In other business, the Board voted 16-6

Who are we? incomes 

We are 87,267 people of 
mixed backgrounds’ and 
aspirations who manage to live 
harmoniously in Newton's 18 
square miles. 

Only 59 percent of Newton's 
population was bom in this 
country of parents also bom in 
this country. 

More than one in every nine 
Newton residents was bom in a 
another country, and another 
30 percent have a parent or 
parents who were not bom in 
the United States. 

Russia leads the list of 
countries contributing to 
Newton’s foreign stock 
(foreign-bom or having one or 

23 percent of newton’s foreign 
stock claims Russia as their 
country of origin. 

Not so close behind is Italy, 
with 17 percent, closely 
followed by Canada, 14.5 
percent. Then come Ireland, 
9.3 percent; United Kingdom, 

germany,3.1 percent; and “all 
other'” 22.7 percent 

Racially we are almost all 
white, according to census ' 
figures, with only 1.2 percent 
black and 0.8 "other." 

In religion we choose from 
among five Baptist, eight 
Catholic, six Congregational, 
eight Episcopal, and four 
Methodist churches and one 
each of the Christian Science, 
Greek Orthodox, Pentecostal, 
Lutheran, Presbyterian, 
Jehovah’s Witnesses, and 
Unitarian denominations. 

Although the Jewish 
population is declining (now at 
about 25 percent according to a 
recent study by the Combined 
Jewish Philanthropies), we 
have seven synagogues. 

Compared to Boston we are 
relatively well off, with a 
median income in 1970 (the last 
federal census) of $15,381. The 
Boston metropolitan area 
median income was $11,449. 

Despite the fact that about 
5000 people move into or out of 
Newton every year, two-thirds 
of the us like Newton well 
enough to have lived at the 
same house for more than 10 
years. 

One-fourth of us have lived 
where we live now for more 
than 21 years. 

We are a middle-aged city 
both in terms of the en¬ 


vironment of the city and the 
people who live in it. 

In 1970 more than one-third 
of our population was in the 
first two decades of life, but by 
1976 the percentage had 
dropped to 29.4. 

The percentage of people 


over age 65 has not increased 
markedly, but the number of 
people between age 20 and 65 
has gone up to 58 percent of our 
total population (from 53.6 
percent in 1970), with the 
median age of all of us now at 
31.4 years.

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A ward competition meant many months of work 


By JOHN HOWARD 

Every year the National 
Municipal League sponsors an 
All-America City contest, 
ordinarily picking a half-dozen 
or so winners from perhaps 
hundreds of entries. 

Last year, 1976, the com¬ 
petition was paricularly in¬ 
tense, with many cities vying 
to be the All-America City for 
the Bicentennial year. The 
criteria and theme for selec¬ 
tion may vary from year to 
year, but in 1976 the theme to 
be emphasized was citizen 
participation, preferably 
grassroots. 

When the announcement of 
the 1976 competition arrived at 
City Hall, earlier in the year, it 
occurred to Mayor Mann that 
Newton had two or three recent 
activities that seemed to fit 
these criteria, and he and his 
assistant, Jane Pitt, submitted 
three items as evidence of 
citizen participation in city 
affairs: 

1) the Newton Highlands 
Neighborhood Area Council, 
which was the first (and so far 
the only) village council set up 
under more provisions of the 
recently revised charter; 

2) the Community Schools 
program, in which 
neighborhood and village 
schools are used in the evening 
for a variety of adult education 
courses taught by local 
volunteers and attended by 
friends and neighbors young 
and old; 

3) the efforts by John 
Howard and two or three 
colleagues to put an end to the 
vandalism that had nearly 
destroyed the beautiful old 
house on the top of Oak Hill 
that had been designed in 1886 
by the famous Victorian ar¬ 
chitect, Henry Hobson 
Richardson, as a summer 
home for Dr. Henry Jacob 
Bigeow. 

To generalize broadly, one 
might say that these three 
activities portrayed citizen 
participation at citywide level, 
at the village level, and at the 
individual level. 

The Mayor submitted a brief 
sketch of these three activities 


in early summer. In early 
October we were all pleased to 
learn that Newton was one of 18 
cities selected to compete in 
the final judging process to be 
held in Williamsburg, Virginia, 
on November 8,9. 

The cities selected ranged 
over a wide variety of types, 
big and small, young and old, 
rich and poor (mostly poor). 

The 18 cities included large 
cities such as Baltimore, Md., 
(which had remodeled its 
harbor and waterfront area; 
Des Moines, Iowa; San Ber¬ 
nardino, Calif.; Lubbock, Tex; 
Park Forest, Ill.; to small and 
rural towns such as Tarboro, 
N.C., Arvada, Colo., and 
Pascagoula, Miss. 

Each city was permitted a 
display table in the lobby of the 
convention center where the 
judging was held, and each was 
to make a 10-minute presen¬ 
tation of their citizen par¬ 
ticipation projects to a panel of 
judges representing the 
National Municipal League. 
The judges, (who also had a 
written copy of the ap¬ 
plication), then asked 
questions of the presenters. 

Newton sent a team of five 
people to the judging. Their 
travel was sponsored by the 
Newton Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. The Newton delegation 
consisted of Mann, Mrs. Pitt, 
City Planning Director Charles 
Thomas, Florence Rubin, who 
had helped draft the City 
Charter provisions that 
established the concept of 
Neighborhood Area Councils, 
and me, a member of the 
Newton Highlands Area 
Council and the principal 
guardian of the Bigelow House. 

When the mayor had first 
suggested the restoration of the 
Bieglow House as one of the 
contest activities, he had 
contacted Mrs. Farnsworth, a 
sixth grade teacher at the Hyde 
School in Newton Highlands, 
and asked if the three sixth 
grades could make, as a class 
project, a model of the Bigelow 
House to display at William¬ 
sburg. The sixth grade at Hyde 
School had several times in 
previous years made models of 
buildings as class projects. 


They agreed to try; and soon 
thereafter, made a tour to see 
and measure the building. 
They were somewhat 
dismayed to find that it is a 


huge, rambling structure, 
much more complex than In 
any of their previous projects. 
But I had already made a small 
scale model of the Bigelow 
House, which I lent them, and 
had detailed floor plans of the 
house, which my wife re-drew 
on a scale suitable for a display 
model. 

The three sixth grade classes 
split Into six teams, each team 
making a model, out of card¬ 
board, paper, and balsa wood. 
A few days before leaving for 
Williamsburg, a contest was 


held at Hyde School and the 
best one of these models was 
selected. 

Two weeks before the contest 
Mayor Mann took ill with an 


ulcer problem, and was 
hospitalized. He was 
discharged from the hospital 
the weekend before the contest 
but decided, nevertheless, to 
attend. Meantime, Florence 
Rubin and I rewrote the script 
for the 10-minute oral 
presentation. 

The judging for the All- 
America Cities contest was to 
be held at Williamsburg on a 
Monday and Tuesday, with 
Newton as the second con¬ 
testant on the second morning. 

Charles Thomas went down 


on Sunday to set up the display 
table, and Florence Rubin also 
went down early in order to 
listen to the Monday presen¬ 
tations. The others planned to 
come down Monday morning. 
Sunday, Thomas telephone the 
mayor from Williamsburg that 
most of the other groups had 
elaborate displays, some of 
them with automated color 
slide presentations. Fur¬ 
thermore, all of the other cities 
were projecting slides on a 
screen facing the jury as they 
gave their presentations. 
Mayor Mann telephoned me 
about possible slides. 

On Sunday I borrowed slides 
of views of Newton from Jean 
Husher, Chairwoman of the 
Newton Historical Com¬ 
mission; views of the 
Highlands from Barbara 
Kapalan, views of Highlands 
Village Day from Bobbi Croce, 
Community School scenes 
from Lois Alexander, and 
view? of the Bigelow House 
from Frank Olnay and 
Jonathan Hale. , ., . . 

Armed with,'about 50 
borrowed slides I, Mayor Mann 
and Jane Pjtt journeyed to 
Williamsburg on Monday and 
the entire group spent Monday j 
evening- timing the speech, to ; 
be given by Florence Rubin, 1 
and picking the best slides for 
visual accompaniment 

The presentation on Tuesday 
morning was flawless, nine 
minutes and 50 seconds, with 
good visuals and prompted 
much friendly discussion from 
the jurors. 

They were particularly in¬ 
terested in the concept of the 
Newton Highlands com¬ 
munications network. 

After our presentation, the 
Newton team gathered for a 
late breakfast and a self¬ 
appraisal of our performance. 
In spite of hectic last minute 
preparation, it seemed to all of 
us that our topics were good, 
the visuals were excellent and 
the presentation by Florence 
Rubin was superb. Our low- 
budget submission came 
through as well as, or better, 
than any of the others we had 
heard. We thought we had won. 

We were right. 



John Howard 


Famous Surgeon 
Commissioned 
Bigelow House 


Bigelow House in Oak Hill 
was built in the mid-19th 
century for Dr. Henry Jacob 
Bigelow by famed architect 
H.H. Richardson. 

Bigelow was born in Boston 
in 1818 and attended Boston 
Latin School. Entering Har¬ 
vard at 15, he graduated in 
1837and graduated from 
Harvard Medical School in 
1841. 

Dr. Bigelow began a private 
practice in surgery and Is 
famous for having introduced 
anesthesia to surgery. 

In his later years, the doctor 
practiced at Mass. General 
Hospital and lived in a 
towhnhouse at 60 Beacon St. In 
the late 1870’s he sustained 


heavy losses on investments in 
Western railroads and had to 
borrow money from his son, 
William Sturgis Bigelow to 
repay debts. 

Just before he retired from 
practice in 1886 Dr. Bigelow 
purchased 50,000 square feet of 
land on the top of Oak Hill in 
Newton Centre and com¬ 
missioned Henry Hobson 
Richardson to design a sum¬ 
mer house for him. 

Bigelow occupied himself 
planting trees and landscaping 
during his summers in 
residence. One friend who 
visited him there remarked 
that Bigelow seemed to be able 
to take plants that supposedly 
only grew in tropical wet 


lowlands and make them 
thrive on Oak Hill. The friend 
was Oliver Wendell Holmes. 

Bigelow took a genuine in the 
interest in the construction of 
his house and even designed 
some jimmy-proof window 
latches that the carpenters 
admired. 

In the spring of 1890 on a trip 
while traveling from Boston to 
Oak Hill, his carriage over¬ 
turned and Bigelow was 
seriously injured. He died Oct. 
30,1890, at the Oak Hill house of 
a kidney ailment. 

After his death son William 
Bigelow , also a noted surgeon 
and collector of oriental art,

continued to occupy the house 
until about 1900 when it was 
sold to Boston attorney J.J. 
Storrow. 

The house was the second 
last commission for Richard¬ 
son before his death. 

During this century, it was 
used as a dormitory by the 
Peabody School for Crippled 
Children and was leased to the 
City of Newton in 1963. 

In July, 1975, after the 
closing of Peabody School, 
vandalism reached epic 
proportions at the house. 
Newel posts and rungs of the 
banister were sawed off and 
taken and away and woood- 
work had also been removed. 
All the windows were smashed. 

It was the chronic vandalism 


of a Richardson landmark that 
brought John Howard into the 
picture. Howard, a resident of 
Newton Highlands, literally 
camped in the house in order to 
stem the tide of destruction. 

In September, 1975, a con¬ 
certed grassroots effort to 
preserve Bigelow House was 
underway, an outgrowth f a 
meeting called by the Historic 
District Commission to find 
“legal and archtectural 
means" of rescuing the home. 

Friends of the Richardson 
House, John Howard co- 
chairman , was formed. 

Howard, by this point, had 
mowed the lawn and swept the 
structure clean. 

In a year's time the house 
was partially restored through 
the efforts of the city, Newton 
Area CETA and the Historical

According to the 1973 or¬ 
dinance formally establishing 
the Newton Community 
Schools Programs, they are 
intended "to transform the 
traditional role of the 
neighborhood school into that 
of a total community center for 
people of all ages and 
bacgrounds operating ex¬ 
tensively throughout the 
year." 


Threeyears after im¬ 
plementation of the ordinance, 
considerable progress toward 
this ambitious goal can be 
reported. Twenty-two of 23 
elementary school districts 
currently participate, with an 
additional special education 
program. 

Last year more man b2UU 
participants (including almost 
4000 different individuals) took 
part in 529 activities providing

opportunities for learning, 
enjoyment, relaxation or 
exercice; sharing skills, 
hobbies, and special interests; 
meeting new friends and 
discovering more about the 
place where they live. 

About half the participants 
are children, half adults; and 
many of the adults are from 
non-school families. Many 
programs serve more than one 
age group. 

Among the most popular and 
well-attended types of 
programs are: arts and crafts, 
baking, exercise, needlecraft, 
quilting, and yoga. 

Along with these and other 
staple items, a random survey 
of a few recent local flyers 
shows much neighborhood 
diversity: "Law, Lawyers, and 
Courts," "Radio, and Audio 
Biography,” “Victorian 
Houses," "Museum Tours," 
"Career Planning Workshop,” 
“Literary Discussion Groups,” 
"Investment and Financial 
Planning," "Circus School," 
“Contemporary Issues 
Discussion Group,’’ 
"Workshop for Single 
Parents,” "Stamp Club,” and 
many, many more. The special 
education program includes a 
drop-in center for teenagers, 
and a recreation program for 
the multiply handicapped. 

Newton Community Schools 
is part of a rapidly growing 
movement supported by active 
state and national associations, 
a network of university cen¬ 
ters, and recent state and 
federal legislation. But the 
Newton programs have been 
developed by Newton residents 
and uniquely adapted to 
Newton circumstances. 

Modest beginnings in the 
Emerson and Lincoln-Eliot 


Congratulations to the 

City of Newton! 
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districts in 1968 blossomed in 
1972 into a city-school part¬ 
nership for citywide 
development. The city’s 
Community Relations Com¬ 
mission provided a sub¬ 
committee under Florence 
Rubin to supervise the 
emerging programs through a 
council of local program 
coordinators. The School 
Committee contributed a 
variety of support services and 
initial funding to pay instructor 


stipends and custodial costs. 

In December, 1973, after 
many months of work by the 
Education Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen under 
Louis Egelson, the Community 
Schools ordinance was passed. 
It called for continuation of the 
city-school partnership, with 
half the public funding and 
approximately half the 
representation on the gover-

ning commission coming from 
each side. 

The Community Schools 
Program is a miniature federal 
system, involving a double 
accountability to the residents 
and taxpayers of Newton. 

At the "top" the Community 
Schools Commission is ac¬ 
countable through budgetary 
and fiscal processes to the 
mayor, School Committee, 
Board of Aldermen, and finally 
to the general public for its 


policies, programs, and ex¬ 
penditures. To fulfill this 
responsibility the commission 
has set up a framework of 
cityide policies and 
procedures, published in an 
administrative handbook, and 
a Community Schools Office in 
City Hall to carry out these 
policies and to provide in¬ 
formation to the general 
public. Lee Manes is executive 
director, and Beatrice Mooar is 
senior clerk and typist. 


The Newton Community 
Schools Programs are also 
accountable at the "bottom” to 
the residents of each school 
district. Within the framework 
of dtywide policies the com¬ 
mission’s aim has been en¬ 
courage maximum opportunity 
for grassroots leadership in 
planning and operating 
programs directly responsive 
to local needs and resources. In 
each school essentially 


volunteer coordinators, 
working with central office 
staff and volunteer local 
committees, survey 
neighborhood preferences, set 
registration fee levels, choose 
programs, prepare budgets, 
find leaders for them, 
negotiate for school space, 
publicize the programs locally, 
register participants, monitor 
programs, submit all 
necessary reports, and par¬ 
ticipate in general policy¬ 


making through the council of 
coordinators. 

The greatest achievement of 
the Community Schools 
Programs, happily recognized 
m the All-America City award, 
has been their ability to renew 
themselves through the 
recruitment of competent and 
enthusiastic volunteer 
neighborhood leadership. 

Community Schools will 
continue to change and grow.

before state and city leaders in business, 
education, and government. 

Burke has advised that the 88-year-old 
Pulaski Brass Band of Webster, Mass., will 
be returning to Newton again this year, this 
band being one of the most popular units in 
last year’s event. 

Also included within the musical units will 
be the new Newton North High School 
Marching Band. Under the direction of 
bandmaster Tom Leonard the band has 
quadrupled in size and with Saturday drill 
sessions becoming the “order of the day,” 
the Newton North High School unit has 
become one of the area’s outstanding 
marching units. 

Along with being one of the lead bands 
within this years parade the high school 
band has been asked to play the National

There is agreement on the need 
for better programming 
coordination, both internally 
and externally; and for ex¬ 
ploration of exciting new 
directions, such as a pre¬ 
retirement conference planned 
with the Department of Human 
Services. 


Our neighborhood schools 
are by no means ‘‘total com¬ 
munity centers” as yet. But it 
is also generally agreed that 
whatever the direction of 
change it should not weaken 

the grassroots participatory 
process that is the real heart of 
Newton Community Schools.

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Tightly-knit village a natural for area council

A unique interdependence 
:xists between the Hyde School 
»nd the Newton Highlands 
lusiness center and com- 
nunity services. 

Because they are all located 
n the Newton Highlands 
Tillage, they make up the 
jackbone of the Highlands 
leighborhood. The residential 
neighborhood which surrounds 
the village center sends all its 
children to the Hyde School. 
The school provides op¬ 
portunities for meeting people 
who are not one’s immediate 
neighbors. As a result, one 
encounters friends, not 
strangers, in chance meetings 
in the neighborhood. Seeing 
familiar faces on the streets of 
Newton Highlands makes one 
feel at home. 

The overlapping of the 
contacts and activities in the 
neighborhood, through the 
school, shopping, church, 
library, and and recreation 
creates a tightly-woven social 
fabric. Because of this, the 
fas right for sup- 
lidea of forming a 
area council. 

1973, ; Jean Artin, 
■esid^flt of the 
11 became alarmed 
and concerned about the future 
economic stability of the 
Newton Highlands business 
center when we learned that 
Woolworth’s, a magnet store 



for the area, was going out of 
business. 

We wondered if the com¬ 
munity could help the business 
center. We were aware that the 
Hyde School played a critical 
role in the complex interaction 
that created Newton 
Highland's sense of community 
and turned to the school for 
action. 

We contacted the Hyde 
School Community School, 
which arranged for the school 
to give us space for a com¬ 
munity meeting. The school 
also allowed us to send flyers 
home with the children to 
announce this special meeting 
and its purpose. Flyers were 
also placed in every store in the 
business center to attract the 
attention of those who were not 
involved in any Hyde School 
activities. 

Over 200 people came in this 
first meeting. They, too, were 
concerned about the business 
center and were especially 
enthusiastic to hear about the 
possibility of organizing as a 
neighborhood area council as 
allowed by Article 9 of the 
City’s Charter. They felt that 
such a council would be a 
vehicle for the community to 
have an effective voice in 
planning for the future of the 
business center and the 
neighborhood and it would 
provide a way to avoid crisis- 
oriented community action. 

The Charter states that to 


* 

* 

* 
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form a council an area must 
define its boundaries. We were 
struck by the fact that the 
addresses of those attending 
our meetings were all within 
the Hyde School district 
boundaries. We feel this 
reflects the long-standing 
recognition by the school 
department of the natural 
neighborhood boundaries 
which they then used for the 
original school district. 

Our unusually strong 
community spirit crosses 
barriers of age, race, ethnic 
origin, economic and 
educational differences. The 
Newton Highlands 
neighborhood has been aware 
of the comples components of 
its strong sense of community 
since 1967 when two Newton 
more Highlands residents 
analyzed it in the first Hyde 
School community school 
proposal. 

The fact that Newton 
Highlands is the only Newton 
neighborhood to form a 
neighborhood service area and 
elect a council attests to the 
strength of this community 
spirit. Without the presence of 
the Hyde School constantly 
generating and rejuvenating 
the social networks in the 
community this long term 
effort could not have been 
achieved. 

It took one and one-half years 
of persistent, diligent work to 
transform the complex charter 
article permitting the for¬ 
mation of neighborhood area 
councils into a functioning 
organization approved by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

We are not a typical 
neighborhood improvement 
association. The Charter ar¬ 
ticle permits the Board of 
Aldermen to grant us sub¬ 
stantive power if and when 
they find it desirable to 
decentralize their authority 
and we have the option of 
petitioning the Board to allow 


us to provide services the city 
does not provide. 

The nine elected members of 
the council have been declared 
officers of the City of Newton. 
We have discovered that our 
council was the first charter- 
legislated neighborhood area 
council to form in the entire 
country and one of the few 
existing that is a citizen- 
initiated organization. 

We have twice received 
national recognition. 

First we submitted a ppper 
that was presented at the 
National Conference on 
Neighborhood Area Councils 
sponsored by the Center for 
Governmental Studies that was 
held in May, 1976, in Kansas 
City, Missouri. A book on 
neighborhood area councils 
resulting from that conference 
has many references to our 
council, its authority, history 
and activities. 

Second, the National 
Municipal League selected 
Newton as one of the finalists in 
its All-America City com¬ 
petition because of its citizen- 
initiated activities. The 
Newton Highlands 
Neighborhood Area Council 
was one of the three reasons 
Newton cited in its application. 

Through council efforts, the 
community has received 
federal community develop¬ 
ment funds to improve the 
appearance of the storefronts 
and the village itself. This was 


an outgrowth of the original 
concern that led to the for¬ 
mation of the council. 

We were granted ap¬ 
proximately $40,000 over a 
three-year period despite the 
fact that the Highlands was not 
a designated target area for 
community development 
money. A volunteer committee 
of over 20 residents and 
merchants worked with an 
architectural consultant for 
more than six months to design 
these village improvements. 

We expect construction to 
begin in July, 1977, on two 
pedestrian areas. One is at the 
Lincoln-Walnut intersection. 

The other is at the Lincoln- 
Hartford St. intersection.

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Nonantum

The Nonantum Community 
Association was established 10 
years ago to promote the 
general public welfare of the 
village of Nonantum, including 
the care and preservation of 
the property, the advancement 
of public improvements, the 
improvement of the physical 
aspects of the area in all 
regards; and the furtherance 
of community interests, civic, 
cultural, charitable, 
educational, and recreational; 
and to take all such action and 
do all things necessary and 
desirable in furtherance of said 
purposes. 

The association’s goal is to 
be a source of information to 
the membership and public 
and to communicate with 
municipal and governmental 
authorities and others. 

The Association is non¬ 
partisan and does not engage in 
the furtherance, directly or 
indirectly, of partisan political 
activity. 

Some of the items we have 
been successful in negotiating 
and have held open forums and 
meetings on are open space in 
Nonantum and recreational 
needs of the area; Italian 
culture programs at the 
Nonantum Library through 
federal grants; Italian 
language for junior high and 
high schools; and a 
cooperative nurSery school 
day-care center. The 
Nonantum Community 
Association has supported 
Nonantum Girls Club activities 
and senior citizen needs, of¬ 
fering assistance to them. 

The association has 
represented Nonantum 
residents in reference to traffic 
and parking problems and 
revaluation problems that 
were before the City of Newton, 
and expressed the views of the 
older citizens of our com¬ 
munity with less income or 
limited income. 


Nearly, all the villages in 
Newton have some sort of 
community organization. 

Some arose out of a specific 
need and persisted; some are 
social in nature; some are 
almost purely political. Many 
combine both aspects. 

Newtonville and West 
Newton have no "improvement 
society” or neighborhood 
association, perhaps because 
each of these villages is split in 
half by the Massachusetts 
Turnpike extension. 

Newton Corner also has been 
divided and has in addition to 
the Newton Corner 
Neighborhood Association 
several smaller groups 
speaking for certain limited 
neighborhoods. 

Newton Highlands has no 
improvement society or other 
association. Instead, it has the 
semigovernmental Newton 
Highlands Neighborhood 


Service Area Council, which is 
elected by Newton Highlands 
residents withing the 
established boundaries set up 
four years ago under a 
provision of the city charter. 
1 The area council was formed 
because the improvement 
society gradually died during 
the sixties, and the Highlands 
was faced with drastic changes 
in the seventies' with no 
organization to help cope with 
the change. 

Some of the organizations 
exist only to react to changes 
or threats to the neighborhood; 
others have changed from that 
outlook to one of a positive 
approach of trying to ac¬ 
complish change for the better. 

The descriptions of the 
neighborhood societies that 
follow were writtenin every 
case but one by the presidents 
of the organizations and edited 
in some cases to comply with 
space requirements. 


The association advises city 
government on zoning com¬ 
pliance, the need for better 
lighting, better sidewalks, 
beautification needs, and 
stricter enforcement of the 
parking regulations. 

It relays citizens’ opinions on 
matters of health and safety, 
fire protection and equipment, 
and need for foot policemen in 
the area of Nonantum. 

Present projects are ob¬ 
taining an addition at the 
Hawthorn gym to act as a 
multiservice center for groups 
of all ages and more tennis 
courts at the Stearns School.

The Newton Lower Falls 
Improvement Association has 
been in existence about 30 
years, having been established 
shortly after World War II. Due 
to earlier records having been 
lost or misplaced the exact 
date of its founding is not 
known. 

The objectives of the 
association are to promote the 
neighborly interests of its 
members, to foster community 
spirit, and to do such things as 
may be appropriate or 
necessary to accomplish civic 
improvement. 

Membership in the 
association is open to any 
person of full age who owns 
property in Newton I,ower 
Falls, who is a resident, or who 
operates a business in the 
community. The paid-up 
membership of the association 
is 50 families. 

The association is governed 
by the board of managers, who 
serve a two-year term. Two 
regularly scheduled meetings 
are held during the year, one in 
the spring and one in the fall. 
Special meetings may be held 
at the discretion of the 
president, the board of 


managers, or upon written 
request of 20 members. 

The association has been 
involved in many worthwhile 
projects of community interest 
and concern over the years, 
with perhaps one of the more 
important and long-standing 
ones being the Newton Lower 
Falls redevelopment project. 
The Lower Falls Project Area 
Committee (LOPAC), which is 
a subcommittee of the 
Improvement Association, 
chaired by Joel Leighton, has 
been a valuable tool in 
representing the voice of the, 
community and its interests 
before the Newton Community 
Development Authority, for¬ 
merly the Newton 
Redevelopment Authority. 

Another very important area 
in which the association has 
played an active role has been 
the declining school enrollment 
and its effect upon our com¬ 
munity school, Hamilton 
elementary school. 

Last year the association 
sponsored the first community 
field day, Falls’ BaU ’76. This 
was so well received that it has 
become an annual affair, with 
Falls' Ball ’77 scheduled for 
June 11 at Hamilton School.

Since its establishment in 
1889, the Waban Improvement 
Society has tried to serve 
community needs, help solve 
problems, create im¬ 
provements, etc., in this at¬ 
tractive village of Newton. 

Currently, in Waban there 
are about 6000 residents in 
approximately 1900 homes, all 
of which receive our annual 
notices but only 500-600 pay 
dues. 

The volunteer executive 
board, consisting of four of¬ 
ficers and 12 directors (two 
from each of six districts), 
meets up to six times yearly in 
members’ homes. Board 
members serve one to three 
years. 

The annual meeting in May 
or June is the main public 
meeting, included in our 
"Waban Community Day" the 
past two years. Additional 
community meetings are 
called only when needed. . 

Over the years the society 
has received suggestions and 
complaints regarding traffic 
violations, sign problems, 
shortcomings in city services, 


MBTA station conditions, 
residents’ trash barrels, etc., 
and has communicated with 
Newton City Hall personnel, 
our aldermen or other ap¬ 
propriate persons with usually 
good results. 

The city’s services have been 
supplemented by providing 
some trash barrels, help with 
maintenance of the library 
lawn, flower and shrub plan¬ 
tings and periodic “clean-ups" 
of the square and MBTA areas. 

Our bulletin board in Waban 
Square serves for posting 
society information (slate, 
communications, map, etc.) 
and for our residents’ notices. 
The Christmas tree lights are 
paid for by the society. 

Along with other local per¬ 
sons and groups, the W.I.S. has 
made contributions toward our 
own youth worker for two 
years. We plan to continue 
future support. 

We congratulate the Mayor 
and all concerned for Newton’s 
award as an "All-America 
City” and trust Waban’s 
residents will continue to work 
with each other and City Hall 
for high standards in the 
future. 


Upper Falls

Originally known as the 
Village Improvement Society, 
the Newton Upper Falls 
Improvement Association was 
organized Oct. 31,1901, making 
it one of the oldest such 
organizations in the city. For 75 
years it has been the civic 
conscience of the village, 
reminding the city and our 
citizens of their obligations to 
the community. 

This year the Improvement 
Association has lobbied hard at 
City Hall and established a 
network of neighborhood 
representatives who distribute 
"The Bridge," the 
association’s newsletter, to 
over 800 families. 

So far this year, 100 families 
have contributed to the 
association’s treasury. 

Through the neighborhood 
reps the executive board has 
found out what concerns the 
neighborhood. High on the list 


is the unsightly depot area at 
Oak and Chestnut Streets and 
the central city garage 
proposed for Elliot Street. 

Neighbors also complain 
about inadequate snow 
removal on side streets and 
sidewalks leading to Emerson 
School, and parking violations 
near Upper Falls’ many an¬ 
tique stores and restaurants. 

To deal with these problems 
Public Works Chairman Brian 
Yates and President Steve 
Shugrue frequently speak to 
Ward 5 Alderman Susan Schur 
and other city officials both 
elected and appointed. 

Trying to improve the depot 
area has involved getting a 
(5000 grant to "study" the area 
and speaking to property 
owners (business and 
residential), realtors, and the 
MBTA, which owns the actual 
depot building. As for the

Centre

The central objective of the 
Newton Centre Neighborhood 
Association is to maintain a 
workable balance between 
residential interests, com¬ 
mercial interests and in¬ 
stitutions serving various 
social needs. 

NCNA, formed in 1964, 
currently has a membership of 
approximately 400 families, 
most of whom live within an 
area bounded by Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue, Route 9, 
Walnut Street, and Hammond 
Pond Parkway. 

NCNA has several general 
meetings; these include an 
annual picnic and frequent 
meetings of its officers and 
board of directors, 
representing the various 
sectors of the village, and 
including two aldermen. 

Like many citizen action 
groups, NCNA was formed to 
react to an issue. This issue 
involved the expansion of a 
small oil company, located in a 
residential neighborhood, to a 
wholesale distributorship. 

This nonconforming use 
presented traffic, safety and 
fire hazards, and the resultant 
noise and odors threatened to 
affect both property values and 
the future use and development 
of contiguous areas. 

Members of NCNA felt so 
strongly over this issue that 
they took the matter to the 
state's Supreme Judicial 
Court, and won. 

Over a period of years NCNA 
has actively supported housing 
for the aged and other in¬ 
stitutions serving basic social 
needs, and opposed certain 
zoning changes and permissive 
uses that would further congest 
and commercialize the village 
of Newton Centre. 

NCNA has opposed high-rise 
buildings, parking garages and 
building on existing open 
spaces. 

In addition, NCNA seeks to 
represent its area in matters 
involving the rendering of cjty 
maintenance and enforcement 
services. 

Recently, NCNA has sought 
io work closely with city of¬ 
ficials in shaping the future of 
Newton Centre. 

NCNA has actively par¬ 
ticipated in the Urban Design 
Study of its village by con¬ 
ducting neighborhood block 
meetings and reporting results 
to the city’s Planning 
Department and aldermen. 

The future use of the Weeks 
Junior High School site is 
another area of future con¬ 
sideration.

In 1937 the Thompsonville 
Improvement Association was 
chartered with 125 members to 
serve the community of 
Thompsonville by providing 
social, economic and moral 
support In times of need. 

The association evolved to 
include an Americanization 
program in the 1930s which 
held community classes at the 
Bowen Elementary School then 
located on Langley Road. 
Through this program, hun¬ 
dreds of Italian immigrants in 
the village of Thompsonville 
were enabled to apply for 
American citizenship in the 
city of Boston. 

Throughout its history, the 
Thompsonville Improvement 
Association has assisted 
various charitable 
organizations in providing 
services for the needy within 
and without the neighborhood. 
Currently, there are ap¬ 
proximately 75 members of the 
association representing 1500 
residents of the community. 


The membership is presided 
over-by the current president, 
Dominic J. Tagllenti, 
Secretary Letitla Angelone, 
and Treasurer Lewis Manfredi 
along with the board of 
directors (Verne T. Porter, 
Kenneth Temkin, Terry 
D’Eugenlo, Louise Taglienti, 
and Lewis Manfredi). 

Among the accomplishments 
of the Thompsonville 
Improvement Association have 
been the establishment of 
Veterans Memorial Park at 
Langley Road and Route 9 
under the directorship of late 
president John J. DelMonte. 

Currently, plans are un¬ 
derway to maintain and im¬ 
prove the appearance of 
Thompsonville Square, to 
increase business for the en¬ 
terprises in the area while 
preserving the charm of the 
small-town square. A con¬ 
tinuing effort is underway to 
preserve the sense of unity in 
self-help that exists among the 
contributing members of the 
community of Thompsonville.

The Chestnut Hill 
Association, Inc. was founded 
in 1969 by a group of neighbors 
who were principally con¬ 
cerned by the building by 
Boston College of a new dor¬ 
mitory in a residential area 
and by professional football 
games being held at the B.C. 
stadium. 

The dormitory was even¬ 
tually built under a permit 
which contained a number of 
conditions proposed by the 
association and the 
professional football games 
were discontinued after one 
season. 

The dialogue which took 
place with B.C. over these 
matters expanded over the 
succeeding eight years into a 
relationship in which the 
college and the association are 
in regular communication and 
cooperation about mutual 
concerns. 

The association’s efforts 
quickly expanded to many 
other neighborhood concerns. 


Its membership increased with 
its activities, and now includes 
approximately 200 dues-paying 
families. Additional neighbors 
frequently join in its efforts 
when they are interested in a 
particular issue. The rough 
boundaries of the association’s 
area of interest and mem¬ 
bership are Route 9, Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue, Beacon 
Street at Reservoir Road, and 
Beacon Street at Webster 
Reservation. 

Some of the matters in which 
the association has been active 
are the improvement of 
parking and traffic conditions; 
pursuit of street maintenance; 
control of noise and litter; 
prevention of occupancy of 
residential houses by numbers 
of unrelated persons in excess 
of that allowed by the zoning 
ordinances; and opposition 
where deemed appropriate to 
requests for variances from 
the requirements of the zoning 
ordinances as to the use of 
residential houses.

In May ’75, 
Newton Corner Neighborhood 
Assn, was formed and at

present it has a mailing list of 
some 400 families. 

The purpose of the 
Neighborhood Association was 
and is threefold: to provide a 
regular monthly forum 
wherein citizens can express 
concerns, develop responses, 
and make plans to resolve 
problems; to have an ongoing 
grass-roots force active in the 
governmental process of the 
city; and to develop local plans 
rather than inertly react to 
official proposals. 

Recently the Association 
completed a major housing- 
opinion study in cooperation 
with the city's Planning 
Department. The survey is 
considered a landmark in city- 
citizen participation and 
provides solid opinion on future 
housing development in the 
neighborhood. 

The association’s community 
service committee helped 
design the extensive 
beautification program now 
enhancing the area. Soon 
certain traffic signals will be 
adjusted and new crosswalks 
will be considered by the city.

are not High Society 


The 400' 

In New York, The 400 were 
the cream of society. In 
Newton they are hard-working, 
civic-minded people. 

There are more than 400 
citizens without whom the 
business of the city would, if 
not grind to a halt, certainly be 
more than paid employees 
could handle. 

These are the people who 
attend meeting after meeting 
of the volunteer committees, 
commissions and boards as 
often as once a week 
sometimes. They get paid 
nothing for their efforts except 
the satisfaction of helping their 
city. 

At least 30 of these ap¬ 
pointive bodies exist, ranging 
from one that administers a 
playground trust fund to one 
that is required by ordinance to 
oversee the design of of con- 
structionor alterations to any 
public building. 

The federally funded com¬ 
munity development program 
alone accounts for eight ad¬ 
ditional citizen committees to 
advise the Community 
Development Authority and 
Planning Department on how 
the money should be spent in 
each of the villages. 

There are other groups all 
over the city that are not in¬ 
volved in government, who 
devote time and energy to 
fundraising for community 
endeavors such as the Com¬ 
munity Service Centers 

The School Committee and 
the Board of Aldermen, though 
elected bodies, must also be 


reckoned among the volunteer 
groups. The School Committee 
is unpaid, and the Board of 
Aldermen soon will be getting a 
pay raise — from $100 to $150 a 
month. 

Both bodies work long and 
hard, with some aldermen 
putting in 20 or 30 hours a week 
at the job of representing their 
constituents. 

The procedure for getting 
appointed to one of the so- 
called "mayor's committees” 
has usually been through 
recommendation by a present 
member, but one may ask for 
an application form at the 
mayor’s office. The application 
form asks for areas of special 
interest and has space to list 
special qualifications.

Council on Aging, nine 
members, with an advisory 
board of 20. 

Cousens Fund, three 
members. 

Design Review Committee, 
10 members. 

Designer Selection Com¬ 
mittee, nine members. 

Election Commission, four 
members paid $800 yearly. 

Emergency Medical Ser¬ 
vices Committee, 10 members 
most of whom are members of 
the health, fire and police 
departments. 

Ad Hoc Committee on the 
Environment of the Han¬ 
dicapped, seven members, 
with an advisory board of 15. 

Advisory Council of Health 
(advises the Health Depart¬ 
ment), nine members. 

Health Advisory Committee 
(advises the mayor), 12 
members.

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PTA Council runs gamut 
for the schools

A great deal of Newton’s 
community spirit is centered 
around its public schools 
through the multi-faceted 
interest and involvements of 
the individual PTAs. 

The PTA Council serves as a 
catalyst and communications 
link by raising citywide issues 
and providing projects and 
programs appropriate to their 
school community. 

The Council also supplies 
individual PTAs with in¬ 
formation useful to Individual 
parents. 

The Council is comprised of 
the 23 elementary schools, five 
junior highs, two high schools, 
and a special class. The PTAs’ 
strengths lie in full support by 
parents, teachers, principals 
and staff and in a few PTAs, 
students. 

PTAs and their represen¬ 
tatives have been involved in 
very diverse projects such as 
studying long-range plans for 
school closings, a detailed 
analysis of a junior high 
English curriculum, and 
restructuring the elementary 
and secondary schools. 

At the community level, they 
have initiated the Community 
School concept for full 


utilization of school buildings 
by community residents. They 
have built playgrounds using 
available resources such as 
telephone poles and old tires. 

PTAs have also fought for 
traffic controls and other 
safety programs in both school 
and public interest. 

PTAs provide volunteer 
librarians, teacher aides, field 
trip escorts, science advisors, 
guest lecturers, and crafts 
instructors. 

There are work days at 
schools where cleanups, 
painting, some minor con¬ 
struction and repair takes 
place to make the school a 
more livable and utilized 
facility. 

There are the traditional 
fundraisers such as bake sales, 
plant sales, spring fairs, and 
pumpkin sales, and there are a 
few extremely successful thrift 
shops which provide both 
service to community and 
fundraising. 

The funds raised through 
these means permit very low 
dues or no dues at all in order 
to encourage all families to 
participate in PTA programs. 

The monies support 
enrichment of the educational 
experience. One of the most 
popular programs is creative 


arts—the bringing to our 
children artists of all sorts , 
including music, mime, and 
theater. 

There are also field trips 
partially supported by PTA, 
and donations of projectors, 
tape recorders, and amplifiers. 
We see scholarships provided 
so that kids who might not be 
able to afford it’ can share the 
experiences. 

Through the schools and the 
PTAs, Newton citizens learn 
the essence of community 
involvement which carries 
forward into all other areas of 
city life and continues long 
after one’s children have 
graduated from the school 
system.

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Community Development, Redevelopment 
means a greening of older city sections

Trees are leafing out in West 
Newton Square, promising 
welcome relief once summer 
neat waves begin bouncing off 
the wall-to-wall concrete and 
black top. 

In Nonantum, a temporary 
multi-service center offering 
health care clinics and meeting 
space has convinced com¬ 
munity leaders that permanent 
quarters must be found for a 
center that will serve elderly 
people who want to live in their 
own homes. 

Newton Corner residents, 
wary and apprehensive over 
the uallout from a 1960’s urban 
renewal program which hit 
Lower Falls rather than their 
own physically declining 
business area, have shrubs and 
trees going in at intersections 
and parking lots, and a con- 


sultantis guiding them on long- 
range plans to revitalize their 
neighborhood. 


The Newton Corner, 
Nonantum and West Newton 
projects, 


with their mandatory citizen 
participation, have taken hours 
of 

tedious meetings and 
hearings to produce visible 
results, but 

seem far superior to the old 
bulldozer approach. The im¬ 
provements are being made 
possible by $2.7 million in 
funds given to the city under 
the federal Housing and 
Community 

Development Act of 1976, 
which aims “to provide decent 
housing, 

a suitable living environment 
and expansion of economic 
opportu 

nities for persons of low and 
moderate income.” A needs 
analysis, testimony presented 
at public hearings, 
and citizen opinion 
questionnaires helped to 
determine that these 
three areas of Newton 


deserved assistance. 
Neighborhood Advisory 
Committees (NAC’s) were set 
up 

in each of the target areas, 
their members appointed by 
Mayor 

Theodore Mann from among 
area residents, business 
people, and 

aldermen. 

After many more meetings 
and public hearings, each NAC 
established directions for its 
own community development 
program. 

Interested consultants 
submitted proposals and were 
interviewed before each NAC 
selected a consultant for the 
job. 

Childs, Bertman, Tseckares 
Associates, Inc. (CBT) works 
for the Nonantum and Newton 
Corner NAC's, while Lower

Associates handles West

Beautification programs are 
the initial, eye-catching of the 
neighborhood development 
program, part 

Next comes the village 
improvement phase, then the 
long-term revitalization plan. 

NEWTONCORNER 

Newton Corner, along with 
West Newton and Nonantum, 
was identified as a target area 
for improvements when 
Newton started the program in 
1975. 

Plantings of trees and shrubs 
- at the Bell Tower next to the 
westbound Massachusetts 
Turnpike entrance, at the 
Pearl Street and Richardson 
Street parking lots, in the 
Centre Street, Park Street and 
Thornton Street traffic islands, 
and along some of the business 
streets - are the first visible 
signs of the Newton Comer 
action plan. 

Contracts will be let on the 
rest of the second-year funds 
this spring, and by July the 
NAC will decide on some long- 
range progiiaims ; • for 
revitalizing | Ifjetatton Corner. 

A village , .improvement 
prograpj • for the central 
business district' will moder¬ 
nize store fronts and signs, 
generally upgrading the ap¬ 
pearance, according to Ralph 
Tolbert of the Newton Corner 
NAC. 

The revitalization plan will 
look at land use activity in 
Newton Corner and recom¬ 
mend changes and future 
development. 

No large-scale razing of 
buildings is foreseen, but the 
consultant’s recommendations 
could well include demolition 
of selected buildings, Tolbert 
said. 

Small, piecemeal im¬ 
provements will be the general 
approach in Newton Comer, 
Tolbert added. 

WEST NEWTON 

The West Newton NAC gave 
top priority to improving the 
West Newton business district. 

Of great concern was the 
decline of business volume in 
West Newton since the 1960’s, 
when a supermarket, a dime 
store, and a small department 
store left the area. 

Although smaller shops and 
businesses have replaced those 
stores, there are still some 
vacant buildings and a sub¬ 
stantial number of buildings 
need repair. 

Visually, the NAC found, 
West Newton was "not an 
attractive shopping area.” 

Pedestrian movement was 
discouraged by the heavy 
traffic and inadequate 
crosswalks and signals. 

Examining the area from a 
historical perspective, the NAC 
found that much of the village 
charm and character, in old 
photographs, had been due to 
the many large trees, the in¬ 
teresting architectural detail 
of the buildings, simple signs. 


and widespread use of canvas 
awnings on storefronts. 

The West Newton com¬ 
munity development plan, 
therefore, is using trees and a 
theme of canvas awnings and 
similar siqns to unify the 
diverse building fascades 
along Washington Street, 

Clustered tree plantings, a 
strip of brick paving along the 
curb, bollards, benches and 
bicycle racks will go in around 
the Square. 

Pedestrian crosswalks will 
be "exaggerated” to en¬ 
courage shoppers to cross 
Washington Street, the NAC 
says. 

And, brick terraces and 
plazas will soon emerge at the 
intersection of Watertown and 
Washington Sts., next to Davis 
Elementary School, behind the 
West Newton library, and next 
to the District Court building. 

Bus shelters will appear at 
Washington and Cherry Sts., 
and at Chestnut and 
Washington. 

Kiosks, strategically located 
throughout the Square, will list 
the types of shops and services 
with addresses, bus schedules, 
movie schedules, and even the 
time and temperature. 

yVnd, directional signs for 
municipal parking lots will be 
prominent so that motorists 
can find off-street parking. 

Response to the tree plan¬ 
tings and brick sidewalks going 
in this spring have been very 
favorable, according to Jon 
Margolis of the West Newton 
NAC. 

NONANTUM 

In Nonantum, a multi¬ 
service center is the most 
visible sign of that com¬ 
munity’s three-year-old 
community development 
program. 

"Everything is starting to 
work now,” says Jennie 
DeVito, who heads the 
Nonantum NAC. 

"A year from now, you’ll see 
it Jell. It’s being done in 
stages," she adds. 

The five citizens originally 
named to the NAC want their 
number doubled, to help handle 
the workload and get quorums 
at meetings. 

Mrs. DeVito especially wants 
to bring in merchants from the 
Watertown-Adams Street 
business area, which may be a 
target for beautification 

She is waiting, right now, for 
the mayor to make the new 
appointments before she calls 
any more meetings of the NAC 

The first sign of the program 
should be a Nonantum 
beautification tot lot at the 
Steams School playground on 
Jasset Street; 

The project has been delayed 
because the consultant could 
not find the right kind of wood 
to build the play facilities. 

Benches, low fencing and 
trees will also go in at the 
playground. 

The fate of the Stearns 
School building itself is still. 

Many community residents 
opposed'a suggestion that Oje 


school be made over into 
housing. 

They prefer conversion to a 
multi-service center for the 
community, or razing the 
building to provide additional 
park space, which they feel is 
sorely needed in their area. 

Margaret Cormier of the 
NAC chairs a subcommittee 
that is still working on the 
future use of Steams. 

The multi-service center 
should have a permanent site 
by July, Mrs. DeVito says. 


It has been operating for two 
years now out of a building on 
Silver Lake Avenue, first 
rented then leased jointly as 
quarters for the center and a 
housing rehabilitation office. 

The NAC has held cancer 
clinics there and allows 
Nonantum-oriented groups to 
use it for meetings. 

A CETA grant, Just funded, 
will pay for outreach workers 
to operate from the center. 

Ultimately, the NAC would 
like to see a Nonantum multf- 
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service center that provides 
health care and other services 
geared to the many elderly 
people who still live in their 
own houses in Nonantum. 

Lighting at intersections and 
in the business area, and 
landscaping along major 
streets in Nonantum are still in 
the planning stages. 

Also coming are entry 
marker signs, reading

"Nonantum", that will frame 
the entire community at its 
borders with Watertown, at 
Crafts and Washington Sts., at 
Crafts and Watertown Sts., and- 
at California and Bridge Sts. 
The Lower Falls 


Redevelopment Project, 
Newton’s initial experiment in 
redevelopment during the 
1960’s, was stalled for almost 
eight years by neighborhood 
opposition at first, then lack of 
federal and state funds when 
the Nixon Administration 
killed the program. 


The project area on 
Washington Street, between 
Concord Street and Route 128, 
and just north of there, has 
produced one new office 
building for Spaulding and Slye 
Corporation and a four-street, 
so far. 

A 60-unit garden apartment 
complex and two more office 
buildings are on the horizon. 

A noteworthy side product of 
the project was historic ren- 
novation of the Baury House, 
formerly the D.A.R. House, 
which was turned on its lot at 
Concord and Washington Sts. 
to save it from the street 
widening. 

Spaulding and Whelan 
Corporation rennovated the 
building, which now serves as 
executive office space for 
Spaulding and Company.

Back in the forties when ] 
was in elementary school, 1 
had the same perception ol 
what a Chamber of Commerce 
was that many people may 
have today, with the same 
errors still in evidence. 

A Chamber of Commerce 
worth its salt today—as il 
should have been 30 years 
ago—is concerned with the 
t , basic economic issues of our 
American society, namely: 
jobs, transportation, preser¬ 
vation of the American en¬ 
terprise system, equitable 
legislation and an improved 
business climate. 

The days cf “dog & pony 
shows," dollar days and 
assorted trivia should not be a 
major concern of a Chamber of 
Commerce when major 
economic problems- are facing 
the continued profitability of 
business, or its mere existence. 

In Newton, for example, the 
major business problems and 
concurrent efforts of the 
business community are 
directly related to the essential 
elements above. 

Within the past two weeks, as 
business begins to ponder the 
effects of President Jimmy 
Carter’s energy program, 
business leaders have begun a 
process of study, absorption 
and recommendation as to its 
suggestions for improving the 
energy situation. 

For example, the 


suggestions made by the 
President with respect to the 
price of gasoline, penalties for 
so-called “gas guzzlers,"and 
large cars, obviously will have 
a substantial impact on the 
city’s auto dealers and 
automobile-related businesses 
such as gas stations, repair 
shops, used car sales, etc. 

There are also some major 
concerns by the area’s utilities 
with respect to more reliance 
on coal (especially when 
viewed in context of the 
regional EPA edicts against 
using high-sulfur fuel), or in 


terms of people rushing out to 
add insulation to their homes 
and businesses. 

One of the President’s 
recommendations has to do 
with extending flat rates as a 
means of transferring energy 
demand and cost. We all 
remember the difficulties last 
year in defeating flat rates 
because people understood that 
higher costs cannot be in¬ 
definitely absorbed, but will 
result in fewer jobs, higher 
prices or both. 

What is also of concern to 
many business people is the 
"consumer effect” of all the 
gloom and doom concerning 
energy. Will people in fact take 
fewer vacation trips by car? 
Will this decrease our valuable 
hotel business? Will people buy 
fewer goods involving 
petroleum as a base or factor 
of production? 

There are so many im¬ 
ponderables and variables in 
the President’s plan that it is 
not unwise to say that more 
questions have been raised 
than answers provided. 

Newton’s business com¬ 
munity also views restrictions 
in gas consumption, either by 
higher prices or taxes (or even 
by rationing) as having some 
net benefit to the local retailer, 
if people In fact become more 
conscious of gas consumption. 
Patronage on the Green Line or 
the Express Bus from 
Riverside or Newton Corner 
should also increase, meaning 
that there will be ripple effects. 

Employment in the major 
Institutions (hospitals, colleges 
and private schools) is 
presently quite stable. Again, 
to dispel the false notions so 
many people seem to have 
about the local economy, the 
community’s two largest 
employers (after the City of 
Newton, of course) are Boston 
College and Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital. 

What the institutions are 
watching, of course, is their 
ability to control cost factors 
since the price of education, as

well as health care continues to 
rise. The Chamber recently 
took a strong position (and first 
among its peers) in support of 
tuition assistance for 
academically able and needy 
students in private colleges 
and universities. The cost of 
education should not be con¬ 
fused with the price. The state 
system is course funded by you 
and me through taxes to 
supplement the very low 
tuition charged. 

The MaU at Chestnut Hill 
continues to thrive, although of 
course it doesn't depend en¬ 
tirely on the City of Newton 
residents or employees for 
patronage. The addition of 
luxury apartments next door, 
with the luxury Carrabetta 
apartments and conversion to 
condominiums of apartments 
near Hammond Pond, assures 
the stores of an affluent 
neighborhood market, 
regardless of what tran¬ 
sportation costs may do to 
private car owners. 

In Newton Centre, where the 
Planning Department is in¬ 
volved and committed with the 
Newton-Needham Chamber 
and the Newton Centre 


Businessmen's Association and 
neighborhood residential 
associations to make recom¬ 
mendations for upgrading the 
physical conditions of the area, 
some major obvious im¬ 
provements which will be 
visible to all may be expected 
later this summer. 

Looking out the Chamber 
window on busy West Newton 
Square (a mini-version of the 
Southeast Expressway as some 
wags put it), the improvements 
brought about by the profusion 
of greenery raises the spirits of 
many a shopper or traveler 
alike. 

Such use of Community 
Development money to im¬ 
prove local shopping districts 
(which abound In the city) can 
be defended on many grounds, 
including convenience, ac¬ 
cessibility and aesthetics. 
Trees alone will not improve 
cash sales, but they may 
stimulate further im¬ 
provements to business 
locations and raise the con¬ 
fidence level of retailers who 
are already there to remain 
and perhaps others to invest 
and establish a location. Such

The Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program (RSVP), 
headquartered at the Newton 
Community Service Centers in 
West Newton, serves residents 
of Newton, Wellesley, and 
Weston 60 years of age or older. 

At the present time there are 
377 senior volunteers, about 
half of whom are Newton 
residents. 

The Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program in Newton, Weston 
and Wellesley was established 
in December, 1972. Since that 
time the program has grown to 
the point where senior 


volunteers now contribute 
more than 5000 hours of their 
time each month to 
organizations in the three 
communities. 

The variety of volunteer 
assignments includes almost 
every existing nonprofit 
organization in the area. 

Weekly mailing groups 
process material for Newton 
municipal agencies and 
charitable organizations. We 
believe that more than 500,000 
pieces of mail are processed 
yearly by RSVP volunteers in 
Newton.

expanded in an attempt to 
serve senior volunteers with 
special needs. One of the 
projects established is a 
woodworking workshop for 
handicapped volunteers. This 
provides disabled seniors with 
an opportunity for meaningful 
volunteer activity in a closely 
supervised setting near their 
homes. Furthermore, each 
woodworking assignment 
benefits the local nonprofit 
organization requesting the 
project. 

The Friendly Visitor 
program provides weekly 
visitors to housebound elderly 
and nursing home residents in 
Newton. 

RSVP volunteer teachers 
offer a variety of courses free 
of charge to senior citizens, 
and a discussion group for 
seniors meets monthly under 
the leadership of RSVP 
volunteers. 

The Living History Project 
has been expanded in the 
Newton schools at all levels. 
Volunteer presentations are 
becoming an increasingly 
popular way of enhancing 
classroom discussions of 
historical incidents with their 
personal remembrances. The 
bicentennial celebration and 
awareness of local history has 
resulted in many volunteers, 
long-time residents of Newton, 
being asked to share their 
memories of a more pastoral 
time in Newton and the impact 
of the twentieth century on the 
city. 


Members of the Living 
History Project recently took 
part in a panel discussion at 
Newton North High School on 
"Problems of Aging,” 
"Preparing for Retirement,” 
and "The Realities of Being a 
Senior Citizen.” Students, 
teachers and volunteers 
participated in the program.

While Newton celebrated Its 
centennial In 1973, Aid. Edward 
Richmond and Aid. Harry 
Crosby proposed an ordinance 
establishing the Newton Arts 
Commission “for stimulating 
the creation and appreciation 
of fine arts in Newton," which 
passed handily. 

The Commission proposed 
not only to support the fine 
arts, but to “continue and 
perpetuate the impressive 
contributions of the Newton 
Centennial Commission, to 
encourage and help coordinate 
the fine arts programs in the 
schools, libraries and other 
civic groups, ...to encourage 
new art and artists..." among 
other things and, finally, to 
“try to create an atmosphere 
of excitement so that the public 
will demand cultural activity; 
seek to integrate the interests 
and coordinate them." 

“That proposal was too 
general," Polly Egelson says 
now, in retrospect. “We had no 
budget, we were operating on 
good will." 

When the Commission held 
its first meeting in October, 


1973, it found that its first duty 
was to find an advisory board. 

Currently, the advisors are 
Gertrude Lasker, Elinor 
Persky, Virginia Tash]ian, 
Robert Davine, Maudyea 
Campbell, Mimi Reilly, James 
Sloane, Anne Dayton, Myron 
Idelson, and Miriam Siporin. 
Honorary Trustees, while 
we're at it, are Mayor Mann, 
Sen. Edward Brooke, Rep. 
Robert Drinan, J. Donald 
Monan, Abram L. Sacher, 
Joseph Silverstein, and A.E. 
Vershbow. 

The Commission’s next, and 
ongoing, concern, was to find 
operating funds. 

“We needed money for 
mailings, for paper,...we 
published a cultural arts 
calendar for two years—Betsy 
Lietch did that," Mrs. Egelson 
explained. 

And so Springfest, now in its 
fifth year, was born. 

“The idea was to have only 
handmade things for sale and 
to celebrate. It’s the only time 
all the villages of Newton get 
together for a day." 

Judith Chalfin, who shares 
the Commission chairmanship 
with Beverly Bernson added. 


"We wanted a building for an 
arts center; there was always 
that.” 

And they wanted to recycle 
an unused building. 

The Commissioners found 
the Richardson House, then 
called the Peabody House, 
which, it turned out, Newton 
didn’t own but leased from the 
Peabody Foundation and was 
thinking of razing anyway. In a 
successful “Woodman Spare 
That Tree" move, the Com¬ 
mission was instrumental in 
having the house identified and 
certified as an historical 
landmark, and the house went 
into capable hands at the 
Historical Commission. 

Polly Egelson’s ‘interim’ 
chairmanship of the Cultural 
Affairs Commission lasted for 
two years. Under Chalfen and 
Bernson, the Commission has 
concentrated on finding and 
funding an Arts Center; set¬ 
tling, eventually, on the former 
Student Union of Newton 
Junior College.

Because no Commission can 
have moneys separate from 
the City Budget, the Com¬ 
mission formed Newton 
Cultural Affairs, Inc. 

"Then we could buy that 
building from the city, for $1, 
and we could start applying for 
grants and raising funds," 
Judy Chalfen said 

The Mabel Louise Riley 
Trust offered a challenge 
grant, the recent Art Auction 
produced handsomely, and 
CETA (Comprehensive 
Employment Training Act) 
support is coming in. 

“Shows you what volunteers 
can do," says Nancy Goldberg, 
co-chairwoman with Judie 
Lieberman, of this year's 
Springfest. 

Asked how he feels about the 
Newton Cultural Affairs 


Commission, Mayor Mann 
said, "One of the greatest 
opportunities for Newton is 
creating the Commission and 
what it will mean to all the 
communities. This is a grass¬ 
roots' citizen-supported effort. 
Volunteers will cooperate with 
the executive to present 
proposals to the aldermen." 

For the future, the Com¬ 
mission plans a series of 
Gallery Tours this summer 
with Lois Foster, sketching and 
walking tours with Bernice 
Marcus, and a print ap¬ 
preciation course with Norma 
Steinberg. 

A catalogue of courses to be 
offered at the Arts Center in 
Newtonville will be available 
late this summer.

In its 91 years of operation, 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital has 
grown from a small, cottage 
hospital on a 10-acre site to a 
12-building complex on 21.5 
acres. 

A staff of 1400 professionals 
cares for patients in the 
hospital’s 340 beds, as well as 
providing treatment for 
countless outpatients. 

The hospital’s newest 
structures, a 403-car garage 
and a new medical office 
building, were completed last 
summer and offer increased 
convenience for both patients 
and visitors. 

Opened in 1886, the com¬ 
munity’s first hospital was 
known as the Newton Cottage 
Hospital. By the time World 
War II ended, the name had 
been changed to Newton- 
Wellesley to reflect expansion 
of its services. 

The hospital’s School of 
Nursing, established in 1893, is 
nearly as old as the hospital 
itself and now counts over 2,000 
alumni. The school offers a 
two-year diploma program for 
both men and women, and this 
year another first; the fresh¬ 
man class is the largest ever 
with 90 students. 

Expansion and improvement 
of the physical plant have 


continued on an on-going basis. 
The first medical office 
building was dedicated in 1965, 
and in 1968, construction on the 
new east and west wings 
began. It was completed in the 
early 1970’s, providing room 
for new patient floors, new 
pathology laboratory 
headquarters and other 
significant clinical areas. 

Other facilities new in the 
past few years include an in¬ 
patient mental health unit and 
psychiatric day hospital, both 
components of the Newton- 
Wellesley-Weston-Needham 
Mental Health Area; and new 
coronary care and intensive 
care units, opened in 1974 and 
including dialysis unit for 
kidney patients, hospital...3 

Keeping pace with the 
construction expansion, 
medical education has also 
continued to grow. In 1965 the 
hospital began a long-term 
affiliation with Tufts 
University School of Medicine. 
Last year nearly 90 Tufts 
medical students rotated 
throught the hospital, 
acquiring clinical training 
necessary for careers and as 
physicians. 

In addition, the hospital has a 
housestaff of 20 interns and 
residents who come from 


medical schools across the 
country to gain additional 
experience in their fields of 
medicine, surgery and 
pathology. 

The hospital also has schools 
of medical technology and 
radiology which train students 
to be technicians in the lab and 
in x-ray. 

Education is not confined to 
the internal operation of the 
hospital, however. There are 
several projects currently 
underway that attempt to 
instruct the public about 
keeping healthy by giving them 
the tools and information 
necessary. 

The lead screening program 
for children ages 1 to 5 has not 
only tested thousands of 
youngsters for elevated blood 
lead levels, but has also shown 
parents how to prevent lead 
poisoning and what to do about 
it if it occurs. 

Lead screenings were 
conducted by the hospital in 
1973-74 and by the hospital and 
the Newton Health Department 
in 1975-76 and are in progress 
again during the month of May. 

One more screening will be 
held Tuesday, May 24, at First 
Baptist Church, Newton 
Centre, from 8:30 a.m. to nooa

projebjs include the cancer 
screenings held this spring at 
the hospital and Nonantum 
Multi-Service Center, jointly 
sponsored by the Newton- 
Wellesley Unit of the American 
Cancer Society, the hospital 
and the health department. 

In the breastPap screenings 
and the head, neck and throat 
clinics, a total of 350 patients 
were seen and many were 
referred for physician follow¬ 
up for serious health problems. 

Colonrectum cancer 
screening were held this month 
and other screenings are 
planned for the fall. 


Annual choke clinics for the 
past two years have led to 
another on-going public 
program, just initiated May 12. 
Trained volunteers soon will be 
demonstrating the Heimlich 
Maneuver and showing a film 
on handling choking 
emergencies for interested 
public groups. 

Other community projects 
include an educational 
program for children in kin¬ 
dergarten through second 
grade called Friendly Hospital 
Day. More than 800 children 
learned what a hospital is like 
during the 1975-76 school year.

treatments are necessary in 
many of the other village 
shopping districts. Jn many 
respects since Newton lacks a 
downtown we have also 
avoided the ring of decay of 
older buildings that charac¬ 
terizes so many of our similar¬ 
sized New England com¬ 
munities. 

Of obvious concern to the 
businesses of course is the cost 
of doing business in the form of 
taxes’ government regulations, 
the ability to recruit able and 
willing employees and energy- 
related utility costs and 
transportation charges. Here 
the picture is less clear and 
less certain. 

The “sunbelt syndrome" is 
no myth, in spite of what many 
of the metropolitan media 
would like to have you believe. 
This community, as well as 
others in the Northeast, should 
be rightfully concerned about 
the decline of manufacturing 
jobs, about the net balance of 
payments drain in federal 
taxes to other areas and to the 
rising costs of government at 
local and state levels. One only 
has to travel to North Carolina 
or Georgia, as some of us have 
done, to see why we’re 
currently losing the battle. 

There is a need, among both 
aesthetically and socially 
inclined persons (who abound 
in the Chamber incidentally), 
to realize that not only are 
natural resources somewhat 
limited, but so too are the 
financial resources of our 
community's business firms. 

Such economic reality 
hopefully will be achieved by 
more of us in this All-America 
City before we're all taking in 
each other's washing and 
selling hamburgers, one to 
another.

Walled garden 

By EVAN BENJAMIN 

This paper is about the "institution” of modern 
childhood in Newton, the attitudes and customs 
that seem to locate children in Newton's society 
and determine to a large extent what their lives are 
like and how their elders treat them. 

/Ml my life it never occurred to me to question 
this institution in which I was brought up. Only 
recently did I begin to ponder whether there might 
be other alternatives for young people to live in 
Newton or any other city. I now feel that the fact of 
being a “child” in an upper class society like 
Newton, of being totally subservient and dependent 
on the elders in society, does most young people 
more harm than good. 

Newton’s rich, upper class society supports 
young people’s dependency in life. At birth, we 
depend on others to take care of us, feed us, and 
keep us warm 

In this aspect we are like other animals. But 
unlike most animals, we do not outgrow our 
helplessness and dependency in a few months—it 
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takes years. This is a fact of our modernized 
society in Newton. 

Most people who believe in this "institution” of 
childhood as we know it in Newton see it as a 
walled garden in which the children, being weak 
and small, are isolated and protected from the 
harshness of the outside world. Not until the 
children are old and clever can they emerge from 
their protective garden into the outside society, of 
Brookline, Weston and Waltham (all of which are 
"gardens” in themselves). 

For many children in Newton, childhood, happy 
and ideal though it may be, simply is too long. 
Young people in our isolated society are kept in 
their protective “gardens” for a prolonged period 
of time. As a result, many children who for years 
have been happily living with their parents have 
suddenly found their parents intolerable and have 
become intolerable to them 

It goes on too long; when the Newton child can 
find no way to untie the bonds to his parents, the 
bonds must be broken.

Does the happy, perfect, spoon-fed atmosphere 
in the rich sections of Newton deprive children of 
their "rights" as a child or their identity as human 
beings? Much is said of children’s rights today. But 
I’m not talking about the “right to a good borne” or 
the “right to a good education” because obviously 
these rights are fulfilled in rich suburbia. 

I'm speaking of the rights to develop an "iden¬ 
tity,” a perception of being, time and location. As a 
result of Newton’s “garden” up-bringing, the 
isolated and self-sufficient community impedes 
children’s rights to individuality and thus to an 
identity. 

The institution of modem childhood in Newton 
makes children dependent on their parents, 
isolates them from society and hinders their rights 
to attain a true identity. To children in our 
beautiful suburb, this institution makes Newton 
truly the “garden” city.

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Predicting Newton's future

As we look to Newton’s 
future, the village character of 
Newton becomes highly 
significant. 

Unlike many cities with a 
single or dominant commercial 
center, and therefore 
susceptible to citywide impact 
of economic, physical or other 
pressures, Newton consists of 
different villages, each of 
which will respond differently 
to such pressures. 

At the same time, some 
factors, such as declining 
school age populations or in¬ 
creased energy pressures, may 
affect the entire city. 

Energy and transportation 
simultaneously will influence 
the city’s future. 


Transportation 

In the past, transportation 
has had a profound influence 
upon the city's development. 
The yillages of Newton Centre, 
Newton Highlands, Waban, 
Newton Corner, West Newton, 
Newtonville, and Aubumdale 
located at stops along rail lines 
and developed in part in 
response to the availability of 
commuter access to Boston. 

Similarly, residential 
development along Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue occurred in 
conjunction with the 
availability of streetcar ser¬ 
vice. 

In contrast, much of the 
development of Oak Hill 
reflects the influence of the 
automobile. The 
Massachusetts Turnpike 
Extension, in part a response 
to the dominance of the 
automobile as a means oi 
commuter transportation, has 
significantly altered the 
physical character of the city. 

As development beyond 
Newton to the west and 
southwest has occurred, 
Newton has been increasingly 
impacted by automobiles 
moving through it to other 
destinations. The sparse 
commercial and institutional 
activity in the suburbs has 
made public transportation 
unattractive or unfeasible, 
resulting in automobile 
dependence. 

Unless automobile depen¬ 
dence is reduced, traffic 
congestion will continue, and 
pressure will increase for 
traffic improvements directed 
to the automobile at the ex¬ 
pense of the pedestrian or the 
physical scale of the city. 


Energy 

Increased concern for 
energy conservation has 
already had an impact upon 
the city, particularly during 
the gas shortage. However, 
energy constraints will have 


far more significant impacts. 

Restricted automobile use 
due to energy limitations could 
reduce substantially pressure 
for traffic improvements, 
while providing the op¬ 
portunity for pedestrian and 
other improvements in the 
city's villages and increasing 
public transportation. 

Over a longer term, 
however, energy constraints 
will have more subtle and far- 
reaching influences, as the 
city’s proximity to Boston and 
existing rapid transit and rail 
service make it more at¬ 
tractive as a residential 
location while simultaneously 
making low-density 
developments in outlying 
communities less attractive. 

Pressure for development in 
Newton may be expected to 
increase, and state and federal 
land use and investment 
policies may be anticipated to 
encourage such to occur. 


Housing 

The cost of housing in 
Newton will increase, with the 
cost of a single-family house 
exceeding the resources of 
most households. 

Coupled with continued 
reduction in family size, the 
rapid formation of new 
households, and the increasing 
number of elderly, pressure for 
smaller, more affordable 
housing units will increase. 

This may be expressed in 
several ways — for example, 
proposals for apartment 
construction or the creation of 
more of dwelling units in large 
existing residences. 

Unless these needs are ac¬ 
commodated, Newton’s 
population will lose its 
heterogeneity, as the op¬ 
portunity to move here is 
restricted to those who can 
afford relatively expensive 
housing. 

Young families will be 
inhibited from moving to 
Newton, and the result will be 
an older population, with a 
decreasing school population 
and increasing underutilization 
of the city’s housing stock. 

Larger, older existing 
structures may become 
uneconomic as residences and 
will be subject to pressure to 
conversion to institutional use. 
If the population is to remain 
heterogeneous, and is not to 
continue its decline in num¬ 
bers, more households must be 
accommodated through 
conversion of existing struc¬ 
tures or new construction. 

A greater variety of housing 
units will be necessary. 
Because of the city's sen¬ 
sitivity to its scale and 
character, and the increasing 
cost of new construction, 
existing housing will be used to 


a far greater extent than new 
construction. 

Simultaneously, increased 
reluctance to develop 
remaining vacant land will 
both inhibit expansion of the 
housing stock through new 
construction and encourage 
more intense use of existing 
structures, further supporting 
the village structure, move 

On the other hand, state and 
federal policy will encourage 
development where tran¬ 
sportation, utility and other 
support services exist, and 
some new construction may be 
anticipated. 


Overall Character 

Taken as a whole, these 
factors should enhance the 
existing village structure of 
Newton. As much of the city is 
developed, the physical 
changes in terms of land use 
pattern and appearance will be 
limited. However, the use of 
existing structures should 
change and intensify, ac¬ 
commodating a greater 
number of households in 
apartments created through 
conversion. 

With energy constraints, use 
of public transportation, 
bicycling and walking should 
increase, and small-scale 
physical changes to ac¬ 
commodate such activities, at 
the expense of automobile 
movement particularly by 
through traffic, will be made. 
In selected locations, par¬ 
ticularly in village centers 
served by public tran¬ 
sportation and other utility 
systems, new construction 
may be anticipated. 

The result will be, without 
substantial change in Newton’s 
overall character, appearance, 
or land use pattern, the in¬ 
tensification of the village as a 
nodal point, with improved 
accessibility from the 
surrounding residential area, 
for commercial activity and as 
an access point to public 
transportation. 

Limited new construction 
and conversion of existing 
units will complement this 
village intensification. 

However, in the foreseeable 
future, radical change in 
Newton's physical pattern or 
scale is not likely to occur.

The official factfinder's report on 
Police Department salary negotiations 
has recommended a 5 percent increase 
for each year of a two-year contract, with 
increases in fringe benefits such as 
longevity pay and unused sick leave. 

Police have been negotiating for more 
than a year, so any salary increase will 
be retroactive to last July 1. 

Factfinding began last month. The 
procedure is mandated by state law after 
collective bargaining reaches a 
stalemate.

YMCA as diverse and complex as society 


The history of the Newton Young Men's 
Christian Association, one of the nation's 
oldest, not only reflects the history of the 
YMCA movement itself, but also the 
increasing diversity and complexity of 
American life. 

Founded in 1877 just four years after 
the city of Newton was incorporated and 
only 26 years after the establishment in 
Boston as the nation's first YMCA, the 
Newton association has grown from a 
religious effort to 'protect young men 
from the unwholesome influences of city 
life' to a multiservice human care 
delivery system currently providing a 
w ide range of social, educational, and 
recreational programs to more than 
10,000 yearly participants of all ages, both 
sexes, and every religion. 

The YMCA movement had its begin¬ 
nings in 1844 in London, and quickly 
spread to Montreal and Boston due to an 
apparent common interest in the spiritual 
welfare of young men. Just as Bible 
classes were a basic activity of the 
founding group in England, reading soon 
became an integral part of the pioneering 
Boston YMCA and actually is considered 
to be the forerunner of public libraries in 
this country. The physical fitness phase 
of the 'Y' program came much later. 

The Newton area’s first effort at 
establishing its dwn YMCA occured in 
1856 when men from several Newton and 
Watertown churches began a program of 


prayer meetings and religious 
discussions, a program that lasted for 
two or three years. The original records 
of these meetings still exist and are at the 
Newton Main Library. 


While the initial effort failed, the idea 
did take hold some 20 years later. In 1877 
meetings of the founding group took place 
in facilities such as homes, church 
vestries, and other such areas. It is worth 


noting that women were present as well 
as men, and have been involved in the 
Newton YMCA since its inception. 
Shortly, the Newton YMCA located an 
area in the old Eliot Block where it was 
permanently housed in a small room. 

Just as in England, two of the strongest 
factors influencing the establishment of 
the Newton YMCA were the temperance 
movement and the church's teaching that 
it was one’s duty not only to improve, but 
also to aid others in doing so. 

Adopting a practical blend of religious 
ideas, the Newton Y grew into a great 
institution by keeping its program broad, 
fundamental, and perhaps most im¬ 
portant, flexible. By 1879 a small physical 
training department was established, 
along with a reading room at the Newton 
Y’s headquarters. And 12 more years 
passed before a boys division was for¬ 
med...the same year the association 
became incorporated and took over new 
rooms in the Bacon block. 

Auxiliary starts 

With the establishment of the Women's 
Auxiliary’ in 1895, a limited number of 
hours were set aside for separate 
women’s gym classes. Participation by 
women in Newion YMCA activities has 
grown steadily to today's record number 
of women's activities. 

During the Y’s early years in the 19th 
century, the organization, locally as well 
as nationally, usually operated on a 


strictly voluntary, non-professional 
basis. As it took on more and more 
responsibilities, however, the need for 
professional staff at the Newton YMCA 
became evident. Thus, in 1903, Harry 


Bascorn was hired as the Y's first 
professionally-trained general secretary. 
Nearly 40 years in length, his term ended 
in 1940. He served under five presidents.

New exchange policy gets Committee nod 


A new procedure for 
voluntary cooperative 
educational programs 
fVCEPs) was approved by a 6- 
2 vote of the School Committee 
Monday night with little 
discussion. 

The first procedure passed 
by the School Committee after 
it defeated a proposal by the 
Educational Collaborative last 
March involving students from 
the Angier School in Waban 


and the Ellis School in Rox 
bury. 

The new policy will apply 
only to VCEPs "involving 
substantial curriculum change 
for five or more students." 

The policyyyyy approved by 
the majority of the ‘ school 
system's principals, states that 
“'substantial' shall mean a 
program of more than three 
days duration and-or any 
program involving a written 


contract with an outside 
agency." 

This would eliminate from 
the Committee's review such 
programs as field trips and 
photographic exchanges with a 
New York City school. 

Additional financial support 
for any program beyond the 
regular school budget 
allocation also must be ap¬ 
proved by the School Com¬ 
mittee. 


Parents have the absolute 
right to decide if their child 
shall or shall not participate, 
and for any child who chooses 
not to join, a “substantive 
classroom program" will be 
provided. 

Each program will be 
reviewed by the administration 
annually to make a recom¬ 
mendation as to whether or not 
the Committee reapprove it.

$20,000 offered for college building 


The "use" of Walnut Hall by 
the Bay Path Council of the 
Girls Scouts was approved by 
the City Planning Committee 
Monday night. 

The Bay Path Council, which 
offered $1 a few weeks ago for 
the former Newton Junior 
College property at 430 Walnut 
St., has now raised its price to 
S20.000. 

But now it wants the building 
with no strings attached. The 
strings the council wants to cut 
off are a commitment to the 
Norumbega Workshop’ a day 


activity center for young 
retarded adults, now in the 
formation stage. 

The group, which has still not 
obtained funding from the state 
for its project, hopes to 
establish the center in the 800 
sq. ft. of usable space in the 
basement of Walnut Hall. 

The Girl Scout council feels 
that if it spends $20,000 to buy 
the property and another 
$30,000 for renovations, it 
should not be constrained by a 
condition requiring the sharing 


»f space in the building. 

Aid. Carol Ann Shea, James 
Miller, and Dominic Taglienti 
were in favor of making the 
occupancy by Norumbega 
Workshop a condition of the 
sale of the property, if sale is 
decided. 

But the committee will not 
recommend final disposition or 
price; that decision is up to the 
aldermanic Finance Com¬ 
mittee, and ultimately the 
mayor, after taking alder- 
manic recommendations into 
consideration. 


The two groups may enter 
into a private agreement 
before final disposition of the 
property. 

The City Planning Com¬ 
mittee's final recommendation 
to the Finance Committee is 
that the building is not needed 
for municipal purposes; the 
committee favors the use as 
proposed by the Girl Scout 
Council; and the Norumbega 
Workshop be given first 
priority in the rental of space 
for a five-year period. 


School Committee chips $27,000 from budget 


To keep in the good graces of 
the Board of Aldermen the 
. School Committee reduced its 
budget for next year by $27,000 
Monday night to correct for 
changes in the sewer charges 
and electric bill. 

Committee member Robert 
Cohen and Honora Kaplan 
suggested using $10,000 to start 
a program involving special 
education students receiving 
help from technical-vocational 
students. 


All members present except 
Kaplan voted for the reduction 
in the budget after hearing 
Chairman Alvin Mandell say 
that the program would be 
eligible for new federal funds 
that are expected for this 
state's new special education 
programs. 

Michael LeConti brought up 
the $248,000 supplemental 
request for maintenance 
waiting for aldermanic ap¬ 
proval, and also noted that the 


personnel contracts for next 
year are not settled. 

Mandell said, “We are in 
effect damaging our credibility 
if we use this money." 

Most of the money comes 
from a billing error by the 
Boston Edison Company which 
charged City Hall’s lighting bill 
on a circuit for the outside 
lights at Newton North High 
School, so the city will have to 
spend that $21,291 anyway. 

The other $5,940 is freed up 


because of a delay in the im¬ 
plementation of a law 
requiring sewer charges to be 
assessed at 10 percent of each 
user's water bill. 

The Committee also ap¬ 
proved transferring $213,000 in 
surplus accounts to accounts 
with deficits of $146,000 in this 
year's budget, leaving the rest 
of the money in reserve for the 
remaining few months of the 
fiscal year. 


Ethics committee and code taking shape 


Continuing deliberations on a 
proposed code of ethics for the 
Board of Aldermen have 
simplified the code and 
procedure of the suggested 
ethics committee. 

The Legislation & Rules 
Committee Monday night 


agreed that the first draft of a 
code of ethics was too long and 
unnecessary and settled for a 
suggestion by Aid. Eliot Cohen 
that the state conflict of in¬ 
terest law would serve better. 

The statute on conflict of 
interest would be incorporated

Parents, teachers, and 
students at this year’s 
Memorial and Spaulding 
schools have been very active 
and enthusiastic about a new 
Memorial-Spaulding School’ 
according to both principals.

Question on Board size 
denied by committee 


For the second time in a 
month, a ballot question on 
whether to reduce the size of 
the Board of Aldermen was 
denied by the Legislation & 
Rules Committee. 

Myrtle Baptist 
asks permission 
for parking lot 

Myrtle Baptist Church will 
be allowed to construct a new 
parking lot behind the church 
building on Curve Street, West 
Newton, if the Board of 
Aldermen takes the recom¬ 
mendation of the Finance 
Committee. 

Trustees of the church have 
asked to be released from an 
agreement to use the land, 
formerly city land taken by the 
Turnpike and then given back 
to the city, for construction of a 
new church. 

The city sold the land to the 
church in 1970. Since that time 
the church trustees have 
completely renovated the 
building after having deter¬ 
mined that a new building 
would not be financially 
possible. 

The land now is being used as 
a church playground. 

There is a city playground 
adjacent to the property. 

The Finance Committee vote 
was 4-0, with two members 
abstaining. 


The proposal, which would 
put a Board cut on the ballot in 
November as a nonbinding 
question, was the successor to 
another attempt to reduce the 
Board to 16 members by 
changing the city charter, also 
by ballot question. The Board 
denied that proposition, but by 
less of a margin than expected. 

The maker of the motion, 
Aid. Ethel Sheehan', and Aid. 
Eliot Cohen were the only 
members of the IAR Com¬ 
mittee in favor of the non¬ 
binding question. 

At the vote of the full Board 
May 2, a charter-change 
question was denied by a 10-14 
vote. 

The recommendation of the 
L4R Committee to deny the 
advisory question will be acted 
on by the Board June 6. 

Aid. Mark White and 
Richard Bullwinkle are 
strongly opposed to the 
reduction in the size of the 
Board. 

Bullwinkle Monday night 
£aid that if he thought there 
were any public sentiment for 
a smaller Board he would have 
voted to let the public have its 
say on the ballot, but he doubts 
that a reduction is really 
wanted. 

White feels that the public 
might vote for reduction 
without being aware of what he 
considers the pitfalls of a 
smaller Board.

Another $414,000 out of 
Newton's fast-dwindling 
surplus funds was voted 
Monday night by the alder¬ 
manic Finance Committee for 
public works accounts and a 
sizable increase in cost of Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield premium for 
city employees. 

Public Works Commissioner 
Gene Larson withdrew his 
request for $ 100,000 more than 
the $200,000 voted a few days 
earlier for storm cleanup and 
repair, but needed $278,000 to 
complete the year. 

Additional help from the 
National Guard and the 
Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission obviated the need for 
more storm money. The 
retention of more public works 
employees than had been 
planned, because of the Board 
of Aldermen’s refusal to allow, 
rubbish collection by private 
contract, is responsible for the 
additional payroll money 
needed. 

The health insurance 
premium money — $136,000 — 
covers the city only until the 
end of this fiscal year, June 30. 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
rates jumped about one-third 
in January, 1977. 

The city pays 80 percent of 
the health insurance 
premiums. Expected total cost 
next year for employee health 
insurance is $1.6 million.

Where is 
the good life? 

It probably is commonly believed that a 
rural environment and that of the small 
towns are the best and most normal setting 
for Americans. Nostalgic memories of the 
early days of this century or even earlier are 
cited. Low crime rates, strong family ties 
and a generally peaceful atmostphere are 
listed as part of the more simple life. In 
contrast, urban living is supposed to be 
highly stressful and tensions exaggerated by 
noise, fears and traffic. 

But it just isn’t so, according to a study by 
Dr. Leo Srole, psychiatric sociologist at 
Columbia University. 

In 1962 Dr. Srole, director of the Midtown 
Manhattan Study, produced a startling 
report which found that 23 per cent of a 
sample of East Side Manhattan residents, 
rich and poor, black and white, were in need 
of psychiatric treatment. Many social com¬ 
mentators used the report to demonstrate 
that the urban community is a sick society. 
But now Dr. Srole shows that, however sick 
the city is, the country is sicker. 

; Dr. Srole has pointed to a study by the 
National Center for Health Statistics. This 
showed that people who lived in cities with 
j populations of less than 50,000 showed symp- 
tons of psychological stress almost 20 per 
cent higher than those for people in larger 
communities. The symptons listed included 
inability to sleep, the feeling that “everyone 
is against me" and fears that a nervous 
breakdown was imminent. 

Another survery in Stirling County, Nova 
Scotia, with an average population density 
of 20 per square mile (in Manhattan it is 
75,000 per square mile) was also cited. 
“Stirling's estimated mental-morbidity rate 
is higher than Midtown’s by a wide and 
highly significant statistic margin," the 
- report said. 

It will take.some psychologist to figure 
: out why. It may be that constant exposure to 
: the views of one's peers gets pretty rough. 
Perhaps even the anonymity of the big city 
is preferabile. Teeming throngs, in their 
very diversity, may not be as condemnatory 
as a one-church,one-culture village. If there 
are many yardsticks by which to measure 
oneself, the stress from not measuring up 
may not be as great. 

> Since population estimates continue to 
expand, it's probably just as well to suggest 
that crowded conditions won't drive all of us 
to insanity.

Laetrile: the campaign to make it legal

NEW YORK — Laetrile — the disputed cancer drug — 
will be legal in Indiana. The vote in the state legislature was 
overwhelming: 85 to 10 in the House and 44 to 4 in the 
Senate. 

Governor Otis R. Bowen was embarrassment I’ve had in 
public office." 

The campaign to legalize laetrile was led by a right-wing 
group that is based in California. Its peculiar appeal may 
lie in its rather convincing name: The Committee for 
Freedom of Choice in Cancer Therapy. 

Most of the active members of this vociferous little 
society believe that laetrile helps cure cancer. Official 
government agencies say it is worthless. The Food and 
Drug Administration banned the drug in 1963. The 
American Medical Association, the National Cancer 
Institute and the American Cancer Society have turned 
thumbs down. 

But that has not stopped the true believers. They have 
been ready to defy the law to push their drug. Four mem¬ 
bers of the committee were sentenced by a federal court in 
San Diego for importing the stuff from Mexico and selling it 
here. Fifteen others were indicted last year. 

It is doubtful whether most of the legislators who voted to 
legalize laetrile believe that the drug is a cure. But they did 
not have to hold that conviction to vote for the bill. All they 
had tn believe was that the cancer patient should have his or 
her ‘’freedom of choice." 

It is this element that made the laetrile campaign a 
natural for organized conservative groups in the United 
States. They are opposed to government interference. They 
seized upon the saccharin ban to fuel their own fires. 

The Republican State Representative who sponsored the 
bill to legalize took a down-to-earth position: "You’ve got to 
allow cancer patients to take what they want for their 


disease. What else is there to do but say: ’Sorry, fella - go 
home and die’?" In other words, laetrile offers a moment of 
hope, some peace of mind, a surcease from despair: It is a 
mood drug. 

The victory of the conservatives in Indiana, however, 
should pose something of a problem to their fellow con¬ 
servatives in New York, who are actively opposing a bill to 
decriminalize the use of marijuana, another mood drug. 
(Decriminalization would mean fines instead of im¬ 
prisonment for first and second offenders caught with 
’’pot” in small quantities.) 

There is no general agreement in the medical community 


that'marijuana is harmful. Indeed, it is less harmiul than 
cigarettes and alchol. according to most serious students of 

"'liight^now, anti-pot laws breed disrespect for law. 
Violations are at least as widespread as violations of the 
Volstead Act in the Prohibition days. 

If “freedom of choice" is really what the conservatives 
want then they must have difficulty asserting “freedom” 
to use laetrile while denying "freedom" to use marijuana. 
Consistency would suggest that they ought to ca off their 
push to stay tough on pot, at ljast until the stuff is found 
officially dangerous.

Is Massachusetts headed for another serious fiscal crisis? 
Can Governor Michael S. Dukakis' budget be balanced, or 
is it a sham? Will the budget hike local taxes? 

All of the above are legitimate, and worrying, questions 
as Mike Dukakis gears up his run for re-election. These 
questions, and others equally disturbing, have been raised 
t in recent weeks. 

When the budget was introduced last January, there were 
reservations and criticisms voiced. House GOP leader 
Frank Hatch of Beverly charged, predictably, that the 
state’s fiscal 1978 state budget would saddle the cities and 
towns with huge property tax hikes. He said general 
education aid funds were clipped to balance the budget. 

Even the governor's own secretariat, for the most part 
privately, held serious reservations about their boss’ third 
budget of his term. One senior member mentioned genuine 
concern with the municipal real estate tax. 

The budget, when tendered, was meant to be popular in a 
political sense as befits any such document in the year 
before a campaign for a re-election. Many felt, then and 
now, that Dukakis miscalculated. 

A few week back, word filtered from the State House that 
the Democratic leadership in the House was vastly 
disturbed by the proposed budget. House Speaker Thomas 
W. McGee and Ways and Means Chairman John Finnegan 
were dismayed and combative with the governor over the 
proposed $4.1-billion document. 

As time passed, there was growing concern the budget 
wouldn’t be balanced. Ways and Means Chairman Fin¬ 
negan, for one, felt it was an "Alice in Wonderland" 
document that was seriously underfunded. After six weeks 
of public hearings, the president of the Massachusetts 
Taxpayers Foundation, Richard A. Manley, predicted it 
would produce a deficit of at least $40-million. 

Manley went so far as to predict that Dukakis would have 
to come back early in 1978- an election year! - pleading for 
more money (new taxes) to pay the Commonwealth’s bills. 


This is alarming talk, coming as it did from an expert on 
budgetary matters. 

New taxes? Wow! 

The spector of new taxes, predictably, is enough to send 
the governor and the Democratic leadership scampering 
for ways to balance the budget. At least, that would seem to 
be logical. 

It's a cinch that somebody will have to balance the budget 
because, without a doubt, Massachusetts citizens won’t 
stand still for another whopping tax increase. Right now it 
seems the state is taxing anything in sight, plus a lot that 
isn’t. 

Politically and economically new taxes are out of the 
question. Even if an election year wasn’t around the corner, 
out tax rates already are becoming fiscally coun¬ 
terproductive - highest in the nation on a per capita basis. 

Adding to the problem is that the tax yield for the first 
three quarters of the current fiscal year IN EVERY 
MAJOR CATEGORY were well below official expectations. 
Based upon the first nine months, the "shortfall” this year 
could total $80-million. 

Small wonder that either Governor Dukakis or the 
Democratic legislative leadership, or both, will have to cut 
and-or eliminate some programs. In other words, that 
much-publicized meat cleaver of the early Dukakis days 
will have to be restored to high and effective visibility. (So 
far, the planning is being done by House Democrats and not 
the Administration) 

This presupposes that the chief executive’s budget 
remains out of whack, and that it is both economically and 
politically ill-advised to balance it with new taxes. That 
leaves just one solution: chop-chop-chop. 

There's been much talk lately about the new-found better 
relationship between the governor and his fellow 
Democratic chieftains on Beacon Hill. That relationship 
will get its acid test in how they resolve their differences on 
the budget. And so far, the Governor seems to be dragging 
his heels. 

The bottom line, if the differences aren’t resolved 
satisfactorily, is that Dukakis just might become a one- 
term governor.

Carter's tax on gas guzzlers—is he fair?

WASHINGTON — Allow me to align myself with the 
sentiments of the head of General Motors, Thomas Murphy, 
who says that President Carter’s proposal to tax so-calle 
"gas. guzzlers” is "one of the most simplistic, irrespon¬ 
sible, and shortsighted ideas ever conceived." 

And while I’m at it, let me say a few nasty things about 
the president's proposed gas tax. 

Principle No. 5 of Mr. Carter's National Energy Plan 
says: "We must be fair. Our solutions must ask equal 
sacrifices from every region, every class of people, every 
interest group." 

But the president’s proposed tax on gas guzzlers, which, 
for example, would in 1985 sock the buyer of a car getting 
12.5 miles per gallon or less an additional $2,488, is by 
definition discriminatory. Ditto for Mr. Carter's proposed 
gas lax, which could rise to 50 cents a gallon in just one 
year, and even higher, if certain consumption rates are not 
met. 

Both of these proposals are unequal and inequitable 
because they single out only one form of energy con¬ 
sumption - and those individuals who use this method of 
transportation. As Leonard Woodcock, the head of the 
United . Auto Workers, points out: 

Singling out the auto for greater attention than other 
energy wasters is not the same as achieving equality in . 
energy savings. “Transportation consumes 26 per cent of 
the energy used in the United States; autos one-half of that, 
or 13 per cent. If, in 1975, all energy users and not just autos 
had been mandated to achieve 100 per cent gain in ef¬ 
ficiency in a decade, we probably would not need to import 
a single barrel of oil in 1985." 

Furthermore, the Carter gas guzzler tax seems to say 
that a big' low-miles-per-gallon car is evil, per se, even 
before it is driven one mile or uses one gallon of gas. 

This punitive tax fails to consider the possibility that 
some people who drive gas guzzlers may in fact use less 
energy by driving less than someone with a : higher-miles- 
per-gallon car who drives more 

As Woodcock observes: "Which is more of a gas guzzler, 
a mne-passenger station wagon that takes a large family on 
its only vacation each year but gets 17 mpg, or a two-door 
sedan that gets 19 mpg but is used by a lone commuter 
driving back and forth in rush-hour traffic every day?” 
Obviously, the question is rlietoncal. 

Finally, a gas guzzler tax is not fair to all classes of

people. It would mean only that those who are better ouf 
financially can continue to drive cars that use more gas. 
There is little reason, to suppose that such a tax would 
significantly reduce the sales of gas guzzlers. 

"A WOO to $500 tax, looking at it on the current basis, I 
don’t think is enough to deter a well-heeled buyer," says Joe 
Phillipi, a Detroit-based automotive investment analyst. 
"They are willing to pay $1,000 for a moon roof. This is a 
one-shot deal anyway." 

William Dancey, who manages an electronics firm in 
Miami and drives a Cadillac Seville, says of the proposed 
Carter gas guzzler tax: 

"If it meant buying the Seville and paying $1,000 or $2,000 
tax versus buying a Datsun and paying no tax, I still would 
go for the Seville." 

The fact of the matter is that using the heavy hand of the 


federal government there simply are no fair and equitable 
ways to evenly penalize those who consume larger amounts 
of energy than those who use less. 

Bigger houses (heat hogs?) take more energy to heat 
and cool) than smaller houses. Should there be an excise 
tax on the former and rebates for the latter? Fat people use 
more energy to heat (and cool) themselves than skinnier 
people, Should there be an excise tax on the former and 
rehales for the latter ! See what I mean. . 

Now, the gas tax. This levy would clearly impact much 
harder on our nonurban population and those less well off 
financially. A New York Times-CBS News survey last 
month shows that of the 62 per cent of the population who 
oppose higher gas taxes, blue-collar workers were much 
less likely . to favor such a tax than were professionals and 
managers.

This amendment would 
specifically grant to han¬ 
dicapped persons the same 
constitutional guarantees that 
all citizens of the Com¬ 
monwealth now enjoy by 
prohibiting any form of 
discrimination against persons 
who are handicapped. 

In November. 1975, the 
people of the Commonwealth 
voted to accept an amendment 
lo the Massachusetts Con¬ 
stitution which added the equal 
rights amendment for women. 
The Massachusetts con¬ 
stitution now prohibits 
discrimination "on the basis of 
sex. race, color creed or 
national origin." 

The amendment proposed by 
Backman and Pfeiffer would 
now add the category of the 
"handicapped" to the 
provision. If adopted by the 
Commonwealth, Massachu¬ 
setts would be the first state in 
the nation to recognize the 
rights of the handicapped in its 
Constitution. 

Backman stated: "The true 
measure of the strength of a 
civilization is the attitude and 
respect of the society toward 
the weak, the minorities, the 
sick, the elderly. 

"Unfortunately some of our 
political leadership as well as 


our business leadership have a 
false impression that the 
response of society to the plight 
of the weak or the poor must 
always be measured in dollars 
and cents. 

"This is the so-called 
practical approach. With this 
practical’ outlook, it becomes 
easy to make excuses for 
allowing elderly lo live in 
poverty, children to go hungry 
and for medical care to be 
denied." more 

“However,” stated 
Backman, "this attitude is sick 
and leads to the destruction of 
the health of society. This 
attitude is the greatest single 
cause of mental illness and 
violence in our society because 
of the stress and conflicts this 
attitude incites." 

Backman stated "The 
handicapped have the right to 
meaningful employment, to 
housing that is readily ac¬ 
cessible to them, to 
recreational opportunities and 


to the other ingredients of 
modern life. 

"Unfortunately the han¬ 
dicapped have not had the 
political clout and the strong 
advocacy that is necessary to 
achieve a measure of equality 
in our society. We must make 
our leaders realize that we can 
not have a healthy society 
while these inequities are 
allowed to continue." 

"There are two aspects to the 
discrimination against the 
handicapped. 

"First, we are not allowing 
our fellow humans with vast 
abilities to fulfill themselves in 
life. Secondly, we are 
depriving society of the 
resources of thousands of 
persons who want to work, who 
want to participate and who 
are being relegated to passive 
roles. The fact that a person 
lias a particular handicap, does 
not mean that the person 
cannot perform usefully in 
life," concluded Backman.

the meeting, no students from Hyde or 
Bowen elementary schools were accepted 
among the 18 who submitted their ap¬ 
plications early. Principals of these 
schools assured parents that there was 
space and did not encourage them to 
apply early. 

Rodney Barker, president of the Hyde 
PTA, criticized the School Committee for 
having “changed" its policy after mid¬ 
night at the May 9 meeting. 

Qiairman Alvin Mandell said the policy 
was merely "clarified" on May 9 to 
reflect the original intent of not having 
incoming students exceed the capacity of 
the building or require extra staff ac¬ 
cording to the pupil-teacher ratio. 

Meadowbrook Junior High Principal 
Irwin Freedman said his school was "a 
little thin in terms of space"' but said the 
two extra students from the Angier area 
would fit, and if neccessary the 10 
siblings. 

Committeeman Paul Ash explained 
that his Subcommittee on School 
Enrollment and Building Utilization 
decided against a grandfather clause for 
siblings in the redistricting of Ward and 
Bowen schools. 


Oiestnut Hill parents wanted to have a 
sibling clause for children attending the 
crowded Ward School, but the sub¬ 
committee decided it could continue a 
family through the school for up to 17 
years. 

Such a sibling clause for out-of-district 
Meadowbrook children who transferred 
in would be "inconsistent" and "create a 
lot of problems," Ash argued, and the 
Committee agreed without a formal vote. 

Irwin Hoogheem, supervisor of at¬ 
tendance for the school system, said he 
had already received some requests for 
out-of-district transfers for September, 
1978. 

So another change in the policy will be 
that all sixth grade parents be notified by 
Sept. 30 each year that applications for 
out-of-district transfers will be accepted 
from Oct. 30 to April 1 of that year for the 
next school year. 

Parents who applied early for the fall of 
1978 will have to reapply on or after Oct. 
30. 

Weeks parent and Acting Newton North 
High School Principal Edwin Fraktman 


urged the School Committee to be sen¬ 
sitive to what it heard from the persons 
who wanted to transfer their children 
from Weeks to Meadowbrook. 

He wants to make sure the Weeks staff 
is not reduced more than the four 
teachers it has already lost because of a 
decreased projected enrollment. 

Davis School PTA President Nancy 
Mann told the administration that the 
number of applicants for Meadowbrook 
does not show an anti-Weeks attitude but 
a desire for a junior high school such as 
Meadowbrook that offers more 
educational alternatives. She suggested 
the administration study having other 
junior highs adopt Meadowbrook’s less 
structured style. 

School Committee members had been 
discussing closing Weeks in years to 
come due to declining enrollment, which 
is believed by the superintendent to have 
triggered some of the transfer requests. 

The Committee will resume that 
discussion after it receives a report from 
the faculty and administration on 
suggestions for grade reorganization that 
will be ready soon.

of granting Iodice permissive use for 56 
new apartments on the south side of the 
avenue and 20 townhouses on the north 
side, near Woodbine Street. 

Under the 10 percent ordinance, Iodice 
would have to provide a total of eight 
apartments to the Housing Services 
Commmission. The developer will 
provide four of these in his apartments at 
264-290 Grove St. and four in the new 
apartments to be built at 2400 Com¬ 
monwealth Ave. 

The Grove Street apartments, all of 
which are two-bedroom, will house the 
tenants being displaced from the 2300 
complex, plus one other low-income 
family. Two two-bedroom and two one- 
bedroom units will be rented to low- 
income people at the new 2400 buildings. 

Iodice first asked for 72 apartments on 


the south side, a figure that has been 
whittled down several times. The latest, 
56. is expected to show a reduction in 
apartments in the building facing Auburn 
Street in response to objections of owners 
of single-family houses there. 

The committee voted 7-1 as a consensus 
in favor of the proposal, with Aid. David 
Cohen opposed. The final vote will be 
taken by the Land Use Committee on 
June 13, according to Chairman Elito 
Cohen. 

In other business, the committee voted 
to deny a petition for rezoning and per¬ 
missive use to build 28 townhouses at 243 
Waltham St., principally because the 
zone change might constitute "spot” 
zoning and because of the number of 
houses planned.

his rights. The lawyer, 
however, would not be allowed 
to cross-examine witnesses or 
address the grand jury or 
prosecuting attorney. 

DeNucci's opposition to the 
measure follows the strong 
stand against it by Chief 
Justice Robert M. Bonin of the 
Superior Court and Attorney 
General Francis X. Bellotti. 

The Newton legislator thinks 
that it is a "bad" bill which 
would impede prosecutors 
investigating white-collar and 
organized crime. 

DeNucci, terming the bill 
"expensive,” said it would 
require Superior Court judges 
to assign public counsel to any 
grand jury witnesses unable to 
pay for a private attorney.

A REOI-BANK 
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Patients' rights bill gets House approval 


State Rep. Lois (J. Pines (D- 
Ncwton) announced that the 
Patients Bill of Rights 
legislation was given initial 
approval by the House of 
Representatives last week. 

The proposal will officially 
recognize and guarantee the 
rights of patients as health 
consumers. 

Pines, who has worked for 
enactment of the proposal 
since 1974, lauded the action of 
her colleagues. 

“There has been a critical 
need for clarifying the patient- 
physician relationship. I firmly 
believe that a person who 
enters a hospital must not be 
stripped of his right to decide 
the course of his own medical 
treatment,” Pines stated. 

"The proposal defines the 
legal standards by which 
health professionals are ex¬ 
pected to govern themselves. It 
would unite in one law a 
number of statutory and 
common law protections which 
already exist but which are 
unknown to most health con¬ 
sumers,” she explained, ore 

The Patients Bill of Rights is 


comprised of 21 specific 
provisions including: 

The right to emergency 
treatment without regard to 
financial resources. 

The right to inspect and 
receive copies of one's medical 
records. 

The right to refuse any care, 
treatment, or examination 
when the primary purpose is 
educational or informational 
rather than therapeutic. 

The right to be fully informs 
and to accept, reject or ter¬ 
minate treatment. 

The right to dignity, con¬ 
fidentiality and unprejudiced 
care. 

In addition, providers of 
health care must disclose 
precisely what they can treat, 
what laws affect available 
care, what they are trained to 
do and what needs cannot be 
supplied. Bills must be detailed 
enough to disclose errors and 
patients must have access to 
charge slips, or their 
equivalent, in order to test the 
accuracy of bills submitted for 
payment. 

Rep. Pines believes that the 
proposal will result in a 


strengthening of the patient- 
physician relationship. 

"Mutual trust and con¬ 
fidence is vital to the effective 
delivery of health services. The 
active participation of in¬ 
formed consumers and a 
thorough knowledge of the 


rights and responsibilities of 1 
both parties will have a highly 
beneficial impact on the 
quality of health care," the 
Newton lawmaker stated. 

After final House action the 
bill will go to the Senate, where 
approval is anticipated.

Cooking time cannot exceed four hours and the beef 
dishes will be judged according to taste, appearance and 
originality. Prizes are first place, $1,000; second place, $500 
and third place, $250. 

Memorial Day weekend is traditionally a weekend when 
barbecues come out and delicious aromas fill the air. 
Here arc some recipes guaranteed to delighL 

Beef Patty Melt 

2 pounds ground beef 

12 slices rye bread 

Butter or margarine 

12 slices ( J /4 to 1 ounce each) Swiss or colby cheese 

Salt and pepper 

4 cup Thousand Island dressing 

Spread bread with butter or margarine and place, spread 
side down, on hot baking sheet on grill or on grill top. Toast 
until golden brown on one side. Wrap to keep warm. Divide 
ground beef into 6 equal portions and shape into oval patties 
(the size of bread slices) about 4 inch thick. Place on grill 
and broil at moderate temperature 15 to 17 minutes, until 
almost desired doneness, turning occasionally. Season with 
salt and pepper. To assemble sandwiches, place 1 cheese 
slice on untoasted side of each slice of bread, spread each 
cheese slice with 1 tablespoon dressing, place patties on 
half the spread slices of bread and top with remaining 
slices, prepared side down. Wrap each sandwich in 12 x 17- 
inch piece of heavy duty aluminum foil, folding edges to 
seal. Heat packets on grill, 5 minutes on each side. 6 ser¬ 
vings. 


Lemon ’n Spice Beef 
Steaks 

1 or 2 beef blade steaks, cut 4 to 4 inch thick 
Two-third cup lemon juice 
4 cup water 
1 tablespoon sugar 
14 teaspoons salt 
1 teaspoon thyme 
4 teaspoon garlic powder 

Combine lemon juice, water, oil, sugar, salt, thyme and 
garlic powder in a small saucepan and cook slowly 5 
minutes. Cool. Place steaks in utility dish or plastic bag and 
pour marinade over them, turning to coat. Cover dish or tie 
bag securely and marinate in refrigerator 6 hours or 
overnight, turning at least once. Remove steaks from 
marinade and place on grill so surface of meat is 4 inches 
from heat. Broil at moderate temperature 7 to 10 minutes 
on each side, depending upon degree of doneness desired 
(rare or medium). Brush steaks with marinade oc¬ 
casionally while broiling. 4 to 6 servings. 


Vivacious Roslind Kushner of Norwood 
is a young mother who in addition to 
spending time with her 18 month old, red- 
hdired daughter Lauren, also enjoys 
cooking and entertaining. 

The former nurse began her cooking 
career when she was 18 and by diving in 
and helping her mother cater her 
brother’s Bar Mitzvah. 

She enjoys formal dinners best and 
usually lias 12 at a time for dinner. “I try 
to prepare everything in advance and do 
very little the day of the party." To ac¬ 
complish the art of relaxing the day 
company is expected, Mrs. Kushner 
makes lists and bakes and freezes food in 
advance. 

Mrs. Kushner has shared a dinner 
menu with readers, one which she 
prepared and on the day of the dinner 
parly, attended a barbeque in the af¬ 
ternoon. Her recipes follow: 


STUFFED BONELESS BREAST 
OF CHICKEN 

Chickeu breasts, whole, boned 
1 link kishke (six breasts to one link) 
salt, pepper, paprika 
mushrooms 

Cut piece of kishke about 14 inch thick. 
Wrap chicken breast around it and secure 
with toothpick underneath. Place in 


baking dish. Sprinkle salt, pepper and 
paprika on top. Bake 350 degrees for one 
hour covered and another 4 hour un¬ 
covered. 

Saute one cup mushrooms in two 
tablespoons oil and four tablespoons 
margarine. Serve on top of chicken. 

RICE CASSEROLE 
2 large onions 
2 large green peppers 

1 envelope onion soup mix 

2 cups mushrooms, cut up 
1 box instant rice (4 cups) 
oil 

1. Saule mushrooms, green peppers 
and onions until tender. Be generous with 
oil. 

2. Dissolve onion soup in four cups 
boiling water and let it sit, covered. 

3. Mix all ingredients together. Place in 
greased pyrex 9" x 13" dish. Bake un¬ 
covered until light brown, approximately 
20 minutes at 350 degrees. Do not bake if 
freezing. 

This dish can be made in advance and 
frozen. When ready to serve, thaw. Dot 
with butter and bake until golden brown. 

CHEESE PIE 
Graham cracker crust 
Filling: 

1 lb. cream cheese 

2 eggs 

4 cup sugar 


little cinnamon 
teaspoon vanilla 
juice from one-half lemon 
Mix ingredients together well with an 
electric mixer. Put in crust. Bake at 375 
degrees for 20 minutes. When cool, top 
with favorite fruit pie filling. Refrigerate 
for about two hours before serving. 
Serves 8-10. 

SPOON-A-CAKE 
1 white cake 
1 chocolate cake 
4 packages Dream Whip 
4 small packages chocolate pudding, 
not instant 
Chocolate bits 
Cool Whip 

1. Bake cakes as directed. When cool, 
cube cakes. Place one layer of cubes in a 
large punch bowl, alternating cakes to 
separate colors (vanilla and chocolate). 

2. Take two envelopes (one package) of 
Dream Whip. Add one box of pudding 
(dry) and one cup water in a small 
mixing bowl and beat until thick. Pour 
over first layer of cake. Sprinkle in some 
chocolate bits over whipped filling. 
Repeat another layer of cake and lop¬ 
ping, until punch bowl is filled. Top with 
Cool Whip and sprinkle chocolate bits 
over top.

'Art Goes 

(This is the first of two articles in a series about volunteer 
efforts in the public schools. The first is about adult 
volunteers who have successfully enriched classroom life in 
Dedham by expanding elementary school student's 
awareness about the wonders of art. The second will be 
about a volunteer student effort in Meadowbrook Junior 
Hlqh School, Newton.) 

A well-dressed woman stands before an elementary 
school class, and as she talks, the world of art and history 
unfolds before the spellbound students. The woman is one of 
nine volunter volunteers in Dedham committed to a 
program known as "Art Goes to School.” These volunteers, 
armed with slides, scripts, and drawings to be colored 
periodically visit classrooms in Dedham elementary 
schools. Their visits are at the request of the classroom 
teachers who receive8 letters in the fall informing them 
about the program. The letters may be returned marked 
with the convenient date. Recently a group of voluriteers 
met at Bev Bourell’s home to discuss the program. The 
women chatted informally over coffee dnd those Who Were 
present were Mrs. Bourell, Didi Lionberger, Nan 
Crossland, Deborah O'Duggan, Martha Leonard, Mary 
Anne Osborne, Mary Doherty and Katy Schneider, all of 
Dedham. 

The program, Mrs. Bourell explained, was originally 
begun by the Junior League in 1970. They offered it to 
schools in surrounding areas, ultimately relinquishing it to 
Dedham because of the enthusiastic response in that town. 
They also turned over two scripts. If the program were to be 
expanded, there are also other slides available on African, 
Japanese and American art. 

This enrichment program was provoked by a school study 
conducted by the Dedham League of Women Voters over a 
period of three years, and completed in 1974. The study 
revealed a lack of enrichment activities in the Dedham 
Schools. 

Not content with being critical, mothers banded together 
to create an enrichment program at the elementary school 
level. "Many of us have teaching experience,” observed 
Mrs. "some Bourell, a former French teacher, and ex¬ 
pertise, " have a special kind of expertise." such as Didi 
Lionberger who majored in art history at Smith. 

Bourell has coordinated the parent volunteer program 
working with Deborah O'Duggan. Together they worked 
with teachers seeking the program for their classroom.

The teachers prepared studenLs before the presentation 
so they weren't simply viewing the slides without 
background. Teachers were sent scripts and on the day the 
volunteer came, the teachers posted key words such as 
Medieval, Michelangelo, Gothic style, feu9dal for use 
during the 30 minute discussion. 

During the presentation, students were made aware of 
how life styles and cultures were reflected through art. The 
scripts are written in a lively style interspersed with 
anecdotes. For example, the presenter talking about the 
statue "Moses" by Michelangelo, having explained how the 
sculptor was famous for his anatomically correct statues, 
pointed out a "mysterious nick in the knee of th** figure.” 

"It is said the reason for this defect is that when 
Michelangelo finihsed the statue, he thought it so lifelike 
that he struck it on the knee and said ‘why do you not 
speak?’ 

Often, materials are selected by teachers and put on a 
special table. In a generous gesture, Mrs. Lionberger has 
loaned classrooms her own magnificent art history books. 
She said the teachers and the children treat the books as the 
precious items they are, and children are asked to wash 
their hands before using them. 

Those who participate say “it is a more creative way to 
put something into the schools." Many times they are also 
sharing a youngster’s entrance into the world of art. 

The slidespresentation for the sixth grade is on Medieval 
and Renaissance art; for the fourth grade on American 
Indians. In November, 1977, Mrs. Chris Hobbs, an authority 
of historical architecture and a photographer, will have 
reach- a slide-talk on "Dedham, 200 Years Ago.” 

"We can’t emphasize how receptive the children are," 
says Mrs. Schneider, who also pointed out that the material 
has impact on all students. 

Mrs. Bourell says volunteers have had "great fun while 
learning too.” She recently updated some of the slides by 
purchasing new ones on a recent trip to Paris and donating 
them. 

The group is extremely cost conscious and their budget 
this year was $54.07. By the end of 1977, roughly 6,000 
children will have seen the slide presentation and been 
exposed to a rich cultural program. 

"Art Goes to School” is an outstandinq example of 
"supportive volunteerism.”

Guest speaker William 
Christenson, executive 
director of Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital, spoke on ‘‘Health 
versus Health Care.” 

Christenson' explained the 
difficulties of trying to meet 
the demands for equality of 


health care for all segments of 
our society. He said the cost of 
health care is excessive, and 
the inability to generate funds 
through the federal and state 
governments is well known. 

Christenson believes that the 
country is not yet geared to 
provide National Health 
Insurance because there is 
concern with the economics of 
health care for the public in 
National Health Services. 
However, he feels that 
President Carter might well 
work on a greatly-needed 
Catastrophic Health Insurance 
Plan soon.

NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - 
Reid Lewis had heard all hr 
wanted to - more than hr 
wanted to - about how this 
nation had lost its spirit, that 
its citizens couldn’t cut it like 
their forefathers. 

He saw that feeling in the 
eyes of his high school French 
students in Elgin, Ill. He saw it 
get worse as the years went by. 

Even while he was planning 
a canoe expedition from 
Montreal to the Gulf of Mexico 
to reenact Robert Cavalier 
Sleur de La Salle's expedition 
to claim the Mississippi River 
Valley for France, there were 
those who scoffed and said he’d 
never make It. 

But on April 9, Lewis stood on 
a beach at the mouth of the 
Mississippi River, cloaked in 
garb from La Salle’s day. He 
repeated the words La Salle 
used 295 years ago to claim 
everything from the Rockies to 
the Alleghenies for France. 

After 3,300 miles and eight 
months of paddling and walk¬ 
ing, after enduring one of the 
worst winters of the century, 
Lewis said he and his 23 well- 
tanned companions had got 
their point across. 

"It was a vehicle," he said. 
"The point of it was to get 
people involved, to help them 
feel confident.” 

And, he said, it was “to get 
back that confidence that we 
can still do what we want to do, 
fulfilling dreams we have and 
meeting challenges, albeit 20th 
century challenges." 

The group, composed of 16 
recent high school graduates 
and seven adults, made an 
estimated 500 appearances 
along the route, explaining 
their trip and presenting songs 
and skits. 

In every way Lewis and his 
companions could think of, 
they tried to put themselves in 
the position of the 17th century 
voyageur so they could better 
understand what the real I,a 
Salle and his companions had 
on their minds. 

• The canoes were hand¬ 
crafted replicas of Indian bark 
canoes. The clothing was 
handmade and fashioned after 
the clothing research showed 
the 17th century voyageurs 
would have worn. The tools 
they carried were hand-crafted 
copies of 17th century tools. 

"So many people told me 
they looked out on the river and 
tears came to their eyes and 
they thought they were back in 
the 17th century," he said. 

The modern-day voyageurs 
had a few problems La Salle 
never faced. 

There was polluted water. 
There was much more ice. La 
Salle had to walk only 90 miles 
because of ice. Lewis and his 
crew went more than 500 miles 
!on foot. 

During a walking stretch in 
Indiana, four of Lewis’ crew 
members were hit by a truck. 
'All four later returned to the 

.Voyage. 

> Crossing Lake Michigan, two 
canoes were swamped. Four 
students stayed in the 39- 
degree water about 10 minutes, 
lewis said their winter sur¬ 
vival training saved them. 

; The group faced wind chill as 
much as 60 degrees below zero. 
Sometimes they had to stow 
their gear in the canoes and 
drag the canoes through snow 
and ice on sledges made of 
^ranches. 

• Given the harsh winter, 
wasn’t there a temptation to 
decide that La Salle would 
have turned back? 

• "I was positive that as long 
as la Salle could move his feet 
he would keep moving," Lewis 
said. So Lewis’ group went on. 

The crew went through 
rigorous physical training to 
prepare for the journey. They 
also had psychological 
training. 

The crew worked in close 
quarters whether paddling or 
sleeping under overturned 
canoes. There was the pressure 
(if the crowds asking questions 
at each stop. 

Lewis said the psychological 
stresses often were greater 
than the physical stresses. 

Individuals along the route 
made contributions to the cost 
of the trip as well as some 
foundations. Lewis is working 
to raise more to cover the 
estimated $250,000 total cost. 

The students are completing 
Research projects on such 
topics as cartography, diet, 
period clothing, voyageur 
songs and physical con¬ 
ditioning.

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POWHATAN, Va. (UPI) - 
When winter winds sweep 
across the Virginia Piedmont 
and the nights grow bitter cold, 
Ann Moreton switches on her 
electric blanket and fills her 
bed with tarantulas and scor¬ 
pions. Then she grabs a coat 
and heads for her sister’s house 
to sleep. 

Come springtime, when Mrs. 
Moreton’s tropical arachnids 
emerge from their dormant 
state, they go on display in her 
Spider Museum, the delight of 
neighborhood school children. 

"My joy is introducing 
spiders to children before they 
are too old to be afraid of 
them," said the 67-year-old 
grandmother whose fame has 
spread from coast to coast as 
"The Spider Lady." 

Every visitor to the museum 
— there were 10,000 last year — 
is offered the opportunity to 
stick out his hand and hold 
Linda, a large, tame Mexican 
tarantula with fangs as sharp 
as ice picks. 

Some do. I didn’t. 

For those who breathlessly 
watched a cold sweat form on 
Sean Connery’s forehead as a 
hairy black tarantula crept 
over his chest in a James Bond 
movie thriller, it’s disappoint¬ 
ing to learn that the big 
arachnid’s bite is no worse 
than a hornet sting. 

At least, that’s what Mrs. 
Moreton said it felt like the 
only time she was ever bitten. 

The bite came without 
warning, she said. An animal 
she'd been handling for three 
years shed its skin and became 
aggressive, but "I didn't know 
it. 1 picked it up and it bit me." 

Before she became in¬ 
terested in spiders and founded 
the 1,000-member National 
Arachnid Society, Mrs. 
Moreton said she, too, was 
afraid of them. 

"I didn’t know what I’d do if 
one got on me. Finally, one did, 
on my leg. I let out a big 
scream," she laughed. 

But Mrs. Moreton cautions 
that "people who go out and 
work in the garden without 
gloves are crazy. Wherever 
you have crickets, you have 
black widows." 

Black widow spiders are 
plentiful, very quick and their 
bite “will make you real sick,” 
she said. 

* A black widow, two scorpions 
and about a dozen tarantulas 
are the feature attractions at 
the 125-year-old renovated, 
whitewashed stone grist mill 
that became the first live 
spider museum in the world 
when it opened four years ago. 

This season, Mrs. Moreton is 
lamenting the death of an old 
friend, a poisonous brown 
recluse spider. 

"I think it probably died of 
old age. I had it for two and a 
half years. They say a year is 
the average life span of most 
spiders.” 

Tarantulas may live 25 to 30 
years, she added. 

Visitors to the Spider 
Museum also learn that: 

Baby tarantulas are the only 
infant spiders that don’t bal¬ 
loon, or waft away to new 
habitats on sails of silk. 

Spiders are cannibals. They 
eat their own kind. Male 
spiders have longer legs so 


More Plastics Seen 

In Future Cars 

NEW YORK (UPI) - In¬ 
creased use of plastics in the 30 
to 40 pound range, annually, 
can be expected in 1978-1980 
car models, reports Modern 
Plastics magazine. 

The reason, explains the 
McGraw-Hill magazine: need 
to improve mileage by 
reducing car weight. 

About 10 more pounds of 
plastics will go into each 1977 
model, bringing to about 180 
pounds per car the average use 
of plastics. 

Plastics, says the magazine, 
will replace steel in large 
exterior body components, 
structural support members, 
gas tanks, even wheels.

they can make a fast getaway 
after mating with hungry 
females. 

A spider courtship begins 
when a male twangs on a silken 
strand of a female's web and 
she twangs back, signaling he 
is invited into the web. 

Spiders are fragile, often 
breaking one of their eight 
legs. But they have the ability 
to grow a new leg as many as 
nine times. 

Mrs. Moreton's prize speci¬ 
men is a hand-sized spider 
belonging to an unidentified 
species of the grammastola 


family. It is mounted in a slab 
of clear plastic. 

Until it died of an injury, she 
said she had expected it to 
grow to record size because of 
its prodigious appetite. 

"It ate one medium-size 
bullfrog a week and snacked on 
10 crickets a day," she said. 

Wearing sneakers, Mrs. 
Moreton leads her tours down 
nature trails and over log 
bridges outside the mill. 

Spotting a spider’s intricate 
orb web on a bush, she quickly 
sprayed it with white paint and 
fixed it on black mounting 


paper for an exhibit. 

"Spider silk has a greater 
tensile strength than steel," 
she said. "The Army uses 
black widow silk in gun sights 
because it doesn't contract or 
expand with the weather.” 

She said spiders also use 
several kinds of silk, depending 
on the purpose, and that not all 
of it Is white. Egg baskets, for 
instance, are partly woven of 
brown strands. A female 
deposits 500 to 1,200 eggs in¬ 
side, and about 100 young 
survive until spring, she said. 

Widowed )6 years ago, Mrs. 


Moreton said she has been 
totally devoted to her 
arachnids for the past 12 years. 
She said she even set aside her 
career as a freelance writer 
and photographer, although 
she still sells her photos to such 
publications as "Encyclopedia 
Britannica," "Smithsonian,” 
"Natural History” and "Audu¬ 
bon." 

She said photography origi¬ 
nally sparked her interest in 
arachnids. 

“I went out in the garden to 
photograph a spider web to 
hang in the kitchen. The photo 


was a failure," she recalled. 
"Then I went to the IJbrary of 
Congress and read everything 
they had on spiders: 13 books." 

She said her son and 
daughter "thought I was crazy 
at first." 

She spent the next five years 
roaming the country, collec¬ 
ting specimens, reading up on 
spiders and meeting with 
prominent arachnologists. 

"Some children over here in 
the neighborhood wanted to 
lielp me collect spiders, and 
they suggested we have a little 
club. But a little club would 


just fade away, so I made it the 
National Arachnid Society," 
Mrs. Moreton said. "Now there 
are members in every state." 

She said she bought the mill 
and started the museum after 
the Smithsonian Institution 
made light of her suggestion 
that it launch a spider exhibit 
for children. 

“You would have thought I 
suggested they turn live rat¬ 
tlesnakes loose," she said. 

The Smithsonian has since 
opened an insect zoo with two 
or three tarantulas, she said, 
and other zoos and museums 


have been asking her advice on 
starting their own. 

Despite her reputation as the 
Spider I>ady, Mrs. Moreton 
said she doesn't regard her 
spiders as true pets. 

"Scientists say they have 
little or no intelligence," she 
said. "But I don't believe that 
at all." 

She said she is mainly in¬ 
terested in her arachnids 
because they are such a 
fascination for children. 

"I love children and enjoy 
seeing them have a good 
time."

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Russia has car culture 
racing stripes and all 


LENINGRAD. USSR (UPI) 

- The strapping young man 
gets out of his compact 
automobile, wipes a speck ol 
dust from the hood and proudly 
surveys his possession. 

He exudes almost visible 
satisfaction as passers-by stop 
to ogle the little red car, 
dressed up with racing stripes, 
wide tires and fake "mag" 
i magnesium i wheel rims. 

But the crowning touch is the 
metal "Fiat" emblem gracing 
the front grille and the "Fiat 
124" on the rear trunk. 

The driver, wearing a red 
, and white windbreaker with a 
"Texaco" patch sown promi¬ 
nently on his chest, and his car 
attract attention in a society 
where flashiness is out of 
Dlace. 

But the driver is a Russian, 

, and his car a "ZhiguJi-1," the 
. Soviet-made carbon copy of the 
Italian Fiat 124 compact, a 
model no longer produced in 
Italy, but still going strong in 
the Soviet Union. 

For all practical purposes 
the car is a Fiat, except for its 
Russian name plate, and to be 
able to obtain a real Fiat 
emblem to replace the Soviet 
tag is considered a major coup. 

Although Russia's car 
culture is still in infancy, there 
are signs the Soviets crave 
something sporty to show off 
in. 

Still, the high price and 
unavailability of Soviet 
. automobiles give the typical 
' .Soviet "hot rodder" — those in 
their mid-20s to mid-30s — his 
first crack at the wheel at an 
age when his Western coun¬ 
terparts are apt to be looking 
for station wagons to hold the 
wife, kids and the family dog. 

The souped-up Zhigulis with 
the Fiat badges constitute 
nowhere near the majority of 
--Soviet automobiles driving 
. down Leningrad's Nevsky Pro- 
pect. 

Automobile demand far out¬ 
strips supply and it can take 
anywhere from six months to 
three years to get a car, 
depending on who you are and 
whom you know. 

Once the car is delivered, the 
wait alone makes it a prized 
p< issession. 

The Zhiguli-1 costs the 
equivalent of $7,330, while the 
Zhiguli-3 with fancier finishing 
and a slightly larger engine 
goes for $10,000. 

An even newer model, the 
Zhiguli-6 with a l,600cc engine, 
costs $10,740. This is the model 
the Soviets want to export to 
the United States, but at much 
lower prices for hard currency. 

About the only Russian-made 
car which looks sporty enough 
to be dressed up is the Zhiguli. 

Through contacts, Russians 
are able to buy at tremen¬ 
dously inflated prices ac¬ 


cessories such as halogen rally 
lamps, fancy wheel rims, 
stereo l ape decks and racing- 
type steering wheels. 

A stereo tape deck with two 
speakers at a government 
"commission shop" can run 
$660 or more, while a pair of 
plain terry cloth seat covers 
imported from Finland were 
recently priced at $300. 

The Fiat emblems are either 
brought in from Poland, where 
the car is produced under 
license, or are home tooled. 

One auto mechanic said, 
"We have our own Leningrad 
industrial enterprise for 
making these things." 

Asked how, he explained that 
some workers at the city’s tool 
and dye enterprises produce 
the emblems in their spare 
time and peddle them at high 
prices. 

Another popular item is the 
clear-plastic dealer name 
stickers pasted inside of the 
rear window. "These are ob¬ 
tained through connections in 
Finland," was all the mechanic 
would say v 

But customization in Russia 
is only skin deep. 

Souping up the engine is 
unheard of. Virtually no one 
bores out cylinders to increase 
displacement, for instance. 
Automobile enthusiasts say 
proper equipment just isn’t 
available, and extra motor 
muscle is not really necessary. 

"We don’t tinker with 
engines very much to get in¬ 
creased performance," said 
one automobile mechanic. "It 
is almost impossible to get the 
parts needed for the private 
individual to dress up his car 
under the hood.” 

Yet some of Leningrad does 
go in for vintage cars dating 
from the 1930s, many of them 
vehicles appropriated from the 
retreating German army in 
World War II. 

One Soviet inhabitant of 
Leningrad's "consular row" 
drives around in a spit-polished 
12-passenger convertible Nazi 
staff car built in Stuttgart in 
1938. 

When a foreign diplomat 
tried to bargain for it in even 
trade for his 1974 Chrysler, the 
Russian simply shook Ins head 
and refused. 

Another Leningrad resident 
drives to work in a 1952 BMW. 
Asked where he gets spare 
parts, the man answered, "No 
problem. The guarantee is 
good for 25 years and even if I 
can’t get the parts here, I adapt 
them from Russian cars." 

"Some of these cars you see 
driving around here would be 
worth a fortune back home,” 
quipped an American 
diplomat. 

"And others you would have 
to pay the junk yard to come 
and collect." 


Why climb a mountain? 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
When you have climbed the 
world's highest mountain, 
what do you think as you stand 
on its summit? 

"You know what I thought?" 
James Whittaker said. "I 
thought, Maybe I can get off 
the mountain — maybe I can 
survive.” 

But why do it in the first 
place? 

Whittaker, 48, was the first 
American to reach the summit 
of Ml. Everest. Now he is 
planning another expedition, 
this one his second attempt to 
scale the world’s second 
highest peak, 28,250-feet high 
K.2 in Pakistan. He answered. 

"To see if I can get to the top. 
No stronger motivation," 

But he explained more. 

"I want to see what I can do 
personally, to see if I can be the 
best. I want to measure up to 
whatever I can find. I want to 
expand my horizons and grow. 

"Challenge is the core and 
mainspring of all human ac¬ 
tivity. If there's an ocean we 
cross it. If there’s a disease we 
cure it. If there's a record we 
break it. 

• "If there's a mountain we 
climb it. Those are reasons. 
Those are good reasons. When 
\ ou play for more than you can 
afford to lose, you learn the 
game." 

The K2 expediUon will begin 
in June of 1978, Whittaker said 
while in Los Angeles for'the 
vpening of his Recreational 
Equipment Inc. store. He is 
looking for about 18 climbers, 
borne already have been 
chosen. His last attempt to 
scale the mountain was a 
failure. 

He spent more tiian two 
years planning the 1963 
Everest trip, four months 


getting to the top and 20 
minutes on the peak. 

Was it worth it? 

"Damn right," he said. 

"We weren't looking at the 
view. We had run out of oxygen 
and the wind was blowing 80 
miles an hour and it was 35 
degrees below zero. 

"I thought, maybe we can 
get off the mountain, maybe we 
can survive. We hadn’t even 
thought about coming back. We 
just wanted to get there. I 
didn't even enjoy it until was I 
down off the mountain. Then I 
thought. Hey, it was pretty nice 
up there. 

"I didn't even feel a surge of 
exaltation or anything. I just 
thought, Hey, we got the thing. 
In fact, I took the stake around 
which the American flag was 
wrapped and stabbed it into the 
ice on the summit and pounded 
it in. 

"That was sort of a culmina¬ 
tion. It was like Ahab in Moby 
Dick — Accursed whale, take 
thee my harpoon.”’

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The costs of recreational 
boating appear always to be on 
the climb. Now Matt Kaufman, 
president of the Boating Indus¬ 
try Association, adds yet 
another factor to the con¬ 
tinuing incline: 

Soaring insurance 
premiums. 

"For the past year, boat 
manufacturers as well as other 
makers of leisure equipment 
have been jolted by notices of 
quantum jumps in their 
product liability insurance 
premiums,” Kaufman said at 
BIA headquarters in Chicago. 

"Increases of several thou¬ 
sands per cent have not been 
uncommon." 

Kaufman said insurance 
companies claim the premium 
hikes are necessary because of 
huge Judgments being awarded 
in liability suits. Others con¬ 
tend that the insurance com¬ 
panies are using the large 
awards as an excuse for 
charging higher rates. 

In any event, the costs are 
passed along to the customer 
who already is paying higher 
yard bills, mooring and dock¬ 
age fees and all the myriad 
costs that go into maintaining a 
boat. 

Kaufman said that BIA now 
has joined other industry 
groups in urging product 
liability reforms through legis¬ 
lation. To underscore the need 
for such reform Kaufman 
noted that it is possible for a 
manufacturer to be sued for an 
alleged failure in a product 
made 30 years ago. 

"Unless some reforms are 
enacted, we'll soon see insur¬ 
ance premiums making up 
more of the cost of a boat than 
labor and materials,” Kauf¬ 
man said.

New CBer takes ride 
through mid-America 


Somewhere down in Indiana 
a speeding motorist went 
beserk, weaving from lane to 
lane and barely escaping 
several smashups. 

"Mr. Bear, there’s a silver 
four-wheeler acting crazy up 
here,” came a voice on the 
citizens band radio. 

Moments later a patrol car 
had overtaken and stopped the 
offending vehicle. 

That was one incident on a 
recent 1,800-mile roundtrip 
swing from Madison, Wis., to 
Atlanta which proved that the 
CB "good buddies” of mid- 
America help keep highways 
safe. 

They can also make you 
laugh. 

Like down in Chattanooga, 
Tenn., where the "County 
Mounties” were on the prowl. 

"Lawdy, Lawdy. It looks like 
we’re wall-to-wall in bears,” 
said one trucker. "Tell me, 
what all you bears be doing out 
there?” 

“Just giving you truckers 
something to talk about,” 
replied one of the three county 
police cars within two miles of 
each other. "We were afraid 
you were getting a little bored 
in our fine town." 

On that trip 1 found oul why 
CB is booming. 

Listening to the truckers on 
Channel 19 helped pass the 
time, They sang, joked, 
clowned and made friends on 
the airways. 

But, more importantly, they 
also gave help to lost motorists, 
persons in trouble and warned 
of potential trouble spots. 

On the Tri-State Tollway 
outside of Chicago a four- 
wheeler pulled off the road. His 
engine was smoking and 


flames were licking out from 
under the hood. 

In seconds, every CB- 
equipped motorist around was 
aware of the problem and could 
plan for a possible rapid stop. 
Authorities were notified. 

At least two truckers with 
fire extinguishers volunteered 
to stop and help. 

Then, midway through Ten¬ 
nessee, a car jumped a 
guardrail in the hills and 
landed upside down several 
feel below Ihe highway. One 
trucker who witnessed the 
crash put out an alert and 
stopped to help. 

His broadcasts helped au¬ 
thorities get to the scene 
quickly and alerted motorists 
to the hazard ahead. 

As emergency workers sped 
lo the scene, he let them know 
what to expect, with graphic 
descriptions of the victims 
climbing from the demolished 
car. 

In Kentucky, a truck hauling 
an oversized load developed 
engine trouble and was stran¬ 
ded. A female CBer managed 
to get through to a base station 
and have the operator tele¬ 
phone for a repair truck. 

Outside Gary, Ind., traffic 
backed up for more than five 
miles where the three-lane 
interstate highway was 
squeezed to one lane because of 
work on the road.

a 4-4 vote with Beckwith, Honor a Kaplan, 
Robert Cohen, and Mayor Theodore

Financial arguments against the 
program by Mandell, and educational 
and ethical arguments by Beckwith were 
similar to those made earlier this year 
and last year' as were stands by other 
members.

As if that were not enough, he even took 
over for a few months in 1942 when his 
successor left to take a USO position! 

Physical training and recreational 
activities became more important under 
Bascom. During his first year, the ‘Y’ 
moved into larger quarters in the old 
Eliot Block. In addition to the traditional 
gymnasium, the new site accommodated 
a basketball court, exercise area, run¬ 
ning track, and a locker room with 
showers. Lou LaRose, the Y’s first full¬ 
time physical director, was put in charge 
of the program. 

New location 

With the membership rolls steadily 
increasing, it eventually became clear 
that the Y needed its own building; and 
under the chairmanship of Frank A. Day, 
a fundraising campaign for that purpose 
was begun in 1909. The drive was suc¬ 
cessful, and the very next year the cor¬ 
nerstone of the present Church Street 
building was laid with occupancy in 1911 
during the presidency of Allan Emery. 
The site has once been used as a railroad 
marshalling yard for freight cars. 
Anticipating continuing growth and a 
corresponding need for funds’ in 1913 a 
permanent endowment fund was 
established when a gift of $100 was 
received from Mrs, Abbie B. Hannaford. 

One of the Y’s most impressive ac¬ 
complishments occurred in 1916 when 928 
participants, the largest number up to 
that time, were drawn to Newton for the 
26th annual Older Boys’ Conference of the 
YMCAs in Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. 

During the war years of 1917-1918, the Y 
programs were increased as special 
activities for men in the armed services 
were adopted. 

The universal popularity of Y activities 
is borne out by the Newton association's 
continuing need to construct new 
facilities to expand programs. At the 
same time, of course, was a continuing 
demand for funds. 

The 50th anniversary of the Newton 
YMCA in 1927 was the occasion for a 
successful $ 100,000 fundraising campaign 
led by President Frederick Fuller. It 
made possible the installation of new 
handball and squash courts, as well as the 
renovation of the lobby, gymnasium, and 
dormitories.

The 
name honors the early Newton YMCz\ 
leader. Located on Lake Quacumquasett 
in East Brookfield, it started with 10 
acres whose only building was a former 
roller skating rink. Expansion in the 1920s 
brought it up to 14 acres. Today, it 
facilities include comfortable cabins, 
stretching over 50 acres’ a dining hall, 
modern kitchen, infirmary, several 
playing fields, tennis courts, and two 
boathouses with a splendid fleet of 
canoes, sailboats, and rowboats. 

The hurricane of 1938 hit Camp Day 
hard. More than a thousand trees were 
felled by the force of the winds. However, 
the many volunteers who pitched in made 
the camp more beautiful than ever. 

Two people important in the history of 
Camp Frank A. Day were C. Evan 
Johnson and Frank Simmons. Johnson, 
who eventually became the city’s com¬ 
missioner of recreation, was Camp Day’s 
associate director from 1931 to 1940, then 
became director until called to military 
service in 1942. "Doc” Simmons, who 
directed the camp from 1944 to 1962, was 
later appointed director of health, 
physical education, and safety for the 
Newton schools. 

Other than Camp Day, two other camps 
are currently owned and operated by the 
Newton YMCA. Camp Massasoit, located 
in the Church Street facility itself, was a 
pioneering effort when it was started in 
1944. Undergoing several major program 
changes over the years, it currently of¬ 
fers 3-to 7-year-olds a varied program of 
swimming, nature education, sports, and 
crafts. 

More adventuresome and designed for 
older boys and girls is Camp Chickami, 
located in Wayland. Chickami was begun 
in 1946 by Y worker William Bungard. 
Originally located in the old MDC’s 
Riverside Recreation Grounds near 
Auburndale, Chickami moved to its 
current Wayland site in 1955. Among its 
current facilities are a 75-foot outdoor 
swimming pool, large hot-water shower 
and locker room complex, tennis courts, 
baseball and soccer fields, archery and 
rifle ranges, a creative playground, a 
nature pond, recreation hall, crafts shop, 
and an extensive trail system in its 20 


course, served for nearly two 
generations. His successor, Kenneth 
Dale, was followed by Clarence Mease, a 
very capable man during the busy, dif¬ 
ficult years of World War II. Alex Miller, 
from the St. Paul YMCA, took the reins in 
1947, rebuilt the professional staff, and 
instituted additional improvements at 
Camp Day, while overseeing additional 
land purchases at Chickami in the 50s and 
60s. Following Miller in 1969 is current 
director Chester Mosher, previously of 
the Keene, N.H., YMCA. 

By 1951, the physical training and 
recreation department provided services 
to over 3000, including 1400 boys, and 
offered the use of some 1289 lockers in 
five separate locker rooms. Boxing, 
wrestling, and weight-lifting rooms had 
been added to the existing facilities. 
Another added service was the adoption 
of Civil Service strength test classes for 
prospective firemen and policemen. 
During the 1950s, women were added to 
the membership roles as full members 
for the first time, and the decade saw the 
highest camp enrollments, youth clubs 
such as Hi-Y, Tri-Hi-Y, and Gra-Y social 
clubs, and general prosperity. 

All of these growing activities 
depended upon the constant attention of 
an efficient building superintendent. For 
more than 40 years, as in the case of 
Harry Bascom, that task fell to Andrew 
H. Kaspar, who began his service to the 
Newton YMCA in 1911. 

The mantle of ‘Y’ leadership was 
passed from generation to generation. 
Frank A. Day Jr. picked up where his 
father had left off. Eldred Peterson 
succeeded his father as clerk. Allan 
Emery's mother had been president of 
the Women’s Auxiliary for years. And, 
Frederick Bacon followed in the steps of 
his grandfather when he became 
president in 1942. 

Budget 

By 1952, the Y’s budget had risen to 
iHiually, compared to just $69,000 i 
n 1945. By 1977, it would be close to 
$500,000. 

In 1955, women's programs were on the 
increase, with about 40 using the 
swimming pool each Thursday morning. 

Camp Day was again enlarged when 
seven additional acres were purchased to 
meet the American Camping Association 
standards of land ratio to number of boys 
served. 

Also, 1955 was the year in which the 
annual Lenten luncheon drew the largest 
attendance ever. Some 72 business, civic, 
and religious leaders heard Mayor 
Howard Whitmore as guest speaker. 

Of special significance was the 1955 
move of Camp Chickami from Riverside 
to the current site in Wayland. The land 
was bought from the Seiler's Company 
operating Seiler's Ten Acres restaurant 
in Wayland at the time. 

Illustrating the Y’s versatility and 
flexibility, that fall the Adult Division 
started educational classes in contract 
bridge, creative dance, chess, and stamp 
collecting. Under Adult Director Leonard 
Garfield, the Adult Division would ex¬ 
pand over the next 20 years to offer 
classes in ’exotic’ areas such as Chinese 
cooking, calligraphy, foreign languages, 
and the like. 

The year 1956 saw the beginning of 
trend that continues today. The number 
of new adult memberships outdistanced 
the number of youth memberships. 
Another sign of the development of the 
Family YMCA concept was the initiation 
of father and son bowling. Eventually, in 
1976, that league was to become the 
parent-child league of today. 

A highlight of the 1957 season was an 
’Oldtimers Reunion’ that drew 119 men. 
Another was reaching the 5000 mark in 
total membership. One of the major 
projects over the next couple of years was 
the badly-needed modernization of the old 
swimming pool. A $6000 grant from the 
Newton Community Chest helped make 
its completion in 1960. 

Getting acquainted 

A thrust over the non-male mem¬ 
bership was made starting in 1959. "Get 
acquainted" meetings were held for new 
youth members and their parents, with 
the basics of the Y movement stressed. It 
pointed out that Y programs not only help 
members develop a sense of personal 


Always flexible, the Y’s Adult Division 
established a Children's Music Theater 
operated by a three-person staff, 
director, choreographer, and musician. 

The program continued until 1970 when 
the director had a crippling accident. 

Disaster struck in 1961 at Camp 
Chickami when its main building which 
included a dining room and kitchen as _ 
well as program areas leveled by a fire on ’ 
a camper overnight. Thought to be 
caused by faulty wiring, the counselors 
on duty acted coolly and maturely, as 
they got all campers out without incident. 

The camp finished the year with the use 
of tents. A $100,000 campaign was to 
eventually build a new building, new pool, 
locker rooms, tennis courts. This suc¬ 
cessful campaign was headed by former 
Newton Mayor Howard Whitmore. 

The Athletic Club for Businessmen was 
expanded in 1964 to 250 participants. 
Plans were immediately made to meet 
the demands of the new clients. Another 
handball court was approved. Camp 
Chickami added a Family Outing Club for 
further family participation at the 
Newton YMCA. 

Fitness 

By 1965, executive fitness programs 
had become very popular. They were 
held in the early morning, at noon, and in 
the very early evening three days a week. 

A new $50,000 handball court was con¬ 
structed 

The next year, Richard B. Simmons 
retired after almost 50 years of work for 
the Newton YMCA. Simmons was ap¬ 
pointed physical director in 1919 and 
switched to membership director in the 
late 50s. 

In 1968, another sport was added to 
Camp Day with the completion of two 
tennis courts and the appointment of an 
instructor. 

Alex Miller retired in 1969 after serving 
as general secretary since the mid-lOs. 
Chester Mosher was appointed as the new 
executive director. One of Mosher’s first 
acts was to change Chickami into a coed 
day camp. By 1976, Camp Day would also 
become coed. Under Mosher, women’s _ 
activities and responsibilities would 
increase tremendously. Women were 
added to the board of directors for the 
first time in history, and their locker 
room area would be completely 
remodeled and rennovated. Also, a new 
women's exercise room was added on the 
men’s locker room floor. 

Expansion in the YMCA's facilities 
would be an important item during the 
next seven years. Besides the women's 
new areas constructed, the entire men’s 
locker rooms and showers would be 
renovated in 1975-1976, and in early 1977, 
a complete reconstruction of the Business 
Men's Club (to be named the Newton 
YMCA Health Center) was approved by 
the board of directors. Along with that, 
new tennis courts outdoors will be redone, 
as will be the indoor running track. 

With the appointment of C. William 
Kelley as physical director in 1975, the 
Newton YMCA entered the incrcasingly- 
important cardiovascular and stress 
testing with several all-day clinics being 
held with close to 125 participants, both 
men and women. 

As a further indication of community 
support for the YMCA, sustaining 
memberships have been increased from 
$2,000 in 1969 to the current yearly income 
of close to $20,000. 

Currently, the Newton YMCA is cer¬ 
tainly not in its total refined form, but 
merely at a point in its continual 
evolution. Women's programs are at 
their highest level, with five mornings a 
week devoted to women and child care 
service available every day. The YMCA 
is expanding its Wayland and Brookfield 
operations with the appointment of two 
new camp directors in 1976-7, Andrew 
Schmidt (Chickami) and John Donovan 
lDay). Richard Sayers became an 
associate physical director in 1976, 
leaving only Len Garfield (Adult) and 
Beth Bonner (Aquatics) from the ’old- 
school’ prior to 1976! 

While proud of its 100-year tradition, 
the Newton YMCA looks forward to its 
next 100 years.

Success has been long in 
coming for Garland Jeffreys. 
But that was to be expected. He 
is far too human to be the 
perfect rock ‘n’ roll star. 

And acceptance is inevitably 
hard-won for any songwriter 
who insists on wearing his 
musical influences, his social 
and racial fears, his melancho¬ 
ly perspective, like a life mask. 

Probably the most discon¬ 
certing thing about Jeffreys is 
that he is what he appears to be 
in his songs — he says just 
what he means, in simple 
terms that are sometimes real 
poetry, more often just pop 
songs, but which always show 
that the man who wrote them 
has heart. 

Jeffreys grew up in 
Brooklyn, set apart by a mixed 
racial and ethnic heritage 
(black, Anglo, Puerto Rican), 
graduated from college in 1965 
and — in a year when "folk- 
rock" came of age as Bob 
Dylan went electric — wrote 
his first song. He was hanging 
out with New York music 
heavies at the time (including 
the Velvet Underground’s Lou 


Reed and John Cale) and it was 
the start of one of the more 
frustrating musical careers on 
record. 

For the next five years, he 
played with a variety of bands, 
most of which disappeared 
with no trace, but which gave 
him as thorough a grounding in 
the American pop idiom — 
from funk to country to cut- 
loose boogie — as anyone has 
ever endured. 

Jeffreys went solo in 1970 and 
finally cut an album (on 
Atlantic Records) three years 
later. It won favorable 
response from the critics, but 
tailed to sell. He changed 
record companies and met 
indifference. He toured with 
other artists, ranging from 
reggae kings Toots Maytall 
and Jimmy Cliff to intensely 
personal folkies like Tom Waits 
and Eric Andersen. 

Finally, late last year, 
Jeffreys took his talent and his 
12 years of dues-paymg and his 
very human vision to a third 
record company (A and M) — 
and found a home. The result is 
a moving album called "Ghost 
Writer" (A and M SP-t629), 
which looks like the start of

something at last. 

"Ghost Writer" includes a 
variety of bare-bones pop 
musical styles. But whether 
it’s straightforward rock "n’ 
roll, as in the opener, "Rough 
and Ready," the angry protest 
of "Wild In The Streets,” or the 
innocent plaintiveness of the 
pure reggae “Why-O," each 
tune remains solidly true to its 
nature. 

Jeffreys does not make 
"hyphenated" music — his 
rock is hard and driving, his 
funk is pure Motown, his 
reggae could have been 
plucked from the streets of 
Kingston. The man knows pop 
music as well as anyone — and 
knows, more importantly, how 
to translate his own message 
into varied idioms without 
losing the essential flavor of 
either. 


Which is the only explanation 
for the strange sense that while 
the musical styles of each song 
on this record are enormously 
varied, the album has an af¬ 
fecting structural unity that 
represents Jeffreys himself, as 
clearly as if the title were "My 
Autobiography." 

Seen in that light alone, 
"Ghost Writer" is an artistic 
triumph. One can only hope it 
will be equally successful in the 
marketplace.

Ski instructor also raises sheep

WATERBURY CENTER, 
Vt. (UPI) — Eleanor Labosky 
dreams of wearing a sweater 
made from wool she spun from 
fleece she sheared from a 
sheep she raised and helped 
deliver into the world. 

That's why the 31-year-old 
ski instructor and former 
teacher raises sheep. 

In addition. Miss Labosky is 
what you might call a freelance 
"sheep shearer," making 
"house calls" to other farms 
during the shearing season — 
which extends from spring to 
early summer. 

By this time of the year, the 
sheep are ready to shed their 
protective winter coat, she 
explained. Now in her third 
season, Miss Labosky can 
shear a sheep in about 10 
minutes — depending on the 
size and cleanliness of the 
animal. 

"Shearing is an all con¬ 
suming, meditative exercise — 
the focal point of all energy, 
physical and emotional,” Miss 
(.abosky said. 

She said she became in¬ 
terested in learning how to 
shear when she wanted to do 
some weaving 

•1 asked myself, where is the 
most logical place, where is it 
all coniing from, and I've been 
stuck there I haven't done any 


weaving yet." 

Miss I,abosky learned her 
craft from Robert Burroughs 
of Wells River, Vt., a Scotsman 
whose first shearing ex¬ 
perience was with a dead 
sheep. 

"His father said ‘You won’t 
hurt that one,'" she said. 

In the days before electric 
shears, shearing took twice as 
much time, and people planned 
to stay for a week at a farm 
with 100 sheep. 

Miss Labosky, who insists 
the tradition of hospitality still 
abounds, said she is always 
given a large noon meal or 
welcome to spend the night 
when she makes "house calls." 

The charge for her service is 
$1.75 per sheep if she shears a 
whole flock or $2.50 per animal 
for a small flock. 

"I shear them well but not 
with any kind of record,” she 
said. 

Miss labosky is not getting 
rich at her craft. She made 
about $200 last season but 
anticipates making more this 
year. "I'm only doing this as a 
hobby. It doesn't pay to be a 
sheep farmer in New 
England." 

Unlike the western states, 
Miss labosky said there is not 
enough open land here for 
pasture and whatever there is 
is highly taxed. 


The abolition of tariff rates 
and the competition of western 
states for wool markets crip¬ 
pled Vermont’s sheep farming 
industry in the late 1840s. 
Farmers sold their sheep and 
the dairy industry became the 
state's agricultural mainstay. 

However, Miss Labosky be¬ 
lieves there is a renaissance of 
sheep farming in Vermont and 
New England — with people 
like herself who want more 
control over their lives. 

"There are a lot of middle 
class, college educated people 
who have been in the career 
world who just want to have 
more control over what they 
eat, how they live. 

"My biggest dream is to put 
something on my back or walk 
on something I grew myself," 
she said. 

With her long, blonde hair 
and thin, supple body, Miss 
Labosky looks more like a 
dancer than a sheep farmer 
and has a look of elegance even 
when she is hauling manure. 

In addition to 13 sneep, Miss 
labosky has two bee hives, an 
Irish Setter, a herb and 
vegetable garden, and one 
black ram, "Pretty Boy 
Floyd,” used for breeding and 
to "mow the lawn." She plans 
to gel a pig and two geese.

New lightweight armored vans 


By ARTHUR P. BUSHNELL 

PITTSFIELD, Mass. (UPI) 
— A man points a gun at the 
driver of a customized van and 
fires several shots at close 
range. The bullets bounce off 
the van's front windows and 
Gerard S. Reder has sold 
another of his lightweight 
armored cars. 

Two years ago, Reder was 
manufacturing heavier steel 
armored cars and had an 
annual volume of $100,000 "in a 
good year" before he came up 
with the idea for the light¬ 
weight cars. Now his Berkshire 
Armored Vehicle Building Co. 
has an anticipated annual sales 
volume of more than $2 million. 

And he's expanding his line 
to include construction of ligh¬ 
tweight, clear cages for bank 
tellers. He'll literally stand 
behind those in demon¬ 
strations, too. The protective 
booths have been sold to banks 
in Philadelphia and New York 
City, he said. 

“I’ll do it any time,” he said. 
"We usually use a .45-caliber 


repeating rifle and have an 
employe take a few shots at 
me. There’s no real risk to it; 
it’s based on a calculated 
scientific understanding of 
what the material is capable of 
doing. 

"It's not even a calculated 
risk. It doesn't require any real 
courage or nerve.” 

However, it's an effective 
demonstration of the powers of 
the Lexan and Lexgard plastic 
which was developed at Gener¬ 
al Electric Co.’s Pittsfield 
plant, said Reder. 

"It's a very convincing 
demonstration. I had a custom¬ 
er fire the shots at me once. He 
fired at me in a booth and then 
bought several." 

Although it still manufac¬ 
tures the heavier models, 
Reder’s firm is the nation's 
leading manufacturer of 
lightweight armored cars. It’s 
also “about number three in 
overall armored car sales," he 
said. In two years his company 
has expanded from three to 40 
employes. 


"At first it was an interesting 
sideline to our heavier ar¬ 
mored car business. Then word 
of mouth began to get around 
and it just snowballed," Reder 
said. 

“I originated and developed 
the lightweight armored car, 
but now other people are trying 
to do it. We're putting out four 
a week. We sent one to 
Guatemala today and we just 
shipped one to Denmark. I will 
sign an affidavit saying we’re 
shipping all over the world, but 
1 can't pinpoint the countries 
because that would tell the new 
competition where the market 
is." 

The lightweight armored 
cars are domestic vans 
equipped with the plastic in¬ 
stead of the steel that shielded 
armored car guards for so 
many years. 

They are more 
maneuverable and more 
comfortable to ride in, Reder 
said. Their $14,000 price is 30 
per cent less than that of a steel 


carrier. They get “at least 
double the mileage and cut way 
down on maintenance" and 
they weigh about half as much 
as a steel vehicle. 

"And the ballistics are far 
superior. They’re even better 
than a steel truck," he said. 

The same material used in 
the armored vehicles was 
recently used by Reder's firm 
to equip "low-profile, armored 
autos for some heads of state." 

Reder claims the material is 
capable of stopping a bullet 
"from any gun that can be 
carried into a bank," so it is a 
natural for being used to 
protect bank tellers. 

"Our combination is excel¬ 
lent," he said. "It's relatively 
inexpensive and very light. 
We're just beginning them, but 
they’ve been selling very 
nicely. They’re transparent so 
the teller doesn't feel caged in 
and the customer doesn't feel 
like he's in a fortress. They can 
visually see each other with a 
maximum of protection."

The Academy has become 
famous because of its unique 
work in physical and psycho¬ 
physical activities, but ac¬ 
cording to co-director Martin 
Karlin, "Most of the kids at 
The Academy are here for no 
more complex reason than to 
learn physical skills in a non- 
pressured atmosphere.” This 
is especially true of the kids in 
the gymnastics program. All 
the girls are treated like 
friends and the instructors try 
to relate to each girl on an 
individual level, often giving 
one-on-one instruction if the 
instruction given in the small 
student group is not enough. 
Gymnastics is important, but 


at The Academy the gymnasts 
come first. 

In addition the regular co-ed 
camp is all about sports to be 
sure, but it's also about 
developing a healthy love of 
self and love of others. The 
basic tool used by a staff of 72 
on the playing fields, in the new 
gymnasium and in the 
swimming pools is en¬ 
couragement. 

The instructors happen to be 
fine athletes, but they have to 
care about the children’s total 
development as well. They 
seem to have learned en¬ 
couragement well from Mike 
Burg. 

Mike Burg, the other 
codirector, has boxed and 
taught boxing for years. He 
used to be an army drill 
sergeant. He has to pause 
many times during a fast tour 
of the Stoughton Camp because 
he keeps seeing kids who need 
one of his warm rough hugs, a 
gentle squeeze, a brief caress. 

The Camp Academy brand of 
encouragement consists of a 
finely tuned balance of no- 
nonsense firmness with the 
most civilized gentleness. It 
also involves carefully 
measured doses of additional 
challenge after each new ac¬ 
complishment.

figures clearly back up this 
assertion. Between 1973-75 , the 
home repair and remodeling 
business increased an 
astonishing 20. By 1975, the 
entire industry had grown to a 
dollar volume of $26 billion. 
Last year, it nearly hit the $28 
billion mark. At these growth 
rates, the industry could reach 
$30 billion in 1977 and 
homeowners are responsible 
for about 55 of this dollar 
volume. 

The do-it-yourselfer surge 
has been apparent since the 
1960’s when non-professionals 
became involved in small fix-it 
projects because of the 
unavailability of tradesmen 
who would take on minor Jobs. 
Rather than wait for a plumber 
to stop the leaky faucet or the 
mason to repair a few loose 
bricks in the patio, many a 
frustrated homeowner pur¬ 
chased a good how-to book, a 
few tools and then went to work 
on the project himself. 

Since then, this novice has 
learned many skills. He or she 
now sees the way to make 
home improvements at more 
moderate costs. What only a 
few years ago would have been 
left to the professional 
remodeler is now routine for 
many people. 

Some of the most popular 
remodeling projects such as 
kitchens and bathrooms are 
still wisely left to the 
professionals. Although many 
do-it-yourselfers have 
developed skills in these areas.

most leave them to ex¬ 
perienced craftsmen who can 
accomplish the jobs quickly. 
Improving rooms which are 
used by the family almost 
constantly are extremely 
difficult for the part-time 
carpenter. 

One category of home Im¬ 
provement which has shown 
amazing growth over the eyars 
is space-gaining programs. 
There has been a steady in¬ 
crease in porchbreezeway 
enclosures' new carports and 
the conversion of attics and 
basements into added living 
space. 

There are a number of 
reasons for these increases. A 
middle-income family lucky 
enough to own a home has 
found that the only 
economically feasible way to 
gain space is to expand their 
present unit rather than 
purchase a new one. 

The conversion of unused 
interior space is a relatively 
inexpensive way to gain a lot 
more square footage for 
another bedroom, family room 
or den. 

People with attached or 
detached garages are taking a 
second look at these areas. 
Families hardpressed for 
' space are converting these 
units into separate apartments 
for newly-marrieds or elderly 
members of the family. Some 
are simple converting garages 
Into income property by ren¬ 
ting them out to help meet 
increasing tax burdens and 
energy costs. 

Another cause for the surge 
in more sophisticated 
remodeling projects is the high 
cost of energy. While many 
Americans have gone back to 
larger, less energyefficient 
cars, these same people are 
still concerned about energy 
waste in the home. Installing 
new, insulated glass windows, 
re-insulating the attic and 
weather-stripping windows 
and doors have become routine 
tasks for many. And these

energy-saving steps often 
develop into more ambitious 
projects. Once homeowners 
thoroughly insulate the area 
they discover that the space 
has become extremely com¬ 
fortable and could easily be 
converted to another living 
space with relatively little 
effort and just a few finishing 
touches such as paneled walls 
and ceilings.

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Everything wanted to know about a heat pump 


In these days we need to do 
everything possible to con¬ 
serve the amount of energy we 
use, yet still live comfortably, 
such as having adequate 
heating and cooling in the 
home. There is one device — 
the heat pump that ac¬ 
complishes both these 
requirements, providing 
maximum heating comfort in 
the winter and cooling in the 
summer and at the same time 
saving energy' according to the 
Edison Electric Institute. 

When heating a home the 
heat pump takes the heat from 
the outside air and pumps it 
into the house. For cooling the 
unit does just the reverse — it 
removes the heat from the 
inside air and pumps it outside, 
just like any air conditioner. 

At the same time it filters the 
air of impurities, thereby 
reducing your cleaning chores. 
During the summer, 
mugginess, even on the most 
humid days, is eliminated, and 
since windows can be kept 
closed, summer dirt, dust and 
noise are greatly reduced. 

Because windows and doors 
can be kept 

is kept out of the house - 
welcome news closed, pollen 
for allergy sufferers. 

The same compressor, fans 
and refrigerant coils that 
provide cooling also provide 
heating. This means lower 
installed cost for you compared 
to using two separate systems - 
one for heating and one for 
cooling. 

The air, whether warmed or 
cooled, is distributed by a 
central system and circulated 
through ductwork into every 
room. 

Electric duct heaters are 
usually added to provide 
supplemental heat in very cold 
weather and are automatically 
controlled. 

A separately mounted, low- 
voltage heating-cooling 
thermostat controls the 
operation of the heat pump. 
This thermostat senses the 
need for heating or cooling and 
switches back and forth 
automatically, according to the 
temperature inside your house. 

When it comes to saving 
energy this comfort- 
conditioning system uses 
energy so efficiently that on the 
heating cycle it supplies 1 to 
2 times as much heat as or¬ 
dinary electric heaters. That 
is, the unit produces more units 
of heat for each unit of elec¬ 
tricity needed to operate it, 
thus saving both money and 
energy. 

What you buy, and pay for, 
are kilowatthours of elec¬ 
tricity. So the more heat you 
jet for each kilowatthour the 
less it costs you to warm your 
home.-* 

And because it delivers more 
units of heat for each unit of 
electrffcity, the heat pump 
helps to coi^erve critical fuels. 

An electric-heat pump saves 
space too. Some units are 
completely self-contained. 
Others, which are called split- 
systems, have part of the 


equipment indoors and part 
outdoors. The part of the 
system inside the house in¬ 
cludes a cabinet, coil and 
blower and can be located 
about anywhere - in a 
basement, attic or closet, or 
even hung in a crawl space. 
The outdoor unit, including a 


compressor and a coil, is 
located next to the house and 
can blend inconspicuously with 
your landscaping. 

The idea behind the heat 
pump goes back to 1852 when 
Lord Kelvin, fa Scottish 
physicist and inventor best 


known for his work in the 
applied field of electricity) 
used a compressor as a 
"warming engine” and as a 
means of heating building to 
replace equipment for direct 
burning of fuels. Several 
working models were built but 
the heat pump remained 


primarily an idea until 
production of pilot models in 
the 1930's. These pilot models 
led to field testing of ex¬ 
perimental models in the 1940's 

and then to the introduction of 
the heat pump to certain areas 
of the country in the early 
1950's.

The Home Ventilating In¬ 
stitute recommends a 
minimum of 40 CFM (cubic 
feet per minute) per lineal foot 
of range hood for against-the- 
wall and 50 CFM per lineal foot 
for peninsula or island 
placement. 

In practice, an increasing 
number of new range hoods are 
selected for above-minimum 
capacity. Multiple-speed fans 
can deliver high CFM for 
heavy baking or barbecuing 
and low CFM for average 
cooking demand. 

For wall or ceiling fans, HVI 
recommends CFM figured by 
multiplying floor area by these 
factors (assuming 8-foot 
ceiling): kitchen, 2; bathroom, 
1.07; family, recreation or 
laundry room, 0.8. For attic 
ventilator capacity, multiply 
attic floor area by 0.7 CFM, 
adding 15 for dark roofs.

Use home lighting 
more efficiently 


Lighting, the electrical in¬ 
dustry's first product, does 
many wonderful things. It 
makes your home more at¬ 
tractive, whether you are in¬ 
side or viewing it from the 
outside. Whatever your visual 
needs in the house— reading, 
studying, playing — lighting is 
a valuable aid. And it provides 
security against accidents or 
prowlers. 

And in these times of need for 
careful use of energy, lighting 
uses less than any other ap¬ 
pliance— about one-sixth of all 
the electrical energy used in 
the home. 

But, although lighting is only 
a minor part of your electrical 
use, you still should use it 
wisely’ through proper energy 
management. 

There are many ways, you as 
an energyconscious 
homeowner, can become more 
efficient about the ways you 
use lighting, yet still get all the 
benefits it can provide. 

Although technical terms for 
energy often confuse many 
people, lighting terms are 
basically simple. The amount 
of light given off by a light bulb 
is measured in lumens, not 
wattage. Wattage measures 
the amount of energy needed to 
light a bulb. In other words, 
watts are to a bulb what 
gasoline is to a car — the power 
to make it go. Different cars 
using the same amount of 
gasoline give different per¬ 
formance. So, different bulbs 
of the same wattage give 
different amounts of light. 

Each bulb package tells the 
bulbs' watts' lumens and life 
span so it's easy to buy the bulb 
which will give you the amount 
of light you need. 

For instance, higher wattage 
bulbs are generally more ef¬ 
ficient per watt than smaller 
bulbs. Replacing several 
smaller bulbs with one larger 
one to light the same area, 
where practical, will mean a 
savings in energy. 

It takes six 26-watt in¬ 
candescent bulbs to give about 
the same amount of light as 
only one 100-watt bulb. 

When you buy an in¬ 
candescent bulb, consider how 


you will use it. Buy the proper 
size bulb with the life span and 
brightness you need. 

Flourescent lighting, where 
it can be used, is more 
economical than incandescent. 
Flourescent lamps produce up 
to five times as much light for 
the same amount of energy and 
last up to ten times as long. 

A three-way, or three-light, if 
used' properly. The highest, 
bulb can provide energy 
savings' or brightest, position 
on the three-way switch should 
be used only when that much 
light is needed’ such as for 
reading. The middle step can 
be used when just general 
room illumination is needed. 
The bottom step can be used at 
night for safety. 

So-called “long-life" bulbs do 
not save electric energy. A 105- 
watt bulb uses the same 
amount of energy as a 105-watt 
standard bulb — 100 watts. 
While the longer-life bulb will 
give you 2,500 hours of use, and 
the standard bulb has about 
1,700 lumnes light output, while 
the long-life emits about 1,470 
lumnes, or 20 less. You should 
decide whether you want a bulb 
that lasts longer, or one which

From the standpoint of use, 
the standard bulb is recom¬ 
mended for most applications 
in the home — reading, 
studying, working. The long¬ 
life bulb is best for hard-to- 
reach places, such as the top of 
a stairwell, halls, closets, or 
overhead lighting. 

Dimmers can also result in 
energy savings' since the light 
level on the lamp or fixture can 
be adjusted to the need. 
Whenever you turn down the 
light level you will be saving 
energy. Don’t worry about the 
energy used by the dimmer. 
It's very small. One likely 
place for a dimmer is the 
dining room chandelier, which 
often has as many as ten light 
bulbs. When dining you rarely 
need the full light output of the 
bulbs. 

Reducing the amount of 
decorative lighting in your 
rooms will also save energy.

Ask homeowners how much 
insulation they should have in 
their attics, and chances are 
good they‘11 say, "six inches." 

But six inches of what? Six 
inches of sawdust? Six inches 
of Dad’s old workshirts? 

The fact is, all "insulating” 
materials are not created 
equal. A six-inch thick blanket 
of Fiberglas, for example, may 
have the same “R" value as a 
stone wall, nineteen-feet thick! 
And that’s where the im¬ 
portance of "R-values" comes 
in. 

According to B.G. Woodham, 
Jr., technical services 
manager of Ownes-Corning 
Fiberglas Corporation, the 
nation’s largest manufacturer 
of residential insulation, “R- 
values stand for a material’s 
ability to resist the passage of 
heat — heat gain in the warm 
summer months and heat loss 
in colder fall and winter 
seasons." 

"The higher a materials R- 
Value," explains Mr. 
Woodham. ‘the greater that 
material's ability to resist the 
passage of heat through walls 
and attics." 

"One brand of insulation 
may be thicker than another’ 
but if they’re both marked with 
the same R-value, they'll both 
resist heat flow equally as 
well." 


Insulation is commonly 
available in two basic forms — 
"blanket" form, and "loose 
fill." 

“Blankets are easiest for the 
do-it-yourselfer to use and help 
assure the consumer of ob¬ 
taining a consistent R-value, 
because they've been 
prefabricated by the 
manufactuer to yield a uniform 
thickness and density," says 
Mr. Woodham. 

In most cases, he points out, 
manufacturers of insulation 
blankets have marked the R- 
value of their products on the 
package — so all the consumer 
has to do is purchase the R- 
value he needs and lay the 
insulation into place. 

If a product’s R-value is not 
plainly visible, Mr. Woodham 
advises consumers to “ask 
their retailer for an ex¬ 
planation or purchase another 
brand." 

As a further assurance of R- 
value performance, he 
suggests checking the in¬ 
sulation package for the NAHB 
(National Association of Home 
Builders) Research Foun¬ 
dation, Inc. certification label. 
"This label assures that 
samples of the manufacturer's 
insulation have been tested and 
meet the thermal performance 
stated on its package." 

Obtaining a desired R-value 


Blueview Nurseries was 
founded by Frank and Joseph 
Cogliano in 1949. The original 
location was on Route 138 for a 
few years prior to the arrival of 

with loose fill insulation is 
more difficult. Unlike blanket 
type insulation, which is simple 
un-rolled, cut-to-fit and in¬ 
stalled, loose fill consists of 
finely chopped tufts of loose 
insulation that are either 
poured in place or "blown” 
between studs and joists with 
special pneumatic equipment. 

"Since the material is not 
bonded together in a dimen¬ 
sionally consistent blanket, it 
must be poured or blown to a 
certain thickness and density 
in order to achieve a desired R- 
value,” explains Mr. 
Woodham. 

"While the instructions for 
8MHG achieving this density 
are sometimes found on the 
package, there is still a con¬ 
siderable margin for human 
error, unless the installer is 
very careful.” 

Regardless of whether a 
consumer chooses blanket or 
loose fill insulation, it is still 
R’s — not inches — that 
count," Mr. Woodham em¬ 
phasizes. 

As for selecting the proper R- 
value for the area to be in¬ 
sulated, Mr. Woodham 
recommends that homeowners 
consult their building 
materials dealer, or Fiberglas 
insulation contractor.

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Roof inspection time comes twice a year 
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Proper care and main¬ 
tenance should add years to the 
life of most roofs. Gutters 
ought to be cleaned of leaves, 
broken tree branches or other 
accumulated litter twice a year 
in the spring and fall. This 
prevents water from backing 
up. 

The twice-a-year cleanup of 
gutters is also an opportune 
time for the homeowner to 
inspect the roof for signs of 
damage or old age. Because a 
roof tends to wear uniformly, 
signs of aging in one or more 
spots give a clue to the general 
health of the roof. Even the 
best roofing eventually suc¬ 
cumbs to the effects of rain 
wind and the heat of the sun. 

Signs of a worn out roof in¬ 
clude cracked, curled or 
missing shingles. Best of all, 
try to determine the age of the 
roof. A roof of standard 
shingles, 15 to 20 years old, is 
about due for reroofing. 

Several important decisions 
need to be made before going 
ahead with reroofing. They 
include the type of material to 
use, the life expectancy of the 
new roof, its color and whether 
to have the new roof installed 
by a roofing contractor. 

Many homeowners use a 
roofing contractor because 
he's an expert in installation. 
But a good contractor can also 
be a source of information 
concerning materials, life 
expectancy, the cost of 
reroofing, whether a new roof 
can be applied over the old one 
and how to use color and 
dimension to improve the 
appearance of a home. 

Asphalt shingles, for 
example, can often be installed 
over the old roofing material 
eliminating the cost of a 
tearoff. Since the cost of ap¬ 
plication is generally the same 
regardless of the life ex¬ 
pectancy of the shingle, it's 
possible that selecting a 
shingle with a longer design 
life may turn out to be more

Solar Collector 

DES MOINES, Iowa (UPI) 
- A Drake University 
professor and a graduate 
student have built a solar 
energy collector for about $100 
that an average homeowner 
can install to heat a 10-foot- 
square room. 

Dr. Harry L. Downing and 
student Dan Mortensen 
devised the collector from 
recycled aluminum cans, 
plastic and plywood. They are 
now testing the efficiency of 
the model. 

“Solar heating is just now 
starting to be used," Downing 
said. “The technology is very 
simple. It’s just a matter of 
educating people that it is there 
and it will work. 

"Commercial collectors are 
very expensive, but if you can 
do the work yourself, it’s very 
inexpensive and very simple to 
construct. That’s what we’re 
trying to show.” 

The heating system consists 
of a 4-by 8-foot plywood box 
covered with plastic sheeting 
and filled with recycled alumi¬ 
num cans painted black. The 
collector is connected to an 
inside storage tank by large 
tubes that circulate air. 

Downing said sunlight shines 
on the clear plastic, strikes the 
cans and is converted into heat. 
He said air blown across the 
cans sends the heat into the 
storage tank. The storage tank 
consists of 350 aluminum cans 
filled with water. The hot air 
transfers its heat to the cans. 

"Water is an excellent heat 
storage because it has a high 
heat capacity. Aluminum is an 
excellent heat conductor,” 
Downing said. "In this way, the 
storage tank could be heated 
during the day and then cold 
air from the room could be 
forced through it to heat the 
house.”

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Modular redwood plan¬ 
ters...a simple idea, simply 
designed, easily built, but and 
idea that enhances the en¬ 
vironment indoors and out¬ 
doors.

The planters are light in 
weight, easy to move outside 
during spring and summer 
months to take advantage of 
the natural sunlight and then to 
be returned inside when the 
weather turns cold.
